The  meeting  was  called  to  order 
by  Dr.  Patrick  J.  Foley,  the  senior 
member. 

Dr.  Foley:  Under  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of 
1951 — An  Act  Amending  and  Clari- 
fying Certain  Sections  of  the  Act 
Providing  Three  Optional  Plans 
of  City  Government  in  the  City 
of  Boston — the  membership  of  the 
School  Committee  for  the  year 
1952  is:  Mr.  William  F.  Carr,  Mrs.

ELECTION  OF  CHAIRMAN 

The  Committee  proceeded  to 
the  election  of  a  Chairman,  and 
the  Secretary  was  directed  to  call 
the  roll. 

On  roll  call,  the  members  re- 
spectively voted  as  follows: 

For  ISADORE  H.  Y.  MUCH- 
NICK—Mr.  Carr,  Miss  Fitzger- 
ald, Dr.  Foley  and  Mrs.  Lyons— 4, 

PRESENT— Mr.    Muchnick— 1. 

The  Chair  declared  Isadore  H. 
Y.  Muchnick  elected  Chairman 
by  unanimous  vote.  Mr.  Much- 
nick assumed  the  Chair. 

Dr.  Foley:  May  I  at  this  time 
present  to  Mr.  Muchnick  the 
gavel  of  the  office  of  Chairman 
of  the  School  Committee  and  con- 
gratulate him  and  wish  him  every 
success;  and  as  a  former  associate 
of  mine,  I  know  that  he  probably 
will  be  the  best  Chairman  we 
have  had. 
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Chairman:  Mr.  Superintendent, 
Dr.  Foley,  and  my  colleagues  on 
the  Committee:  Naturally  I  am 
grateful  to  the  members  of  the 
School  Committee  for  having 
elected  me  as  their  chairman,  not 
only  because  of  the  honor  which 
goes  with  it,  but  more  particu- 
larly because,  as  I  see  it,  it  offers 
a  chance  for  greater  service  in  the 
cause  to  which  all  of  us  here  are 
dedicated — the  education  of  our 
children  in  our  city. 

As  the  result  of  four  years  on 
the  Committee,  I  have  been  able 
to  make  certain  observations  and 
to  reach  certain  conclusions,  some 
of  which  I  reduced  to  writing.  I 
had  hoped  that  I  would  be  elected 
Chairman,  but  I  had  hoped  that 
i  the  past  as  well;  and  on  the 
possibility  that  lightning  might 
not  strike  again  as  it  failed  to 
strike  in  the  past,  I  intended  to 
save  my  remarks  for  such  time 
later  in  the  meeting  as  we  come  to 
the  point  of  adopting  the  rules. 

However,  with  your  permission, 
even  though  most  of  these  re- 
marks concern  rule  changes,  I 
would  like  to  read  them  now. 
Many  of  them  are  merely  restate- 
ments of  what  Strayer  has  said 
and  some  of  them  are  the  results 
of  observations  aside  from  Strayer 
during  the  last  four  years. 

If  I  may  have  your  indulgence 
for  a  few  moments,  I  would  like 
to  make  this  statement. 

The  following  is  the  statement 
of  the  Chairman: 

As  I  see  it  the  Boston  School 
Committee  is  similar  in  theory  to 
the  board  of  directors  of  any  large 
corporation  whose  primary  func- 
tion is  to  provide  proper  education 
for  the  youth  of  our  city.  To  fol- 
low the  corporate  analogy  further, 
it  would  appear  that  in  this  educa- 
tional effort  there  sire  two  classes 
of  stockholders.  The  preferred 
stockholders  are  the  children  of 
our  city  to  whom  the  School  Com- 
mittee owes  the  primary  duty  of 
furnishing  the  very  best  in  educa- 
tional facilities  at  the  disposal  of 
the  city.  The  common  stockhold- 
ers are  the  parents  and  taxpayers 
of  Boston  who  want  their  invest- 
ment in  behalf  of  the  preferred 
stockholders  protected  from 
waste,  inefficiency,  patronage  and 
nepotism. 

To  accomplish  this  aim,  the 
Schocrl  Committee  "nust  resolve  to 
discard  the  methods  and  practices 
of  recent  School  Committees.  Un- 
fortunately, from  my  observation, 
recent  School  Committees  have  de- 


voted little  or  no  time  or  effort 
to  matters  of  administrative  or 
educational  policy,  but  have  con- 
centrated on  petty  details  that 
never  should  have  been  permit- 
ted to  waste  the  time  of  a  board 
of  directors.  Recent  School  Com- 
mittees have  devoted  their  time 
and  the  taxpayers'  money  to  pat- 
ronage, favor  doing  and  other 
similar  things  that  may  have  been 
good  politics  but  have  resulted  in 
decreased  educational  benefits  for 
our  pupils.  In  too  many  in- 
stances, members  of  the  Adminis- 
trative Staff  have  added  their 
he'p  to  this  political  setup. 

If  this  School  Committee  in- 
tends to  revitalize  and  modernize 
an  archaic  system, — and  I  firmly 
believe  it  does, — it  must  rencfunce 
the  political  maneuverings  in- 
dulged in  by  past  School  Commit- 
tees and  must  dedicate  itself  to  the 
cause  of  better  education.  It  must 
serve  notice  on  the  Administrators 
that  it  will  be  content  only  with 
the  best  for  our  children  and  that 
it  will  stand  for  nothing  that  im- 
pedes progress  or  wastes  the  tax- 
payers' money. 

While  there  are  many  import- 
ant things  that  must  be  done  and 
done  quickly,  not  all  of  them  can 
be  done  at  once. 

However,  there  are  several  ma- 
jor problems  to  be  undertaken  im- 
mediately. 

1.  REVISION  OF  THE  RULES 
AND  REGULATIONS  OF  THE 
BOSTON  SCHOOL  COMMIT- 
TEE. I  had  hoped  during  the  last 
three  years  that  the  Administra- 
tive Staff  would  take  the  leader- 
ship and  suggest  revisions  to  the 
archaic,  cumbersome,  and  (in 
some  places)  contradictory  set  of 
rules.  But  unfortunately,  this 
was  not  done.  I,  therefore,  sug- 
gest that  we  address  ourselves  to 
the  general  problem  of  streamlin- 
ing the  Rules  and  Regulations  as 
one  step  in  streamlining  and  im- 
p  jving  the  administration  of  our 
school  system. 

2.  ELIMINATION  OF  THE 
PRESENT  SYSTEM  OF  MULTI- 
PLE AUTHORITY  AND  EXECU- 
TIVE CONTROL.  The  Superin- 
tendent is  the  Executive  Officer  of 
the  School  Committee  and  as  such 
should  be  charged,  similar  to  the 
General  Manager  of  a  Corpora- 
tion, with  the  complete  respon- 
sibility of  running  the  School  De- 
partment properly  and  efficiently 
subject  to  the  control  and  direc- 
ticfn  of  the  School  Committee. 
Just  as  the  Superintendent  has  six 
Assistant  Superintendents  to  as- 
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sist  him  in  the  operation  of  the 
academic  functions  of  the  system, 
so  the  Business  Manager  should 
be  given  full  charge  of  Budget  and 
Financial  Affairs,  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Custodians  charge  of  all 
custodial  matters,  the  Secretary 
should  assume  the  function  of  Of- 
fice Manager,  each  under  the  gen- 
era? supervision,  direction  and  con- 
trol of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  Thus  the  School  Commit- 
tee and  the  citizens  of  Boston  can, 
as  they  should,  charge  one  person 
with  the  complete  responsibility  of 
running  our  schools  properly. 

3.  ABOLITION  OF  BOARD 
OF  APPORTIONMENT.  If  the 
above  mentioned  recommendation 
is  accepted,  the  Board  of  Appor- 
tionment should  be  abolished. 
After  careful  examination  of  the 
functions  of  this  Board,  I  can 
find  that  it  does  little  else  than 
waste  the  valuable  time  of  six 
highly  paid  Assistant  Superinten- 
dents who  might  better  devote 
their  time  and  their  talents  to 
improving  the  school  system. 

4.  THE  FUNCTIONS  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  SUPERINTEN- 
DENTS SHOULD  BE  REVISED. 
This  Board  should  become  solely 
an  Advisory  Board.  It  should 
meet  regularly  with  the  Superin- 
tendent to  give  counsel  and 
guidance  and  thus  help  the  Su- 
perintendent in  the  formation 
and  development  of  an  overall, 
co-ordinated,  long-range  policy. 
Full  detailed  minutes  should  be 
taken  by  a  stenographer  and 
copies  of  these  minutes  should  be 
furnished  each  Member  of  the 
School  Committee  for  examina- 
tion and  such  School  Committee 
action  as  may  be  necessary. 

5.  PURPOSE  OF  SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE  MEETINGS.  If  the 
above  suggestion  is  adopted  and 
if  a  more  efficient  method  is 
adopted  of  handling  transfers, 
leaves  of  absence,  unemployment 
of  temporary  personnel  and  other 
such  matters  that  should  normally 
be  a  part  of  administrative  routine, 
it  would  then  appear  that  School 
Committee  Meetings  could  be  de- 
voted to  their  historically  proper 
purpose — the  discussion  of  and 
action  on  general  policy  questions 
affecting  the  welfare  of  our  educa- 
tional system. 

6.  ABOLITION  OF  SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE  CONFERENCES. 
At  present  the  School  Committee 
handles  most  of  its  business  twice 
— first  at  the  so-called  Confer- 
ence, and,  upon  conclusion  of  the 


Conference,  at  the  so-called  Pub- 
lic Meeting.  Both  are  open  to 
the  public.  The  Conference  serves 
no  useful  purpose.  It  should  be 
eliminated  and  all  business  should 
be  transacted  at  the  one  Public 
Meeting. 

7.  SURVEY  OF  NON-ACAD- 
EMIC PERSONNEL.  The  School 
Committee  should  immediately  ar- 
range for  a  survey  of  the  non- 
academic  personnel  similar  in 
scope  and  nature  to  the  survey 
conducted  in  1951  of  all  other  city 
employees.  It  is  my  firm  convic- 
tion that  the  School  Department 
is  overloaded  with  many  unnec- 
essary non-academic  employees, 
some  of  whom  are  grossly  over- 
paid and  that  a  survey  would 
point  the  way  to  annual  savings 
of  many  thousands  of  dollars  with- 
out the  dismissal  of  any  present 
permanent  employees. 

8.  SALARY  QUESTIONS.  Pro- 
cedures should  be  adopted  to  pro- 
vide that  no  salary  increases  be 
granted  in  any  year  to  any  em- 
ployees, other  than  emergency  or 
cost  of  living  increases  when  also 
granted  to  other  city  or  State  em- 
ployees, unless  provided  for  in  the 
budget  for  that  year  by  specific 
reference  to  the  person  or  posi- 
tion. All  petitions  for  salary  in- 
crease should  be  heard  by  the 
School  Committee  during  the 
month  of  February.  Prior  to 
hearing,  the  same  should  be  re- 
ferred for  study  to  the  Superin- 
tendent who  should  report  his 
findings  and  recommendations  on 
each  petition  before  it  is  heard 
by  the  School  Committee. 

9.  BUDGET.  T'he  Budget 
should  be  submitted  to  the  School 
Committee  no  later  than  March 
10th  in  order  to  provide  ample 
time  for  study  and  discussion  by 
the  School  Committee. 

10.  CONTACT  WITH  PAR- 
ENTS AND  PUBLIC.  The  Home 
and  School  Association  should  be 
encouraged  to  become  more  ac- 
tive participants  in  school  affairs 
generally.  In  addition  to  Home 
and  School  Associations,  such  re- 
sponsible civic  groups  as  the 
Municipal  Research  Bureau, 
League  of  Women  Voters,  New 
Boston  Committee,  Neighborhood 
improvement  groups,  and  other 
citizen  organizations  should  be  in- 
vited to  feel  free  to  visit  and  in- 
spect the  schools  at  reasonable 
times  and  to  submit  recommenda- 
tions for  discussion  by  the  Super- 
intendent and  School  Committee. 
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11  REPLACEMENT  OF  PU- 
PIL POPULATION.  The  Super- 
intendent should  be  directed  to 
report  to  the  School  Committee 
the  detailed  enrollment  of  each 
school  and  the  possibility  of  con- 
solidated schools  and  school  dis- 
tricts with  the  view  toward  im- 
mediate elimination  of  unneces- 
sary school  buildings  without  im- 
pairment of  educational  facilities. 

12.  JUVENILE  DELINQUEN- 
CY. It  seems  to  me  that  the 
school  svstem  can  play  a  stronger 
roll  in  the  fight  against  juvenile 
delinquency.  As  one  major  step 
in  that  direction,  I  recommend 
the  establishment  at  Teachers 
College  of  a  required  course  di- 
rected towards  training  teachers 
how  to  spot  juvenile  delinquency 
or  potential  delinquency  so  that 
proper  preventive  or  corrective 
measures  can  be  taken  before  it 
be  :omes  necessary  to  resort  to 
the  police  or  the  courts.  I  feel 
certain  that,  if  asked  to  do  so, 
such  outstanding  men  as  Arch- 
bishop Cushing,  Chief  Justice  Hig- 
gins.  Judge  Connolly  of  the  Ju- 
venile Court,  Judge  Lynch  of  Dor- 
chester, Professor  Glueck  of  Har- 
vard and  many  other  leaders  m 
this  field  would  be  glad  to  assist 
in  setting  up  such  a  course  and  m 
lecturing  on  occasion.  This  course 
should  also  be  made  available  to 
teachers  in  service,  to  the  Boston 
Police  Department  and  to  social 
workers  dealing  with  this 
problem. 

13.  VOCATIONAL  COURSES. 
There  should  be  an  immediate 
study  and  report  by  the  Superin- 
tendent on  the  question  of  Voca- 
tional Courses  in  the  high  schools 
to  determine  if  we  are  teaching 
any  trades  in  which  there  is  no 
current  great  employee  demand 
in  the  business  world  and  if,  on  the 
other  hand,  we  are  not  teaching 
those  trades  in  which  our  gradu- 
ates, if  trained,  would  be  in  de- 
mand. 

14.  EXPANSION  OF  BOSTON 
CLERICAL  SCHOOL.  The  type 
of  post-graduate  education  offered 
at  Boston  Clerical  School  should 
be  expanded  to  include  many  of 
the  trades.  Many  of  our  high 
school  graduates,  if  permitted  to 
gain  further  instruction  on  a 
full  or  part-time,  post-graduate 
level  in  their  chosen  field  of  em- 
ployment, might  thus  gain  that 
extra  amount  of  technical  skill 
that  could  enable  them  to  ad- 
van-e  higher  in  their  chosen  field 
of  endeavor  and  thus  become  more 
useful  citizens  in  our  community. 


The  Bettor  Business  Bureau, 
the  Retail  Trade  Board  and  the 
various  Trade  Unions  and  similar 
groups  should  be  invited  to  par- 
ticipate in  formulating  the  plans 
and  policies  contained  in  this  and 
the  preceding  subsection. 

15.  CUSTODIANS.  With  the 
establishment  of  the  forty-hour 
week  and  the  placing  of  ample 
junior  custodians  in  each  school 
building,  the  ancient  method  of 
paying  senior  custodians  on  a 
cubic  foot  basis  should  be  dis- 
carded. Plans  should  be  formu- 
lated to  place  all  senior  custodi- 
ans on  the  same  weekly  salary. 
Thought  should  also  be  given  to 
the  possibility  of  reducing  the 
number  of  senior  custodians  by 
placing  such  custodian  in  charge 
of  a  school  district,  as  is  done 
with  principals  on  the  academic 
level,  instead  of  merely  a  single 
school  building. 

16.  ACADEMIC  SUPERVISORY 
STAFF.  If  the  suggestions  con- 
cerning the  Board  of  Apportion- 
ment and  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents are  followed,  it  would  seem 
that  there  would  be  need  for  few- 
er Supervisors  and  Directors.  The 
Assistant  Superintendents  would 
be  free  to  handle  many  of  their 
functions  and  duties  directly.  Re- 
gardless of  this,  there  seem  to  be 
far  too  many  Supervisors  and  Di- 
rectors, many  of  whom  duplicate 
each  others  functions  in  part.  It 
has  been  said — and  with  much  jus- 
tification— that  our  teaching  ef- 
forts are  being  strangled  by  su- 
pervision. More  authority  should 
be  given  to  each  Head  Master  or 
Principal  and  more  latitude  to  our 
teaching  staff  whose  general  ex- 
cellence and  enthusiasm  are  being 
thwarted  by  too  much  unneces- 
sary supervision  and  direction. 

17.  SCHOOL  BUILDING  DE- 
PARTMENT. Immediate  steps 
should  be  taken  to  eliminate  the 

*  inefficiency  and  waste  in  this  de- 
partment. It  has  been  estimated 
that  it  takes  about  ten  employees 
at  a  total  cost  of  approximately 
fifteen  dollars  to  process  a  requisi- 
tion for  a  new  door  knob,  which 
in  and  of  itself  would  cost  no  more 
than  two  or  three  dollars  to  in- 
stall. Obviously,  some  efficient 
method  must  be  installed  to  re- 
place such  a  costly  inefficient 
system. 

18.  EMPLOYEE  MORALE. 
Last,  but  by  no  means  least,  ev- 
ery effort  must  be  made  to  im- 
prove employee  morale.  It  must 
be  made  clear  to  teachers  and  all 
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other  employees  that  from  here  on 
in  merit  alone  will  count.  From 
now  on  the  slogan  must  change 
back  again  to  "What  You  Know" 
in  place  of  the  frequently  used 
"Whom  You  Know"  of  too  recent 
vintage. 

These  are  but  some  of  the  major 
pi'oblems  confronting  this  School 
Committee.  Solution  of  these 
problems  presents  a  great  chal- 
lenge. I  am  confident  that  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  Superin- 
tendent and  the  entire  personnel 
of  the  School  Department,  we  can 
once  again  restoi'e  our  school  sys- 
tem to  its  rightful  place  as  the 
Educational  Leader  of  the  United 
States. 

ADOPTION   OF   RULES   AND 
REGULATIONS 
The  foUcfwing  was  offered: 
ORDERED:    That  the  Rules  of 
the    School    Committee,    and    the 
Regulations  of  the  Public  Schools 
of  last  year  which  involve  the  ex- 
penditure  of   money,   are   hereby 
adopted  for  the  present  year  until 
otherwise  ordered. 

Chairman:  May  I  make  an  ob- 
servation, Miss  Reynolds?  Those 
should  be  adopted  only  until  such 
time  as  the  plan  suggested  a  few 
moments  ago  is  adopted,  if  it  is 
adopted,  and  it  should  then  take 
only  a  majority  vote  rather  than 
a  four-fifths  vote  to  make  the  nec- 
essary changes. 

If  that  is  accepted  by  way  of 
amendment  by  the  members  of  the 
School  Ccfmmittee — 

Dr.  Foley:  I  move  that  amend- 
ment, Mr.  Chairman. 

Chairman:  Thank  you,  Dr. 
Foley,  Would  you  call  the  roll 
on  the  amendment? 

Dr.  Foley:  On  the  order  as 
amended. 

Mr.  Carr:  Would  you  read  the 
order  again? 

(Original  order  read  by  the 
Secretary). 

Secretary:  Question  now  comes 
on  the  passage  of  the  order,  as 
amended,  which  provides  that  it 
is  adopted  only  until  such  time 
as  the  plan  suggested  is  adopted, 
if  it  is  adopted,  and  it  should  then 
take  only  a  majority  vote  rather 
than  a  four-fifths  vote  to  make 
the  necessary  changes.

They  did  such  an 
excellent  job  that  I  think  all  the 
members  of  the  Committee  will 
agree  that  it  would  be  a  splendid 
thing  to  have  those  speeches 
printed,  and  then  probably  -it 
some  time  make  arrangements  for 
those  boys  during  assembly  peri- 
ods or  at  some  such  time  .hat 
would  be  convenient  for  the  head 
masters  to  address  the  pupils  in 
other  schools. 

I  think  it  would  be  a  very  valu- 
able thing  to  have  these  boys  und 
girls  hear  what  other  boys  and 
girls  Oi  their  same  age  group 
think  about  conditions  and  what 
the.    expect  of  their  elders. 

I  would  like  to  have  that  spread 
on  the  records  of  the  public  meet- 
ing. 

Chairman:  Mrs.  Lyons,  you 
have  stated  very  well  what  I  am 
sure  is  the  feeling  of  the  entire 
School  Committee  and  the  feeling 
of  everybody  —  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  and  the  Super- 
intendent and  all  the  other  people 
who  were  privileged  to  listen  to 
those  two  boys. 

Your  remarks  should  be  and 
will  be  sr,read  on  the  records  of 
the  public  meeting.  I  am  won- 
dering whether  you  meant  to 
have  them  printed  as  part  of  the 
public  meeting  or  whether  you 
meant  to  have  the  two  speeches 
printed  as  a  school  pamphlet  for 
distribution? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  think  it  should  be 
a  school  pamphlet  for  distribu- 
tion. 

Chairman:  Any  objection?  Mr. 
Superintendent,  do  you  have  any- 
thing to  add  to  that? 

Superintendent:  No,  Mr.  Chair- 
man. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Do  you  think,  Mr. 
Superintendent,  that  is  an  advis- 
able thing  to  do? 

Superintendent:  I  think  it  is 
fine,  Mrs.  Lyons.  Really  I  was 
proud,  as  we  all  were,  of  those 
two  boys.  They  were  wonderful. 

Chairman:  I  think  wo  ought  also 
to  have  an  expi>ession  of  our 
gratitude  go  to  the  Rotary  Club 


for  permitting  the  student  partici- 
pation and  for  doing  such  an  ex- 
cellent job  with  the  boys  in  the 
participation. 

Miss  Reynolds,  will  you  prepare 
and  send  a  letter  to  the  Rotary 
Ciub? 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Daley  will 
do  it. 

Chairman:  Or  would  it  be  more 
appropriate  that  the  letter  come 
from  you,  Mr.  Superintendent? 

Superintendent:  I  think,  Mr. 
Cliairman,  it  would  be  nice  if  it 
came  from  the  School  Committee, 
and  we  would  be  very  glad  to  pre- 
pare a  suitable  letter  expressing 
thanks.  Mr.  Daley  will.  He  is  in 
contact  with  them  on  that  very 
matter  for  the  School  Committee. 
Mr.  Daley:  Mr.  Chairman,  since 
1048  it  has  been  my  pleasant  duty 
to  be  assigned  by  the  Superintend- 
ent as  the  guide  of  the  Junior 
Associates;  We  have  a  similar 
group  also  with  the  Kiwanis  Club 
all  over  the  city  now  in  all  sec- 
tions but  one,  and  we  hope  to  or- 
ganize a  club  there. 

We  do  send  to  the  President  of 
the  Boston  Rotary  Club  and  to 
the  coordinator  for  the  Junior 
Associates — who  happens  to  be 
Mr.  Al  Foley  this  year — a  letter 
of  gratitude  for  their  interest  in 
our  young  fellows.  A  new  group 
will  start  this  Wednesday  from 
all  the  high  schools  which  have 
boys  in  enrollment. 

Mr.  Quinn,  the  President  of 
Rotary,  told  me  that  Rotary  is 
going  to  have  the  speeches  of 
those  two  boys  printed  and  given 
wide  distribution.  Whether  they 
will  have  enough  for  us  for  dis- 
tribution in  the  schools  I  do  not 
know.  I  will  be  glad  to  take  it  up 
with  them. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  If  they  have 
enough,  I  assume,  Mrs.  Lyons, 
that  you  do  not  wish  to  have  us 
print  them;  If  they  do  not  have 
enough,  why  don't  you  withdraw 
that  part  of  the  motion  for  the 
moment  and  as  soon  as  Mr.  Daley 
finds  out  whether  they  will  have 
enough,  you  can  either  make  the 
motion  again — 

Mrs.  Lyons:  That  we  have  it 
printed  for  distribution  in  the 
schools. 

Chairman:  Yes,  for  the  time  be- 
ing, depending  on  what  Mr.  Daley 
finds  out. 

STUDY  OF  ADVISABILITY 
OF  PURCHASING 
BOSTON  ARENA 

At  the  request  of  Dr.  Foley,  the 
Secretary  was  directed  to  include 
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in  the  public  record  the  following 
extract  from  the  Conference  notes 
relating  to  a  study  of  the  advis- 
ability of  purchasing  the  Boston 
Arena: 

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  was 
going  to  wait  until  the  public 
meeting,  but  I  would  like  to  look 
into  the  advisability  of  purchasing 
the  Arena,  which  is  purchasable 
at  the  present  time.  I  would  like 
to  ask  this  Committee  to  place  it 
on  the  agenda  in  a  suitable  place 
so  that  we  can  from  time  to  time 
discuss  it;  and  at  this  time  I  offer 
a  progressive  report  with  the  un- 
derstanding that  we  as  a  Commit- 
tee can  then  look  into  the  matter 
of  purchasing  the  Boston  Arena. 

Chairman:  Dr.  Foley,  would  you 
also  want  an  opinion  from  the  Di- 
rector of  Physical  Education? 

Dr.  Foley:  I  would. 

Chairman:  And  would  you  want 
one  from  the  Law  Department  as 
to  how  it  can  be  done  if  it  should 
be  done? 

Dr.  Foley:  Yes,  and  I  would  like 
to  get  into  the  White  Fund  also 
to  see  if  it  can  be  arranged  that 
way  so  that  all  possible  ways  and 
means  in  which  we  might  be  able 
to  purchase  it  are  explored.  How- 
ever, first  of  all  I  would  like  the 
approbation  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  look  into  this  matter. 

Chairman:  Any  objection  to 
having  it  studied  as  suggested  by 
Dr.  Foley? 

No  objections. 

Chairman:  You  say  you  in- 
tended to  make  that  at  the  public 
meeting.  Do  you  want  that  in- 
corporated? 

Dr.  Foley:  I  think  it  would  be 
a  good  idea  to  have  it  spread  on 
the  minutes  of  the  public  meet- 
ing. 

Chairman:  There  incidentally  is 
a  distinction  currently  between 
conference  minutes  and  public 
meeting  minutes.  The  conference 
minutes  are  merely  typed  up. 
What  takes  place  at  the  public 
meeting,  into  which  we  will  be 
going  very  shortly,  is  not  only 
typed  but  also  is  printed  and 
distributed. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  thought,  Mr. 
Chairman,  that  I  would  speak 
at  the  conference  first  before 
talking  at  any  length  in  the  pub- 
lic  meeting. 

Secretary:  Should  the  Secre- 
tary write  to  the  Law  Depart- 
ment on  that? 

Chairman:   I  think  you  should. 

Dr.  Foley:  Yes. 

Chairman:  We  can  have  the 
whole  problem — all  the  pieces  of 
it — in  front  of  us  at  one  time. 


Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  you  want 
all  the  pieces  together  concerning 
the  advisability  of  purchasing  the 
Arena,  I  think  that  you  should  get 
the  opinion  of  some  independent 
real  estate  operator  or  the  As- 
sessing Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston. 

Chairman:  I  think  we  ought  to 
rely  for  the  moment  on  the  Assess- 
ing Department  because  if,  at  this 
stage  of  the  game,  we  call  in  a  real 
estate  expert,  from  my  own  knowl- 
edge of  real  estate  experts,  we 
are  going  to  have  a  large  bill  on 
our  hands,  and  I  do  not  think  the 
time  is  ripe  yet,  if  ever,  for  that. 
However,  I  think  we  ought  to  get 
the  information  from  the  Assess- 
ing Department. 

Secretary:  I  am  to  get  the  in- 
formation from  the  Assessing  De- 
partment? 

Superintendent:  Yes,  the  as- 
sessed valuation.

In  connection  with  the  forego- 
ing, the  Chairman  asked  that  his 
remarks  in  conference  be  included 
in  the  records  of  the  meeting,  as 
follows : 

Chairman:  I  had  something  to 
say  about  that  the  day  this  Com- 
mittee first  took  office,  and  I  am 
sure  that  if  the  Superintendent 
consulted  with  the  experts,  people 
like  Archbishop  Gushing,  Judge 
Higgins,  Judge  Connelly  and  Pro- 
fessor Glueck  at  Harvard,  some- 
thing could  be  arranged. 

I  have  here,  incidentally,  an 
excellent  article  on  this  in  one 
of  the  magazines  just  this  past 
week  which  could  be  very  helpful, 
I  will  give  it  to  you  if  you  want. 
It  is  by  one  Mrs.  Radcliffe.  The 
title  is  not  very  nice — "The  Crim- 
inal in  the  Kindergarten" — but 
I  think  you  can  get  some  good 
leads'  out  of  that.  I  think  you 
can  establish  a  course  that  will 
do    a    lot    towards    being    a   pre- 
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ventative  against  juvenile  delin- 
quency. Just  as  we  have  pre- 
ventive medicine,  we  could  have 
preventive  steps  in  this  field,  and 
I  recommend  that  this  be  a  re- 
quired course  for  either  juniors  or 
seniors  at  Teachers  College  and 
that  it  also  be  a  required  course 
for  those  who  are  taking  master's 
degrees. 

I  also  recommend  that,  after  it 
is  set  up,  all  of  our  elementary 
school  teachers,  particularly  in 
the  lower  grades,  be  urged  to 
take  afternoon  or  evening  courses 
in  the  field.  I  think  it  is  some- 
thing very  helpful  not  unly  to  the 
school  system  but  to  the  city  at 
large.  I  would  like  to  have  a 
vote  on  that  motion  tonight  as 
well. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  in 
line  with  your  thought,  I  read 
that  article,  and  I  thought  that 
probably  it  would  be  a  good  idea 
to  have  some  of  these  people 
whom  you  mentioned  who  might 
be  assigned  by  a  person  like 
Archbishop  Cushing  or  Dr.  Glueck, 
— and  he  is  also  mentioned  in  that 
article — act  as  an  advisory  com- 
mitte  or  advisers  and  speak  to 
groups   of   parents. 

I  think  that  is  where  we  could 
immediately  do  something  about 
juvenile  delinquency.  So  often  all 
of  these  "do's  and  don'ts,"  that  v^^e 
tell  children  fall  on  deaf  ears.  I 
think  that  if  we  talked  to  parents 
and  made  them  realize  how  serious 
these  problems  are  becoming  and 
if  we  had  at  The  Teachers  Col- 
lege an  evening  course  for  par- 
ents and  had  people  of  the  type 
you  mentioned  talk  to  them,  it 
may  be  something  that  would  be 
very  worthwhile. 

Superintendent:  I  think  you  are 
right,  Mrs.  Lyons. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  think  we  are  de- 
pending altogether  too  much  on 
the  teacher  to  spot  delinquency. 
She  can't  be  the  policeman,  the 
teacher,  and  everything  else.  I 
think  it  is  good  for  her  to  know 
it  and  good  for  her  to  watch  those 
children  and  advise  the  parents 
if  she  can,  but  I  do  think  that  it 
is  time  that  parents  realized  their 
responsibilities.  People  vvho  really 
know  about  that  sort  of  thing 
should  point  out  to  them  what 
thoir  duties  are. 

Chairman:  I  agree  completely 
with  the  suggestion,  and  I  think 
in  working  up  such  a  course  the 
Superintendent  might  try  to  work 
up  something  along  the  lines  that 
Mrs.  Lyons  suggested. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Muchnick 
and  members,  would  you  feel  that 


that  should  be  handled  by  someone 
on  the  faculty  of  The  Teachers 
College?  It  appears  to  me  that  we 
would  have  to  appoint  an  addition- 
al assistant  professor  at  The 
Teachers  College. 

Chairman:  It  might  be  that  you 
might  have  to  appoint  several.  I 
think  that  after  you  have  thought 
it  over  and  have  discussed  it  with 
people  like  the  ones  who  were 
mentioned,  from  among  the  group 
of  you  and  all  the  ideas  that  you 
would  get  you  might  even  invite 
one  of  them  to  come  in  and  give 
lectures  on  a  part-time  basis. 

Mr.  Carr:  Like  a  clinic — more 
or  less  like  a  clinic? 

Chairman:  Yes.  I  know  I  have 
had  many,  many  dealings  with 
Judge  Connelly,  Judge  Higgins, 
and  Judge  Lynch  out  in  the  Dor- 
chester Court  in  my  own  particu- 
lar private  field.  They  are  ex- 
perts. By  just  looking  at  a  kid 
they  can  almost  tell  whether  he 
is  good  or  bad. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
we  might  do  this.  We  will  work 
on  it,  certainly,  but  I  can  think 
of  one  plan  according  to  what  you 
just  said. 

We  might  put  a  certain  amount 
of  money  in  the  budget,  let's  say 
$1,000  for  the  time  being;  and  if 
we  organized  a  group  of  outstand- 
ing speakers  similar  to  the  men 
and  women  you  mentioned,  we 
could  give  an  honorarium  of  $50 
to  each  one  of,  let's  say,  ten  or 
twenty,  which  would  amount  to 
about  $1,000.  We  might  eventu- 
ally work  it  out  into  an  assistant 
professorship. 

Chairman:  Except  this — that 
each  one  would  come  and  talk 
upon  one  specific  phase,  and  all 
ten  of  them  might,  not  having  con- 
sulted one  another,  talk  on  the 
same  thing  or  on  completely  un- 
related or  uncoordinated  things. 

I  think  that  would  be  good  in 
addition  to  our  regular  course,  but 
I  think  that  you  must  work  out  a 
real  course,  and  it  can  be  done. 
That  I  know. 

Mr.  Carr:  Excuse  me,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, but  I  think  that,  in  picking 
out  the  particular  subject,  you 
would  look  for  a  person  who  is 
trained  specifically  along  that  line 
and  invite  him  in.  That  would 
eliminate  the  possibility  of  their 
all  speaking  on  the  same  topic.  If 
you  picked  out  a  certain  phase 
of  the  delinquency  problem  and 
then  looked  for  the  man  whom 
you  felt  was  most  qualified  to  talk 
on  that  subject,  you  would  be  ac- 
complishing the  result. 
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Chairman:  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
Mr.  Superintendent,  I  think  it 
would  be  a  good  idea  from  many 
points  of  view  if  you  made  this 
your  own  personal  project  and 
study  loecause  if  you  do,  you  will 
probably  be  the  pioneer  in  the 
United  States  in  the  field — at 
least  so  far  as  teachers  colleges 
and  elementary  schools  are  con- 
cerned. 

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Chairman,  do  I 
take  it  you  have  put  Judge  Lynch 
on  this  committee? 

Chairman:  I  have  recommend- 
ed him  and  people  like  him.  I 
leave  that  completely  to  the 
Superintendent. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  thought  you  men- 
tioned the  Archbishop,  Judge  Hig- 
gins,  Professor  Glueck  and  others. 

Chairman:  And  Judge  Connel- 
ly and  Judge  Lynch.  There  are 
many  qualified  people,  some  in  the 
general  field  in  our  area  and  some 
others  iust  in  parts  of  it. 

Dr.  Foley:  That  is  a  very  good 
idea. 

Chairman:  I  think  you  can 
work  up  something  out  of  this. 
Mr.  Superintendent,  that  will 
make  Boston  the  leader  in  this 
field. 

Superintendent:   Yes.

My  dear  Dr.  Haley: 

I  know  you  will  be  interested  in 
the  distinction  just  obtained  by 
one  of  our  graduates, — Max  Tish- 
ler  of  the  Class  of  1924.  He  left 
here  and  went  to  the  College  of 
Liberal  Arts  at  Tufts  College, 
specializing  in  Chemistry.  He 
later  received  a  Ph.  D.  at  Harvard 
University.  While  there  he  worked 
with  Dr.  James  B.  Conant  in  the 


revision  of  the  Harvard  president's 
book,  "Chemistry  of  Organic  Com- 
pounds". On  the  title  page  of  this 
book  is  the  statement  "revised  by 
Conant  and  Tishler". 

In  1937  he  joined  the  Division 
of  Research  and  Development  at 
Merck  &  Co.,  Inc.,  Rahway,  N.  J., 
and  is  now  Associate  Director  of 
that  Division.  Merck  &  Co.,  Inc., 
has  recently  announced  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  $10,000  scholarship 
fund  at  Tufts  College  to  be  known 
as  the  "Max  Tishler  Scholarship 
Fund."  Through  this  fund,  scholar- 
ships will  be  awarded  annually  to 
outstanding  students  in  the 
sciences  at  Tufts  College. 

Dr.  Tishler  was  recently  pre- 
sented the  Merck  Board  of  Direc- 
tors' Scientific  Award,  the  cita- 
tion of  which  reads  as  follows: 
"The  Board  of  Directors  of 
Merck  &  Co.,  Inc.,  presents  to  Max 
Tishler  the  Directors'  Scientific 
Award  to  honor  his  inspirational 
and  energetic  research  leadership, 
and  to  record  his  many  scientific 
contributions  to  mankind,  espe- 
cially his  skilled  and  decisive  de- 
velopmental reesarch  on  strepto- 
mycin and  cortisone,  and  the  syn- 
thesis of  hydrocortisone,  and  the 
11-hydroxy  of  derivatives  of  nat- 
ural steroids." 

A  recent  achievement  of  Dr. 
Tishler,  and  the  personnel  under 
his  direction,  was  the  development 
of  a  practical  process  for  the  syn- 
thesis of  cortisone  on  a  large 
scale.  Their  efforts  have  great- 
ly increased  the  yield  and  de- 
creased the  cost  of  cortisone  and 
have  been  largely  responsible  for 
making  the  hormone  available  to 
many  thousands  of  patients. 

I  feel  that  you  should  be  in- 
formed of  the  contribution  of  an- 
other graduate  of  a  Boston  high 
school  who  has  made  a  distinct 
contribution  to  the  world  in  gen- 
eral.

In  connection  with  the  fore- 
going, it  was  agreed  that  the 
following  discussion  of  this  matter 
in  the  Conference  be  printed  in 
full  in  the  record  of  the  open 
meeting: 

Mrs.  Lyons:  This  Committee 
has  been  considering  ways  and 
means  by  which  our  budget  can 
be  reduced,  and  I  believe  one  of 
the  greatest  savings  could  be 
effected  by  finding  to  what  extent 
the  State  would  aid  us  financially 
in  the  operation  of  The  Teachers 
College  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Boston's  is,  perhaps,  the  only 
teachers  college  in  the  country 
that  is  completely  autonomous. 
Every  other  teachers  college  re- 
ceives either  partial  or  total  State 
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aid.  Since  teacher  training  is  the 
function  of  the  State  and  not  the 
local  community,  I  would  suggest 
• — and  I  am  putting  this  in  the 
form  of  a  motion — that  the  Super- 
intendent contact  the  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Education  as 
soon  as  possible  to  determine  if  it 
is  possible  for  the  State  to  grant 
reimbursement,  at  least  in  part, 
for  the  expense  entailed  in  oper- 
ating The  Teachers  College  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

The  State  and  Federal  govern- 
ments contribute  to  the  support, 
sometimes  up  to  50%,  of  various 
types  of  education,  such  as  Con- 
tinuation Schools,  Vocational  ed- 
ucation, and  Adult  Civic  educa- 
tion. If  they  contribute  to  such  a 
large  extent  to  these  types  of  ed- 
ucation why  then  should  they  not 
contribute  to  the  particular  type 
of  education — teacher  training — 
which  is  primarily  a  State  func- 
tion. 

Teacher  training  for  public 
schools  was  accepted  early  as  a 
State  responsibility.  In  1883 
Massachusetts  made  the  pioneer 
effort  by  establishing  a  teacher 
training  school  in  Lexington.  This 
school  later  was  moved  to  New- 
ton, then  to  Framingham,  where 
it  now  operates  as  Framingham 
State  Teachers  College. 

This  is  only  a  brief  sketch  of 
our  training  schools  for  teachers, 
but  it  does  indicate  that  Massa- 
chusetts acknowledged  and  ac- 
cepted this  responsibility  from 
the  earliest  days. 

I  think  that  if  we  war;t  to  save 
money  in  our  budget,  we  might 
see  what  help  we  can  get  from 
the  State. 

Chairman:  Mrs.  Lyons,  the  sug- 
gestion that  you  have  made  is,  to 
put  it  mildly,  an  excellent  one,  and 
in  line  with  that,  I  think  we  ought 
to  have  some  further  information. 

I  would  like  to  add  another  mo- 
tion that  the  School  Committee 
be  furnished,  for  the  next  meet- 
ing, if  possible,  with  a  list— cover- 
ing the  past  seven  years — of  the 
numbers  of  students  who  were 
admitted  to  The  Teachers  College 
with  any  entering  class;  the  num- 
ber who  graduated;  how  many  of 
those  entered  the  Boston  Public 
School  system  as  teachers  and 
when  they  entered;  how  many  of 
those  who  entered  are  still  in  the 
Boston  public  School  system;  and, 
if  known,  how  many  are  in  other 
school  systems. 

Mr.  Bond,  for  elementary  teach- 
ing this  year  we  have  an  eligible 
list  of  how  many  people? 


Mr.  Bond:  The  new  list  coming 
up? 

Chairman:  Well,  from  last 
June's  graduates  of  Teachers  Col- 
lege how  many  do  we  now  have 
working  for  us? 

Mr.  Bond:  We  do  not  have 
many,  unless  you  mean  as  temp- 
oraries. 

Chairman:  Yes,  as  temporaries. 
How  many  graduates  did  we  have, 
do  you  think? 

Mr.  Bond:  I  think  there  were 
sixty  elementary. 

Chairman:  Graduates? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes.  I  would  say 
about  at  least  fifty  of  that  class. 

Chairman :  And  how  many  non- 
elementary  graduates  do  we  have? 

Mr.  Bond:  Possibly  fifteen  or 
twenty  junior  high  and  about  ten 
or  twelve  high  school. 

Chairman:  So  that  there  would 
be  eighty-five  graduates? 

Mr.  Bond:  I  think  that  is  a  fair 
figure. 

Chairman:  And  of  the  eighty- 
five  on  a  permanent  basis,  we 
could  probably  expect  50%  to 
stay  with  us  for  a  few  years — 
wouldn't  that  be  so? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman:  It  would  be  some- 
where between  forty  and  forty- 
five  would  stay  with  us? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman:  On  those  figures, 
taking  what  Teachers  College 
costs  us,  which  in  this  year's  budg- 
et under  Instruction  is  about 
$325,000  as  I  remember  it  and  for 
custodians,  iheat  and  light,  etc., 
and  without  taking  into  con- 
sideration alterations  and  repairs 
or  anything  like  that — ^which 
v/ould  bring  it  up  to  about  $400,- 
000  to  operate  the  Teachers  Col- 
lege for  one  year — ^if,  out  of  ttet, 
we  are  going  to  get  forty  teachers, 
then  it  costs  us  $10,000  for  each 
teacher  whom  we  produce,  and 
then  we  do  not  know  how  long 
that  teacher  will  stay  with  us. 

Ob-viously,  as  Mrs.  Lyons  has 
just  said,  this  city  can't  afford  and 
should  not  pay  $10,000  for  the 
production  of  one  teacher.  It 
would  be  a  lot  cheaper  for  us  to 
pay  the  tuition  of  the  various  peo- 
ple at  the  various  other  schools 
around  Boston,  and  I  think  we 
ought  to  look  into  it  very  carefully 
and  very  quickly. 

Superintendent:  I  will  be  glad  to 
get  that  information  for  you,  Mr. 
Muchnick.

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  any  that 
will  have  less  than  sixty  days  on 
the  third  year? 

Superintendent:  Well,  it  could 
happen,  Mr.  Muchnick,  that  a 
teacher  worked  two  years  ago — 
not  the  present  year  but  a  year 
ag:o — and  then  might  come  in  to 
Miss  O'Brien  tomorrow  morning. 
Well,  there  are  approximately 
fifty-five  days  during  April,  May, 
and  June,  four  or  five  during 
March,  so  that  it  might  be  some- 
one would  come  in  tomorrow 
morning  and  register  and  would 
have  more  than  sixty  days  be- 
tween now  and  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Would  those 
three  names  be  spread  on  the 
record  to  make  sure  that  they 
do  not  get  hired  next  year? 

Superintendent:  Well,  that  is  a 
question,  Mr.  Muchnick,  that  I 
do  not  think  the  School  Com- 
mittee has  voted  on.  If  the  Com- 
mittee wants  to  vote  now  on  these 
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who  have  a  mathematical  possi- 
bility of  sixty  days,  of  course  they 
may.  I  think  that  it  is  very  foolish 
to  vote  on  those  three  because  to- 
morrow morning  you  may  find 
someone  who  will  come  in  and 
perhaps  have  practically  mathe- 
matically sixty  days  left,  you  see, 
Mr.  Muchnick. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  The  purpose  of 
my  motion  or  suggestion  or  what- 
ever you  want  to  call  it — and  I 
think  it  was  approved  by  the  rest 
of  the  Committee — was  to  elimi- 
nate those  teachers  who  are  get- 
ting around  the  tenure  law  by 
working  two  years  and  eighty- 
odd  days  or  two  years  and 
seventy  days  and  then  quitting 
a  class  in  the  middle  of  the  third 
year  and  coming  back  the  fourth 
year  and  doing  the  same  thing 
all  over  again.  It  was  agreed  by 
everybody  Involved  that  there 
were  some  people  doing  it  and 
that  it  was  not  a  desirable  prac- 
tice. 

Now  I  for  one — and  I  think 
most  of  the  members  and  prob- 
ably all  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee— do  not  want  to  have 
people  who  are  doing  that  kind  of 
thing  getting  around  the  tenure 
law  by  dropping  a  half  year  every 
once  in  a  while  when  conscientious 
people  who  are  not  pulling  that 
kind  of  a  trick  are  losing  out  in 
their  fourth  year.  I  would  like  to 
have  the  names  of  those  people  on 
the  record  so  that  in  the  future 
they  won't  be  hired  for  the  year 
beginning  September  1952. 

S  u  p  e  r  i  n  t  e  n  d  ent :  Well,  Mr. 
Chairman,  certainly  you  wouldn't 
employ  Someone  who  had  been 
trying  to  get  around  this  eighty- 
five  day  limitation  and  spread  on 
the  record  now  the  names  of  these 
three  people  who  have  a  mathe- 
matical possibility  of  60  days.  Do 
you  see  my  point,  Mr.  Muchnick? 
Mr.  Muchnick:  I  see  your  point, 
but  you  and  Mr.  Bond  both  agreed 
that  there  were  some  people  who 
were  doing  ?t  and  were  doing  it 
with  the  thought  that  I  had  sug- 
gested— of  getting  around  tenure 
and  being,  for  all  practical  pur- 
poses, on  a  permanent  arrange- 
ment with  the  School  Depart- 
ment. 

Now  I  assume  from  your  report 
today  that  these  are  three  of  those 
people. 

Superintendent:  No.  You  have 
no  right  to  assume  that,  Mr. 
Muchnick. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  that  was 
the  type  of  person  we  asked  for  in 
the  request. 


Superintendent:  No.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  Mr.  Muchnick,  I  do  not 
think  you  visualize  this.  These 
three  people  here  perhaps  only 
went  on  the  job  back  about  the 
1st  of  March, — 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Superinten- 
dent, then  it  is  not  those  three 
people. 

Superintendent:  Wait  a  minute. 
May  I  finish?  — simply  because 
Miss  O'Brien  needed  them.  Miss 
O'Brien  has  an  idea.  She  really 
can  pick  out  the  ones  whom  she 
feels  are  trying  to  get  around  the 
rule,  and  they  are  very  few  in 
number.  How  many  did  she  say, 
Mr.  Bond? 

Mr.  Bond:  About  five. 
Mr.      Muchnick:      Well,      were 
notices  sent  to  those  five? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes.  They  are  in- 
cluded. 

Superintendent:  They  are  in- 
cluded, and  they  are  included  in 
the  persons  who  have  a  mathe- 
matical possibility  of  ninety  days, 
do  you  see? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  these  three 
are  not  those  who  are  suspected? 
Superintendent:  I  would  gather 
that — wouldn't  you,  Mr.  Bond? 

Mr.  Bond:  I  think  those  three 
perhaps  have  worked  only  one  day 
so  far. 

Superintendent:  You  see,  Mr. 
Muchnick,  you  think  this  is  simple. 
It  isn't. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  don't  think  it's 
simple,  but  I  also  don't  think  you 
ought  to  complicate  it  more,  Mr. 
Superintendent. 

Superintendent:  No.  I  am  not 
complicating  it. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  All  I  aske'  for 
was  a  group  of  people  who  are 
suspected  of  trying  to  dodge  the 
tenure  law  and  that  they  should 
be  eliminated  the  same  as  those 
who  are  serving  the  three  full 
years.  If  you  tell  me  that  that 
has  been  done  and  they  are  in- 
cluded in  the  list  that  Miss  Rey- 
nolds has,  I  am  perfectly  satis- 
fied. 

Superintendent:  I  would  say 
that  they  definitely  are  included. 
Now  I  think  it  is  up  to  the  School 
Committee,  Mr.  Muchnick,  in  June 
or  perhaps  at  the  opening  of  school 
in  September  to  set  a  definite 
number  of  days  that  a  person  may 
have  taught  duiing  the  year  1951- 
52  in  addition  to  the  previous  two 
years.  Then  if  you  say,  "Don't  em- 
ploy them"  after  I  say  to  you  that 
these  people  have  been  employed 
two  full  years  and  55  days  or  56 
or  57  or  58;  up  to  90;  then  cer- 
tainly   we    won't    employ    them. 
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However,  right  up  to  the  moment 
I  don't  think  the  Committee  can 
now  pick  out  the  persons  because 
these  three  people  here  who  have 
a  mathematical  possibility  of  sixty 
days — 

Mr.  Muchnick:  If  you  say  those 
are  not  the  people  concerned,  I 
am  perfectly  happy  to  accept  your 
word  for  it.  I  have  said  that  sev- 
eral times. 

Superintendent:  Thank  you  very 
much.

Mr.  Carr:  I  would  like  to  read 
this  statement  pertaining  to  the 
Career  Days  which  have  just  been 
completed  in  the  school  system. 

I  was  glad  to  learn  that  a 
series  of  Career  Days  has  been 
held  in  all  Boston  high  schools 
during  the  month  of  March.  I 
have  been  impressed  in  reading 
the  programs  of  the  various  high 
schools  sent  to  my  office. 

I  have  also  been  pleased  with 
the  adequate  publicity  which  the 
newspapers  of  Boston  have  given 
to  these  Career  Days.  I  should 
judge  that  each  school  had  an  ex- 
cellent array  of  speakers  and  that 
authoritative  information  on  ca- 
reers was  given  to  the  pupils. 

I  note  also  that  the  boys  and 
girls  of  our  high  schools  were 
given  the  opportunity  to  hear 
talks  on  the  techniques  of  job  in- 
terviewing and  that  in  several  in- 
stances the  parents  from  the 
Home  and  School  Association 
came  into  the  picture. 
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I  congratulate  the  head  masters 
and  guidance  counsellors  for  en- 
couraging and  strengthening  the 
relationships  between  teachers, 
parents,  and  the  business  world. 


TECH    TOURNAMENT 

Dr.  Foley:  I  would  like  to  have 
spread  upon  the  record  the  mag- 
nificent woi'k  which  the  South 
Boston  High  School  did  in  hold- 
ing up  the  morale  of  the  school 
system  in  the  Tech  Tournament 
that  was  staged  at  the  Boston 
Garden. 

Mr.  Callahan,  the  coach,  and 
Mr.  Kelly,  the  Head  Master,  cer- 
tainly did  a  remarkable  job  with 
our  students  in  the  South  Boston 
High  School,  and  it  should  not  at 
this  time  go  unnoticed. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  incidentally  concur  heartily  in 
the  statements  that  each  of  you 
has  made,  but  with  reference  to 
the  South  Boston  High  School 
team,  I  was  impressed  not  only 
wit)\  their  athletic  ability  but  far 
more  impressed  with  the  gentle- 
manly—most gentlemanly — man- 
ner in  which  those  youngsters  con- 
ducted themselves,  particularly 
after  they  had  been  licked! 

Now,  coming  down  to  a  practi- 
cs.l  situation,  does  a  coach  under 
those  conditions  get  payment  for 
tiie  extra  days  which  he  coaches  a 
tournament  team  or  the  extra 
days  that  ai^e  taken  up  when  the 
team  is  playing?  Because  if  he 
doesn't,  he  should. 

Do     you     know,     Mr.     Superin- 
tendent,  .  whether     provision   is 
made  for  his  payment? 

Superintendent:  I  cannot  an- 
swer it. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  think  he  is  limited, 
Mr.  Muchnick,  to  so  many  days. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Gillis  can 
answer  it. 

Mr.  Gillis:  Pi'ovision  is  made  for 
a  coach  who  has  a  team  like  that 
to  receive  five  days  above  his 
normal  coaching  period,  and  the 
coach  of  South  Boston  will  get 
those  five  days. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  Mr. 
Chairman,  I  do..'t  know  how  many 
days  were  involved  in  the  coach- 
ing, but  there  were  at  least  thi^ee 
days  of  playing  involved. 

Mr.  Gillis:  There  were  probably 
two  weeks  involved  in  the  playing 
and  the  coaching,  Mr.  Muchnick. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  it  seems 
unfair  that  if  it  is  ten  days  he 
should  get  paid  for  only  five  days, 
and  I  should  think  that  we  would 


pay  him  for  the  actual  number  of 
days  on  which  he  coached  and 
the  number  of  days  in  which  there 
were  games  that  his  team  partici- 
pated in. 

Mr.  Carr:  Would  you  like  to 
put  that  in  the  form  of  an  order 
and  let  us  vote  on  it,  Mr.  Much- 
nick?

Business  Manager:  Instead  of 
confining  it  to  South  Boston  High, 
why  don't  you  make  it  a  general 
order? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  don't  limit  it  to 
South  Boston.  A  coach  should  be 
paid  for  any  such  activity  sanc- 
tioned by  the  School  Committee. 

Mr.  Gillis:  For  as  many  days  as 
he  shall  work  above  his  regular 
coaching  period,  including  the 
time  of  the  tournament. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Yes,  including 
actual   games. 

Mr.  Gillis:  Yes,  that  is  the 
tournament.   That  is  fine. 

Business  Manager:  Compensa- 
tion at  the  regular  rate? 

Mr.   Muchnick:   Yes.

A  short  time  ago  there  was  a  great 
deal  of  vandalism  in  the  Sherwin 
School  in  the  South  End.  We  had 
to  dismiss  school  one  morning  be- 
cause the  interior  of  the  building 
really  was  in  shambles.     I  went 
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there  immediately,  and  I  want  to 
report  to  the  School  Committee 
what  I  observed. 

Tlie  principal,  teachers,  and  cus- 
todian of  that  building  were  there 
working  tirelessly  and  assiduously 
to  put  that  school  in  shape  for  the 
following  day. 

It  was  an  inspiration  to  me  to 
see  the  men,  including  the  princi- 
pal, tlie  men  teachers,  and  the  cus- 
todian, in  their  shirtsleeves  with 
their  sleeves  rolled  up  washing  the 
walls  with  kerosene  and  other 
liquids  to  clear  off  the  walls  and 
desks. 

It  was  an  inspiration  to  see  the 
women  teachers  of  that  school  on 


their  hands  and  knees  trying  to 
salvage  books,  ornaments  and 
various  articles  that  liad  been 
strewn  all  over  the  floor  and  had 
the  contents  of  fire  extinguishers 
played  on  them. 

I  want  to  publicly  compliment 
the  principal,  the  custodian,  and 
the  teachers,  and  thank  them  for 
the  fine  service  that  they  per- 
formed for  that  school.

STATEMENT  OF  MEMBERS  OF 

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  ON  THE 

ANNUAL  BUDGET 

The  following  statement  was 
read  by  the  Chairman: 

In  accordance  with  the  unan- 
imous agreement  of  the  members 
of  the  School  Committee,  I  have 
been  requested  to  make  the  follow- 
ing statement  and  to  move  the 
adoption  and  passage  of  the 
various  motions  and  orders  nec- 
essary to  carry  out  the  effect  of 
the  same. 

This  statement  represents  the 
unanimous  opinion  and  policy  of 
the  Boston  School  Committee. 
Although  some  of  the  individual 
matters  have  been  agreed  upon  by 
only  a  majority  vote,  all  the  mem- 
bers have  agreed  to  accept  the 
vote  of  the  majority  in  each 
instance  as  though  it  had  been  a 
unanimous  vote.  Therefore,  for 
purposes  of  the  records,  all  votes 
can  be  treated  as  unanimous. 

The  School  Committee  has  met 
for  many  days  in  lengthy  executive 
sessions  with  the  aim  and  purpose 
of  attempting  to  solve  the  salary 
problem,  produce  a  satisfactory 
budget  and  establish  a  sound 
financial  base  for  the  school  sys- 
tem. We  attempted  to  do  equity 
to  all  insofar  as  possible  under 
conditions  as  now  exist.  We  at- 
tempted further  to  put  accepted 
preachments  into  practice  by  tak- 
ing the  first  step  towards  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  single  salary 
schedule  with  proper  minima  and 
maxima  for  teaching  groups. 

No  change  was  made  in  present 
salaries  of  nonteaching  personnel 
pending  the  outcome  of  the  survey. 
Extra  sums  were  included  for  the 
most  necessary  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing books  at  once  to  take  up 
the  slack  of  the  past  few  years. 

To  prevent,  if  at  all  possible, 
the  continuance  of  any  inequity 
that  may  have  been  overlooked  in 
our  discussions  and  to  provide 
for  the  possibility  of  further  nar- 
rowing of  the  gap  as  quickly  as 
possible,  the  School  Committee 
is  adding  to  that  portion  of  the 
budget  charged  to  "School  Com- 
mittee" the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ($100,000).  This 
sum  will  be  used  by  the  School 
Committee  to  pay  for  the  non- 
academic  survey,  for  whatever 
secretarial   help   may   be    needed 
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in  connection  with  the  Salary 
Survey  Committee,  Consolidation 
Survey  Committee,  and  other  such 
expenditures.  In  addition,  the 
School  Committee  specifically  re- 
serves the  right — so  that  in  the 
future  there  will  be  no  question 
concerning  the  propriety  of  the 
same, — to  transfer  this  sum  or 
any  unused  portion  thereof  to  any 
section  of  the  budget  for  salary 
adjustment  or  for  any  other  pur- 
pose. Likewise,  the  School  Com- 
mittee reserves  the  right — so 
that  in  the  future  ther-e  will  be 
no  question  concerning  the  prop- 
riety of  the  same, — to  transfer  at 
any  time  during  the  current 
calendar  year  any  sum  from  one 
section  of  the  budget  to  another 
for  the  purpose  of  adjusting  sal- 
aries or  for  any  other  purpose. 
In  order  to  effectuate  its  purpose, 
the  School  Committee  has  voted 
to  suspend  the  effective  date  of 
operation  of  Rule  325,  as  recently 
amended,  up  to  and  including 
September  1,  1952. 

The  School  Committee  does  not 
believe  that  it  is  possible  or  proper 
to  build  a  good  structure  on  an 
unsound  foundation;  nor  does  the 
School  Committee  propose  to 
burden  the  taxpayer  of  Boston  by 
the  adoption  of  proper  salary 
schedules  without  at  the  same 
time  eliminating  unsound,  ineffi- 
cient, uneconomical  practices.  The 
Committee  is  convinced  that  with 
careful  planning,  economies  can 
be  effected  which  will  make  for 
a  sounder  foundation  in  the 
school  department  and  will  result 
in  sufficient  savings  within  a 
relatively  short  period  that  will 
enable  the  establishment  of  a 
proper  salary  and  financial  struc- 
ture. As  examples  of  economies 
that  can  be  effected  by  proper 
planning,  consistent  with  the  fun- 
damental purposes  of  our  school 
system  or  any  public  school  sys- 
tem, it  will  suffice  to  point  out 
only  a  few  which  follow: 

1.  The  major  reason  or  excuse 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  cafeteria 
system  is  the  alleged  value  of  a 
hot  lunch  program.  Approximately 
four  thousand  (4,000)  pupils  in 
the  Boston  school  system  take  ad- 
vantage of  this  hot  lunch  program. 
The  cafeteria  system  will  entail 
an  estimated  deficit  of  a  quarter 
of  a  million  dollars  this  year  or  a 
deficit  of  about  sixty  dollars  ($60) 
per  pupil  who  participates  in  the 
hot  lunch  program.  On  the  other 
hand,  in  1951  we  spent  less  than 
one  hundred  thirty-five  thousand 
dollars  ($135,000)  for  books  for 
all  ninety  thousand   (90,000)   pu- 


pils in  the  system — less  than  one 
and  50/100  dollars  ($1.50)  per 
pupil  for  their  necessary  educa- 
tional tools. 

2.  One  school  building  is  cur- 
rently operating  with  forty-three 
(43)  pupils  in  attendance  in  that 
school. 

3.  As  a  result  of  good  planning, 
approximately  five  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  ($550)  per  month  has 
been  eliminated  in  custodial  regu- 
lar and  overtime  pay  in  only 
one  building — the  Administration 
Building  at  15  Beacon  Street.  Such 
economies  can  easily  be  effected 
throughout  the  system. 

4.  School  centers  in  1952  will 
cost  in  the  vicinity  of  one 
hundred  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars ($125,000)  in  addition  to  heat, 
light,  and  custodial  expense.  School 
centers  are  an  admirable  addition 
to  a  normal  school  program,  but 
are  not  a  primary  function  of  a 
public  school  system  and  should 
not  be  allowed  to  encroach  on  the 
rights  of  ninety  thousand  (90,000) 
pupils.  Serious  thought  should  be 
given  to  incorporating  this  activity 
into  the  regular  night  school  pro- 
gram and  the  Superintendent  is 
requested  to  study  this  matter  and 
to  report  back  his  recommenda- 
tions to  the  School  Committee  by 
May  1,  1952. 

5.  A  teachers'  college,  which 
produces  good  teachers,  is  a  valu- 
able asset,  but  one  wonders 
whether  Boston  can  afford  to 
maintain  such  an  institution  when 
it  costs  almost  ten  thousand 
($10,000)  dollars  to  produce  a 
teacher  who  actually  comes  to 
teach  in  our  system. 

6.  The  School  Committee  is 
concerned  with  the  cost  of  main- 
taining a  Supply  Room,  which 
will  handle  approximately  three 
hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars 
($350,000)  of  merchandise  an- 
nually since  the  recent  ruling  of 
direct  shipments  of  books  from 
publishers  to  schools,  particu- 
larly when  the  salary  cost  alone 
at  the  Supply  Room  is  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($100,000)  per  year. 

The  School  Committee  pro- 
poses the  eventual  establishment 
of  the  following  salary  schedule, 
subject  to  further  revision  if  nec- 
essary after  the  final  report  of 
the  Salary  Survey  Committee 
now  studying  this  problem  under 
the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Lyons: 

(a)  For  Headmasters  and  Prin- 
cipals— an  eventual  minimum  of 
seven  thousand  dollars  ($7,000) 
and  maximum  of  eight  thousand 
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dollars  ($8,000).  For  all  Head- 
masters not  yet  on  maximum,  the 
Committee  proposes  an  increase 
of  one  hundred  twenty  dollars 
($120)  per  year  in  addition  to  the 
present  increment  until  sucli  time 
as  eacli  of  said  Headmasters  at- 
tains the  present  maximum  of  his 
rank.  For  Principals,  for  the  pres- 
ent, tile  Committee  proposes  the 
immediate  increase  of  the  mini- 
mum and  maximum  by  tlie  sum  of 
one  hundred  eighty  dollars  ($180), 
said  one  hundred  eighty  dollars 
($180)  to  be  in  addition  to  the 
present  annual  increments  of 
those  Principals  not  yet  on  the 
current  maximum  of  that  rank. 
A  Headmaster  on  present  maxi- 
m.um  will  receive  no  further  in- 
crements until  such  time  as  the 
annual  salary  of  those  Princioals 
now  on  the  maximum  of  the  Prin- 
cipals rank  shall  have  equalled  the 
present  annual  maximum  of  Head- 
masters. As  of  this  latter  date, 
the  title  of  Principal  shall  be 
changed  to  Headmaster  and  sal- 
aries and  increments  shall  be 
equalized.  The  duties,  require- 
ments and  examinations,  etc., 
shall  be  equalized  and  there  shall 
be  but  two  lists  from  which  school 
administrators  shall  be  selected — 
a  male  list  and  a  female  list. 

(b)  For  Submasters,  Vice- 
Principals  and  Heads  of  Depart- 
ments— an  eventual  minimum  of 
six  thousand  fifty  dollars  ($6050) 
and  a  maximum  of  sixty-five 
hundred  doUars  ($6500).  With 
reference  to  Heads  of  Depart- 
ments, the  School  Committee  de- 
sires that  sufficient  sums  be 
placed  into  the  budget  and  that 
the  salary  schedule  be  so  re- 
written that  Heads  of  Depart- 
ments shall  receive  the  increase 
voted  to  them  by  the  previous 
School  Committee  in  accordance 
with  the  expressed  intention  of 
the  previous  Scliool  Committee 
that,  the  amount  voted  be  a  flat, 
total,  inclusive,  increase  on  a 
nonincrement  basis.  Department 
Heads  not  on  maximum  shall  re- 
ceive in  addition  to  the  flat 
amoimt  voted  by  last  year's 
School  Committee  their  usual 
annual  increment  until  such  time 
as  they  reach  the  present  maxi- 
mum for 'their  classification.  For 
Submasters,  and  Vice-Principals, 
for  the  present,  the  Committee 
proposes  the  immediate  increase 
of  the  minimum  and  maximum 
by  the  sum  of  one  hundred  eighty 
dollars  ($180),  said  one  hundred 
eighty  dollars  ($180)  to  be  in  ad- 
dition to  the  present  annual  in- 


crements for  those  Vice-Princi- 
pals and  Submasters  not  yet  on 
the  maximum  of  that  rank.  Heads 
of  Department  on  present  maxi- 
mum will  receive  no  further  in- 
crements until  such  time  as  the 
annual  salary  of  these  Vice-Princi- 
pals and  Submasters  now  on  the 
maximum  of  their  rank  shall 
equal  the  present  annual 
maximum  of  Heads  of  Depart- 
ment. As  of  this  latter  date,  the 
title  of  Vice-Principal  and  Sub- 
master  shall  be  changed  to  As- 
sistant Headmasters. 

(c)  For  all  teachers,  other  than 
those  hereinafter  specifically  pro- 
vided for,  the  Committee  proposes 
the  eventual  establishment  of  a 
minimum  of  thirty-one  hundred 
dollars  ($3100)  and  a  maximum 
of  fifty-five  hundred  dollars 
($5500)  for  holders  of  a  bachelor's 
degree  and  a  minimum  of  thirty- 
five  hundred  dollars  ($3500)  and 
a  maximum  of  fifty-nine  hundred 
dollars  ($5900)  for  holders  of  a 
master's  degree.  For  the  present, 
the  Committee  proposes  to  in- 
crease the  minimum  and  maxi- 
mum of  high  school  teachers  by 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  twenty 
dollars  ($120)  per  year  and  for 
teachers  on  the  elementary  and 
junior  high  school  level,  the  Com- 
mittee proposes  to  increase  the 
annual  minimum  and  maximum 
by  the  sum  of  one  hundred  eighty 
dollars  ($180)  per  year.  For  per- 
manent substitutes,  the  Commit- 
tee projwses  to  establish  a  salary 
equal  to  the  minimum  of  the  ele- 
mentary school  teachers  with  an- 
nual increments  the  same  as  all 
other  teachers  up  to  the  maxi- 
mum of  the  rank  in  which  said 
permanent  substitute  is  teaching. 
Tlie  Committee  also  wishes  to 
abolish  the  title  of  permanent  sub- 
stitute and  replace  it  with  the 
title  of  teacher. 

(d)  With  reference  to  the  cleri- 
cal and  stenographic  staff,  the 
School  Committee  intends  by  the 
adoption  of  an  appropriate  rule  to 
have  a  minimum  and  maximum  for 
all  such  employees  who  enter  the 
school  department  service  from 
this  date  that  will  be  the  equal 
of  the  minimum  and  maximum  of 
such  employees  in  all  other  city 
or  state  departments.  For  clerical 
and  stenographic  employees,  who 
are  now  in  the  employ  of  the 
School  Department  and  whose 
salary  is  above  this  maximum,  said 
salaries  shall  be  frozen  at  their 
present  level.  This  rule  will  apply 
to  school  secretaries  as  well  as 
to  all  other  clerical  help.      With 
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reference  to  school  secretaries, 
they  will  receive  a  vacation  dur- 
ing the  summer  season  of  a  maxi- 
mum of  one  month,  depending  on 
their  length  of  service  in  the 
School  Department,  and  during 
the  rest  of  the  summer  season 
will  do  clerical  work  at  the  Ad- 
ministration Office  to  relieve  those 
of  the  Administration  Building 
clerical  force  who  are  then  hav- 
ing their  annual  vacation,  or  they 
will  perform  services  in  those  sum- 
mer schools  that  require  clerical 
help  or  both,  so  that  a  full  forty- 
hour  week  will  be  accounted  for. 
This  rule  upon  its  adoption  will 
be  able  to  be  amended  or  sus- 
pended only  by  unanimous  vote  of 
the  School  Committee.  During 
those  school  vacations,  other  than 
the  annual  school  summer  vaca- 
tion, school  secretaries  shall  be- 
come part  of  the  regular  sec- 
retarial pool  at  the  Adminis- 
tration Building  unless  certified 
by  their  Headmasters  as  being 
needed  for  use  in  their  respective 
schools.  Pending  the  results  of 
the  non-academic  survey,  the 
above  is  the  policy  of  the  School 
Committee.  Further  pending  the 
results  of  said  survey,  the  School 
Committee  directs  ithat  no  addi- 
be  employed. 

(e)  Directors — other  than  here- 
inafter specifically  provided  for, 
the  School  Committee  has  not 
gone  into  the  question  of  salaries 
of  Directors,  pending  a  study  and 
report  by  the  Superintendent  on 
the  entire  question  of  Directors. 
The  School  Committee  requests 
that  the  Superintendent  evaluate 
the  positions  of  Directors  accord- 
ing to  duties,  responsibilities,  rela- 
tive value  and  contribution  to  the 
School  system,  possibility  of  con- 
solidation of  present  departments 
headed  by  individual  directors, 
etc.,  and  advise  the  School  Com- 
mittee as  to  proper  classification 
of  these  directors,  possible 
change  of  titles  and  proper  salary 
levels  consistent  with  their  duties, 
responsibilities,  value  and  contri- 
butions to  the  system.  In  this  con- 
nection, I  would  like  to  point  out 
that  several  of  the  members  of  the 
School  Committee  engaged  in  ex- 
tensive independent  research  on 
this  matter  and,  as  was  pointed 
out  by  Mrs.  Lyons,  Arthur  B. 
Moehlman,  Professor  of  School 
Administration  and  Supervision  at 
the  University  of  Michigan,  points 
out  in  his  book  entitled  School 
Administration,  "titles  are  used 
loosely  in  administrative  practice 
and  frequently  denote  only  a  pay- 
roll  classification.    As   differenti- 


ated from  Superintendent,  Assist- 
ant Supei-intendent  and  Principal, 
which  are  definitely  assigned  to 
administrative  personnel,  the  title 
of  Directors  and  Supervisor  and 
the  sub  classification  of  Assistant 
Directors  and  Assistant  Super- 
visor may  be  considered  as  denot- 
ing staff  responsibility." 

(f)  With  reference  to  additional 
compensation  for  special  class 
teachers  in  the  annual  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500),  the  School 
Committee  has  decided  to  hold  this 
matter  until  it  is  studied  and  re- 
ported on  by  both  the  Superin- 
tendent and  the  Salary  Committee. 

(g)  The  School  Committee 
wishes  to  increase  the  kinder- 
garten enrollment  by  five  pupils 
per  classroom,  having  in  mind 
that  attendance  is  seldom  near 
one  hundred  per  cent   (100%). 

Specifically,  the  School  Com- 
mittee recommends  the  following, 
using  for  purposes  of  identifica- 
tion the  "Salary  Estimates"  fur- 
nished to  the  School  Committee: 

Page  3 — in  addition  to  the 
changes  recommended  at  the 
hearings  and  the  addition  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,- 
000)  hereinabove  provided  for, 
the  School  Committee  directs 
that  the  two  hundred  dollars 
($200)  for  temporary  clerks  and 
five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  for 
investigation  and  reports  be 
eliminated  from  the  budget. 

Page  4 — eliminate  two  thou- 
sand dollars  ($2000)  for  tempor- 
arv  clerks. 

Page  7 — reduce  overtime  serv- 
ice from  forty-five  hundred 
dollars  ($4500)  to  one  thousand 
dollars   ($1000). 

— reduce  temporary  clerical 
assistants  from  two  thousand 
dollars  ($2000)  to  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500). 

— eliminate  annual  group  to 
group  increments  in  the  sum  of 
two   thousand  dollars    ($2000). 

leave  unfilled,  if  not  already 
filled,  the  vacancies  entitled 
cashier  at  eighty-nine  and  18/100 
dollars  ($89.18)  per  week  and  two 
(2)  assistants  at  forty-eight  and 
18/100  dollars  ($48.18)  each  per 
week. 

Page  9 — reduce  the  item  for 
temporary  help  from  forty-eight 
hundred  dollars  ($4800)  to  eight 
hundred  dollars    ($800). 

— eliminate  the  item  of  group 
to  group  increments  in  the  sum 
of  one   thousand   dollars    ($1000). 

— do  not  fill  the  vacancy  en- 
titled chauffeur-laborer. 
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— reduce  the  item  for  office 
supplies  from  eight  hundred  dol- 
lars ($S00)  to  six  hundred  dol- 
lars ($600). 

— reduce  the  item  for  wrapping 
paper  and  twine  from  two  thou- 
sand dollars  ($2000)  to  one  thou- 
sand dollars    ($1000). 

— reduce  the  item  for  auto  sup- 
plies and  repaii^  fx-om  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  ($1500)  to  twelve 
hundred    dollars    ($1200). 

Page  10 — eliminate  the  group 
to  group  increments  of  six  hun- 
dred dollars  ($600)  and  reduce  the 
item  of  temporary  clerks  from 
two  thousand  dollars  ($2000)  to 
five  hundred  dollars  ($500). 

Page  11 — reduce  office  supplies 
from  twenty-six  hundred  dollars 
($2600)  to  two  thousand  dollars 
($2000). 

— reduce  printing  from  twelve 
thousand  dollars  ($12,000)  to  ten 
thousand  dollars  ($10,000). 

— reduce  the  number  of  secre- 
taries assigned  to  Assistant  Super- 
intendents from  nine  (9)  to  six 
(6),  and  transfer  and  charge  the 
other  three  (3)  to  the  department 
of  the  Secretary  to  the  School 
Committee,  to  be  assigned  by  her 
as  part  of  the  secretarial  pool. 

Page  12 — eliminate  the  group 
to  group  increments  of  six  hun- 
dred dollars  ($600). 

Page  12 — reduce  the  item  for 
temporary  clerks  from  three  thou- 
sand dollars  ($3000)  to  five  hun- 
dred dollars  ($500). 

—transfer  and  charge  the  clerk 
listed  under  expansion  to  the  Sec- 
retary's Office  to  be  used  as  part 
of  the  secretarial  pool. 

Page  13 — eliminate  the  item  for 
temporary  clerks. 

Page  14 — reduce  the  item  of 
temporary  clerks  from  twenty- 
five  thousand  two  hundred  dollars 
($25,200)  to  fifteen  thousand  two 
hundred  dollars  ($15,200). 

— reduce  the  item  for  supplies 
from  thirty-five  thousand  dollars 
($35,000)  to  twenty-two  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars   ($22,500). 

— eliminate  the  item  of  sundries 
in  the  amount  of  two  hundred 
dollars  ($200). 

Page  15 — eliminate  the  item 
of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  for 
clerical  assistants.  Do  not  fill, 
if  not  already  filled,  the  position 
of  assistant  at  sixty-nine  and 
18^00  dollars   ($69.18)  per  week. 

Page  16 — eliminate  the  item 
at  the  top  of  the  page  for  tem- 
porary clerks  in  the  amount  of 
two   hundred   dollars    ($200). 

— reduce  the  similar  item  at  the 
bottom  of  the  page  from  fifteen 


hundred  dollars  ($1500)  to  three 
hundred  dollars   ($300). 

Page  17 — eliminate  the  items 
— temporary  clerks  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars  ($200)  and  additional 
compensation  for  summer  service 
of  twelve  hundred  twenty-four 
dollars  ($1224). 

Page  18 — eliminate  the  item 
of  temporary  clerks  in  the  sum 
o:  two  hundred  dollars   ($200). 

Page  19 — eliminate  the  group  to 
group  increments  in  the  sum  of 
thirteen  hundred  dollars  ($1300) 
and  the  item  of  reserve  for  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1000). 

— At  the  bottom  of  the  page, 
eliminate  the  item  of  two  hundred 
dodlars  ($200)  for  temporary 
clerks  and  charge  the  other  items 
now  lisited  under  Board  of  Appor- 
tionment to  their  proper  diepiart- 
ments. 

Page  20 — eliminate  the  item  for 
temporary  clerks  in  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100). 

— do  not  fill  the  vacancy  for 
clerk  if  not  already  filled  and  elim- 
inate the  group  to  group  incre- 
ment in  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
fifty  dollars  ($250). 

Page  22— do  not  fill  the  posi- 
tion of  assistant  at  sixty-four  and 
18/100  dollars  ($64.18)  per  week 
if  not  yet  filled. 

— reduce  the  item  for  temporary 
clerks  from  seventeen  hundred 
dollars  ($1700)  to  three  hundred 
dollars  ($300). 

Page  23 — eliminate  the  item  for 
temporary  clerks  in  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars   ($200). 

Page  24 — eliminate  both  items 
for  temporary  slerks  in  the 
amount  of  five  hundred  dollars 
($500)  and  one  hundred  dollars 
($100),  respectively. 

Page  25 — eliminate  the  item  for 
temporary  clerks  in  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  dollars  ($300). 

Page  26 — eliminate  the  item  for 
temporary  clerks  in  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars  ($200), 

Page  27 — eliminate  the  item  for 
temporary  clerks  in  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100).  Do 
not  fill,  if  not  already  filled,  the 
vacancy  for  one  (1)  clerk. 

Page  28 — eliminate  the  item  for 
temporary  clerks  in  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  at  the 
top  of  the  page  and  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars  ($500)  at  the  bottom 
of  the  page. 

Page  29 — establish  the  salary  of 
Director  of  Adult  Education  at 
eight  thousand  dollars  ($8,000) 
per  year,  effective  September  1, 
1952. 

— reduce  the  amount  for  Head 
of  Department  assigned  from  fifty- 
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eight  hundred  thirty-two  dollars 
($5832)  to  twenty-eight  hundred 
thirty-two  dollars  ($2832). 

— return  the  present  Head  of 
Department  to  his  school.  There  is 
currently  no  need  for  this  person 
or  any  other  assistant  to  the 
director. 

— reduce  the  amount  of  extra 
supervisory  service  from  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  ($1500)  to  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500),  and  effec- 
tive immediately  there  shall  be  no 
additional  compensation  for  extra 
supervisory  services. 

—eliminate  the  item  of  eighteen 
hundred  dollars  ($1800)  for  tem- 
porary clerks. 

Page  30— establish  the  annual 
salary  of  Director  of  Visual  and 
Radio  Education  in  the  sum  of 
sixty-seven  hundred  sixty-eight 
dollars   ($6768). 

—eliminate  the  additional  com- 
pensation to  the  Director  for  Sum- 
mer Service. 

— eliminate  also  the  item  for 
temporary  clerks  in  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  and 
do  not  fill  the  vacancy  of  one  (1) 
clerk. 

Page  31 — eliminate  the  item  of 
temporary  clerks  in  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100). 

Page  31  (a) — establish  the  an- 
nual salary  of  Director  of  Physi- 
cal Education  in  the  sum  of  eight 
thousand  dollars  ($8,000)  and  the 
annual  salary  of  Assistant  Direc- 
tors in  the  sum  of  sixty-eight  hun- 
dred dollars  ($6800). 

■ — reduce  the  item  of  additional 
compensation  for  extra  supervi- 
sory service  from  forty-five  hun- 
dred forty  dollars  ($4540)  to  the 
sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
($1500),  and  effective  forthwith 
there  shall  be  no  additional  com- 
p>ensation  to  the  Director  or  any 
assistant  for  extra  supervisory 
service. 

On  the  question  under  expan- 
sion of  one  associate  director,  the 
School  Committee  desires  that 
female  personnel  be  permitted  to 
rate  for  this  examination  along 
with  male  personnel. 

Page  32— do  not  fill  the  position 
entitled  one  (1)  assistant  at 
fifty-two  and  18/100  dollars 
($52.18)  per  week  if  the  same  has 
not  yet  been  filled. 

— reduce  the  item  temporary 
clerks  from  four  thousand  dol- 
lars ($4000)  to  one  thousand  dol- 
lars   ($1000). 

Page  33 — eliminate  the  group  to 
group  increments  in  the  sum  of 
three    thousand    dollars     ($3000) 


and  the  item  reserve  for  salaries 
in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars   ($1000). 

Page  62  —  reduce  temporary 
clerk  assistants  from  twenty-eight 
hundred  dollars  ($2800)  to  eight 
hundred  dollars  ($800). 

With  reference  to  the  entire 
subject  of  substitute  and  tempo- 
rary teachers,  the  Superintendent 
and  Business  Manager  are  di- 
rected to  make  the  necessary  bud- 
get revisions  on  Pages  61  and  62 
to  meet  existing  actual  conditions.

Do 
you  follow  me? 
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Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
do  you  mean  that  the  minimum 
and  maximum  will  be  the  mini- 
mum and  maximum  in  litigation,  if 
that  happens  to  be  the  case? 

Chairman:  Yes,  the  greater  of 
the  two  amounts. 

Superintendent:  We  have  a  sal- 
ary schedule  prepared,  as  you 
know,  which  includes  that  figure; 
so  my  understanding  is  that  we 
are  to  follow  that  salary  schedule. 

Chairman:  Yes,  follow  that 
salary  schedule  effective  Sept.  1st 
as  amended  by  what  I  read,  and 
the  School  Committee  would  like 
to  have  two  budgets  prepared — 
one,  the  total  of  our  appropriat- 
ing power,  which  is  exceeded  by 
this  budget  estimate  and  by  what 
I  have  read;  and,  also,  one  showing 
what  is  necessary  for  appropria- 
tion beyond  our  appropriating 
power  to  meet  the  schedule  that 
has  just  been  outlined  so  that  we 
can  tell  the  Mayor  and  the  Coun- 
cil just  what  our  needs  will  be, 
based  on  the  statement  that  has 
just   been  made. 

In  addition  to  that,  the  School 
Committee  wants  to  appropriate 
the  greatest  amount  under  the 
items  of  Alterations  and  Repairs 
and  Land  and  Buildings  with  the 
thought  that  when  favorable  ac- 
tion is  received  on  the  bill  that 
has  been  filed  for  the  right  to 
borrow  the  $15,000,000  for  con- 
struction purposes  and  major 
capital  improvements  purposes — 
and  that  bill  is  currently  before 
Rules  unless  the  City  Council  has 
acted  today — subsequent  to  sub- 
mission of  the  budget  to  the 
Mayor,  the  Mayor  can,  or  we 
can.  with  him  reduce  the  Altera- 
tions and  Repairs  budget  and  the 
Land  and  Buildings  budget  prior 
to  the  first  Monday  in  May.  Is 
that  the  date,  Mr.  Smith? 

Business  Manager:  The  first 
Monday  in  April. 

Chairman:  No,  after  we  submit, 
the  budget  to  the  Mayor,  he  has 
a  full  month  within  which  to  cut 
it,  hasn't  he? 

Business  Manager:  No,  he  has 
about  15  days,  and  then  this  Com- 
mittee has  to  notify  the  Board  of 
Assessors  on  May  1st  to  obtain 
the  money  by  taxation. 

Chairman:  Prior  to  May  1st 
there  will  have  been  action  one 
way  or  another  by  the  Legisla- 
ture. If  there  is  favorable  action, 
we  will  be  able  to  cut  the  Land 
and  Buildings  budget  by  $750,000, 


and  we  will  be  able  to  cut  the  Al- 
terations and  Repairs  budget  by 
anywhere  from  $1,500,000  to  $1,- 
750,000:  and,  by  the  passage  of 
that  bill,  eliminate  this  year  be- 
tween $2,000,000  and  $2,500,000 
worth  of  expenditui-e  on  the  tax 
rate. 

The  School  Committee  would 
like  to  have  the  necessary  orders 
and  motions  made  up — and  the 
budgets,  as  we  just  discussed — be- 
fore Friday.  We  have  spent  a  lot 
of  time  on  this,  and  we  think  you 
should,  Mr.  Smith. 

Are  there  any  additions  that 
anybody  wishes  to  make? 

Business  Manager:  I  hope  you 
have  copies  for  us. 

Chairman:  We  have. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
may  I  say  this,  please?  I  do  not 
know  just  what  your  plan  is  on 
the  $3,000,000.  Is  it  $3,000,000  for 
this  year  on  the  bond  issue? 

Chairman:  It  can  be  any  amount 
up  to  $3,000,000  with  the  consent 
of  the  Mayor  or  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor. 

Superintendent:  I  just  wanted 
to  point  out,  Mr.  Chairman  and 
Members,  that  if  you  take  that 
$3,000,000  in  a  bond  issue  and 
eliminate  the  $750,000  that  we 
now  are  entitled  to  appropriate 
by  statute  and  decrease  our  al- 
terations and  repairs  by  $1,750,- 
000,  the  total  reduction  will  be 
$2,500,000,  so  that  the  actual  bond 
issue  of  $3,000,000  with  this  re- 
duction is  going  to  leave  us  only 
a  small  mount  for  new  construc- 
tion. 

Chairman:  Mr.  Superintendent, 
let's  not  worry  about  that  until 
the  bill  has  been  passed  or  at 
least  has  gone  through  the  Rules 
Committee. 

Superintendent:  I  had  hoped, 
Mr.  Chairman,  that  it  would  be 
the  wish  of  the  School  Committee 
to  appropriate  the  $750,000  for 
new  construction — the  complete 
amount  for  Alterations  and  Re- 
pairs—and the  $3,000,000  to  start 
our  long-range  building  program. 

Chairman:  That  is  something 
that  does  not  really  need  discus- 
sion now;  but  there  are  several 
obstacles  to  that,  one  of  them  be- 
ing that  Mr.  Mooney  does  not  feel 
that  currently  he  can  handle  much 
more  than  $3,000,000  a  year. 

Superintendent:  He  certainly 
could  on  new  construction. 

Chairman:  Well,  he  says  he 
cannot. 

Dr.  Foley:  He  said  he  could  not. 
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The  following  was  offered: 
ORDERED,  That  the  Secretary 
is  hei'eby  directed  to  prepai^e  all 
necessai-y  motions,  orders,  and 
amendments  to  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  as  are  called  for  by 
the  specific  recommendations  in 
order  to  carry  the  recommenda- 
tions into  effect  as  submitted  in 
the  statement  which  immediately 
precedes  this  motion.

Superintendent:  No  Mr.  Chair- 
man, I  talked  with  the  head 
master  and  told  him  that  Mr. 
Doyle  was  being  returned  to  his 


position  at  the  request  of  the 
School  Committee.  I  told  Mr. 
McKim  to  exercise  his  judgment 
on  what  would  be  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  classes  at  this 
particular  time,  and  at  this  late 
time  of  the  year  in  regard  to 
the  placement  of  Mr.  Doyle. 

I  also  told  him  that  some  time 
ago  the  School  Committee  was 
anxious  to  have  those  persons 
appointed  to  new  positions  re- 
tained for  the  balance  of  the 
year  in  their  present  positions  so 
as  not  to  frustrate  or  impede  the 
progress  of  the  classes  that  they 
had,  and  that  I  wanted  him  to 
be  sure  that  the  school  at  this 
late  time,  nearly  the  first  of 
May,  would  not  suffer  by  a  change 
of  horses  in  the  middle  of  the 
stream. 

Mr.  McKim  reported  back  that 
he  felt  it  was  wiser  to  utilize  Mr. 
Doyle's  services  on  supervision 
within  the  department  and  also  in 
connection  with  other  administra- 
tive phases  that  would  be  advan- 
tageous to  the  boys. 

Chairman :  Administrative 

phases?  You  mean  within  the 
mathematics   department? 

Superintendent:  Within  the 
school  as  a  whole. 

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Superintendent, 
he  is  the  head  of  the  mathematics 
department? 

Superintendent:  That  is  true, 
Dr.  Foley. 

Dr.  Foley:  Is  he  going  to  con- 
tinue in  that  department? 

Superintendent:  Yes,  he  is  the 
head  of  the  mathematics  depart- 
ment. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  know  he  is.     Are 
those  his  duties? 
Superintendent:  That  is  right. 
Chairman:  Are  there  any  tem- 
poraries teaching  mathematics  at 
Latin  School? 

Superintendent:  I  would  say  yes, 
Mr.  Muchnick. 

Chairman:  Well,  it  would  seem 
to  me  that  the  head  of  a  depart- 
ment, despite  the  talk  we  had 
about  the  midstream  changes  and 
conditions  which,  were  far  dif- 
ferent than  those  situations,  prob- 
ably could  do  a  much  better  job 
in  teaching  mathematics  than 
somebody  who  i-.  a  temporary.  I 
don't  know  what  Mr.  McKim  would 
need  administrative  help  for  at  this 
stage  of  the  game  if  he  hasn't 
needed  it  befo'-e  and  I  don't  know 
why  Mr.  Doyle  should  be  drawing 
a  salary  for  not  doing  the  thing 
that  theoretically  he  is  being  paid 
to  do,  especially  when  he  is  the 
best  man  in  the  school  in  that  de- 
partment. 
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Superintendent:  I  felt,  Mr. 
Chairman,  that  the  head  master 
of  the  school  was  in  a  better  posi- 
tion to  decide  the  advantages  to 
the  bovs  of  his  school  than  I  was. 
and  I  "certainly  think  that  he  is 
in  a  better  position  to  Judge  the 
advantages  of  the  boys  in  his 
school  than  the  School  Commit- 
tee. If  the  School  Committee 
wishes  to  have  me  direct  Mr. 
McKim  to  eliminate  the  tempo- 
rarv  teacher  at  this  time,  the  last 
week  of  April,  with  the  possibil- 
ity of  some  of  the  senior  boys 
going  out  for  part  of  May,  then  I 
certainly  will  request  Mr.  McKim 
to  do  so.  I  think  that  Mr.  Mc- 
Kim's  better  judgment  should  be 
followed,  but  I  certainly  will  fol- 
low the  wishes  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee. 

Miss  Fitzgerald:  Mr.  Superm- 
tendent,  would  Mr.  Doyle  con- 
tinue his  activities  as  the  head 
of  the  mathematics  department 
next    September? 

Superintendent:  Oh,  yes,  and 
in  a  teaching  position. 

Mr.  Carr:  In  view  of  the  late- 
ness of  the  season,  I  think  we 
had  better  continue  along  with 
Mr.   McKim's   recommendation. 

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Chairman,  It 
wasn't  really  the  lateness  of  the 
season  as  far  as  I  was  concerned. 
It  was  a  question  of  having  a 
teacher  who  is  the  head  of  the 
mathematics  department  who 
could  teach  mathematics.  He  is 
a  good  teacher  of  mathematics 
and  should  take  over  the  respon- 
sibility  of   that   position. 

Mr.  Carr:  Dr.  Foley,  don't  you 
believe  that  all  the  mathematics 
classes  benefit  from  his  super- 
vision? 

Superintendent:  That  is  true. 

Mr.  Carr:  Whereas  if  he  were 
confined  to  one  classroom,  there 
would  be  some  boys  who  would 
not  benefit  from  his  supervision. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  How  would  they 
benefit,    Mr.    Chairman? 

Mr.  Carr:  I  mean  to  supervise 
all  the  classes. 

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  am 
wondering  how  well  the  tempo- 
rary teacher  is  getting  along  in 
mathematics  when  we  have  an  ex- 
perienced head  of  department 
ready  to  take  over  the  teaching 
of  the  subject. 

Mr.  Carr:  Probably  the  Su- 
perintendent could  answer  that. 
How  long  has  that  temporary 
teacher  been   there? 

Superintendent:  He  has  been 
there  since  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  and  Mr.  McKim  felt  that 
it    was    unwise    at    this    time     to 


change.  I  did  not  request  Mr. 
McKim  to  do  it.  It  is  Mr.  Mc- 
Kim's decision  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  boys  of  that  school 
at  this  particular  time.  Now, 
whatever  the  wishes  of  the  com- 
mittee are,  and  if  you  want  to 
put  your  point  of  view  and  a 
few  dollars  against  the  advice 
of  the  head  master  of  the  school 
who  is  responsible  for  the  certi- 
fication of  these  boys  to  colleges, 
I  think  you  are  making  a  mis- 
take. 

Miss  Fitzgerald:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  feel  that  I  would  follow  the 
recommendation  for  the  remainder 
of  the  year  since  there  are  just 
one  or  two  months  to  go. 

Chairman:  I  don't  have  any 
particular  objection  to  letting  it 
ride  for  the  next  month  and  a 
half  or, so.  I  just  have  one  ques- 
tion. I  wonder  what  the  situa- 
tion would  be  concerning  the  best 
interests  of  the  boys  or  girls  in 
any  school,  as  the  case  might  be, 
if  the  situation  were  that  Mr. 
Doyle  had  been  out  since  Sep- 
tember until  now  as  a  result  of 
leave  or  illness  or  anything  else 
and  were  out  on  half  pay  so  that 
he  was  anxious  to  get  back  to  the 
classroom  and  start  teaching  in 
order  to  get  full  pay — whether 
the  same  argument  would  apply 
or  whether  the  temporary  teacher 
would  be  told  that  his  services 
were  being  discontinued  as  of  the 
following  morning  or  the  follow- 
ing Friday,  whatever  the  proce- 
dure might  be. 

Mr.  Carr:  Well,  there  is  no  ques- 
tion in  my  mind  when  it  came  to 
half  pay  and  full  pay.  I  believe 
he  would  be  anxious  to  get  back. 

Chairman:  Yes,  the  temporary 
teacher  would  go,  and  all  the  high- 
sounding  phrases  about  the  bene- 
fit to  the  pupils  and  the  certifi- 
cation to  colleges  and  everything 
else  would  not  even  be  discussed. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  can  say  that  if  the  case  were 
presented  to  me  where  a  man  was 
returning  and  perhaps  not  fully 
equal  to  the  work  or  if  there  were 
extenuating  circumstances,  I  cer- 
tainly would  respect  the  wishes  of 
the  head  master 

Chairman:  I  am  assuming  a 
man  fully  capable  of  working 
after  complete  recovery  from  an 
illness. 

Superintendent:  This  Commit- 
tee must  realize — and  I  know  it 
does — that  I  am  constantly  mak- 
ing concessions  and  trying  to 
study  the  problems  objectively 
for  the  best  advantage  of  the 
students.  Sometimes  perhaps  they 
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do  not  meet  with  your  wishes,  but 
I  certainly  do  the  best  I  can.  If 
you  want  ihe  temporary  teacher 
removed,  just  let  me  know. 

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Chairman,  it 
isn't  really  a  question  of  remov- 
ing the  temporary  teacher.  It  is 
a  question  of  getting  the  best 
teacher  for  our  pupils;  and  when 
we  have  an  outstanding  mathe- 
matics teacher,  as  Mr.  Doyle  is, 
I  do  not  see  why  he  is  not  teach- 
ing mathematics.  Now,  irrespec- 
tive of  what  the  head  master  has 
in  mind,  naturally  vou  would  go 
along  with  the  head  master  be- 
cause after  all  he  is  on  the  field 
of  operation.

Mr.  Carr:  Dr.  Foley,  with  the 
circumstances  as  they  are  now 
with  the  temporary  teacher  there 
and  the  Superintendent  feeling 
that  he  should  not  interrupt  his 
class,  I  think  the  system  is  en- 
riched by  an  additional  super- 
visor. We  will  leave  it  as  it  stands.

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In  connection  with  the  forego- 
ing, the  Chairman  asked  that 
there  be  included  in  the  pubhc 
record  the  remarks  relating  to  the 
foregoing  matter. 

The  following  is  the  discussion 
in  Conference: 

Chairman:  Briefly,  the  Commit- 
tee, as  well  as  many  other  people 
in  and  around  the  city,  have  been 
greatly  disturbed  over  the  increas- 
ing acts  of  delinquency,  destruc- 
tion of  school  property,  and  other 
matters  related  to  delinquency. 

The  members  of  the  School 
Committee,  along  with  most  peo- 
ple feel  that  parents  should  have 
a  greater  share  of  the  responsibil- 
ity in  protecting  against  such  ac- 
tions, and  the  foregoing  amend- 
ment to  the  statute  merely  makes 
it  mandatory  on  the  court  where 
prior  to  now  it  was  permissive  on 
the  part  of  the  court  to  bring  the 
parents  of  a  delinquent  or  way- 
ward child  in  for  questioning  and 
trial;  and  if  the  parent  were  found 
guilty,  then  the  other  part  of  the 
section  which  calls  for  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  $50  or  imprisonment 
for  not  more  than  six  months 
would  apply.  ,    ^ 

The  committee  feels  that  with 
that  prospect  more  parents  would 
pay  more  attention  to  the  where- 
abouts of  their  children,  particu- 
larly at  night,  and  that  the  enact- 
ment of  this  legislation  would 
have  a  very  salutory  effect  on  the 
actions  of  youngsters,  particular- 
ly   in    the    late    evening    and    at 

I  would  like  to  move,  in  addi- 
tion, that  the  Law  Department  be 
instructed  to  prepare  this  legisla- 
tion for  immediate  filing  and  re- 
turn to  us  so  that  we  can  get  it 
filed,  through  Rules  Committee, 
and  through  the  Legislature  at 
this  session,  if  possible. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  in 
line  with  your  thinking,  I  saw 
something  in  the  newspaper  a  day 
or  so  ago;  and  Judge  Spring,  who 
is  the  Justice  of  the  busy  Rox- 
bury  Court  where  hundreds  of 
juvenile  cases  come  before  him 
yearly,  had  this  to  say,  and  I  think 
it  would  be  well  to  incorporate  it 
along  with  your  suggestion  for  an 
amendment  to  the  statute. 

He  says  that  presently  we  are 
having  a  wave  of  handbag  snatch- 
ings  by  gangs  of  boys,  and  he  also 
mentions  that  there  has  been  a 
great  deal  of  vandalism  such  as 
the  cases  recently  before  the  Rox- 
bury  Court  involving  hundreds  of 
dollars'  worth  of  damage  to  school 
buildings  and  even  the  desecra- 
tion of  the  American  flag. 


This  is  what  he  said  about  the 
parents'  obligation:  "Little  won- 
der, then,  that  their  disconcern 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  they  not 
only  condoned  the  children's  acts, 
but  a  few  of  them  shared  in  the 
receipt  of  the  loot."  Then  he  goes 
on  to  say  that:  "Someone  has  said 
'boys  will  be  boys,'  but  forgot  to 
add,  'boys  will  be  men';  and  unless 
we  rid  ourselves  of  complacency 
in  the  matter  of  the  care  and 
guidance  of  our  children,  the  out- 
look for  tomorrow  presents  a  dis- 
mal picture." 

I  think  that  certainly  is  from  a 
man  who  knows  what  he  is  talk- 
ing about  and  that  parents  should 
realize  their  obligation,  and  there 
is  only  one  way  of  doing  it.  I 
certainly  approve  of  your  amend- 
ment. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  move  its  adoption, 
Mr.  Chairman. 

Chairman:  Any  further  ques- 
tions or  discussion?  Is  there  any 
objection?  Would  you  also  in- 
corporate that  in  the  public  meet- 
ing?

ELECTION  OF  ASSISTANT 
SUPERINTENDENT 

Mr.  Carr:  Madam  Secretary,  at 
one  of  our  previous  meetings 
there  was  placed  in  nomination 
by  the  Superintendent   for   reap- 
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pointment  as  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent the  name  of  Miss  Eunice 
C.  Hearn.  I  would  like  to  have 
that  taken  up  and  put  before  the 
Committee  for  a  vote  of  confirma- 
tion. 

The  Secretary  read  the  com- 
munication from  the  Superin- 
tendent, referred  to  by  Mr.  Carr, 
which  was  laid  over  at  the  meet- 
ings of  April  3  Lnd  7,  1952,  as 
follows: 

"Under  the  provisions  of  Chap- 
ter 497  of  the  Acts  of  1946,  I 
hereby  respectfully  present  the 
nomination  of  Eunice  C.  Hearn 
as  Assistant  Superintendent  for  a 
six-year  term  beginning  Sept.  1, 
1952,  the  present  term  of  Miss 
Hearn  being  due  to  expire  Aug. 
31,  1952." 

A  roll  call  being  ordered,  the 
Secretary  proceeded  to  call  the 
roll  with  the  f.)] lowing  result:

The  Chair  thereupon  declared 
Eunice  C.  Hearn  re-elected  As- 
sistant Superintendent  of  Public 
Schools  for  a  six-year  term  begin- 
ning Sept.  1,  1952. 

In  connection  with  the  fore- 
going, the  Chairman  made  the 
following    statement: 

I  am  voting  present  and 
am  doing  so  without  any 
question  concerning  Miss  Hearn 
as  a  person  or  as  an  As- 
sistant .  Superintendent  solely 
because  I  have  often  said,  and  I 
still  mean,  that  in  my  opinion  we 
do  not  need  six  assistant  super- 
intendents. 

There  was  quite  a  discussion 
about  that  approximately  a  year 
ago.  In  my  opinion,  the  system 
would  function  at  least  as  well  if 
we  had  only  fcfur  assistant  super- 
intendents. I  would,  therefore, 
like  to  be  recorded  "present." 


STATEMENT  RELATING  TO 
ANNUAL  APPROPRIATIONS 
Chairman:  Prior  to  adjourning, 
I  would  like  to  point  out  to  the 
School  Committee  that  many 
weeks  have  gone  by  since  we  made 
a  request  of  the  City  Council  for 
two  things:  One,  to  pass  along 
through  Rule  7  (B)  our  bill  for 
$15,000,000  with  which  to  rebuild 
and  reconstruct  old  schools  and 
build  new  ones;  and,  further,  the 
appropriation  order  submitted  by 
the  Mayor  for  the  approximately 


$2,200,000  which  we  will  need  in 
order  to  carry  on  properly,  school 
functions  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 

The  tax  rate  has  to  be  declared 
by  the  Mayor  before  the  14th  of 
June.  I  think  that  is  the  correct 
date.  It  seems  to  me  that  unless 
the  Council  acts  prior  to  that  time, 
it  may  become  impossible  for  them 
to  act  insofar  as  the  $2,200,000 
is  concerned,  although  that  may 
not  be  necessarily  so. 

It  seems  to  me  that  even  if  that 
is  not  so,  the  School  Committee 
ought  to  know  what  it  is  going 
to  have;  and  if  by  inaction  on 
the  part  of  the  Council  or  adverse 
action  we  will  have  to  curtail 
some  necessary  educational  func- 
tions, then  we  ought  to  know  it 
early  enough  in  advance  so  that 
we  can  make  plans  for  next  Sep- 
tember. ■ 

With  reference  to  the  $15,000,- 
000  loan,  it  is  generally  conceded 
that  the  Legislature  will  prorogue 
— and  you  correct  me,  Represen- 
tative, if  I  am  wrong— before  tlie 
4th  of  July. 

Mr.  Carr:  That  is  right,  Mr. 
Chairman. 

Chairman:  And  it  will  take 
time  after  the  Ciity  Council  acts, 
if  it  acts  favorably  on  the  $15,- 
000,000,  for  the  Rules  Committee 
and  tlie  various  necessary  com- 
mittees at  the  Legislature,  of  the 
House  and  the  Senate,  to  act.  It 
also  is  necessary  from  a  practical 
point  of  view.  The  Superintendent 
referred  to  it  before.  Mr.  Mooney's 
department  wants  to  know  some- 
thing about  requisitions;  and  as 
the  Superintendent  put  it,  they 
don't  have  enough  to  do  now  to 
keep  them  busy.  If  we  are  going 
to  have  loan  money  for  new  build- 
ings, we  may  not  have  to  spend 
items  like  $30,000  or  $40,000  on 
buildings  like  the  Eliliu  Green- 
wood. 

■^  don't  know  if  a  motion  is 
particularly  necessary,  but  I  do 
think  we  ought  to  point  out  to 
the  Council  that  it  is  the  sense 
of  this  Committee  that  they  act, 
preferably  at  their  next  meeting, 
which  will  be  on  the  1st  of  June, 
so  that  We  would  know  where  we 
stand  and  where  the  public  school 
system  in  Boston  stands  and  is 
going  to  stand  for  the  balance  of 
this  year. 

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
would  say  that  a  letter  in  detail 
to  the  Council — to  the  Appr-opria- 
tions  Committee  of  the  Council — 
would  be  in  order  to  facilitate 
matters  in  order  tha*^  we  can  take 
care  of  our  budget;   and,   as  you 
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said,  probably  shave  off  here  and 
there  if  it  is  necessary. 

I  think  it  is  important  that  the 
Council  know  our  position  and 
realize  that  after  all  we  are  work- 
ing on  budgetary  items  and  that 
our  deadline  is  August  31st  of  this 
year. 

Miss  Fitzgerald:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  think  that  Dr.  Foley's  sugges- 
tion of  a  communication  is  well 
taken.  I  think  that  good  schools 
are  an  asset  to  any  city  and  that 
we  will  be  seriously  hampered  if 
we  do  not  obtain  the  additional 
necessary  funds. 

Chairman :  I  suggest,  then,  that 
the  Secretary  or  the  Superintend- 
ent be  authorized  and  instructed 
to  write  such  a  letter  unless  you 
want  me  to  write  it. 

Mr.  Carr:  It  doesn't  make  any 
difference. 


Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  would  be  glad  to  write  it,  but 
perhaps  you  would  want  to  do  so. 

Chairman:  Do  I  have  your  au- 
thority to  gee  a  letter  to  the 
Council? 

Dr.  Foley:  Yes.  After  all,  Mr. 
Chairman,  this  is  at  least  a  $25,- 
000,000  corporation  that  we  are 
dealing  with.  We  are  dealing  with 
most  important  matters  and  it  is 
urgent  for  us  to  see  to  it  that  we 
get  some  answer  to  our  request. 

Chairman:  I  will  be  very  glad 
to  write  the  letter  and  have  it 
delivered  in  the  morning.

The  following  nomination  by 
the  Superintendent,  certified  by 
him  as  being  in  accordance  with 
the  rules  and  regulations,  was 
presented:

— Maurice  T.  Ford,  principal 
(Model  School)  from  principal, 
Frank  V.  Thompson  Junior  High 
School,  June  18,  1952. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  On  the  nomina- 
tion for  the  principalship  of  the 
Model  School,  Madam  Chairman, 
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I  move  that  that  nomination  be 
returned  to  the  Superintendent 
without  action  until  such  time  as 
ratings  can  be  had  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  as  amended  this 
year  by  the  School  Committee. 

Superintendent:  Madam  Chair- 
man, may  I  say  that  in  my  opinion 
the  ratings  were  held  in  keeping 
with  the  regulations. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Madam  Chair- 
man. I  have  no  objection  to  the 
Superintendent  having  his  opinion 
on  any  subject  or  to  anybody  else 
having  his  opinion  on  any  subject; 
but  it  is  my  opinion  that  these 
ratings  were  not  held  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  regulations. 

The  personal  qualities  were  not 
discussed  and  decided  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents. As  I  understand  it,  that 
is  where  they  always  have  been 
discussed  and  decided  in  the  past 
in  accoi-dance  with  the  regulations 
and  that  it  was  not  done  on  this 
occasion  at  such  a  meeting,  and  at 
such  a  meeeting  where  there  was 
present  a  stenotype  operator. 

In  my  opinion  further,  it  was 
solely  a  subterfuge  the  way  it 
was  done  with  only  the  conclu- 
sions presented  to  and  by  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  keeping  the  School 
Committee  from  getting  informa- 
tion to  which  it  is  entitled  and 
information  which  it  has,  by  vote 
and  order,  instructed  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  to  give  us  ver- 
batim. I  for  one  don't  care  to  be 
fooled  by  a  subterfuge  or  a  play 
on  words,  and  I  do  not  think  that 
the  Board  of  Superintendents  or 
any  of  them  should  be  party  to 
using  double-talk  or  subterfuge  or 
anything  else  to  get  around  the 
expressed  wishes  of  the  School 
Committee.

Superintendent:  Madam  Chair- 
man, if  Mr.  Ford's  nomination  is 
not  accepted,  then  it  prevents  the 
acceptance  or  even  the  lying  over 
of  those  three  nominations  be- 
cause one  of  them  is  contingent 
upon  Mr.  Maurice  Ford's  going 
to  the  Model  School. 

The  reason  I  am  anxious  to 
have  these  three  men  appointed. 
Madam  Chairman  and  Members, 
is  this.  The  vacancies  exist  at  the 
present  time.  The  list  is  expiring 
June  30th,  and  I  think  that  in  fair- 
ness to  the  three  men,  they  should 
be  appointed.  However,  they  can 
not  be  appointed  if  one  in  the 
chain — namely,  Maurice  T.  Ford — 
does  not  go  to  the  Model  School. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Madam  Chair- 
man, I  think,  too,  that  we  should 
be  fair  to  the  three  men;  and  I 
think  we  should  be  fair  to  Mr. 
Maurice  Ford.  I  think  there  is  a 
duty  of  fairness  owed  to  the 
School  Committee,  and  above  all 
I  think  there  is  a  duty  owed  to 
the  integrity  of  the  school  system. 

There  have  been  many  com- 
plaints in  the  past  about  the  way 
the  personal  qualities  items  were 
hashed  around  at  certain  meet- 
ings of  certain  boards  of  super- 
intendents. 

One  of  my  reasons — and  I  think 
one  of  the  reasons  of  other  mem- 
bers of  the  School  Committee — in 
wanting  to  have  these  things  on 
the  record  was  to  eliminate  that 
possibility   forever   in   the   future. 

The  first  chance  that  there  was 
to  see  whether  there  would  be  an 
effort  made  to  get  around  the 
new  rules,  the  effort  was  made; 
and  it  seems  to  me  that  if  the 
die  has  been  cast,  then  the  vote 
just  taken  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee ought  to  be  sufficient  an- 
swer as  to  what  this  School  Com- 
mittee would  like  to  have  done 
by  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
so  that  the  School  Committee  can 
know  what  it  is  acting  on  when 
nominations  and  lists  are  sub- 
mitted. 

It  has  become  little  more  than 
a  farce  to  have  a  rated  list  sub- 
mitted with  no  information  other 
than  by  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Superintendents,  and  in  almost 
every  instance  unanimous  vote  of 
the   Board   of  Superintendents. 

A  list  is  given  not  for  accept- 
ance or  rejection  by  the  School 
Committee  but  just  for  informa- 
tion   purposes— that    Mr.    So   and 
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So  or  Miss  So  and  So  has  come 
out  ahead  by  two  or  three  points 
out  of  a  thousand  points  or  eight 
hundred  points  over  somebody  else 
— in  many  instances  being  rated 
pro  or  con  by  assistant  superin- 
tendents who,  through  force  of 
cii'cumstances,  wouldn't  even 
knou'  u"ho  tlic  people  are  whose 
personal  qualities  they  are  dis- 
cussing and  rating;  and  I  think 
we  ought  to  know  what  goes  be- 
hind that  and  what  goes  into  it. 

Mr.  Carr:  Madam  Chairman,  I 
can  appreciate — or  I  think  I  can 
-  -what  Mr.  Muchnick  is  driving 
at  and  what  he  would  like,  but  I 
would  like  to  ask  him:  How  would 
this  particular  list  differ  from  the 
one  we  just  voted  on  when  we 
took  the  top  man  from  Civil 
Service  and  we  voted  for  Mr. 
Burke? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  There  we  have 
no  choice,  Mr.  Carr.  There  we  have 
no  choice  because  Civil  Service, 
under  the   statute,   controls   that. 

Mr.  Carr:  But  we  had  a  choice 
of  the  first  three. 

Superintendent:  You  certainly 
had  a  choice  of  the  first  three  by 
statute. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Yes,  but  Civil 
Service  controls  the  markings  un- 
der an  examination  given  by  their 
personnel  and  marked  by  them, 
and  tlie  question  of  personal  quali- 
ties  does   not   enter  into  it. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Muchnick, 
can  you  go  to  Civil  Service  and 
get  the  complete  breakdown  of 
those  individuals'  marks  who  are 
candidates  for  the  Assistant  Busi- 
ness Manager's  position? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  don't  know. 

Superintendent:  I  doubt  if  you 
can. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  don't  know, 
and  frankly  I  don't  care. 

Superintendent:  I  think  that 
they  have  confidental  records  just 
as  any  business  organization  has 
confidential  records  that  should 
not  be  thrown  open  to  the  world, 
in  fairness  to  the  individuals. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  am  going  to 
break  in  there,  Mr.  Superintend- 
ent. It  seems  to  me  that  the  em- 
ployer, the  School  Committee, 
representing  the  people  of  Boston, 
can  be  trusted  with  information 
just  as  much  as  the  Superintend- 
ent, the  six  Assistant  Superintend- 
ents, and  the  three  members  of 
the  Board  of  Examiners. 

The  five  members  of  the  School 
Committee  have  just  as  much  hon- 
or and  integrity  as  the  ten  peo- 
ple whom  I  have  just  named. 
There  is  no  corner  on  the  market 


of   integrity   and    decency   in    the 
title    of    "Superintendent,"    "As- 
sistant Superintendent,"  or  "Mem 
ber  of  the  Board  of  Examiners." 

It  is  barely  possible  that  an 
equal  amount  of  integrity  and  de- 
cency and  lionor  might  be  found 
among  the  five  members  of  the 
School  Committee  who  are  sit- 
ting around  here.  At  least  that 
seemed  to  be  the  opinion  of  a 
substantial  number  of  people  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  They  elected 
five  people  to  help  run  the  school 
system  and  to  direct  its  policies; 
and  if  the  people  of  Boston  had 
enough  confidence  in  five  people, 
then  it  seems  to  me  that  their 
wishes  should  not  be  overruled  by 
subterfuges  engaged  in  by  a  board 
of  superintendents. 

Now  that  may  be  direct  and 
plain,  but  I  think  that  it  is  clear. 

Superintendent:  But  I  believe 
that  in  it  there  are  some  fallacies. 

Secretary:  What  do  you  wish 
to  do  now,  Mr.  Haley — submit 
two  nominations? 

Superintendent:  Madam  Chair- 
man and  Members,  there  were 
three  nominations  originally  sub- 
mitted to  the  School  Committee: 
Henry  L.  Ford  to  the  Patrick  T. 
Campbell  School,  Cornelius  J. 
O'Connell  to  the  Frank  V.  Thomp- 
son School,  and  John  B.  Kelley 
to  the  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes 
School. 

Since  Mr.  Ford  will  not,  by 
your  action  tonight,  leave  the 
Frank  V.  Thompson  School  to  go 
to  the  Model  School,  then  it  im- 
pedes the  progress  of  the  nomi- 
nations which  I  made. 

If  the  School  Committee  is  not 
willing  to  accept  Maurice  T.  Ford's 
nomination,  then  in  order  not  to 
hurt  the  rights  of  at  least  two 
of  the  men  who  are  on  a  regular 
list,  I  would  like  to  withdraw 
the  nomination  of  Cornelius  J. 
O'Connell  to  the  Frank  V.  Thomp- 
son School  because  there  will  be 
no  vacancy  there  since  Maurice 
T.  Ford  cannot  leave,  and  with- 
draw also  the  nomination  of  John 
B.  Kelley  to  the  principalship  of 
the  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  School 
because  I  cannot  under  these 
conditions  take  care  of  the  third 
man  on  the  list. 

I  will  now  nominate  Cornelius 
J.  O'Connell  to  the  principalship 
of  the  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes 
School  where  there  is  a  legiti- 
mate vacancy  because  of  the  death 
of   Mr.    Carron. 

In  view  of  that,  to  summarize 
it,  Madam  Chairman  and  Mem- 
bers, it  means  now  that  there  is 
in  nomination  at  public  meeting 
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the  name  Henry  L.  Ford  to  the 
Patrick  T.  Campbell  School  and 
the  name  of  Cornelius  J.  O'Con- 
nell  to  the  principalship  of  the 
Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  School. 

Miss  Fitzgerald:  Under  the  regu- 
lar procedures,  should  it  lie  over? 

Secretary:   Yes. 

Mr.  Carr:  Madam  Chairman,  I 
would  like  to  bring  out  something. 
In  looking  this  report  over,  Mr. 
Muchnick,  your  only  objection  is 
that  it  is  not  a  verbatim  copy 
of  the  meeting  held  of  the  as- 
sistant superintendents,  is  that 
correct  ? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  That  is  one  of 
the  objections.  The  others  all 
stem  from  that. 

Mr.  Carr:  Well,  if  you  had  had 
a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the 
Board  of  Superintendents'  meet- 
ing submitted  to  you  and  the  re- 
sults of  that  meeting  came  to  us 
with  the  nominations  similar  to 
this,  in  all  probability  you  would 
accept  these  nominations — is  that 
right? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  If  I  agreed  with 
the  minutes,  yes. 

Mr.  Carr:  All  right. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  But  I  do  not 
want  to  be  asked  merely  to  rub- 
ber-stamp results. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Madam  Chairman, 
I  think  that  what  the  Chairman 
is  trying  to  say,  perhaps,  is  that 
as  we  are  the  ones  who  are  going 
to  say  yes  to  the  nominations  that 
are  placed  before  us,  it  would  be 
well  to  know  to  whom  we  are 
saying  yes.  We  know  nothing 
about  them.  To  me  they  are  only 
names.  I  do  not  know  a  thing 
about  them. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Madam  Chair- 
man, very  frankly  this,  from  a 
personal  point  of  view,  is  painful 
to  me  because  Maurice  Ford  hap- 
pens to  be  one  of  the  best  friends 
I  have  in  the  system.  From  a  per- 
sonal point  of  view,  I  would  love 
to  see  Maurice  get  promoted,  but 
I  would  like  to  know  how  it  was 
arrived    at    before    I   vote    for   it. 

Superintendent:  May  I  ask  you 
a  question,  Mr.  Muchnick? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  You  may  ask  me 
all  the  questions  you  want,  Mr. 
Superintendent. 

Superintendent:  Do  you  think 
Mr.  Maurice  T.  Ford  is  a  fine 
scholarly  gentleman  and  an  out- 
standing educator? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  do,  but  I 
haven't  the  slightest  idea  on  what 
basis  he  was  placed  ahead  of  one 
John  Dacey,  whom  I  know  some- 
what, and  William  Barrett,  whom 


I  may   know,   although  I   am  not 
sure. 

They  may  be  just  as  fine,  just 
as  scholarly,  and  just  as  gentle- 
manly, or  less  or  more,  than  the 
one  who  happens  to  bo  a  close 
friend  of  mine.  However,  if  I  have 
to  pass  on  this  by  way  of  con- 
firmation, I  want  to  be  able  to 
use  my  judgment,  not  just  take 
the  judgment  of  seven  or  ten  peo- 
ple who  happen  to  be  in  the  top 
echelons  of  the  school  system. 

I  am  charged  with  a  respon- 
sibility on  this,  too,  as  are  four 
other  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee; and  they  have  expressed 
their  desires  as  to  how  they  want 
to  reach  their  own  conclusions 
on  several  occasions  by  their  votes 
not  only  today  but  in  the  past 
asking  and  directing  that  certain 
things  be  done  at  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Superintendents;  and 
prior  to  this  there  have  been 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Super 
intendents  with  verbatim  copies 
made,    and  frankly- 

Superintendent:  That  is  not 
true. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Prior  to  this 
meeting. 

Superintendent:  That  is  not 
true. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  This  year. 

Superintendent:  Of  rating  meet- 
ings? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  No,  I  did  not  say 
of  rating  meetings. 

Superintendent;  That  is  right. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  said  of  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents. 

Superintendent:  That  is  right. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  most  of  the 
stuff — and  I  use  that  word  ad- 
visedly, not  in  its  slang  sense  — 
that  came  back  in  the  verbatim 
reports  was  the  greatest  bunch 
of  tripe  I  have  ever  read  and  of 
the  most  unimportant  —  and  in 
many  cases,  inane — kind;  and  as 
soon  as  the  first  item  of  impor- 
tance came  up,  the  selection  of  top 
personnel  for  a  Model  School  and 
various  other  appointments  of  top 
jobs,  secrecy  and  subterfuge  were 
used  to  get  around  the  expressed 
wishes  and  directions  of  the  Com- 
mittee. I  for  one  don't  go  for  it. 

Superintendent:  I  disagree  with 
you,  Mr.  Muchnick. 

Miss  Fitzgerald:  You  have  two 
names,    do    you.    Miss    Reynolds? 

Secretary:  Mr.  Haley,  you  now 
have    two    moninations?

Chairman:  Before  we  adjourn, 
may  I  say  that  we  have  received 
unofficial     news     that     the     City 
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Council  has  passed  the  appropria- 
tion order  for  $2,204,000  lor  gen- 
eral school  purposes.  They  are 
sending  a  letter  expressing  their 
opinions  on  certain  matters,  but 
they  have  passed  the  total  amount 
requested,   as  I  understand  it. 

There  has,  however,  been  no  ac- 
tion, from  the  unofficial  report, 
on  the  order  putting  the  bill 
through  the  Rules  Committee  un- 
der Rule  7  (b)  for  leave  to  bor- 
row $15,000,000  for  school  con- 
struction. 

Will  the  Legislature  prorogue 
within  the  next  two  weeks  Mr. 
Carr? 

Mr.  Carr:  It  hopes  to  get  through 
by  the  end  of  this  month. 

Chairman:  In  view  of  the  fore- 
going fact,  I  offer  the  following: 

ORDERED,  That  this  Commit- 
tee ask  the  Joint  Rules  Commit- 
tee of  the  House  and  Senate  to 
grant  this  Committee  a  hearing 
as  quickly  as  possible  to  see  if 
this  Committee  can  have  Rule  7 
(b)  waived  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  that  are  provided  for 
by  the  House  and  Senate  so  that 
this  Committee  can  attempt  to 
get  some  action  on  a  proposed 
bill  for  leave  to  borrow  $15,000,- 
000   for   school    construction. 

If  it  goes  over  for  another  year, 
then,  as  we  all  know,  there  would 
be  very  great  danger  that  out  at 
the  Cow  Pasture  and  in  the  South 
End  area — just  to  name  two 
places  where  there  is  new  con- 
struction coming  up — there  not 
only  won't  be  antiquated  or  im- 
proper school  buildings  but  there 
won't  be  any  school  buildings. 

Isn't  that  so,  Mr.  Superintend- 
ent? 

Superintendent:  In  general,  I 
would  say;  and  I  would  add,  per- 
haps, the  Mission  Hill  area. 

Chairman:  That  is  right.  There 
is  a  new  project  going  up  there  as 
well,  and  we  may  be  faced  with 
hundreds  and  possibly  thousands 
of  school  children  a  year  from  this 
coming  September  to  be  cared  for 
and  no  places  in  which  to  care  for 
them. 

I  would  like  to  have  that  motion 
passed,  and  I  would  like  to  have 
the  Committee  empower  Mr.  Carr 
to  get  the  necessary  machinery 
moving  to  get  that  before  the 
Rules  Committee. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  it 
would  require  the  Rules  Commit- 
tee to  suspend  that  rule  in  spite  of 
the  action  of  the  Council  and  the 
Mayor,  and  I  know  they  are  very 
careful  lest  they  set  a  precedent. 

To  my  knowledge,  it  has  been

Chairman:  About  three  years 
ago,  Mr.  Carr.

I  move  that  that  provisional  ap- 
pointment be  extended  for  three 
months,  within  which  time  it 
can  be  disposed  of  one  way  or 
the  other,  and  that  the  necessary 
certification  be  given  to  Civil 
Service. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Muchnick, 
what  does  he  do  up  here  now? 

Chairman:    Mr.  Ridge? 

Mrs.  Lyons:     Yes. 

Chairman:  It  is  my  understand- 
ing, in  accordance  with  the  vote 
of  the  previous  School  Commit- 
tee, that  he  is  to  be  assigned  to 
those  buildings  which  still  con- 
tain the  controversially  high- 
pressure  boilers,  and  that  he  has 
other  buildings — I  don't  know 
the  number— within  his  super- 
visory district. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Does  he  receive 
any  extra  compensation  for  that? 

Chairman:  Yes,  he  receives 
the  compensation  of  a  supervisor. 
Am  I  right.  Miss  Reynolds? 

Secretary:     Yes,  sir,  but — 

Chairman:  And  that  compen- 
sation, I  imagine — although  I 
don't  know — is  approximately  a 
thousand  dollars  more  than  his 
compensation  had  been  as  a  senior 
custodian. 


Secretary:  Do  you  think  that 
they  will  pay  it  in  view  of  this  tele- 
phone message  that  I  received 
from   Civil   Service? 

Chairman:  That  is  the  point. 
Because  the  matter  is  in  dispute 
and  is  going  to  take  some  time  to 
dispose  of  one  way  or  the  other, 
either  by  the  School  Committee  or 
by  Civil  Service  or  anybody  else, 
I  think  that  the  proper  thing  to  do 
would  be  to  continue  the  original 
provisional  appointment,  if  Civil 
Service  will  allow  it,  for  a  three- 
month  period,  during  which  time 
it  will  be  disposed  of  either  fav- 
orably or  unffavorably  to  Mr. 
Ridge  or  to  anybody  else  con- 
cerned. 

Miss  Fitzgerald:  Mr.  Chairman, 
may  I  ask  that  if  we  refuse  to 
extend  ,  this  for  three  months — 
that  is,  if  we  rejected  your  sugges- 
tion, Mr.  Muchnick — would  that 
not  end  the  dispute?  Would  that 
settle  the  dispute  so  that  there 
would  be  no  reverberations? 

Chairman:  That  is  a  good  ques- 
tion, Miss  Fitzgerald! 

Mr.  Carr:  Is  this  from  Civil 
Service? 

Secretary:  That  is  from  Civil 
Service. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mrs.  Campbell  at 
Civil  Service  says  that  inasmuch 
as  the  temporary  transfer  of  John 
F.  Ridge  was  not  approved,  the 
last  payroll  on  which  he  appeared 
as  Assistant  Schoolhouse  Custo- 
dian has  been  held  up,  and  he 
should  be  returned  to  his  former 
rank  and  a  special  roll  sent  up 
for  approval. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Muchnick,  in 
the  face  of  that,  how  can  we  ex- 
tend his  appointment?  If  Civil 
Service  says  that  he  can't  stay  in 
this  position  any  longer  and  must 
be  returned  to  his  other  position, 
will  they  approve  the  payroll? 

Chairman:  I  think  that  if  we 
vote  to  extend  it,  that  satisfies, 
although  I  am  not  sure,  the  Civil 
Service    requirements. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Muchnick,  I  don't 
know  who  can  answer  this.  Was 
his  original  appointment  a  pro- 
visional   appointment? 

Chairman:  Yes. 

Mr.  Carr:  And  who  made  the 
original   appointment? 

Chairman:  The  former  School 
Committee. 

Mr.  Carr:  And  now  you  are  ask- 
ing us  just  to  extend  that? 

Chairman:  Extend  it  for  three 
months. 

Secretary:  Mr.  Muchnick,  that 
appointment  for  six  months  never 
was  approved  by  Civil  Service. 
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Chairman:  I  thought  that  the 
provisional  appointment  had  been. 

Secretary:  No,  sir.  They  wrote 
on  February  1st  and  said  as  I 
recall  it,  that  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  they  could  not  have  an  ex- 
amination setting  up  special  re- 
quirements, they  were  not  ap- 
proving, and  it  has  never  been  ap- 
proved for  the  past  six  months. 
He  has  been  paid  for  quite  a  lit- 
tle while,  I  think. 

Chairman:  Then  I  don't  know. 
That  may  be  one  of  the  items  that 
is  still  in  dispute.  I  knew  that 
there  was  a  dispute  with  Civil 
Service.  Whether  that  was  one 
of  the  items,  I  don't  know. 

Business  Manager:  I  think  I 
ought  to  inform  the  School  Com- 
mittee that  under  your  instruc- 
tions of  last  April  to  take  so  mucli 
money  out  of  the  Schoolhousc 
Custodian's  budget,  I  took  Mr. 
Ridge's  salary  out  of  the  budget 
from  a  certain  date  in  April  on, 
or  at  least  the  provision  for  a 
fifth  assistant  schoolhouse  cus- 
todian because  of  the  letter  from 
Civil  Service. 

Secretary:  May  I  read  the  let- 
ter of  February  1st  from  Civil 
Service   to   me   as   follows: 

"I  have  given  careful  considera- 
tion to  the  requisition  submitted 
by  you  under  date  of  January  2, 
1952,  for  an  assistant  schoolhouse 
custodian  in  which  you  request  the 
position  be  filled  by  holding  a 
competitive  promotional  examina- 
tion open  to  the  senior  building 
custodians  who  hold  a  first-class 
engineer's  license. 

"There  is  no  provision  in  the  law 
for  holding  an  examination  of  the 
kind  you  request.  Competitive 
promotional  examinations  under 
the  statutes  are  open  to  the  grade 
below  in  the  official  service,  which, 
in  this  case,  appears  to  be  senior 
building  custodians  and  no  fur- 
ther recommendation  that  the  ap- 
pointee hold  a  first-class  license 
may  be  imposed  under  the  sta- 
tutes. 

"Under  these  conditions,  please 
inform  me  whether  or  not  you 
wish  to  have  the  examination  ar- 
ranged on  a  competitive  promo- 
tional basis  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  the  law." 

Secretary:  That  is  all  I  have 
fi'om  Civil  Service. 

Chairman:  Mr.  Carr,  I  have 
been  informed,  completely  unof- 
ficially, that  that  matter  was  sup- 
posed to  have  been  reversed  by 
the     Civil     Service     Commission. 


Whether  that  is  so,  I  don't  know; 
and  obviously  we  don't  seem  to 
have  any  communication  on  it. 

However,  I  don't  see  how  there 
is  any  particular  harm  in  extend- 
ing the  provisional  appointment, 
assuming  it  can  be  extended,  for 
a  short  period  to  determine  what 
everybody's  rights  are. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman, 
why  three  months?  Why  can't  we 
ask  Miss  Reynolds  to  write  to 
Civil  Service  and  have  them  give 
us  a  definite  answer  one  way  or 
the  other? 

Chairman:  If  you  want  to  make 
it  two  months  or  one  month,  I 
don't  care.  I  just  wanted  to  pick 
some  period  within  which  we 
wouldn't  have  to  do  it  over  again. 
That's  all. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Well,  if  they  have 
done  what  you  thought  they  did, 
then  they  could  tell  us. 

Chairman:  Let's  make  it  two 
months. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  We  would  have 
official  notice  on  it.  How  about 
the  money?  Is  it  going  to  hold 
out? 

Business  Manager:  As  I  told 
you,  the  money  for  that  is  taken 
out  of  the  Budget.  We  will  run 
short  in  the  budget  for  the 
Schoolhouse  Custodian.  We  are 
probably  running  short  now. 

Chairman:  I  have  absolutely  no 
objection  to  making  that  two 
months  within  which  to  get  final 
adjudication  on  it. 

Miss  Fitzgerald:  May  I  ask 
whether  it  isn't  possible,  if  there 
has  been  a  reversal  by  Civil 
Service,  to  get  an  answer  from 
them  immediately?  Is  it  quite 
possible,  if  they  have  made  a  de- 
cision the  other  way,  as  Mr. 
Muchnick  seems  to  have  heard, 
that  we  can  get  a  written  decision 
from  them  immediately? 

Mr.  Carr:  He  is  held  up  now, 
isn't  he?  Read  the  motion  and 
put  in  two  months.  Is  that  all 
right? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Why  can't  it  be 
done  right  away?  It  has  hung 
fire  so  long. 

Chairman:  After  the  latter  part 
of  December  there  was  a  six 
weeks'  wait  on  the  last  one. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  It  is  six  months 
now,  and  we  had  that  in  February, 
but  we  did  not  act  on  it.  I  don't 
know  why  we  can't  now  write  to 
Civil  Service  and  ask  them  for  a 
definite  answer. 

Chairman:  The  answer  to  that, 
Mrs.  Lyons,  is  this — that  the  last 
time  it  was  done  was  in  the  latter 
part  of  December,  and  Civil  Serv- 
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ice  did  not  answer  until  February 
1st.  That  is  rough! v  a  five  or  six 
weeks'  period. 

Secretary:  One  month,  because 
I  wrote  on  January  2nd,  and  it 
came   February   1st. 

Chairman:  I  just  want  to  give 
sufficient  time. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Couldn't  we  request 
an  immediate  answer? 

Chairman:  I  don't  know  whether 
one  month  is  immediate  up  there. 

Superintendent:  May  I  ask  Mr. 
Reardon  if  the  high-pressure 
boilers  will  operate  in  the  next 
two  months? 

Mr.  Reardon:  No,  they  arc 
closed  down  now. 

Chairman:  I  think  that  is  an 
interesting  question  and  an  inter- 
esting answer,  but  I  don't  think 
it  has  anything  to  do  with  the 
problem. 

Mr.  Carr:  The  problem  is  witli 
Civil   Service. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
think  we  should  write  to  Civil 
Service  and  ask  them  for  an  im- 
mediate answer;  and  if  it  is  neces- 
sary to  extend  it,  then  we  will 
extend  it. 

Chairman:  Well,  I  think  we 
have  to  extend  the  temporary 
transfer  for  some  period  of  time 
tonight,  or  it  automatically  dies; 
and  there  would  then  be  no  point 
to  writing  to  Civil  Service.  If  one 
month  is  the  proper  time  instead 
of  two  or  three,  I  have  no  ob- 
jection to  it. 

Miss  Fitzgerald:  I  think  that 
since  Civil  Service  gave  us  an 
answer  the  last  time  in  one  month, 
we  might  suppose  that  they  would 
within  one  month  this  time. 

Chairman:  One  month  is  per- 
fectly all  right  with   me. 

Secretary:  Will  you  dictate  the 
order?  I  don't  know  exactly  what 
you  want. 

Chairman:  The  motion  is  mere-

BOND  ISSUE  FOR  NEW 
SCHOOLS 

Chairman:  In  the  same  connec- 
tion, dealing  with  legislation,  on 
the  question  of  the  $15,000,000 
loan,  Senator  John  Collins  did  an 
excellent  job  and  led  a  losing  fight, 
unfortunately,  but  that  wasn't  his 
fault. 

As  far  as  I  am  concerned,  the 
fact  that  Boston's  children  won't 
have  the  schooling  they  need  when 
they  need  it  is  primarily  the  fault, 
without  any  reservation,  of  the 
City  Council  for  having  stalled  it 
as  long  as  they  did;  and,  after  hav- 
ing stalled  it,  when  they  cut  it — 
and,  incidentally,  they  cut  it  on 
the  advice  or  with  the  consent  of 
the  school  administration,  exclu- 
sive of  the  School  Committe — 

Superintendent:  That  is  not 
true. 

Chairman:  Mr.  Superintendent, 
let  me  give  things  that  I  under- 
stand,  will  you? 

Superintendent:   Yes. 

Chairman:  The  House  and  the 
Senate,  seeing  the  disparity  in 
figures  between  $15,000,000  and 
$3,465,000,  didn't  have  the  time,, 
the  energy,  or  even  the  patience 
on  the  fourth  and  fifth  of  July  to 
go  into  long  discussions  or  hear- 
ings on  the  question;  and  although 
Mr.  O'Neil  and  various  others 
in  the  House  tried  to  help — Sena- 
tor Collins  did  a  terrific  job  in  the 
Senate — the  bill,  as  you  all  know, 
failed. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
may  I  speak? 

Chairman:  Go  right  ahead. 

Superintendent:  I  think,  Mr. 
Chairman,  in  justice  to  myself 
that  I  should  put  this  on  the 
record. 

Chairman:  I  didn't  mention 
you,  Mr.  Superintendent. 

Superintendent:  You  said  "the 
administration,  exclusive  of  the 
School  Committee." 

Now,  you  know  and  the  other 
members  of  the  Committee  know 
— and  Mr.  Smith  and  Mr.  Corco- 
ran— that  we  were  invited  down 
to  the  City  Council.  By  whom. 
Miss  Reynolds — the  Mayor  or  the 
City  Council?  You  received  the 
telephone  call. 

Secretary:  Yes,  I  got  the  tele- 
phone call. 

Superintendent:  From  whom? 

Chairman:  The  telephone  call 
came  from  the  Mayor's  office, 
probably. 

Secretary:  That  is  right— the 
Mayor's  office. 
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Superintendent:  We  were  all 
together  in  the  general  chamber, 
and  one  of  the  messengers  came 
in  and  said  that  the  City  Council 
in  executive  session  wanted  ro 
talk  with  the  Superintendent 
alone. 

The  Superintendent  went  as  re- 
quested. The  first  question  I  was 
asked  was:  "Are  you  for  the  $13,- 
000,000  bond  issue?"  and  1  said,  "I 
certainly  am." 

I  knew  this  would  come  up.  At 
least  I  thought  it  would.  Then 
the  City  Council — and  I  have 
witness  to  that  fact — Or  the  City 
Council  members  said:  "What  use 
will   you   make   of   this    money?" 

I  said,  "Well,  right  off  there 
IS  an  imminent  need  in  three  hous- 
ing areas,  and  I  have  a  long-range 
program,  which  I  have  submitted 
to  the  Planning  Board,  which 
carries  through  for  even  more 
than  $15,000,000. 

Then  various  members  of  the 
City  Council  asked  me  where  we 
needed  buildings,  and  I  said,  "In 
East  Boston,  in  the  Cow  Pasture 
area,  and  in  the  Mission  Hill 
area." 

Then  I  was  asked,  "What  will 
it  cost  to  put  up  proper  facilities 
m  East  Boston?" 

We  talked  about  that,  and  I 
gave  them  the  estimated  figures 
which  had  been  given  to  me  by 
Mr.  Mooney,  and  they  asked  me 
if  they  had  come  from  Mr.  Mooney, 
and  I   said  they  certainly  did. 

Then  they  asked  me,  "How  much 
will  it  cost  in  the  Cow  Pasture  and 
how  much  in  the  Roxbury  area?" 

After  inquiring  in  general  about 
those  three,  the  question  was  asked 
by  the  Chairman,  Mr.  White:  "Are 
there  any  further  questions?"  and 
the  answer  was,  "No,  we  have  no 
further  questions." 

I  made  it  very  clear  at  the  be- 
ginning that  I  was  for  the  $15,- 
000,000  bond  issue,  so  there  is  no 
blame  on  any  member  of  the  ad- 
ministration, exclusive  of  the 
School  Committee,  for  the  $3,000,- 
000  situation. 

I  know  that  one  member  of  the 
City  Council  came  back  into  the 
general  chamber  and  said  that  he 
thought  that  one  member  of  the 
School  Committee  was  antag- 
onizing the  members  of  the  City 
Council. 

The  Committee  adjourned.

At  the  Conference  held  today, 
the  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee agreed  that  the  discussion 
at  the  Conference  on  July  10, 
1952,  relating  to  appointments  for 
summer  classes  in  the  Day  School 
for  Immigrants,  be  printed  in  full 
in  the  Daily  Record,  appended  to 
the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of 
July  10,  1952. 

The  following  is  the  discussion 
referred  to: 

DAY  SCHOOL  FOR 
IMMIGRANTS 

The  Superintendent  submitted 
his  nominations  for  three  teachers 
for  service  in  the  Day  School  for 
Immigrants. 

Chairman:  Are  those  as  of  Sep- 
tember 1st? 

Superintendent:  No,  no — as  of 
June  30th — temporary  appoint- 
ments for  the  summer,  Mr. 
Chairman. 

Chairman:  And  who  are  those 
appointees? 

Superintendent:  You  have  the 
list.    Didn't  you  bring  those  lists? 

Chairman:  I     have      some     of 

them. 

Superintendent:  You  see,  Mr. 
Chairman,  we  give  you  those 
things  ahead  of  time  and  you 
lose  them,  and  then  you  want 
other   copies. 

Catherine  S.  Barry,  Francis  M. 
Smith,  and  Marian  R.  Sullivan. 

Chairman:  Are  these  people 
teaching  in  the  winter  time? 

Superintendent:  Yes. 

Chairman:  Are  they  appointed 
teachers? 

Superintendent:  Mrs.  Barry,  as 
I  recall,  is  a  temporary  teacher. 
Miss  Frances  M.  Smith  is  a  per- 
manent teacher— permanent  siUj- 
stitute.  Mrs.  Marian  R.  Sullivan 
is  a  temporary  teacher. 

Chairman:  Do  these  three  peo- 
ple meet  the  requirements  for  cer- 
tification under  the  certification 
rule  adopted  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee on  Mrs.  Lyons'  motion  two 
or  three  months  ago? 

Superintendent:  Well,  would 
you  want  to  analyze  that,  Mr. 
Muchnick,  for  me?  These  three 
teachers  have  been  certificated 
for  this  particular  type  of  sei-vice. 

Chairman:  No,  let's  not  play 
with   words,   Mr.   Superintendent. 

Superintendent:  All  right. 

Chairman:  You  heard  the  ques- 
tion. 

Superintendent:  Analyze  it  for 
me,  will  you,  please?  What  were 
those  qualifications,  Mr.  Much- 
nick? 
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Chairman:  Don't  you  know 
what  they  were,  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent ? 

Superintendent:  No,  I'd  Uke 
to  have  you  tell  me.  You  are 
asking  me  if  they  meet  them. 

Chairman:  And  don't  you  know 
what  the  qualifications  are? 

Superintendent:  I'd  like  to  have 
you  repeat  them. 

Chairman:  Did  you  consult  those 
qualifications  in  making  these  ap- 
pointments? 

Superintendent:  These  appoint- 
ments are  for  temporary  teachers, 
Mr.  Chairman. 

Chairman:  And  don't  temporary 
teachers  have  to  meet  require- 
ments? 

Supei'intendent;  These  teacliers 
have  been  employed  during  the 
present  school  year. 

Chairman:  Do  all  of  these  three 
people  have  degrees — A.B.  de- 
grees ? 

Superintendent:  I  wouldn't 
know,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Chairman:  Well,  did  you  pick 
their  names  out  of  a  hat? 

Superintendent:  No,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, I  accepted  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Director  of  Evening 
Schools   and  Summer  Schools. 

Chairman:  You  just  took  his 
recommendation   blind? 

Superintendent:  I  took  them 
because  they  were  employed  dur- 
ing the  oast  year,  in  the  Day 
School  for  Immigrants  and  were 
certificated  to  teach  there,  and 
completed  the  regular  work  in 
June;  and  they  are  being  appoint- 
ed temporary  teachers  during  the 
summer  to  carry  on  the  same 
type  of  work  for  which  they  have 
been  certified  through  the  year. 

Chairman:  Do  these  people 
teach  review  work  during  the 
summer,  or  do  they  teach  con- 
tinuing work  as  though  there 
were  no  summer  session  in  that 
kind  of  work? 

Superintendent:  Do  they  teach 
review  work? 

Chairma.i:  Do  they  teach  re- 
view work,  or  is  it  just  a  con- 
tinuation on  like  an  accelerated 
course? 

Superintendent:  No,  I  would 
judge,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  the 
persons  enrolled  —  and  I  think 
there  are  over  fifty — according  to 
Mr.  Gould — are  mostly  new  to  this 
particular  course.  That  is  my 
general  thought.  I  would  have  to 
have  Mr.  Gould  answer  that  spe- 
cifically. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman, 
could  we  have  a  copy  of  that  order 
stating  that  anyone  who  was  now 
employed  in  our  schools  or  would 


be  employed  in  our  schools  would 
be  certified  teachers?  Suppose  we 
could  recess  until  we  do  get  that? 
I  think  I  have  a  copy  of  it  in  the 
office. 

(Recess) 

Mrs.  Lyons:  This  was  the  meet- 
ing of  May  19,  1952.  It  was  an 
amendment  to  the  rules.  The  fol- 
lowing was  offered: 

"ORDERED,  that  the  rules  are 
hereby  amended  as  follows.  Cer- 
tificate 37,  Day  School  for  Immi- 
grants, to  teachers  in  the  Day 
School  for  Immigrants.  The  re- 
quirements for  the  certif irate  are; 
graduation  from  a  college  or  uni- 
versity approved  by  the  Board  of 
Superintendents;  completion  of 
an  approved  course  in  the  teach- 
ing of  immigrants;  and  evidence 
of  two  years  experience  in  teach- 
ing in  regular  graded  day  schools." 

Chairman:  Mrs.  Lyons,  nre  those 
in  it — all  those  requirements — or 
do  they  follow  along? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  They  just  follow 
along. 

Chairman:  Mr.  Superintendent, 
do  you  think  those  are  proper  i:e- 
quirements? 

Superintendent:  Yes;  and,  as  I 
understand  it,  my  interpretation 
is  that  those  requirements  are  the 
follow-up  of  the  whole  program  of 
setting  up  regular  certificate  ex- 
aminations for  the  Day  School  for 
Immigrants,  and  we  are  so  ad- 
■^  ertising  those  examinations  for 
the  August  examinations. 

Chairman:  Now,  two  of  these 
people  are  temporary  teachers, 
aren't  they — of  the  three? 

Superintendent:  That  is  true. 

Chairman:  Has  either  or  both 
of  the  two  temporary  people 
served  three  consecutive  years 
and  received  a  notice  of  non- 
employment? 

Superintendent:  One  has  re- 
ceived a  notice  of  non-employment 
September  1,  1952,  and  will  not 
be  employed  because  under  the 
tenure  law,  if  that  person  was 
employed  for  the  fourth  consecu- 
tive year,  as  you  know,  that  per- 
son would  be  a  permanent  em- 
ployee. 

Chairman;  Now,  is  that  person 
qualified  under  this  new  Certifi- 
cate 37,  I  think  it  is,  to  take  the 
examination? 

Superintendent:  Certificate  37, 
Mr.  Chairman,  doesn't  exist  yet 
until  the  examination  has  been 
held,  as  I  understand  it. 

Chairman:  Now,  is  that  person 
qualified  to  take  the  examina- 
tion? 

Superintendent:  Well,  that  per- 
son  would   have   an   opportunity, 
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certainly,  to  submit  qualifica- 
tions to  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

Chairman:  Well,  you  know  that 
that  person  doesn't  have  a  college 
degree. 

Superintendent:  I  am  saying 
that  person  would  have  the  right 
lo  submit  her  qualifications  to 
the  Board  of  E.xaminei's. 

Chairman:  And  under  the  qual- 
ifications as  you  know  them  to 
exi^t,  Mr.  Superintendent,  you 
know  that  that  particular  person 
doesn't  have  a  college  degree  and 
therefore  wouldn't  be  eligible  to 
take  the  examination,  isn't  that 
so? 

Superintendent:  As  far  as  I  can 
.see,  Mr.  Chairman,  after  Septem- 
ber 1st,  following  the  August  ex- 
aminations, as  I  interpret  it,  there 
will  be  a  list  of  persons  who  will 
meet  the  qualifications  which  we, 
the  Board  of  Superintendents,  i^ec- 
ommended. 

Chairman:  Do  people  who  don't 
have  those  qualifications,  the 
academic  achievement,  get  per- 
mission to  take  examinations  of 
that  kind? 

Superintendent:  Who  don't  have 
what,  please? 

Chairman:  The  academic  back- 
ground qualifications? 

Superintendent:  Oh,  they  can't 
qualify  for  certificate  examina- 
tions, but  qualifying  for  certifi- 
cate examinations  and  qualifying 
for  temporary  service  are  two 
different  things. 

Chairman:  Let's  stick  to  the 
certificate  examinations.  This 
person  wouldn't  be  qualified  to 
take  the  certificate  examination, 
would  she? 

Superintendent:  Well,  what  do 
you  mean,  Mr.  Muchnick? 

Chairm.'  :  The  one  who  received 
the  lotice  of  non-employment  as 
of  September  1st. 

Superintendent:  Now  what  is 
your  question? 

Chairman:  Would  that  person, 
not  having  a  college  degree,  be 
eligible  to  take  the  certificate 
examination? 

Superintendent:  No,  Mr.  Much- 
nick — no;  and  therefore  wouldn't 
be  eligible  at  any  time  for  perma- 
nent appointment  unless  the 
qualifications  were  accomplished 
in  the  meantime. 

Chairman:  Now  on  the  prelimi- 
nary page  that  you  sent  us,  there 
is  some  question  here  as  to  wheth- 
er that  particular  persoii  com- 
pleted high  school,  isn't  there? 

Superintendent:  Apparently, 
Mr.  Chairman. 

Chairman:  Now,  the  immigrants 
who  are  being  taught  in  the  s:um- 
mer  time — 


Superintendent:  Excuse  me.  So, 
for  that  very  reason,  you  have 
the  question  mark  put  down  very 
deliberately  on  the  information 
that  went  to  you. 

Chairman:  And  although  that 
person  wouldn't  be  eligible  for  a 
job  teaching  the  same  kind  of 
thing  to  the  same  kind  of  person 
because  she  not  only  doesn't  have 
a  college  degree  but  it's  also 
questionable  as  to  whether  she 
has  a  high  school  diploma,  you 
are  willing  to  have  her  work  do- 
ing the  same  kind  of  work  for 
which  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents and  everybody  else  says 
she  wouldn't  qualify  just  because 
it's  on  a  temporary  basis? 

Superintendent:  I  would  say, 
Mr.  Chairman,  that  I  am  very 
willing  to  accept  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Director  of  Summer 
Schools  in  regard  to  any  of  the 
teachers  who  have  been  employed 
in  his  department  under  his  di- 
rection during  the  past  year. 

Chairman:  Well,  who  makes 
these   nominations — you  or  he? 

Superintendent:  He  has  recom- 
mended these  persons  to  me,  and 
I  now — 

ChaiiTnan:  And  you  just  r\ibber- 
stamp  his  recommendation? 

Superintendent:  And  I  now 
nominate  them  to  you. 

Chairman:  Is  it  a  question  of 
just  rubberstamping  his  recom- 
mendation, or  have  you  given  it 
independent  thought? 

Superintendent:  I  have  given  it 
independent  thought  Mr.  Chair- 
man. As  a  matter  of  fact,  when 
the  problem  of  appointing  teachers 
to  the  Day  School  for  Immigrants 
came  up,  I  explained  this  to  Mrs. 
Lyons,  and  I  think  perhaps  it  will 
be  about  the  same  explanation,  if 
you  will  pardon  me,  Mi's.  Lyons, 
that  I  gave  to  you. 

The  question  came  up  about 
the  individuals  who  would  be  ap- 
pointed to  do  temporary  work  in 
the  Day  School  for  Immigrants, 
and  I  said  to  Mr.  Gould:  "What 
do  you  recommend?" 

"Well,"  he  said,  "if  you  go  back 
lo  the  original  time  that  we 
started  this  temporary  work  in 
the  summer  time,  you  will  find 
that  we  appointed  three  tem- 
porary persons  —  in  other  words, 
on  the  basis  that  the  temporaries 
would  do  a  good  job  and  at  the 
same  time  give  them  an  oppor- 
tunity because  they  didn't  have 
permanency  through  the  year." 

So,  when  they  were  originally 
appointed,  Mr.  Chairman  and 
Members,  ther-j  were  three  tem- 
porary teachers  appointed. 
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"Now,'"  he  said  to  me,  "we  do 
have  a  general  plan  for  regular 
summer  schools  whereby  teachers 
may  be  employed  for  either  three 
or  five  years." 

Which  is  it,  Mr.  Gillis? 

Dr.  Gillis:  Five  years,  Mr.  Su- 
perintendent. 

Superintendent:  Five  years, 
three  for  the  principals,  is  that 
true? 

Dr.  Gillis:    Yes. 

Superintendent:  Thank  you. 
So  he  said,  "If  we  follow  the 
same  pattern  for  the  Day  School 
for  Immigrants,  then  the  three 
persons  will  be,  let's  say.  A,  B, 
and  C. 

"Well,"  I  said,  "isn't  that  the 
fairest  thing  to  do?  We  give 
other  teachers  in  summer  school 
service  five  years.  Then,  shouldn't 
we  use  that  as  the  pattern  for  the 
Day  School  for  Immigrants?"  and 
he  agreed. 

Now\  one  ot  the  three  would 
not  accept  summer  school  this 
summer.  The  second  one  of  the 
three  became  an  appointed  ele- 
mentary teacher  during  the  past 
school  year,  and  the  only  way 
that  she  could  continue  on  as  a 
temporary  this  summer  in  this 
department  would  be  to  have  m.e 
say  to  you — or  he  say  to  me 
and  then  I  to  you — which  we 
couldn't:  "There  is  no  one  else 
qualified  and  therefore  I'd  like 
to  recommend  B,  even  though 
she  hasn't  been  certified  for  the 
past  school  year  because  she  is 
presently  teaching  in  the  ele- 
mentary schools  as  an  appointed 
teacher."  So,  as  a  result,  B  was 
eliminated. 

Now  C  is  one  of  these  three- - 

Chairman:  Are   there — 

Superintendent:  Could  I  finish? 
I  think  I  ought  to.  C  is  one  of 
the  three;  so  one  of  those  is  car- 
rying on  this  summer  on  the  gen- 
eral policy  of  carrying  out  the 
general  plan  for  the  regular  sum- 
mer school. 

Now,  when  he  found  that  he 
could  get  only  one  under  those 
conditions,  he  said,  "I  need  two 
more,  so  what  shall  I  do?  Several 
of  them  are  very  well  qualified. 
Shall  I  pick  a  married  woman  who 
is  working  temporarily  whose  hus- 
band is  gainfully  employed,  or 
shall  I  pick  a  single  person?" 

"Well,"  I  said,  "personally  I 
think  that  if  all  things  are  equal, 
it  should  go  to  the  single  person." 

Then  he  reported  that  the  Chi- 
nese girl  who  is  excellent,  would 
fit  in  well  wdth  the  program  be- 
cause there  are  a  great  many  Chi- 
nese in  the  Day  School  for  Immi- 


grants. However,  she  is  married, 
and  I  said,  "Well,  if  you  think 
that  she  will  give  good  service  to 
those  Chinese  youngsters,  certain- 
ly if  you  recommend  her  I  will 
nominate  her  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee; so  he  talked  with  that 
lady. 

She  would  not  take  the  Day 
School  for  Immigi^ants  work.  So 
then  his  next  step  was  to  turn  to 
another  married  lady  who  he  felt 
would  do  a  good  piece  of  work 
and  that  was  his  second  i^ecom- 
mendation  to  me. 

Now,  the  third  one  he  asked  was 
a  widow  who  had  served  in  the 
Day  School  for  Immigrants  during 
the  past  three  years,  and  following 
the  general  pattern  of  trying  to 
be  fair  to  all  of  these,  he  then 
recommended  her  to  me,  and  I 
think  that  is  the  individual  whom 
you  are  inquiring  about. 

Chairman:  Well,  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent— 

Superintendent.  Could  I  just 
finish?  I  have  tried  to  give  you 
the  picture;  and  I  think,  Mrs. 
Lyons,  that  this  was  about  the 
general  story  that  you  and  I 
talked  over  in  in  informal  man- 
ner; because  when  Mrs.  Lyons 
received  these  lists,  she  wanted  to 
know  how  they  were  selected,  and 
I  tried  to  give  her,  and  did  give 
her.  I  think,  the  same  explana- 
tion. 

Now  I  said  to  Mr.  Gould,  "I 
certainly  want  to  have  the  Day 
School  of  Immig.  's  covered  and 
covered  in  an  efficient  manner." 

You  asked  me  do  I  rubber- 
stamp  recommendations.  No.  We 
wei-t  rori;h  everything  that  I 
have  expained  to  you,  and  Mr. 
Gould  assured  me  that  these  three 
teachers  would  do  a  fine  piece  of 
work  and  that  they  had  been 
certificated  during  the  past  school 
year,  and  we  are  still  in  that 
school  year. 

I  am  emphasizing  that,  they 
would  do  a  fine  piece  of  work  this 
summer. 

Chairman:  Well,  you  don't  con- 
sider this,  then,  the  same  as  a 
substitute  who  is  in  for  illness. 
This  is  part  of  a  long-term  a.ssign- 
ment? 

Superintendent:  This  particular 
one?  This  is  for  the  summer,  Mr. 
Muchnick. 

Chairman:  And  that  you  would 
consider  a  long-term  assignment 
rather  than  the  ordinary  tem- 
porary assignment? 

Superintendent:  Well,  this  isn't 
a  long-term  assignment.  A  sum- 
mer assignment  isn't  a  long-term 
one. 

Chairman:  Six  weeks,  is  it? 
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Superintendent:  I  think  so.  Long 
term  we  consider  through  the 
full  year. 

Chairman:  Well,  this  is  for  the 
full  length  of  the  period.  It's  not 
just  to  take  somebody's  place  who 
is  out  sick  or  anything  like  that. 
Superintendent:  If  the  School 
Committee  accepts  my  nomina- 
tions. 

Chairman:  But  your  nomina- 
tion is  for  the  full  period. 

Superintendent:  That  is  true. 
Chairman:  Now,  in  view  of  the 
rule  that  was  adopted  that  Mrs. 
Lyons  read  a  moment  ago  and 
which  was  recommended  by  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  would 
you  say  that  somebody  who  didn't 
have  college  training  and  about 
whom  it  was  questionable  as  to 
whether  there  was  completion  of 
high  school  training  was  equal 
for  teaching  purposes  with  those 
who  do  have  the  college  training 
plus  the  other  state  certification? 
Superintendent:  Well,  I  would 
say  this,  Mr.  Muchnick — that 
when  we  have  a  yield  of  in- 
dividuals from  this  particular 
order  and  from  the  certificate  list 
of  August  1952,  certainly  those 
who  have  qualified  under  that 
certificate,  whether  they  are  per- 
manently appointed  or  tempo- 
rarily appointed,  are  qualified  to 
teach. 

Chairman:  How  many  Day 
School  for  Immigrants  teachers 
did   we   ha\'e   this   past   year? 

Superintendent:  I  couldn't  an- 
swer it,  Mr.  Muchnick — perhaps 
eight  or  nine.  That  is  just  an  esti- 
mate. 

Chairman:  And  the  other  five 
or  si.\  refused  to  teach  in  the 
summer? 

Superintendent:  I  know  one  of 
the  original  three  refused  to  teach. 
The  Chinese  married  lady  refused 
to  teach.  Beyond  that,  I  wouldn't 
know. 

Chairman:  Are  any  of  the  other 
.summer  appointments  people  vvho 
don't  have  bachelor's  or  teaching 
degrees? 

Superintendent.  What  do  you 
mean? 

Chairman:  These  summer  school 
appointments  that  you  have  made. 
I  don't  mean  in  Day  School  for 
Immigrants.  I  mean  in  the  high 
school  and  junior  high  school. 

Superintendent:  Our  summer 
school,  Mr.  Chairman,  is  conducted 
with  permanently  appointed  teach- 
ers. 

Chairman:  And  they  are  all 
people  with  bachelor's  degrees  or 
master's  degrees? 


Superintendent:  I  would  think 
in  general  that  is  true. 

Chairman:  But  in  this  specific 
case  you  nominate  somebody  who 
you  weren't  sure  had  even  fin- 
ished  high   school? 

Superintendent:  In  this  particu- 
lar case  I  have  nominated  one  per- 
son who  has  had  four  years,  to 
my  knowledge,  of  experience  in 
this  department,  one  person  who 
has  had  three  years'  experience 
in  this  department,  and  the  other 
one  has  had  at  least  one  year,  the 
married  lady  there.  I  don't  know 
her  name. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  one 
of  the  ladies  called  me  very  much 
perturbed  about  it,  and  it  seemed 
to  me  that  it  wouldn't  be  impossi- 
ble to  find  someone  who  did  meet 
the  qualifications  that  are  set 
forth  in  the  May  19th  meeting. 

Superintendent:  My  interpreta- 
tion, Mrs.  Lyons,  of  the  May  19th 
request  is  that  the  impact  of  it  is 
to  establish  a  regular  certificate 
list. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Yes,  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent, that  was  the  impact  of 
it,  but  it  also  was,  I  think,  the 
general  feeling  that  in  our 
schools  we  all  presume  that  we 
have  people  who  could  meet  the 
state  certification  law,  and  I 
think  it  was  a  surprise  to  some 
of  us  that  we  didn't. 

Superintendent:  These  persons 
here  are  exempt  from  the  state 
requirements,  having  been  previ- 
ously employed.  Isn't  that  true, 
Mr.  Bond?  The  state  certification 
law  does  not  pertain  to  persons 
who  have  been  previously  em- 
ployed. 

Mr.  Bond:  Served  under  the 
Boston  School  Committee  prior 
to  1951. 

Chairman:  I  happen  to  have 
that  right  in  front  of  me,  and  it 
doesn't  read  exactly  that  way  at 
all: 

"Provided  further,  that  a  school 
committee  may,  upon  its  request 
be  exempt  from  the  requirements 
of  this  section  by  the  department 
for  any  one  school  year  when 
compliance  therewith  would  in  the 
opinion  of  the  department  con- 
stitute a  great  hardship  in  the  se- 
curing of  teachers  for  the  schools 
of  a  town." 

You  must  first  make  the  re" 
quest  to  the  Board  of  Education 
in  order  to  be  excused,  and  you 
must  show  that  it  will  constitute 
a  great  hardship  in  the  securing 
of  teachers.  Now  that  isn't  true 
here. 

Superintedent:  Mr.  Bond  has 
been   in   constant   communication 
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with  Mr.  Patrick  Sullivan  of  the 
State  Department  of  Education. 
Chairman:  This  is  the  law  it- 
self as  was  enacted  last  year, 
April  27th  of  1951;  and,  if  I  may 
finish — 

Superintendent:  Yes,  but  you 
broke  in  on  me. 

Chairman:  Go  ahead. 

Superintendent:  And  I  was 
originally  in  contact  with  the 
Commissioner  of  Education  to  be 
sure  that  we  fulfilled  all  the  im- 
pacts of  the  new  statute,  and 
Mr.  Sullivan  informed  me  that 
we  were  in  his  opinion,  working 
with  Mr.  Bond  as  he  did,  ful- 
filling the  impacts  of  the  statute. 

Superintendent:  Now,  Mr. 
Chairman,  the  matter  is  very 
simple.  If  the  School  Committee 
doesn't  want  to  accept  the  nom- 
inations, then,  of  course — 

Chairman.  No,  the  matter  isn't 
that  simple,  Mr.  Superintendent. 

Superintendent:  It  certainly  is 

Chairman:  Oh,  no,  it  isn't. 
Here  is  a  statute  which  says 
very  clearly  that  the  Board  of 
Education  shall  grant  certificates 
upon  application  to  teachers,  prin- 
cipals, supervisors,  and  so  forth 
who  meet  the  requirements  estab- 
lished by  said  Board;  as  conditions 
precedent  to  the  granting  of  a 
certificate  to  an  applicant,  the 
Board  shall  require,  1,  evidence 
of  American  citizenship;  2,  evi- 
dence of  good  health;  3,  evidence 
of  sound  moral  character;  and  4, 
evidence  that  the  applicant  pos- 
sesses a  bachelor's  degree  or  is 
a  graduate  of  a  normal  school  ap- 
proved by  the  board;  except  that 
evidence  that  the  applicant  pos- 
esses  a  bachelor's  degree  shall  not 
be  a  condition  precedent  to  the 
granting  of  a  certificate  to  ap- 
plicants for  teaching  positions  in 
grades  up  to  and  including  the 
fifth.  No  person  shall  be  eligible 
for  employment  by  a  school  com- 
mittee as  a  teacher  .  .  .  unless  he 
has  been  granted  a  certificate  by 
the  Board, 

Then  comes  the  provided  section 
about  the  compliance  being  a 
great  hardship;  and  then  it  says 
further  in  the  next  and  last  sen- 
tence of  that  section: 

This  section  shall  not  apply  to 
trade,  vocational,  temporary  sub- 
stitute teachers — not  temporaries 
appointed  for  a  full  term  but  tem- 
porary substitutes  who  are  filling 
in — or  exchange  teachers,  and  this 
lady  doesn't  fit  any  of  those  cate- 
gories, and  I  don't  think  that  it's 
particularly  just  a  simple  matter 
for  a  nomination  to  be  made  in 
violation  of  the  certification  stat- 


ute that  is  less  than  a  year  old 
and  ask  the  School  Committee  to 
accept  it. 

It  seems  to  me  that  there  are 
many  other  people  who  have  the 
qualifications.  Unless  you  want 
us  to  assume  that  this  person  is 
as  qualified  as  one  who  had  a 
bachelor's  degree  or  was  a  grad- 
uate of  a  normal  school — 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman? 

Chairman:  Would  you  say  that 
this  particular  lady  is  as  qualified 
as  one  who  holds  a  bachelor's  de- 
gree or  is  a  graduate  of  a  normal 
school? 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman? 

Chairman:  Would  you 

Superintendent:  Are  you  willing 
to  have  me  speak? 

Chairman:  I'd  like  you  to  an- 
swer the  question. 

Superintendent:  Yes,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, I  will  be  glad  to  answer  the 
question.  Just  as  soon  as  we  have 
an  eligible  list  from  the  new  re- 
quirements that  are  set  up,  cer- 
tainly we  shall  follow  that  eligi- 
ble list. 

Now  you  read  in  that  law  "tem- 
porary substitute  teachers."  When 
this  matter  came  up,  your  in- 
terpretation is  based  upon  a  ques- 
tion which  you  just  asked  me  a 
few  moments  ago:  Is  she  for  the 
full  term?  This  particular  teach- 
er's services  can  be  terminated 
immediately,    and — 

Chairman:  This  particular 
teacher's  nomination  last  Septem- 
ber was  an  illegal  and  improper 
nomination  because  it  wasn't — 

Superintendent:    No,    it   wasn't. 

Chairman:  It  was  for  a  full 
year,   wasn't   it? 

Superintendent:  No,  it  wasn't. 
The  interpretation  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  of  that  law  is 
that  anyone  whose  services  can 
be  terminated  immediately  by  the 
superintendent  or  by  the  School 
Committee  without  any  effects 
of  the  law  is  a  temporary  substi- 
tute teacher. 

We  went  into  that  very  thor- 
oughly back  when  this  law  went 
into  effect,  and  we  discussed  that 
very  matter.  I  talked  it  over  with 
Mr.  Desmond,  and  I  talked  it 
over  with  Mr.  Sullivan,  and  Mr. 
Bond  has  talked  it  over,  certain- 
ly, with  Mr.  Sullivan;  and  their 
interpretation  is  that  a  tempo- 
re rv  substitute  teacher  whose  ser- 
vices can  be  terminated  like  that 
— and  we  owe  nothing  to  anyone 
of  these  three  teachers — is  not 
included  in  the  law. 

Tomorrow  morning  we  can  ter- 
minate their  services,  and  we  have 
no  legal  obligations  or  moral  obli- 
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gations  to  them  in  any  way,  shape, 
or  manner,  and  that  is  the  inter- 
pretation of  the  statute  for  tem- 
porary substitute  teachers  that  we 
ai-e  working  under. 

Chairman:  If  you  don't  mind, 
I'd  prefer  to  take  for  interpreting 
statutes  the  interpretation  not  of 
educators  but  of  those  whose  bus* 
iness  it  is  to  interpret  statute* 
daily. 

Superintendent:  Well,  Mr.  Chair 
man^ 

Chairman:  But,  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent.  could  I  have  an  answer 
to  my  question? 

Superintendent:  Could  I  register 
a  reaction  to  your  original  state- 
ment? 

Chairman:  Before  we  do  that, 
I'd  like  to  have  an  answer  to  my 
original  question.  Do  you  considei' 
thi.s  person — 

Superintendent:  Do  you  con- 
sider— 

Chairman:  You  can  do  anything 
you  want,  but  I  would  like  an  an- 
swer to  the  question:  Do  you  con- 
sider this  person,  who  doesn't 
have  the  degree,  regardless  of 
how  you  interpi'et  the  statute, 
and  whose  completion  of  high 
school  is  at  least  open  to  ques- 
tion, as  qualified  as  a  person  who 
iiolds  a  bachelor's  degree  or  is  a 
graduate  of  a  properly  accepted 
normal  school? 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  will  be  glad  to  answer  it.  You 
know  plenty  of  people — a  number 
of  people,  I  think,  and  I  do,  too 
— who  hold  degrees  and  who  still 
cannot  teach,  and  we  have  pres- 
ently a  few,  a  very  few,  because 
I  always  maintain  we  have  the 
finest  school  system  in  the  coun- 
try and  the  finest  group  of  teach- 
ers, but  We  do  have  a  few  teachers 
who  hold  degrees  who  have  lost 
control  of  classes,  and  we  have 
had  to  move  them  back  and  forth 
in  a  charitable  manner  and  a  hu- 
mane manner  from  school  to 
school,  and  they  hold  degrees. 

Now  I  think  that  the  possession 
of  a  degree  is  certainly  not  a  cri- 
terion of  whether  a  person  is  go- 
ing to  be  successful  or  not.  Now 
may  I  react   to  your  other — 

Chairman:  I  would  prefer  that 
you   answer   my  question    first. 

Mrs  Lyons:  I  would  like  to  react 
to  that.  Then  I  don't  believe  that 
we  should  demand  of  all  the  teach- 
ers that  we  have  in  our  system 
that  they  go  to  college  and  spend 
a  great  deal  of  money  and  a 
great  deal  of  time  if  we  are  go- 
ing to  take  anyone  who  just  comes 
in  off  the  street  and  says,  "I'd 
like  to  teach,"  and  pay  them  ex- 


actly the  same  amount  of  money. 
I  think  that  is  a  very  broad  state- 
ment. 

Chairman:  For  your  ratings 
.A'ou  went  out  and  took  extra 
courses  and  everything  else  to 
acquire  the  necessary  knowledge 
and  the  degrees  and  everything 
else. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
you  asked  me  a  question. 

Chairman:  I  asked  you  if  in 
your  opinion  this  woman  would 
be  as  qualified  to  teach  this  sub- 
ject as  those  who  hold  degrees  or 
are  graduates  of  normal  schools? 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
my  answer  to  your  question  was 
that  there  are  persons  with  de- 
grees— and  I  know  them — who 
wold  not  be  as  well  qualified  as 
this  particular  person  now. 

Chairman:  Is  she  as  well  quali- 
fied as  those  teaching  in  the  Day 
School  for  Immigrants  who  do 
hold  degrees? 

Superintendent:  There  are  sev- 
eral in  the  Day  School  for  Immi- 
grants who  don't  hold  any  de- 
grees, and  they  are  permanently 
appointed — 

Chairman:  That  I  know.  That 
I  know. 

Superintendent:  — see. 

Chairman:  Is  she  as  qualified 
as  those  who  do  hold  the  de- 
grees? 

Superintendent:  To  answer  that, 
I  would  have  to  go  out  and  ob- 
serve the  individual  that  you  have 
in  mind  here  and  whom  we  ai'e 
discussing  without  her  name  and 
some  other  individuals;  then  if 
you  asked  me  after  I  had  visited 
both  what  my  opinion  is  of  the 
qualifications  of  this  particular 
person  with  the  degree  versus  this 
particular  person  without  the  de- 
gree, I'd  be  able  to  answer  it 
then.  I'd  give  you  my  opinion. 
Could  I  react? 

Chairman:  You  go  ahead  and 
react. 

Superintendent :  You  s  p  o  k  >:! 
about  taking  your  interpretation 
rather  than  the  educator's 

Chairman:  I  didn't  say  that.  I 
said  the  interpretation  of  law- 
yers rather  than  the  interpreta- 
tion of  educators. 

Superintendent:  That's  right. 

Chairman:  And  I  did  not  linait 
interpretation  of  lawyers  t(j  an  in- 
terpretation by  myself. 

Superintendent:  Well,  T  have 
seen,  and  you  have,  too,  some  in- 
terpretations of  lawyers  that 
haven't  held  water. 

Chairman:  Yes.  I  have  seen 
some  by  men  that  haven't  held 
water. 
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Mrs.  Lyons.  I  don"  think  that 
interpretation  of  yours  holds 
water,  and  I  don't  think  there  is 
a  teacher  in  this  system  who 
would  feel  that  way.  I  think  that 
if  we  expect  them  to  have  de- 
grees and  say  you  mu'-t  have 
degrees  an<l  we  will  pay  you  so 
much  to  work  in  a  school  but  you 
can't  woi'k  in  it  unless  you  have  a 
degree,  I  think  that  is  a  very 
broad  statement.  I  certainly 
feel- 
Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman 
and  Mrs.  Lyons,  I  behev?  that  oui' 
teachers  should  have  degrees,  and 
I  certainly  believed  it  when  I 
recommended  that  this  particular 
certificate  list  she  .Id  be  certifi- 
cated by  regular  qualifications, 
an.  the'  pliysically  handicapped 
teachers  as  welL 

Chairman:  Does  this  person 
qualify  under  that  without  pos- 
session of  a  degree?  Has  she  got 
enough  training  and  background 
and  ability  and  experience  and 
everything  else  to  do  the  job  prop- 
erly without  the  degree? 

Superintendent:  This  particular 
teacher  that  you  have  in  mind,  Mr. 
Muchnick,  has,  according  to  Mr. 
Gould,  been  a  successful  teacher 
in  the  Day  School  for  Immigrants 
without  the  degree. 

Chairman:  As  successful  as 
those  who  do  hold  degrees? 

Superintendent:  No  compari- 
son. I  didn't  ask  him  to  make  any 
comparisons.  Now  if  you  ask 
me  what  I  believe,  I  certainly  be- 
lieve that  every  teacher  in  our 
school  service  should  be  certifi- 
cated by  a  regular  certificate  ex- 
amination. I  further  believe  that 
every  person  seeking  promotion 
should  be  certificated'  and  should 
arrive  at  that  position  of  employ- 
ment and  promotion  by  a  regular 
rated  list. 

Chairman:  But,  Mr.  Supenn- 
tendent,  with  that  philosophy  and 
that  principle,  just  because  the 
exam  hasn't  yet  been  held,  you 
let  this  one  sneak  in  under  the 
wire  ? 

Superintendent:  No,  this  one 
is  not  sneaking  in.  The  nomina- 
tion is  before  you  for  temporary 
work  for  the  summer.  If  you  don't 
want  to  accept  it,  Mr.  Chairman, 
it's  within  your  power — 

Chairman:  Under  the  law  we 
can't  accept  it. 

Superintendent:  Under  the  law 
you  can  accept  it. 

Chairman:  When  it  comes  to 
interpreting  my  own  legal  duty, 
I  will  take  my  own  interpretation. 

Superintendent:  Well,  w^hen  it 
comes    to    interpreting    that    law 


after  having  had  discussion  with 
the  Department  of  Education,  I 
certainly  feel  that  this  is  perfectly 
legal. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
just  do  want  to  say  that  I  have 
two  sisters  who  were  directors  of 
that  type  of  work;  and  I  asked  one 
of  my  sisters,  who  was  a  director 
and  is  now  also  director  of  the 
evening  school?  in  West  Spring- 
field, about  this,  and  she  said  that 
not  only  should  they  be  teachers, 
but  they  must  have  a  special  type 
of  training  to  train  these  people 
to  speak  English  because  many  of 
them  have  degrees  from  foreign 
countries  who  are  going  in  our 
DP  classes,  and  in  some  of  these 
types  of  classes. 

Superintendent:  Well,  when 
these  teachers  in  this  department, 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Members— the 
temporary  teachers — went  in,  the 
only  requisite  set  down  by  the 
statute  was  that  they  had  taken 
either  previously  or  take  con- 
currently a  course  in  the  teach- 
ing of  immigrants  or  a  course — 
Could  I  finish? 

Chairman:  But,  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent— 

Superintendent:  Could  I  finish? 

Chairman:  No,  not  on  this, 
please.  It  is  not  the  statute  which 
gives  the  minimum  requirements 
that  ought  to  concern  you.  It's  the 
qualifications  and  the  need  of  get- 
ting the  best  person. 

Superintendent:  That's  right. 

Chairman:  For  the  best  job,  and 
not  trying  to  get  away  with  mini- 
mum   requirements. 

Superintendent:  That's  right, 
and  that  is  why,  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  recommended,  as  you  well  know, 
certificate  examinations  for  two 
lists  that  have  never  existed,  and 
we  have  had  certificate  exams,  I 
think,  in  our  system  for  50  years. 

Chairman:  Now,  having  been 
party  to  recommending  that,  why 
isn't  it  your  moral  duty  to  keep 
anybody  who  couldn't  meet  those 
requirements  from  being  nomi- 
nated, regardless  of  the  custom 
of  the  past,  the  minimum  require- 
ments of  the  statute,  or  anything 
else?  Under  this  statute,  you 
couldn't  nominate  her  for  a  per- 
manent position. 

Superintendent:  Just  as  soon  as 
a  crop  of  individuals  results  from 
my  recommendations,  certainly  I 
will  hold  right  to  that  list  just 
as  we  do  with  other  lists  through 
the  Department  of  Practice  and 
Training. 

Chairman:  And  would  you  then 
appoint  her  a  year  from  Septem- 
ber as  a  temporary  substitute? 
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Superintendent:  Well,  if  this 
person  qualifies  in  August  of  this 
year — 

Chairman:  No,  this  person  can't 
qualify  in  August. 

Superintendent:  I  wouldn't  know. 
You  can't  prove  that  she  can't. 

Chairman:  Well,  all  right.  As- 
suming that  she  doesn't  get  the 
degree. 

Superintendent:  She  might  have 
it  tonight.     Who  knows? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman:  Mr. 
Superintendent,  doesn't  everybody 
who  teaches  in  our  schools  have 
to  submit  documentary  evidence 
of  their  educational  background? 

Superintendent:  For  temporary 
work  the  answer  is  No,  Mrs. 
Lyons. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Well,  then,  any- 
body can  come  in  off  the  street? 
Somebody  spoke  to  me  about  it, 
and  I  sent  somebody  to  you,  and 
the  girl  has  all  kinds  of  degrees. 
She  has  a  master's  degree  from 
Harvard  University,  and  she  needs 
a  job  badly,  and  still  you  told  her, 
because  she  was  51  years  old, 
she  couldn't  be  employed. 

I  know  the  law  there,  but 
right  there,  too,  we  could  show  a 
little  mercy;  and  if  she  needed 
help,  we  could  have  helped  her. 

Superintendent:  Mrs.  Lyons,  I 
told  her  this,  and  it  is  true,  that 
tiie  School  Committee  can  do  it — 

Mrs.  Lyons:  And  she  may  not 
come  out  first  on  the  list,  which 
discouraged  her  greatly,  and  she 
is   a  very,   very  scholarly  person. 

Superintendent:  Mrs.  Lyons,  I 
ga\o  her  an  hour  of  my  time,  and 
I  am  very  glad  I  did  because  the 
case  is  a  very  sad  one.  She  is  a 
married  woman,  as  you  said,  with 
one  boy,  her  hus'band  is  ill,  and 
perhaps   may  not  recover. 

She  is  fifty-two  years  old,  a 
graduate  of  normal  school,  Boston 
LTniversity,  and  Harvard.  She  has 
been  married  a  number  of  years. 

Now,  the  lady  came  to  me  at 
your  request,  Mrs.  Lyons,  and  I 
certainly  gave  her  about  an  hour 
of  my  time,  and  I  was  very  hon- 
est with  her;  and  I  told  her  what 
tlie  School  Committee  can  do;  and 
where  you  had  sent  her  to  me, 
I  said,  "Mrs.  So  and  So,  here  are 
the  impediments.  The  School  Com- 
mittee raised  the  age  from  40  to 
50  years  old  this  past  year.  You 
were  52  last  March."  I  think  it 
was  March  or  February. 

"The  first  step  for  you  to  become 
eligible  for  the  certificate  exam, 
since  Mrs.  Lyons  sent  you  to  me, 
is  this,  and  I  know  Mrs.  Lyons 
is  very  kind.  Ask  Mrs.  Lyons  to 


get  four  members  of  the  School 
Committee  to  suspend  or  to  change 
the  age  limit   to  54  or  55. 

"Now,"  I  said,  "changing  it  to 
53  would  really  not  be  enough  be- 
cause by  March  1953  you  would 
be  53 — by  the  time  the  list  came 
out;  and  then  you  would  have  the 
problem  of  veterans'  preference" 
— which  was  only  being  fair  to  the 
woman — "then  the  problem  of 
whether  you  would  be  first,  sec- 
ond, or  third;  then  the  problem 
of  whether  or  not  there  would  be 
a  vacancy." 

Really,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Mrs. 
Lyons,  my  heart  ached  for  that 
woman,  but  I  certainly  wasn't  go- 
ing to  tell  that  woman  that  she 
was  eligible  to  take  the  exams  in 
August.  She  doesn't  want  tem- 
poi"ary  work.  She  wants  per- 
manency, and  certainly,  unless  I 
violated  your  rules  and  regula- 
tions, I  couldn't  give  her  per- 
manency. 

Chairman:  Well,  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent, let's  have  a  few  heart- 
aches for  some  of  the  pupils  that 
go  to  these  schools,  and  you  talk 
about  permanency  and  about  tem- 
porary assignments;  and  opposite 
this  lady  we  have  1948-1949.  Then 
we  have  1949-1950;  1950-1951; 
1951-1952.  Those  last  three  were 
full-year  assignments,  weren't 
they? 

Superintendent:    That  is  true. 

Chairman:  Did  the  lady  teach 
last  summer? 

Superintendent:    No. 

Chairman:    Two  summers  ago? 

Superintendent:    No. 

Chairman:  Any  other  summers? 

Superintendent:  To  my  knowl- 
edge, no. 

Chairman:  Has  she  taught 
prior  to  1948? 

Superintendent:  Well,  what- 
ever the  record  shows,  there, 
Mr.  Muchnick. 

Chairman:  Nothing  prior  to 
that? 

Superintendent:  Whatever  it 
shows  there. 

Chairman:  So  that  from  1948 
through  1952,  for  a  temporary 
job,  it's  been  pretty  permanent. 

Superintendent:  You  know,  Mr. 
Muchnick — that  this  School  Com- 
mittee terminated  the  services  of 
approximately  61  teachers.  Was 
it  61,  Mr.  Bond? 

Mr.  Bond:  I  think  so. 

Superintendent:  Do  you  recall 
the  figure.   Mi-     Reynolds? 

Secretary:  About  61. 

Superintendent:  So  it  is  true — 

Chairman:  And  your  recom- 
mendation— wasn't  it  on  your 
recommendation  ? 
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Superintendent:  That  is  cor- 
rect, because  they  had  served 
three  pre\ious  consecutive  years. 
In  our  school  s>"stem  this  present 
year,  Mr.  Chairman,  you  have  ap- 
proximately 60  teachers  who  ha\-e 
worked  the  previous  school  years. 

Chairman:  Yes,  and  that  is 
pretty  permanent  for  a  temporary 
position. 

Superintendent:  That    is    true. 

Chairman:  And  frankly  I  think 
you  ought  to  be  ashamed  of  your- 
self for  trying  to  foist  anything 
like  this  on  the  school  system. 

Superintendent:  I  think,  Mr. 
iNIuchnick — 

Chairmaii:  And  I  move  that  this 
last  name  not  be  confirmed. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  certainly  have  nothing  to  be 
ashamed  of,  and  your  one  regret 
is  that  you  can't  find  something 
on  me  for  which  I  would  have  to 
be  ashamed;  thank  God  you  can't, 
and  with  the  help  of  God  you 
won't. 

Chairman:  Well,  that  is  com- 
monly known  as  obiter  dictum. 

Superintendent:  Well,  that's  all 
right,  but  I  have  nothing  to  be 
ashamed  of.  I  will  stand  on  my 
record  with  you  or  anyone  else  in 
this  city.  If  you  don't  want  to 
take  the  nomination,  it  is  per- 
fectly within  your  legal  power  to 
reject  it. 

Chairman:  This  is  much  more 
than  a  legal  situation,  Mr.  Super- 
intendent. It  happens  to  be  a 
moral  situation  as  well,  and  much 
as  I  would  like  to  see  this  lady 
employed — she  happens  to  be  a 
very  fine  jerson — the  school  sys- 
tem is  much  more  important  than 
my  likes  or  dislikes  or  your  likes 
or  dislikes  or  anything  else. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
could  I  ask  you  a  question? 

Chairman:  You  surely  can. 

Superintendent:  And  will  your 
feelings  be  hurt  if  I  ask  this  ques- 
tion? 

Chairman:  I  don't  know  wheth- 
er my  feelings  will  be  hurt  or  not. 
I  don't  know  what  the  question  is. 

Superintendent:  Do  you  know 
that  Mr.  James  McDonough  tried 
awfully  hard  to  get  me  to  nomi- 
nate this  lady  as  a  permanent  sub- 
stitute during  the  interval  that 
this  amendment  was  lying  over? 
At  least  Mr.  McDonough  told  me 
that  he  went  to  you  and  asked  you 
if  you  would  vote  for  her  for  a 
permanent  substitute  if  I  would 
nominate  her  before  this  amend- 
ment went  through  and  while  it 
was  lying  over. 

And  I  said  to  Mr.  McDonough: 
"You  ask   the   School   Committee 


first  to  vote  down  the  amendment, 
and  secondly  pass  an  order  that 
the  Superintendent  follow  the 
same  procedure  for  appointments 
to  the  Day  School  for  Immigrants 
as  has  been  followed  for  the  last 
four  or  five  years  both  by  Mr. 
Gould  and  by  me.  Then  I  will  be 
acting  in  keeping  with  the  wishes 
of  the  School  Committee." 

Mr.  McDonough  came  back  to 
me  and  told  me  this,  and  he  said 
Mr.  O'Brien  would  be  a  witness  to 
it:  That  you  said  that  if  I  nom- 
inated her  during  the  interval  that 
this  amendment  was  lying  over, 
and  she  needed  the  third  vote  for 
a  permanent  substitute,  you'd 
vote  for  her.  If  she  didn't  need 
the  vote  for  permanent  substitute, 
you'd  leave  the  platform  and  not 
vote  against  it. 

I  don't  know  whether  that 
transpired  between  you  and  Mr* 
McDonough,  but  he  told  me  that, 
and  he  said  very  definitely:  "Su- 
perintendent, if  you  nominate  this 
lady  during  this  interval  that  the 
amendment  is  lying  over,  it  will 
be  approved  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee." 

Chairman:  And  the  amendment 
didn't  lie  over,  did  it,  Mr.  Supei^- 
intendent? 

Superintendent:  Yes,  It  did,  Mr. 
Chairman.  It  lay  over  for  how 
many  meetings.  Miss  Reynolds? 

Secretary:  Several. 

Superintendent:  Several  meet- 
ings. 

Chairman:  When  it  came  up  on 
one  occasion  at  the  request  of  one 
member,  it  went  from  a  Friday  to 
a  Tuesday.     Am  I  correct? 

Superintendent:  Oh,  no- 
Chairman:  You  brought  it  up, 
Mrs.  Lyons,  didn't  you? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Yes,  it  did  lie  over. 

Chairman:  And  did  you  intend 
to  make  the  appointment? 

Superintendent:  I  certainly  did 
not. 

Chairman:  And  was  the  reason 
for  not  making  the  appointment 
because  you  didn't  think  the  lady 
was  qualified? 

Superintendent:  I  told  Mr. 
McDonough  this:  "The  School 
Committee  has  an  amendment, 
and  the  first  step  of  that  amend- 
ment has  taken  place.  The 
amendment  is  before  them,  and 
it's  lying  over;  and  certainly  no 
one  is  going  to  trap  me  into  mak- 
ing a  nomination  while  that 
amendment  is  lying  on  the  desk. 
If  any  members  of  the  Commit- 
tee who  have  these  thoughts  in 
mind  are  sincere,  let  them  defeat 
the  amendment,  and  then  let  them 
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introduce  an  ordei'  to  establisli 
the  policy,  and  I'll  follow  the 
policy." 

And  Mr.  McDonough  said. 
"Superintendent,  you  put  up  a 
tall  order  to  me,"  and  he 
laughed. 

I  said,  "It's  the  one  that  I  will 
lollow." 

Chairman:  The  amendment  was 
carried  by  unanimous  vote,  wasn't 
it? 

Superintendent:  Now,  you 
know,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  dislike 
\ery  much  to  have  to  say  these 
things,    but   when    you   tell   me — 

Chairman:  You  didn't  have  to 
say  them. 

Superintendent:  I  was  forced  to. 
When  you  tell  me  that  I  should 
be  ashamed  of  myself,  then  cer- 
tainly I  want  to  show  you  and  the 
members  of  the  Committee  that 
I  have  nothing  to  hide. 

Chairman:  You  had  no  intention 
of  appointing  her,  did  you,  Super- 
hitendent? 

Superintend>ent:  I  certainly  did 
not. 

Chairman:  Regardless  of  what 
happened  to  the  amendment? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  did 
j'ou  know  the  qualifications  of  all 
of  these  people  who  were  put  in? 
Would  you  know  what  their  quali- 
lications  were? 

Chairman:  Which  ones? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  When  you  made 
that  remark  for  this  position  that 
we  are  talking  about.  Did  you 
Know  the  qualifications  of  the  lady 
in  question  at  that  time? 

Chairman:  Oh,  I  had  been  in- 
tormed  at  tliat  time  that  the  lady 
was  a  graduate  of  a  college  and 
properly  qualified.  As  long  as  we 
have  the  first  part  of  the  story  we 
might  just  as  well  have  the  second 
'^f/u"  }  ^^^''^  been  informed 
although  it  has  nothing  to  do  with 
the  particular  issue,  that  the  lady 
was  a  college  graduate  and  very 
well  trained  in  teaching  techniques 
and  so  lorth  down  the  line 

Immediately  upon  learning  that 
those  weren't  the  facts,  I  told 
several  people  that  duo  to  the  fact 
that  I  had  been  misinformed  I 
vvould  have  absolutely  nothing'  to 
( o  with  the  appointment  of  an 
unqualified  person  to  ^  teaching 
position.  ^ 

Superintendent:   Mr.  Chairman 
cio  you  want  to  answer  this  either 
on  or  of  the  record? 
.^Chairman:  Do  you  want  to  ask 

Superintendent:    Yes. 


Chairman:  Anything  that  you 
want  to  ask  that  1  want  to 
answer  is  perfectly  all  right  for 
the  record. 

Superintendent:  Is  it  true  that 
you  told  Mr.  McDonough  that  you 
would  vote  for  her  during  the 
time  that  he  amendment  was  lying 
on  the  table? 

Chairman:  Under  the  circum- 
stances as  were  told  to  me,  yes — 
that  the  lady  was  qualified  and 
had  degrees. 

Superintendent:  Did  you  tell 
him,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  if  she 
didn't  need  the  third  vote  you 
would  walk  off  the  platform  and 
not  object  to  it? 

Chairman:  I  don't  think  I  said 
that.     I  may  have  said  it. 

Superintendent:  You  aren't  sure? 

cnairman:  i  may  have,  but  I 
doubt  it. 

Superintendent :  I  see.  That's  all. 

Chairman :  Now,  would  you  have 
appointed  the  lady,  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent? 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  told  Mr.  McDonough  that  I  didn't 
think  that  you  were  sincere. 

Chairman:  Well,  now  that  we 
have  settled  my  sincerity  or  lack 
of  it,  would  you  have  appointed  the 
lady  if  that  amendment  had  been 
discontinued  or  voted  down  or  any- 
thing else? 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Muchnick, 
I  put  two  stipulations  to  Mr.  Mc- 
Donough, and  he  will  vouch  for 
them,  I  feel  certain:  have  the 
School  Committee  defeat  the 
amendment  in  a  public  meeting — 

Chairman:  Yes. 

Superintendent:    Number    one. 

Chairman:  And  your  second 
one? 

Superintendent:  The  second 
one:  Have  some  member  of  the 
School  Committee  draw  an 
amendment  or  an  order  which 
would  read  sun.ething  like  this: 
Ordered,  that  the  policy  for  the 
appoii'tment  to  positions  in  the 
Day  School  fcr  Immigrants  fol- 
low the  policy  ihat  has  been  em- 
ployed during  the  past  two  or 
three  years.  Call  the  I'oll,  take  a 
vote  in  public  meeting,  and  tlien 
the  School  Committee  would  have 
set  up  the  policy  for  the  Super- 
intendent, and  certainly  the  Super- 
intendent would  agree  to  the 
policy  set  up  ir;  public  meeting 
by  the  School  Committee. 

Chairman:  And  would  you  have 
appointed  this  lady  if  that  had 
happened? 

Superintendent:  I  vvould  have 
followed  the  policy  that  the  School 
Committee  set  up  for  this  partic- 
ular position. 
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Chairman:  Under  that  policy  as 
set  up,  would  you  have  appointed 
the  lady? 

Superintendent:  I  would  have 
followed,  Mr.  Muchnick,  the  policy 
that  the  School  Committee  set  up 
in  a  public  meeting. 

Chairman:  So  I  understand.  You 
[lave  repeated  that  several  times. 

Superintendent:  That's  right. 

Chairman:  Now,  under  the 
policy  would  you  have  appointed 
the  lady? 

Superintendent:  I  would  have 
followed  the  policy  of  the  School 
Committee. 

Miss  Fitzgerald:  Mr.  Chairman, 
the  amendment  was  in  fact  car- 
ried unanimously  by  the  School 
Committee,  so  that  shows  that  the 
intent  of  the  Committee  was  that 
the  qualifications  be  made  as  rec- 
ommended by  the  Superintendent. 

Chairman:  There  is  no  question 
about  -'t,  Miss  Fitzgerald. 

Superintendent:  Well,  I  am  glad 
to  get  the  facts  from  you  directly, 
Mr.  Chairman,  on  Mr.  McDonough, 
acting  as  go-between  the  lady  in 
question,   apparently,  and  you. 

Chairman:  I  still  don't  know 
what  that  has  to  do  with  your 
making  improper  nominations,  Mr. 
Superintendent. 

Superintendent:  I  am  not  mak- 
ing improper  nominations. 

Chairman: — If  the  lady  hasn't 
qualified  for  appointment  on  a 
permanent  basis;  and  as  soon  as 
I  learned  that  she  wasn't  quali- 
fied, I  immediately  changed  my 
point  of  view — • 

Superintendent:  When  did  you 
learn   it? 

Chairman:  — and  made  that 
known. 

Superintendent:  When  did  you 
learn  that,  Mr.  Muchnick,  may  I 
ask? 

Chairman:  Within  a  very  short 
time. 

Superintendent:  What  do  you 
mean  by  a  very  short  time? 

Chairman:  I  think  it  was  the 
same  day,  as  a  matter  of  fact. 

Superintendent:  Well,  M".  Mc- 
Donough saw  me  on  three  or  four 
occasions  covering  a  span  of  time, 
and  during  that  time  the  amend- 
ment was  lying  over  here,  and  it 
appeared  on  the  agenda  two  or 
three  times. 

Chairman:  Many  things  have 
lain  over  on  the  agenda. 

Superintendent:  That's  right, 
but  it  was  taken  up  by  Miss  Rey- 
nolds, and  then  it  was  laid  over. 

Chairman:  But,  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent, all  that  is  still  very  much 


beside  the  point,  assuming  the  ac- 
curacy of  all  of  your  statements 
concerning  the  situation,  although 
some  ot  them  are  substantially 
correct.  It  still  is  no  justification 
for  bringing  in  the  name  for  a 
long-term  temporary  appoint- 
ment of  somebody  who  isn't  quali- 
fied, and  you  know  it  as  well  as 
I  do. 

Superintendent:  No,  Mr.  Chair- 
man. This  person  has  been 
certificated  and  has  been  teach- 
ing in  that  particular  department 
for  three  years. 

Chairman:  And  she  is  qualified? 

Superintendent:  She  is  quali- 
field  right  at  the  moment  under 
our  regulations. 

Chairman:  And  the  examina- 
tion hasn't  yet  been  held? 

Superintendent:  That's  correct. 

Chairman:  Then  why  don't  you 
nominate  her  for  a  full-time 
.job?  She  has  been  having  a  full- 
time  job  for  almost  four  years. 

There  is  a  motion  on  these 
three  appointments,  that  one  of 
them — 

Secretary:  The  last  one  not  be 
confirmed? 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
do  you  want  to  have  Mr.  Joseph 
Gould  terminate  her  services  as 
of  tomorrow  morning,  or  do  you 
want  to  let  this  go  over  to  decide 
whether  or  not  the  other  two 
members  of  the  Committee  may 
wish  to  confirm  her  along  with 
possibly  one  of  the  other  two 
members  besides  yourself?  I  am 
just  trying  to  think,  Mr.  Chair- 
man. 

Chairman:  The  motion  is  that 
two  nominations  be  confirmed 
and  the  third  not  be  confirmed — 
the  first  two  names  to  be  con- 
firmed, not  as  of  tomorrow  but 
as  of  the  date  of  nomination. 

Superintendent:  Well,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, I  certainly  hope  that  if  the 
School  Committee  terminates  the 
services  of  this  lady  they  will 
agree  to  pay  her  for  the  services 
that  she  has  rendered  in  good 
faith. 

Chairman:  If  the  appointment — 
the  original  nomination — or  if  I 
could  be  convinced  that  the  orig- 
inal nomination  had  been  made 
in  the  same  good  faith,  I  would  be 
happy  to  go  along  with  it;  but 
under  the  law  as  I  see  it,  we  have 
no  right  to  confirm  this. 

Miss  Fitzgerald:  Mr.  Chairman, 
would  it  be  in  order  to  hold  hat 
confirmation  or  non-confirmation 
of  the  third  name  on  the  list  for 
the  full  board? 
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Chairman:  I  have  no  objection 
to  its  being  held  for  the  full  board. 

Miss  Fitzgerald:  And  confirm- 
ing the  other  two  names  if  that 
is  in  order? 

Chairman:  That  is  all  right 
with  me.  but  that  means  that  this 
lady  will  be  working  until  the  full 
board  meets  and  acts,  and  then 
there  will  be  a  greater  claim  for 
pay  and  also,  if  these  qualifica- 
tions as  set  up  are  the  proper 
qualifications,  and  everybody 
seems  to  agree  that  they  are,  we 
will  be  having  somebody  who 
doesn't  qualify  under  our  rules 
teaching  tomorrow  and  next  week 
and  until  there  is  action. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  move  we  go  along 
with  your  motion,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Secretary:    Shall  I  call  the  roll? 

Chairman:    Yes. 

Secretary:  On  Mr.  Muchnick's 
motion  that  the  first  two  names 
be  confirmed  and  the  third  one 
not  be,  and  that  her  services  be 
terminated.   This   is   number   4. 

Superintendent:  Just  to  clarify 
it  in  my  own  mind,  does  that 
mean  terminate  the  services  of 
this  lady,  Mr.  Muchnick? 

Chairman:  No,  it  means  that 
the  lady  was  never  appointed  to 
this  position. 

Superintendent:  Yes,  I  see — 
that  is,  you  are  not  confirming 
my  nomination? 

Chairman:  Right. 

On  roll  call,  the  motion  passed 
by  the  following  vote: 

YEAS— Miss  Fitzgerald,  Mrs. 
Lyons,  and  Mr.  Muchnick — 3. 

NAYS— 0. 

ABSENT— Mr.  Carr  and  Dr. 
Foley— 2. 

Superintendent:  Well,  Mr. 
Chairman,  three  members  of  the 
School  Committee  have  rejected 
the  nomination  of  this  lady.  I  will 
ask  Dr.  Gillis  to  terminate  her 
services. 


Dr.  Gillis,  please,  talk  with  Mr. 
Joseph  Gould  and  terminate  her 
services  forthwith  —  tomorrow, 
Mr.  Gillis. 

Now  will  the  School  Committee 
be  willing  to  certify  for  the  pay- 
ment of  services  to  this  lady  for 
the  period  of  time  that  she  has 
been  employed? 

Chairman:  Mr.  Superintendent, 
as  far  as  I  am  concerned,  you  hired 
her  improperly.  You  pay  her.  I 
don't  know  about  the  other  mem- 
bers and  how  they  feel. 

Miss  Fitzgerald:  I  don't  agree 
with  that.  I  think  the  woman  in 
good  faith  has  served  those  weeks 
and  should  be  paid  for  it. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
just  for  the  information  of  the 
Committee,  last  year  we  had  a 
problem  similar  to  this,  as  you  re- 
member, in  the  summer. 

Chairman:  Yes,  and  I  thought 
you  would  remember  it,  too,  Mr. 
Superintendent. 

Superintendent:  I  did  nothing 
wrong  then.  I  do  nothing  wrong 
now.  Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  is  it 
the  wish  of  the  Committee — and 
if  Mrs.  Lyons  and  Miss  F'itzgerald 
are  willing — to  pay  the  lady  for 
the  services? 

Chairman:  I  will  go  along  with 
that. 

Superintendent:  Through  to- 
day? 

Chairman:  I  will  go  along  with 
it. 

Superintendent:  Thank  you 
very  much. 

In  connection  with  the  forego- 
ing, Mr.  Carr  stated  that  he  was 
absent  when  this  matter  was  dis- 
cussed but  that  he  would  have 
voted  to  retain  Mrs.  Sullivan  had 
he  been  present.

COMPARISON   OF   PRESENT 

AND  PREVIOUS   RATED 

LISTS 

At  the  request  of  the  Chairman 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  other 
members,  the  Secretary  was  di- 
rected to  include  in  the  public 
record  the  following  extract  from 
the  Conference  notes  relating  to 
the  camparison  of  present  and 
previous  rated  lists: 

Chairman :  We  will  take  up  Item 
2  on  the  Conference  agenda — Com- 
parison of  present  and  previous 
rated  lists.  Mr.  Bond,  do  you 
have  those  lists? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman:  On  the  list  for  ele- 
mentary principal,  on  what  day 
was  the  1952  list  made  up? 

Mr.  Bond:  I  haven't  the  exact 
date.     The  first  week  in  June. 

Chairman:  Was  this  done  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents? 


Mr.  Bond:  It  was  done  at  a 
rating  meeting  where  six  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Superinten- 
dents were  present  with  the  three 
members  of  the  Board  of  Examin- 
ers. 

Chairman:  Let's  not  mince 
words,  Mr.  Bond.  Was  it  done  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents? 

Mr.  Bond:  We  have  never  con- 
sidered, Mr.  Muchnick,  rating 
meetings  as  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Superintendents. 

Chairman:  Who  is  the  "we," 
Mr.  Bond,  that  hasn't  considered 
it? 

Mr.  Bond:  In  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers, when  I  was  a  member  of 
that  Board,  the  meetings  were  al- 
ways considered  Board  of  Exam- 
iners' meetings  with  those  desig- 
nated by  the  Superintendent  to 
determine  qualitative  marks. 

Chairman:  Then  it  wasn't  done 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Su- 
perintendents? 

Mr.  Bond:  I  should  say  no — not 
officially.  I  suppose  the  reason  is 
that  the  Superintendent  wasn't 
present  and  therefore  there  was 
no  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents as  such,  nor  did  he  des- 
ignate anyone  to  represent  him. 
There  have  been  rating  meetings 
where  only  one  assistant  superin- 
tendent was  designated  to  work 
with  the  Board  of  Examiners  on 
personal   qualities. 

Chairman:  This  list  of  the  ele- 
mentary prinicpals — the  ratings — 
was  made  up  at  a  meeting  that 
you  don't  consider  to  have  been  a 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents? 

Mr.  Bond:  That  is  true. 

Chairman:  Is  that  corect? 

Mr.  Bond:  That  is  correct. 

Chairman:  Did  you  know  befoi'e 
that  meeting  who  the  people  were 
who  were  rating  for  the  position 
— did  you  personally  know? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes;  and  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents present  later  received  a  list 
some  time  in  October. 

Chairman:  I  am  asking  about 
you  only,  Mr.  Bond. 

Mr.  Bond:  I  knew^certainly. 

Chairman:  You  had  knowledge 
of  all  the  names  of  those  who  were 
rating  prior  to  that  meeting  when 
the  ratings  were  established? 

Mr.  Bond:  That  is  true. 

Chairman:  Before  you  went  into 
the  meeting  did  you  form  any 
opinion  of  your  own  as  to  who 
should  be  1,  2,  3,  or  anything 
else? 

Mr.  Bond:  Definitely  no.  These 
meetings,  of  course,  were  to  de- 
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termine  marks  on  personal  quali- 
ties. In  October  those  in  charge 
of  the  levels  were  given  the  names 
of  those  submasters  and  vice-prin- 
cipals who  would  later  come  up 
for  a  mark  on  personal  qualities. 
I  had  none  of  those  submasters 
and  vice-principals  except  as  they 
were  school  personnel. 

We  had  to  depend  on  the  func- 
tional system  a  great  deal,  on  tlie 
confidential  report  that  came  in 
from  tlie  principal,  and  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  assistant  .superinten- 
dent. 

Chairman:  Mr.  Bond,  the  ques- 
tion had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
answer.  Did  you  form  any  opinion 
yourself  before  the  meeting? 

Mr.  Bond:  No,  sir;  no  opinion. 

Chairman:  As  to  who  should  be 
1.  2,  3,  or  anything  like  tliat. 

Mr.  Bond:  I  had  no  opinion. 

Chairman:  Before  the  mieeting, 
did  you  discuss  with  anybody  in 
the  school  system  the  persons  who 
were  being  rated? 

Mr.  Bond:  No,  sir. 

Chairman:  So  that  you  came 
into  your  meeting  with  a  com- 
pletely open  and  clear  mind  on  the 
subject? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman:  Who  brought  up  the 
question  at  this  what  you  call  joint 
meeting  or  rating  meeting  of  rat- 
ing candidates  for  tlie  position  of 
elementary  principal  at  that  meet- 
ing? How  did  you  know  it  was 
going  to  be  a  meeting  for  that 
purpose? 

Mr.  Bond:  The  Board  of  Exam- 
iners sent  a  memo  to  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  requesting  a 
meeting  to  determine  personal 
qualities  matters. 

Chairman:  Who  presided  at  that 
meeting? 

Mr.  Bond:  The  Chief  Examiner 
was  at  the  head  of  the  table,  and 
from  my  experience  as  Chief  Ex- 
aminer, he  presided. 

Chairman:  Well,  did  he  preside 
at    this    particular   meeting? 

Mr.  Bond:  He  presided  at  that 
particular   meeting. 

Chairman:  The  Chief  Ex- 
aminer? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes 

Chairman:  And  at  some  time 
during  the  course  of  the  meeting, 
he  said:  "Now  let's  take  up  the 
question  of  personal  qualities  of 
the    different    people    involved?" 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman:  In  wliat  order  did 
he  present  the  names  on  personal 
qualities  ? 

Mr.  Bond:  He  presented  the 
names  according  to  the  marks  on 
personal  qualitieb  that  the  candi- 


dates had  received  in  the  previous 
rating. 

Chairman:  Well,  was  the  name 
of  tlie  person  who  is  now  number 
one  presented  fn^st? 

Mr.  Bond:  No.  His  name  was 
not  presented  first. 

Chairman:  Well,  in  what  posi- 
tion on  the  list  i&  the  name  of  the 
one  who  was  presented  first? 

Mr.  Bond:  He  is  number  six. 

Chairman:  That  person  was 
presented  first? 

Mr.  Bond:  That  person  was 
presented   first. 

Chairman:  Wliat  was  his  per- 
sonal qualities  mark  in  this  rat- 
ing? 

Mr.  Bond:  190. 

Chairman:  What  was  his  per- 
sonal qualities  mark  at  the  last 
ratings? 

Mr.  Bond:  190. 

Chairman:  Did  you  know  what 
his  personal  qualities  mark  was 
at  the  last  rating — was  that  in- 
formation given  by  anybody  at 
this  meeting? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes,  that  informa- 
tion was  given. 

Chairman:  Who  gave  the  in- 
formation? 

Mr.  Bond:  That  was  given  by 
the  Board  of  Examiners. 

Chairman:    By   the   Chairman? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes — on  sheets  that 
were  passed  around  giving  that 
information. 

Chairman:  Did  those  sheets 
have  all  the  names  or  the  name 
of  just  one  person 

Mr.  Bond:  No,  those  sheets  had 
all  the  names. 

Chairman:  Do  you  have  any  of 
those  sheets  here? 

Mr.  Bond:  Well,  I  have  only 
one  here. 

Chairman:  May  I  see  what  it 
looks  like?  What  is  block  four? 
Is  that  the  personal  qualities 
mark? 

Mr.  Bond:  Block  four  is  for 
the  personal  qualities  mark. 

Chairman:  Was  this  the  sheet 
that  you  used  to  make  your  own 
figures? 

Mr.  Bond:  That's  right.  Those 
are  my  figures. 

Chairman:  Those  are  your  fig- 
ures. Well,   in  ]949— 

Mr.    Bond:    1949,     190. 

Chaiiman:  And  then  it  says 
after  the  190:   "Plus  0.9." 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes.  That  was  to 
break  a  tie  on  that  last  list. 

Chairman:  So  that  he  got  190.9? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes.  190  is  considered 
his  mark. 

Chailrman:  What  was  he  given 
the  0.9  for? 
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Mr.  Bond:  Because  in  the  com- 
parison with  the  one  tied  with 
him,  he  was  considered  a  little 
better  and  was  given  the  addi- 
tional mark. 

Chairman:  Did  you  write  this 
mark  down  yourself? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman:  On  No.  6? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman:  Did  you  know  him? 

Mr.  Bond:  I  have  seen  him  in 
the  classroom  two  or  three  times. 

Chairman:  Within  the  last  three 
years? 

Mr.  Bond:  Within  the  last  six 
years. 

Chairman:  Well,  when  you  gave 
him  the  personal  qualities  mark 
that  you  gave,  were  you  basing 
it  on  his  personal  qualities  or 
on    his    teaching    demonstration? 

Mr.  Bond:  Solely  on  his  per- 
sonal qualities. 

Chairman:  Was  there  any  dis- 
cussion concerning  the  current 
number  six  on  the  list? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes.  The  confiden- 
tial letter  from  his  principal  was 
read.  The  assistant  superintend- 
ent in  charge  of  high  schools  had 
a  word  to  say  for  him.  The  as- 
sistant superintendent  within  re- 
cent years  who  had  charge  of  the 
level  also  had  a  word  to  say  for 
him,  and  the  Board  unanimously 
agreed  to  the  mark. 

Chairman:  What  do  you  mean — 
"the  Board  agreed  to  the  mark?" 

Mr.  Bond:  When  the  final  list 
was  submitted  to  the  Board,  at 
which  time  the  Superintendent 
was  present,  there  were  no 
changes  recommended. 

Chairman:  Was  everybody  asked 
to  submit  a  figure  on  personal 
qualities  for  this  number  six? 

Mr.  Bond:  We  looked,  because 
of  the  recency  of  the  supervision 
of  the  assistant  superintendent  in 
charge  of  the  level,  for  leader- 
ship— 

Chairman:  Was  everybody  asked 
to  submit  points? 

Mr.  Bond:  No.  Everyone  was 
asked  whether  they  agreed  with 
the  mark  recommended  by  the 
assistant  superintendent  in  charge 
of  the  level. 

Chairman:  So  one  person  rec- 
mmended  190 —  is  that  correct? 

Mr.  Bond:  I  think  196  was  the 
final  mark  that  he  was  given. 
Do  you  see  196  opposite  that 
name? 

Chairman:  Well,  you  said  that 
he  got  the  same  as  he  got  three 
years  ago. 

Mr.  Bond:  I  was  looking  at  the 
wrong  paper,  Mr.  Muchnick.  He 
received  196  on  this  rating. 


Chairman:  Then  this  figure 
of  196  isn't  your  figure — it's  your 
acceptance  of  the  figure  of  another 
assistant  supeiintendent. 

Mr.  Bond:  Not  of  one  assis- 
tant superintendent.  I'd  say  the 
acceptance  of  the  figure  of  two 
assistant  superintendents.  I  think 
that  two  others  did  not  know  the 
gentleman.  I  had  not  seen  him  in 
recent  years,  so  I  would  say  yes— 
that  we  were,  under  the  func- 
tional system,  greatly  influenced 
by  those  who  had  seen  him  most 
recently. 

Chairman:  Now,  did  those  two 
assistant  superintendents  both 
have  the  same  for  him? 

Mr.  Bond:  They  agreed,  yes, 
on  196. 

Chairman:  Did  they  both  have 
the  same  mark  at  the  same  time? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes,  as  I  recall  it, 
they  were  unanimous  that  he  was 
one  of  the  very  best  on  the  list. 

Chairman:  At  some  time  during 
the  proceeding?  there  was  an- 
other one  added  to  his  196,  wasn't 
there? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes,  the  same  situa- 
tion held  this  time  as  before — a 
tie;  and  then,  to  br-eak  the  tie, 
he  was  given  the  extra  point. 

Chairman:  And  there  was  no 
question  about  the  196  originally? 

Mr.  Bond:  No  question. 

Chairman:  Wasn't  it  originally 
erased  from  your  figures — that 
is,  some  other  figure,  and  the  196 
written  in? 

Mr.  Bond:  May  I  see  it? 

Chairman :   Yes. 

Mr.  Bond:  I  don't  think  so,  Mr. 
Muchnick.  It  might  have  been. 
No,  I  don't  think  so. 

Chairman:  I  know  so.  I  know 
so.  I  can  see  it.  I  can  see  it  very 
clearly.  There  is  a  decimal  point 
after  the  "196."  Now,  what  was 
it  about  this  man  that  had  him 
jump  six  points,  or  3  per  cent,  in 
three  years  in  personal  qualities? 

Mr.  Bond:  Up  to  two  years  ago, 
it  was  very  rare  tliat  anyone  went 
over  the  190  mark.  Then,  because 
of  the  small  range  of  marks  and 
the  large  number  of  candidates, 
it  was  felt  that  it  would  be  wise 
to  go  beyond  the  190,  as  the 
merged  mark  does,  to  the  198;  in 
other  words,  to  go  as  high  as  the 
members  felt  direct  to  the  200 
mark.  That  has  been  followed  in 
the  last  two  years,  I'd  say. 

Chairman:  What  is  there  about 
him  that  has  improved  his  per- 
sonal qualities  three  per  cent  in 
the  last  three  years? 

Mr.  Bond:  A  very  excellent  re- 
port from  the  principal  of  the 
school;    of    course,    added   experi- 
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ence  of  three  years;  very  excel- 
lent reports  from  lipth  assistant 
superintendents  who  had  seen  his 
work  in  recent  years? 

Chairman:  Wlio  were  the  as- 
sistant superintendents  who  had 
seen  his  work  in  recent  years? 

Mr.  Bond:  Mr.  Daley;  and, 
more  recently,  Mr.  Corcoran. 

Chairman:  And  who  was  it 
who  was  the  assistant  superin- 
tendent in  charge  of  that  level 
three  years  ago? 

Mr.   Bond:   Mr.   Daley. 

Chairman:  Then  Mr.  Corcoran's 
196  was  being  compared  with  Mr. 
Daley's  190  of  three  years  ago? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes — 190  in  those 
days  being  a  top  mark. 

Chairman:  And  196  nowadays 
not  being  a  top  mark? 

I\Ir.  Bond:  V/ell,  I  think  it  is 
perhaps  the  highest  given.  One 
other  had  196. 

Chairman:  Did  anybody  ever 
get  200? 

Mr.  Bond:  No. 

Chairman:  Did  they  both  come 
up  with  the  figure  of  196? 

Mr.  Bond:  Both,  as  I  recall  it. 

Chairman:  Independently? 

Mr.  Bond:  There  was  discus- 
sion around  the  board,  and  then 
Mr.   Corcoran — 

Chairman:    How    long    did    the 
discussion  take? 
Mr.  Bond:   Oh,  I  should  say  ten 
minutes,  possibly. 

Chairman:    On    each    one? 

Mr.  Bond:  Not  on  each  one.  It 
wasn't  necesary  to  talk  about 
each  one  as  long  as  that,  but  these 
were   lengthy   meetings. 

Chairman:  Well,  ratings  for 
how  many  different  positions 
were  taken  up  at  this  meeting? 

Mr.  Bond:  Just  one. 

Chairman:  Just  the  pi'incipals? 

Mr.  Bond:  Just  the  principals. 

Chairman:  How  long  did  the 
meeting  last? 

Mr.  Bond:  It  lasted  from  9:30, 
perhaps,  until  1:00,  and  its  wasn't 
completed  at  that  session.  I  would 
say  the  determination  of  personal 
qualities  Oii  that  list  took  five  or 
six  hours  or  more. 

Chairman:  Did  anybody  take 
any  notes  or  minutes  of  it? 

Mr.  Bond:  No,  there  were  no 
minutes  taken. 

Chairman.  No  secretary  present 
at  aU? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes,  there  was  a 
secretary  present. 

Chairman:  What  was  she  doing 
there? 

Mr.  Bond:  She  wasn't  kept 
very  busy  as  far  as  this  was 
concerned. 

Chairman:  Well,  what  was  she 


^  doing  there?  What  was  the  need 
of  having  her  it;  she  didn't  take 
any  record? 

Mr.  Bond:  Well,  frankly,  I  think 
we  could  have  gotten  along  with- 
'     out  her. 

Chairman:  I  think  we  could 
have  gotten  along  without  the — 

Mr.    Bond:     Jt    you    had    been 

there,    Mr.    Muchnick,    you   would 

have    been    impressed    with    the 

sincerity  of  those  who  were  trying 

'      to    give    just    personal    qualities 

^    marks. 

^  Chairman:  I  am  impressed  more 
by  the  erasures  that  I  see  here 
than  I  am  by  that  statement, 
^  frankly.  Now  there  were  two 
men,  one  who  has  been  an  as- 
sistant superintendent  in  that 
level  for  only  one  year  who 
decided  the  personal  qualities 
mark  for  all  six  of  you.  Was  that 
correct? 

Mr.  Bond:  There  was  a  con- 
fidential letter  from  the  principal 
of  the  school.  If  there  were  no 
one  present  who  knew  anything 
about  the  men — in  other  words, 
if  six  strangers  had  been  called 
in — they  would  have  had  to  de- 
pend upon  the  principal's  con- 
fidential report;  and  the  princi- 
pal's confidential  report  carries 
a  great  deal  of  weight,  but  there 
were — 

Mr.  Carr:  Is  this  the  principal's 
report  that  you  refer  to,  Mr. 
Bond? 

Mr.   Bond:   Yes,   Mr.   Carr. 
Chairman:     Does     that     report 
carry  as  much  weight  as  the  re- 
port of  the  assistant  superintend- 
ent? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes;  because,  of 
course,  that  principal  is  with  that 
candidate  every  day  in  the  school 
year.  The  assistant  superintend- 
ent may  not  see  him  more  than 
five  or  six  times  in  the  year,  if 
that. 

Chairman:  Mr.  Corcoran,  how 
many  times  during  the  past  year 
did  you  visit  number  six  on  this 
present  list? 

Mr.  Corcoran:  Twice. 
Chairman:  And  you  spent  how 
long  in  his  class  each  time? 
Mr.   Corcoran:   One  period. 
Chairman:    And    how    long    is 
that? 

Mr.  Corcoran:   40  minutes. 
Chairman:    So    that   you    spent 
an    hour    and    20    minutes    with 
him? 

Mr.  Corcoran:   That's  right. 

Chairman:  Was  that  for  teach- 
ing demonstration  or  personal 
qualities? 
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Mr.  Coi'coran.  Teaching  demon- 
stration. 

Chairman:  At  that  time  you 
were  more  interested  in  teaching 
demonstration  than  personal  quali- 
ties? 

Mr.  Corcorati:  Yes,  sir. 
Chairman:    Did   you   know   him 
before? 
Mr.  Corcoran:  Yes,  sir. 
Chairman:    Did    you    get    your 
opinion  of  personal  qualities  from 
your   own    knowledge    of   him    or 
from  Mr.  Daley's  knowledge  of  him 
or  from  other  people's  knowledge 
of  him? 

Mr.  Corcoran:  From  my  own, 
from  Mr.  Daley,  and  from  other 
people's. 

Chairman:  The  principal  or  peo- 
ple other  than  the  principal? 

Mr.  Corcoran:  People  other 
than  the  principal.  There  are 
other  superintendents  who  had 
visited  No.  6  in  the  past. 

Chairman:  And  you  came  to 
this  mark  entirely  independent  of 
Mr.  Daley's  coming  to  the  same 
mark? 

Mr.  Corcoran:  Yes,  sir. 
Chairman:  Mr.  Bond,  if  the 
principal's  letter  had  not  coincided 
with  the  estimate  of  the  other 
two  assistant  superintendents, 
which  would  you  have  followed? 

Mr.  Bond:  Would  you  look  at 
the  top  sheet  there,  Mr.  Much- 
nick,  before  I  answer  the  ques- 
tion? 

Chairman:  This? 
Mr.  Bond:  Yes,  and  turn  it  over. 
If  you  will  notice  under  personal 
qualities,  the  next  page,  there  are 
twenty  qualities. 
Chairman:  Yes. 

Mr.  Bond:  Several  of  them  — 
two  of  them  particularly,  number 
17  and  number  18 — in  my  opinion 
are  most  important:  sympathy 
with  children  and  tact  generally. 
If  the  principal  marked  either 
of  those  two  low  and  the  assist- 
ant superintendents  marked  high- 
er than  the  principal,  I  would 
have  gone  along  with  the  princi- 
pal. 

Chairman:  Now,  in  any  given 
situation,  whether  it  be  number 
1  or  17  or  15  or  any  other,  if  the 
principal's  estimate  were  not  the 
same  as  the  assistant  superin- 
tendent of  the  level,  whose  rec- 
ommendation would  you  take? 
Mr.  Bond:  I  would  take  the 
principal's  recommendation.  How- 
ever— 

Chairman:   But   here   you   took 
the   recommendation   of  the   two 
assistant    superintendents. 
Mr.  Bond:  Because  the  princi- 


pal's  record   was   excellent — "ex- 
cellent." 

Chairman:  Was  it  better  than 
that  of  the  two  assistant  super- 
intendents? 

Mr.  Bond:  It  was  equally  as 
high.  He  went  the  limit. 

Chairman:  And  do  you  con- 
sider 196  going  the  limit? 

Mr.  Bond:  Frankly,  yes.  I  will 
tell  you  why:  because,  with  a 
mark  of  196,  I  have  seen  in  other 
ratings  where  two  or  three  have 
been  tied  at  the  top,  and  the 
points  beyond  the  196  were  more 
or  less  reserved  to  break  ties, 
which  would  happen  if  three 
should  be  way  up  at  the  top  or 
high;  so  for  all  practical  pur- 
poses you  could  consider  196  as 
perfect  a  mark  as  could  be  given. 

Chairman:  Well,  in  any  of  these 
personal  qualities,  block  four,  was 
there  any  difference  of  opinion 
among  the  assistant  superin- 
tendents? 

Mr.  Bond:  On  this  man? 

Chairman:  No,  on  anybody. 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes,  there  was  com- 
parison with  other  men  on  the 
list — other  candidates,  men's  and 
women's  lists.  One  man  was  com- 
pared with  another  until  finally 
they  felt  that  they  had  the  marks 
that  were  just  for  all  concerned. 

Chairman:  Well,  let's  come 
back  to  the  1952  list.  Number  6 
went,  on  the  i-ecommendation  of 
two  assistant  superintendents, 
from  190  to  196,  and  then  he  got 
another  point  to  make  it  197. 

Mr.  Bond:   That  is  true. 

Chairman:  What  happened  to 
him  in  his  teaching  demonstration 
as  compared  with  three  years  ago? 
Did  he  have  the  same  mark,  or 
higher  or  lower? 

Mr.  Bond:  In  his  teaching 
demonstration  in  1952  he  had  a 
mark  of  188. 

Chairman:  And  in  1949? 

Mr.  Bond:  In  1949  he  had  a 
mark  of  182. 

Chairman:  Being  number  one  in 
personal  qualities,  he  was  only 
number  six  on  the  list,  however, 
in  1952? 

Mr.  Bond:  That's  right.  You  can 
see  how  important  the  merged 
mark  by  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Examiners  is. 

Chairman:  Yes,  I  do.  Who  was 
number  two  in  personal  qualities? 

Mr.  Bond:  In  1952? 

Chairman :  Yes.  Incidentally, 
coming  back  to  number  six,  whose 
mark  was  this  of  188? 

Mr.   Bond:   Back   to   1949? 
Chairman:    No,    in    the    teach- 
ing  demonstration,   188. 
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Mr.  Bond:  That  was  Miss 
Rafter's   and   Mr.   Roland's. 

Chairman:  That  had  nothing  to 
do  with  tlie  assistant  superin- 
tendent? 

Mr.  Bond:  No. 

Chairman:  Did  the  confidential 
report  of  the  principal  have  any- 
thing to  do  with  that  teaching 
mark? 

Mr.  Bond:  No. 

Chairman:  Who  was  number 
two  in  1952  in  personal  qualities? 

Mr.  Bond:  There  were  several 
who  had  195.  Do  you  want  to 
pick  one  of  them? 

Chairman:  Well,  who  is  the 
first  one  on  this  list  who  has  195? 

Ml'-    Bond:    Number    five. 

Chairman:  All  right.  He  had 
195  in  personal   qualities? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman:  What  did  he  have 
three  years  ago? 

Mr.  Bond:  He  had  188. 

Chairman:  What  did  he  have 
in    the    teaching    demonstration? 

Mr.  Bond:  Three  years  ago  he 
had  185. 

Chairman:  And  this  year? 

Mr.  Bond:  This  year  he  had  191. 

Chairman:  What  was  his  posi- 
tion on  the  list  last  year?  That 
is,  at  the  end  of  last  year's  list? 

Mr.  Bond:  He  started  off  at 
number  19. 

Chairman:  Yes? 

Mr.  Bond:  And  ended  up  num- 
ber 7  on  an  expiring  list. 

Chairman:  And  what  was  num- 
ber six's   position? 

Mr.  Bond:  In  1949? 

Chairman:  On  the  expiring  list. 

Mr.  Bond:  On  an  expiring  list? 

Chairman:  Yes. 

Mr.  Bond:  He  was  just  one 
below  him. 

Chairman:  Now  let's  take  num- 
ber one.  Incidentally,  on  these 
here,  on  the  one  we  are  just 
discussing,  did  you  also  there 
take  the  recommendation  of  those 
two  assistant  superintendents? 

Mr.  Bond:  And  the  principal's 
confidential    letter. 

Chairman:    And   the   principal? 

Mr.  Bond  Yes. 

Chairman:  Now  how  about 
number  one? 

What  were  the  personal  quali- 
ties   this   year   as    against   1949? 

Mr.  Bond:  194  this  year;  188, 
1949. 

Chairman:  And  on  the  teaching 
demonstration? 

Mr.  Bond:  In  1949,  187;  in  this 
one,  196. 

Chairman:  How  about  the  sec- 
ond name  from  the  list — and  he 
was  number  one  on  the  expiring 
list,  is  that  right? 


Mr.  Bond:  No.  He  was  number 
3  on  the  expiring  list. 

Chairman:  He  was  number  1 
on  the  expiring  list. 

Supei'intendent:  I  think  you  are 
talking  about  two  different  per- 
sons. 

Chairman:  I  am  talking  about 
number  1  on  the  current  list. 

Mr.  Bond:  I  am  sorry.  He  was 
number  1.  Thej-  appointed  two. 

Chairman:  Now  number  2  on 
the  current  list. 

Mr.  Bond:  Number  2  on  the 
current  list? 

Chairman:  What  were  the  dif- 
ferences in  personal  qualities? 

Mr.  Bond:  192  in  1952  as  against 
186  in  1949.       • 

Chairman:  How  about  his  teach- 
ing demonstration? 

Mr.  Bond:  Teaching  in  1949, 
189. 

Chairman:  And  teaching  in 
1952? 

Mr.  Bond:  Teaching  in  1951, 
197. 

Chairman:  And  he  was  what 
number  on  the  expiring  list? 

Mr.  Bond:  He  was  number  3 
on  the  expiring  list. 

Chairman:  Now  how  about 
nurhber  3  on  this  list?  Will  you 
give  us  the  same  information  for 
him? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes.  He  was  number 
2  on  the  expiring  list. 

Chairman:  Yes;  and  what  about 
the  personal  qualities  and  teach- 
ing demonstration? 

Mr.  Bond:  194  in  1952. 

Chairman:  On  personal  quali- 
ties? 

Mr.  Bond:  Personal  qualities, 
yes;  and  187  in  1949. 

Chairman:  And  how  about 
teaching? 

Mr.  Bond:  Teaching  in  1949, 
187;  in  1952,  194. 

Chairman:  Now  in  all  of  these, 
you  took  the  two  assistant  super- 
intendents' recommendations  and 
the  head  master's  recommenda- 
tion, is  that  correct? 

Mr.    Bond:    That's   correct. 

Chairman:  And  not  your  own? 

Mr.  Bond:  I  had  nothing  re- 
cent, and  I  think  the  last  six 
years  of  a  man's  experience  are 
most  important. 

Chairman:  Incidentally,  on 
these  top  six  people,  what  was 
the  position  of  number  4  on  the 
current  list  last  year  on  the  ex- 
piring list? 

Mr.  Bond:  Number  5. 

Chairman:  What  happened  that 
number  4  on  this  list  dropped 
down  to  number  8?  I  mean  num- 
ber 4  on  the  expiring  list  dropped 
down   to  number  8. 
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Mr.  Bond:  Number  8?  I  think 
the  merged  mark  of  1952,  195— 

Chairman:  What  are  the  sep- 
arate marks  of  1952? 

Mr.  Bend:  194. 

Chairman:  For  personal  quali- 
ties? 

Mr.  Bond:  For  personal  quali- 
ties. 

Chairman:  And  his  teaching 
mark? 

Mr.  Bond:  His  teaching  mark, 
195. 

Chairman:  And  the  previous 
year? 

Mr.  Bond:  The  previous  year, 
teaching  mark,  186;  personal 
qualities  mark,  188. 

Chairman:  In  1949  the  personal 
qualities  mark  was  what? 

Mr.  Bond:  188.  The  merged 
mark  was  186. 

Chairman:  And  what  was  the 
teaching  mark  in  1949? 

Mr.  Bond:  186. 

Chairman:  And  in  1952  the 
personal  qualities  mark  was  194 
and  the  teaching  mark  was  195? 

Mr.  Bond:  That's  right. 

Chairman:  But  with  that 
amount  of  increase,  he  went  from 
four  to  eight,  is  that  right? 

Mr.  Bond:  That  is  true,  on  the 
difference  in  the  merged  mark 
and  the  personal  qualities  mark. 

Chairman:  Were  these  people 
submasters  in  the  same  kind  of 
schools,  or  were  some  in  elemen- 
tary and  some  in  junior  high 
school? 

Mr.  Bond:  Do  you  want  me  to 
read  the  list?  Number  1,  junior 
high;  number  2,  junior  high;  num- 
3,  elementary;  number  4,  junior 
high,  number  5,  junior  high,  num- 
ber 6,  junior  high;  numlDer  7, 
8th  grade  school;  number  8,  jun- 
ior high;  and  number  9,  elemen- 
tary; number  10,  junior  high; 
number  11,  junior  high;  number 
12— 

Chairman:  That  is  enough  for 
the  illustration.  You  took  in  the 
elementary,  number  3  is  an  ele- 
mentary man,  is  that  correct? 

Mr.  Bond:  Number  3  is  an 
elementary  man. 

Chairman:  Whose  recommenda- 
tion did  you  take  on  that? 

Mr.  Bond:  Miss  Hearn,  of 
course,  has  the  elementary  level. 

Chairman:  Well,  do  you  have 
any  recollection  of  her  discussing 
this  particular  person,  number  3? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  I  don't  think  anyone  was 
more  careful  in  finding  out  every- 
thing possible  t'bout  the  elemen- 
tary candidates  than  Miss  Hearn. 
Chairman:     Did    anybody     else 


have  anything  to  say  about  num- 
ber 3? 

Mr.  Bond:  The  confidential  re- 
port, of  course,  from  the  princi- 
pal of  the  school. 

Chairman:  No,  I  am  talking  of 
the   assistant   superintendents. 

Mr.  Bond:  Not  that  I  recall,  no. 

Chairman:  So  that  on  number 
3,  it  was  from  Miss  Hearn  that 
all  got  their  information? 

Mr.  Bond:  That  is  true. 

Chairman:  And  voted  the  same 
as  she  suggested? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes.  We  had  confi- 
dence in  her. 

Chairman:  Now,  these  points 
that  are  given  are  given  not 
against  an  absolute  standard — 
they  are  given  by  way  of  compari- 
son? 

Mr.  Bond:  That  is  true. 

Chairman:  Is  that  correct? 

Mr.  Bond:  That  is  true. 

Chairman:  Can  you  tell  us  how 
you  were  able  to  base  a  compari- 
son down  to  s  half  of  one  per 
cent  or  a  fourth  of  one  per  cent 
of  Miss  Hearn's  judgment  as 
against  Mr.  Coj'coran's  judgment? 

Mr.  Bond:  Only  because  I  had 
complete  confidence  that  both  had 
measured  their  candidates  very, 
very  well. 

Chairman:  But  they  weren't 
measuring  against  an  absolute 
standard.  They  were  measuring 
against  a  standard  of  compainsons? 

Mr.  Bond:  They  were  measur- 
ing against  a  standard  of:  Who 
are  the  people  on  these  lists  who 
would  make  excellent  adminis- 
trators of  schools. 

Chaii^man:  Is  that  the  way  it 
was  done? 

Mr.  Bond:  That  was  a  con- 
sideration. 

Chairman:  Well,  is  that  the 
only  standard  they  used,  or  did 
they  use  some  other? 

Mr.  Bond:  No,  they  used  a  20- 
point  personal  qualities  blank 
standard. 

Chairman:  Do  they  all  lay  as 
much  stress  on  items  17  and  18 
as  you  do? 

Mr.  Bond:  Over  the  years,  those 
were  very  critical  marks. 

Chairman:  In  this  rating,  did 
they  all  lay  as  must  stress  on 
17  and  18  as  you  did? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman:  Was  that  discussed — 
17  and  18? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes.  If  there  was  any 
adverse  criticism  from  a  prin- 
cipal or  from  the  assistant  super- 
intendent. 

Chairman:  Now,  the  standard 
that  they  marked  against  was  who 
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would  be  a  good  administratoi' 
of  a  school,  is  that  correct? 

Mr.  Bond:  That  was  a  consid- 
eration. 

Chairman:  Wasn't  that  the  ma- 
jor consideration? 

Mr.  Bond:  No,  it  was  not  the 
major  consideration.  I  think  that 
those  who  scored  well  on  the  20 
blocks  had  qualities  that  would 
make  them  excellent  administra- 
tors— tact  and  sympathy  and  un- 
derstanding and  so  oi;i. 

Chairman:  Now  you  were  ac- 
cepting here  the  judgments  of 
different  people,  all  well  motivat- 
ed, who  did  not  have  an  absolute 
standard  of  comparison  but  had 
relative  standards  of  comparison 
— am  I  correct? 

Mr.  Bond:  That  is  true. 

Chairman:  And  you  were  ac- 
cepting their  judgments  down  to 
one-fourth  of  1  per  cent  in  pick- 
ing? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman:  The  judgment  of 
one  on  an  elementary  school  basis, 
whether  it  be  a  six-grade  school 
or  an  eight  -  grade  school,  as 
against  the  judgment  of  another 
in  a  junior  hig>  school,  and  also 
having  the  repc^t  of  the  principal; 
and  in  each  crse,  I  take  it,  a 
different  principal  ? 

Mr.  Bond:  That  is  true. 

Chairman:  WpIi,  having  so  many 
different  person^-  involved,  how  is 
it  possible  by  rny  stretch  of  the 
imagination  to  get  down  to  a 
point  of  one-fourth  of  one  per 
cent  in  grading  twenty  different 
items  of  personal  characteristics? 

Mr.    Bond:    In    getting    down — 

Chairman:  It  is  a  question  of 
the  judgment  of  so  many  differ- 
ent people. 

Mr.  Bond:  Suppose  you  had  two 
who  v/ere  marked  189? 

Chairman:  No,  we  don't  have 
two,  Mr.  Bond.  We  have  about  35 
with  reports  from  55  different 
principals  and  different  assistant 
superintendents  marking  on  rela- 
tive bases,  not  against  an  absolute 
standard,  and  twenty  different 
items  to  be  considered  in  personal 
characteristics. 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman:  How  can  you  shade 
it  so  fine  down  to  25  per  cent 
of  1  per  cent? 

Mr.  Bond:  When  we  come  down 
to  the  25-lOOs  of  one  per  cent, 
the  appearance  of  a  decimal  is 
an  indication  of  a  tie,  so  that  lor 
all  practical  purposes — the  com- 
parison was  in  whole  numbers. 
Let's  get  it  down  to  whole  num- 
bers. 


Chairman :  All  right  —  whole 
numbers  mean,  when  it  is  a  dif- 
ference between  194  and  195,  it  is 
a  half  of  one  per  cent  of  somebody 
else's  judgement  of  20  different 
items  on  any  number  of  different 
days. 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman:  How  can  you  get  it 
down  that  fine? 

Mr.  Bond:  Well- 
Chairman:   And  make  sense? 

Mr.  Bond:  Well,  I  have  been 
with  the  rating  system  for  25 
years.  I  have  been  present  at 
every  single  rating  session  for 
the  past  25  years.  You  say  how 
can  it  be  done? 

Chairman:  Yes. 

Mr.  Bond:  My  only  answer  is 
that  they  have  to  do  the  very 
best  they  can;  and  if  it  comes 
down  to  determining  the  dif- 
ference between  two  candidates 
by  a  single  point — and  on  the 
basis  of  200  it  is  one-half  of  one 
per  cent— I  think  that  the  board 
members  working  on  that  item 
have  done  a  remarkable  job. 

You  say  how  can  you  do  it? 
The  only  answt.'r  is:  it  had  to  be 
done. 

Chairman:  Well,  no,  that  isn't 
the  only  answer,  Mr.  Bond. 

Mr.  Bond:  It  was  the  job  given 
to  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Superintendents,  and  the  Board 
of  Examiners,  to  set  up  lists — a 
difficult  .job  at  best:  "no  ties  on 
the  top  if  you  can  possibly  avoid 
them,"  so  that  there  would  have 
to  be  a  differentiation  of  one-half 
of  one  per  cent  or  one  point  on 
a  200-point  mark  to  separate  two 
candidates. 

Chairman:  Well,  let's  take  what 
you  just  said.  We  have  here  70 
people  on  this  current  list. 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes,  but  you  can 
separate  the  men  from  the  wom- 
en. 

Chairman:  Well,  we  have  here 
number  one  on  the  men's  list 
getting    990    points. 

Mr.  Bond:   Right. 

Chairman:  Number  one  among 
the  women  is  getting  992  points. 
How  can  you  figure  it  that  close? 

Mr.  Bond:  In  the  last  analysis, 
with  the  block  system,  it  comes 
down  to  two  critical  blocks:  the 
merged  mark  and  the  mark  on 
the  personal  qualities. 

Chairman:  Those  are  the  really 
two  important  marks,  aren't 
they? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman :  And  those  marks  are 
completely  a  matter  of  judge- 
ment— is    that    correct? 

Mr.  Bond:  Both  subjective 
marks. 
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Chairman:  Now,  how  can  >ou 
adopt  the  subjective  mark  of  Mr. 
Corcoran  as  against  the  sub- 
jective mark  of  Miss  Hearn  as 
your  subjective  mark  without 
knowing  what  each  of  those  two 
is  shooting  their  subjective 
against?  There  is  no  absolute 
iigure   here. 

Mr.  Bond:  No.  They  have  the 
20-point  confidential  blank — set 
up    by    teachers    themselves. 

Chairman:  Which  makes  it  even 
worse,  doesn't  it,  Mr.  Bond,  be- 
cause you  are  then  taking  into 
consideration  the  subjective  point 
of  view  of  30  or  40  different 
principals  as  well. 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes,  but  what  else 
can  you  do?  We  welcome  compari- 
son of  candidates  when  a  principal 
has  two  or  three  in  a  building. 
We  are  glad  to  get  those  compari- 
sons but  what  can  you  do  when 
they  are  spread  all  over  the 
system? 

Chairman:  Oh,  there  are  many 
things  that  can  be  done — very 
many  things;  but  this  isn't  the 
time  to  talk  about  them. 

Now  on  the  men's  list,  you 
have  number  1,  990;  number  2, 
988;  987;  then  it  goes  down  986, 
985,  984.5,  984.  You  are  not  only 
down  to  1/1000  of  a  point  be- 
tween 1,  2,  3,  and  so  forth,  but 
you  are  down  to  1/2000  of  a  point. 

Now,  how  it  is  possible  to  say 
that  these  are  proper  ratings  when 
you  come  down  to  1/2000  of  a 
point  in  picking  between  num- 
ber 7  and  number  8  or  number  6 
and  number  7?  How  is  it  by  any 
stretch  of  the  imagination  a  pro- 
per   method    of    evaluation? 

Mr.  Bond:  Well,  if  they  had 
stopped,  Mr.  Muchnick,  at  190 
for  personal  qualities,  you  would 
have  0.9,  0.8,  0.7,  0.6,  and  so  on, 
and  it  would  all  be  comparative. 
Let's  think  of  six  men  able  to 
get  990  points. 

Chairman:  Well,  let's  just  take 
this  for  a  minute.  Is  number  6 
junior  high  school? 

Mr.  Bond:  Number  6  is  junior 
high. 

Chairman:  Is  number  7  junior 
high? 

Mr.  Bond:  Number  7  is  in  an 
8th-grade  school. 

Chairman:  That  is  elementary? 

Mr.  Bond:  That  is  elementary. 

Chairman:  All  right.  How  can 
you,  with  any  soundness,  pick 
between  the  judgment  of  two  dif- 
ferent people.  Miss  Hearn  and 
Mr.  Corcoran  —  two  separate 
levels—  down  to  1/2000  of  a  point 
and  say  that  one  should  be  six 
and  one  should  be  seven? 


Mr.  Bond:  If  you  had  been  there 
like  myself,  you  would  have  had 
no  difficulty,  listening  to  the  two, 
in  determining  which  should  get 
the  five-tenths.  I  tell  you  that 
sincerely. 

Chairman:  Oh,  to  me  it  is  in- 
conceivable, Mr.  Bond,  to  be  able 
to  say  that  you  can  pick  down  to 
1/2000  of  a  point  between  the 
judgment  of  two  people,  both 
grading  in  differ'ent  levels,  against 
subjective  standards  and  against 
the  ratings  of  principals  and  on 
twenty  different  items.  It's  in- 
conceivable to  me. 

Mr.  Bond:  My  only  answer,  Mr. 
Muchnick,  is  tliat  I  hope  some 
time  that  you  will  come  into  a 
meeting  at  which  personal  quali- 
ties are  determined  and  lists  set 
up. 

Chairman:  Then  you  and  I 
agree.  I  have  been  trying  to  get 
the  School  Committee  in  on  those 
meetings  for  several  years  by 
having  it  on  the  record  and  have 
been  informed  that  that  is  confi- 
dential and  that  only  administra- 
tors are  to  be  trusted  with  that 
kind  of  information. 

Mr.  Bond:  Well,  I  have  heard 
you  say  that  the  Board  of  super- 
intendents and  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers have  no  monopoly  on. 
integrity. 

Chairman:  And  I  assume  you 
agree  with  that. 

Mr.  Bond:  Absolutely,  and  I 
can  see  no  reason  why,  in  execu- 
tive session,  it  wouldn't  be  a  good 
sound  thing  to  have  the  School 
Committee  sit  with  the  Board 
of  Examiners  and  set  up  any 
list  they  wish.  It  would  take  a 
lot  of  your  time,  but  it  would 
be  worthwhile. 

Chairman:  And  that  is  exactly 
why  the  School  Committee  has 
said  that  these  should  be  reduced 
to  minutes  that  the  School  Com- 
mittee can  resd  because  nobody 
has  a  right  to  expect  that  an  un- 
paid school  bc-ard  can  spend  all 
that  time. 

Mr.  Bond:  Well,  out  in  that 
audience  are  many  elementary 
and  junior  hig.'i  principals.  I  won- 
der if  they  would  be  willing  to 
put  on  paper  confidential  informa- 
tion that  woulc!  be  read  and  of 
which  an  open  record  would  be 
made? 

Chairman:  There  deesn't  have 
to  be  an  open  record.  Those 
minutes  can  also  be  kept  fully 
as  confidential. 

Mr.  Bond:  Aren't  minutes  of 
the  School  Commitee  open  rec- 
ords? 

Chairman:    These    are   minutes 
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of  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Superintendents,  and  those  can 
also  be  kept  as  private  as  these 
confidential  reports;  and  frankly, 
and  while  I  don't  want  to  get 
away  from  the  subject,  any  prin- 
cipal who  is  worth  his  or  her 
salt  ought  to  be  perfectly  willing 
to  state  to  any  teacher  and  for 
the  record  what  is  right  or  wrong 
about  a  teacher  instead  of  just 
letting  the  teacher  assume  that 
everything  is  wonderful  all  the 
time.  ' 

Now  on  any  of  these,  did  you 
exercise  any  independent  judge- 
ment ? 

Mr.  Bond:  No,  because  my 
knowledge  of  them,  although  I 
have  seen  everyone  on  that  list 
in  the  classroom,  was  not  within 
recent  years. 

Chairman:  Well,  there  were 
some  drastic  shifts,  weren't  there, 
in  both  the  male  and  female 
ratings?  Some  people  went  up 
and  some  dropped  several  spaces. 
Mr.  Bond:  That  is  true  in  many 
ratings. 

Chairman :  What  was  the  great- 
est  number   of   spaces   that  any- 
body   went   up   or   dropped? 
Mr.    Bond:    On    the    1952    list? 
Chairman:    On   the   1952   list. 
Mr.    Bond:    As    compared    with 
the  1949  list?  Have  you  got  the 
two  lists   in   front   of  you? 

Chairman:  Yes.  Let's  do  it  by 
number  and   not  by  name. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  are 
you  going  through  all  these 
names? 

Chairman:  I  am  going  through 
the  general  principle,  yes,  unless 
there  is  some  objection,  Mr.  Carr. 
Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  ap- 
preciate this  discussion.  It's  very 
enlightening,  and  I  think  to  my- 
self and  possibly  some  of  the 
other  members  on  how  they  arrive 
at  these  marks,  but  where  the 
Board  of  Examiners  have  spent 
all  this  time  in  merging  these 
lists,  I  don't  see  that  it  is  neces- 
sary for  us  to  go  and  take  each 
one  individually.  We  know  the 
general  procedure  as  it  was  just 
outlined. 

We  know  that  there  is  a  differ- 
ence of  opinion — 

Chairman:  I  wish  I  could  agree 
with  you,  Mr.  Carr,  but  I  am 
afraid  that  it  is  necessary  for  us 
to  do  it  for  several  reasons,  the 
first  one  being  the  law  that  says 
it  is  our  duty  to  approve  these 
things,  and  we  can't  delegate  the 
duty. 

Mr.  Carr:  We  don't  make  up 
these  lists  under  any  law. 


Chairman:  The  law  says  that  it 
is  our  duty  to  be  completely  satis- 
fied that  the  proper  people  are 
chosen,  and  that  we  cannot  dele- 
gate that  duty. 

It  is  completely  impossible  for 
us,  as  I  see  it,  to  be  satisfied 
that  the  proper  people  are  chosen 
when  one  of  the  people  here  who 
says  that  he  did  the  selections 
did  nothing — in  this  particular 
list — but  go  along  with  the  recom- 
mendations of  other  people. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  it  is 
not  our  duty  to  compile  this 
list.  It  is  the  employees  of  the 
school  system  who  compile  it, 
and    the    Superintendent. 

Chairman:  It  is  our  duty  to 
see  that  they  compile  them  prop- 
erly. 

Mr.  Carr:  As  I  understand  it, 
Mr.  Chairman,  it  is  our  duty  to 
either  accept  or  reject  this  list. 

Chairman:  On,  no,  Mr.  Carr.  It 
is  our  duty  to  see  that  these  lists 
are  properly  compiled.  We  have 
given  the  Superintendent  and, 
through  him,  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents, a  directive  to  have 
these  lists  compiled  in  accordance 
with  the  regulations,  the  rules, 
and  the  moticnb  that  have  been 
adopted,  at  regular  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Superintendents  at 
which  is  to  be  present  the  stenog- 
rapher or  stenotypist.  That  has 
not  been  done;  and  not  having 
been  done,  these  are  not  proper 
lists. 

Mr.  Carr:  Well,  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  think  from  the  several  cases  that 
you  have  discussed  now  we  can 
see  how  these  lists  have  been 
made  up  and  how  they  arrive  at 
this  total  mark  here;  and  I 
Imagine  they  all  follow  the  same 
pattern  in  arriving  at  the  final 
mark. 

Chairman:  I  don't  think  that 
they  do.  I  think  Mr.  Bond  was 
just  going  to  tell  us  that  they 
don't. 

Mr.  Carr:  Well,  aside  from  the 
different  assistant  superintend- 
ents, probably,  who  have  some- 
thing to  say  about  the  individual 
candidates;  but  the  basic  report 
is  based  on  this  principal's  report, 
and  then  the  personal  qualifica- 
tions and  the  individual  assistant 
superintendent's  report.  That  is 
the  only  way  I  can  see  there 
would  be  any  difference  between 
those  four  or  five  you  just  dis- 
cussed and  the  following  candi- 
dates. 

I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary 
to  go  through  all  these. 

Chairman:  I  would  like  to  find 
out    why    certain    people    lost    or 
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gained  as  many  as  five  of  ten  or 
fifteen  or  whatever  it  is,  places 
on  a  list. 

Mr.  Carr:  Well,  go  right  ahead, 
Mr.  Chairman,  but  I  think  it  is 
consuming  too  much  time. 

Chairman:  Did  anybody  jump 
up  or  down  as  many  as  fifteen 
places  on  a  list? 

Mr.  Bond:  Look  at  number  13 
on  the  1949  list.  Of  course,  there 
were  appointments  ahead  of  him 
so  you  would  have  to  consider 
the  expiring  list. 

Chairman:  What  was  the  rating 
mark  of  that  person? 

Mr.  Bond:  975.5  and  990. 

Chairman:  No,  I  don't  mean  that 
kind  of  jumping.  I  mean — 

Mr.  Bond:   Place  jumping? 

Chairman:   Yes,   place  jumping. 

Mr.  Bond:  Well,  as  you  look 
down,  Mr.  Muchnick,  for  the  first 
25,  number  25  on  the  1949  list 
is  number  23  on  tlie  1952  list. 
Number  24  on  the  1949  list  is 
number  26.  There  is  only  a  drop 
of  two.  Number  23  on  the  1949 
list  goes  up  to  number  14  on  the 
new  list. 

Chairman:  Well,  take  number 
38. 

Mr.  Bond:  Number  38  on  the 
1949  list? 

Chairman:  Yes — who  is  up  to 
number  20. 

Mr.  Bond:  He  is  up  to  number  20 
on  the  new  list.  Number  39  on 
tlie  1949  list  ib  number  31.  You 
might  have  expected  him  to  go 
up  higher,  but  he  didn't. 

Chairman:  I  don't  quite  get  this. 
Number  25  on  the  old  list  is  now 
number  23  on  the  new  list? 

Mr.  Bond:  Number  23  on  the 
new  list. 

Chairman:  That  is  a  drop  of 
about  12  or  15. 

Mr.  Bond:  Well,  let's  take  him. 

Chairman:    Why   that   drop? 

Mr.  Bond:  Let  me  look  at  the 
merged  mark.  188  in  1952  and 
184  in  1949.  I  am  marking  in 
1952  on  the  merged  mark.  In  the 
personal  qualities,  he  had  187  in 
1952  as  against  184  in  1949.  He 
increased  his  mark,  the  total,  but 
the  others  ahead  of  him  did  bet- 
ter.  That  is  the  only  answer. 

Chairman:  He  didn't  increase 
his  mark  very  much. 

Mr.  Bond:  No,  but  he  held  his 
own. 

Chairman:  Well,  you  take  a 
look  at  this  carefully  as  against 
this;  and  you  will  see  that  almost 
everyone  of  them,  Mr.  Bond, 
shows  an  erasure.  If  there  was 
such  certainty,  why  was  it  neces- 
sary to  erase  under  personal 
qualities  and  change  marks? 


Mr.  Bond:  These  are  what  we 
call  worksheets. 

Chairman:  Yes. 

Mr.  Bond:  There  are  erasures 
here  under  1000.  I  picked  out  one 
from  the  group,  and  erased,  and 
then  put  on  the  marks  that  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  finally 
agreed  in  the  final  meeting. 

Chairman:  Well,  those  were  the 
same  marks,  weren't  they,  that 
Mr.  Corcoran  and  Mr.  Daley  and 
Miss  Hearn  gave? 

Mr.  Bond:  They  were  the  same 
marks.  The  fact  that  there  are 
erasures  simply  means  that  I 
made  a  clean  copy. 

Chairman:  Under  column  4,  Mr. 
Bond,  the  personal  qualities 
column  that  you  have  there,  those 
are  the  marks  that  were  given 
you  by  Mr.  Corcoran  and  Mr. 
Daley  in  one  instance  and  by  Miss 
Hearn  in  another  instance? 

Mr.  Bond:   That  is  true. 

Chairman:  They  were  given  to 
you   at  this  combined  meeting? 

Mr.  Bond:  That's  right. 

Chairman:  If  those  were  the 
marks  that  were  given  you  repre- 
senting the  personal  qualities 
after  the  discussion,  why  was  it 
necessary  to  erase  them  at  any 
time? 

Mr.  Bond:  Frankly — and  I  am 
perfectly  honest  with  you — I  took 
out  this  worksheet,  not  finding 
my  own,  and  I  erased  that  whole 
column — this  column  here.  I 
didn't  have  to  erase  on  the  other 
side  because  the  figures  were  per- 
fectly legible.  I  did  it  to  make  sure 
that  I  would  know  the  difference 
between  an  eight  and  a  seven  and 
so  on.  I  very  carefully  copied  the 
marks  that  were  agreed  upon  and 
which  are  in  this  final  made-up 
list. 

Chairman:  Where  did  you  get 
that  worksheet? 

Mr.  Bond:  We  all  had  a  work- 
sheet. 

Cluairman:  What  did  you  need  a 
worksheet  for  if  you  were  just 
going  to  put  final  figures  on  it? 

Mr.  Bond:  Because  some  of 
these  didn't  use  these  worksheets. 

Chairman:  Well,  did  you  use 
that  one  at  the  combined  con- 
ference? 

Mr.  Bond:  No,  I  didn't.  I 
couldn't  find  the  one  that  I  used 
at  the  combined  conference,  but 
these  marks  aie  the  exact  marks 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents. 

Chairman:  That  I  am  not  quar- 
relling with.  Whose  worksheet 
was  that  one  that  you  erased? 

Mr.  Bond:  There  were  about  a 
dozen  of  them  around  the  table. 
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Chairman:  And  that  one  had  the 
correct  figures  on  it,  didn't  it? 

Mr.  Bond:  This  one  had  the 
figures  that  all  of  them  had  on 
it. 

Chairman:  Then  why  did  you 
have  to  erase  them  if  they  were 
the  correct  figures? 

Mr.  Bond:  I  erased  them  be- 
cause they  weren't  very  neatly 
written  in  and  to  make  sure  that 
I  didn't  make  mistakes.  I  went 
over  this  one  myself  and  that 
one  myself  to  make  sure.  These 
are  my  figures. 

Chairman:  You  don't  know 
whose  worksheet  this  was, 

Mr.  Bond:  No,  I  don't  know. 

Chairman:  Is  that  the  way  the 
other  ratings  were  made  up,  too? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes.  With  smaller 
ratings,  when  there  were  not  so 
many   names,   we   found   it — 

Chairman:  Well,  for  the  posi- 
tion of  principal  of  the  Model 
School,  whose  word  was  taken  oi? 
that? 

Mr.  Bond:  There,  because  they 
were  principals,  we  had  to  depend 
upon  the  assistant  superintend- 
ents wholly  who  had  them  in  the 
past  or  who  knew  of  their  work. 

Chairman:  So  that  in  all  of 
these  you  took  the  opinion  of 
somebody  else? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes,  as  I  said  before. 

Chairman:  I  see  disagreement 
among  other  members  of  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  on  that 
last  statement  judging  by  the 
head-shaking  that  is  going  on  be- 
hind you. 

Mr.  Bond:  Of  course — 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
you  asked  Mr.  Bond  how  the  Model 
School  list  was  made  up,  and  he 
said  that  since  they  were  princi- 
pals you  had  to  take  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  other  assistant 
superintendents  as  well. 

Then  you  asked  him  the  same 
question  the  second  time.  Mr.  Bond 
gave  you  the  answer  the  first  time. 
He  said  that  in  the  case  of  these 
three  people  they  were  principals 
of  schools. 

Chairman:  Mr.  Superintendent, 
I  assume  that  Mr.  Bond  is  able  to 
understand  and  answer  the 
questions,  and  I'd  like  to  get  the 
answers  from  him.  You  took  the 
R'ord  of  other  people  in  coming  to 
this  rating  as  well  and  not  your 
own  independent  judgement? 

Mr.  Bond:  In  this  rating  there 
were  only  three.  They  came  be- 
fore the  six  members  of  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  in  a  personal 
interview  in  which  they  were 
asked  certain  questions  and  gave 
certain   answers. 


Because  they  are  principals — 
and  I  have  had  many  dealings 
with  them  in  the  past — I  would 
say  no,  that  I  didn't  give  full 
consideration  to  those  assistant 
superintendents  who  knew  them. 
I  could  act  somewhat  independ- 
ently. 

Chairman:  What  did  the  num- 
ber one  person  in  the  Model  School 
get  for  personal  qualities? 

Mr.  Bond:  The  number  1  per- 
son got  190. 

Chairman:  For  personal  quali- 
ties? 

Mr.  Bond:  For  personal  quali- 
ties. 

Chairman:  For  the  Model  School 
rating? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman:  Did  any  of  the  peo- 
ple who  were  on  the  elementary 
principals'  list  rate  for  other  posi- 
tions at  the  same  time? 

Mr.  Bond:  No. 

Chairman:  In  any  of  the  rat- 
ings were  people  rating  for  more 
than    one    position? 

Mr.  Bond:  I  think  not.  They 
wouldn't,  certainly,  rate  for  head 
of  department  lists.  That  is  not 
allowed.  I  think  the  answer  is  no. 

Chairman:  Well,  you  are  fa- 
miliar with  the  regulation  that 
says  that  the  ratings  are  to  be 
by  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
acting  by  itself.  Are  you,  Mr. 
Bond? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes.  Do  you  want  to 
read  it,   Mr.   Muchnick? 

Chairman:  Page  18,  Section  70: 
"The  Board  of  Superintendents 
shall  establish  rated  lists  for  pro- 
motion within  the  service  as  may 
be  required  by  the  Superintendent 
and  shall  determine  the  eligi- 
bility of  candidates  for  rating  on 
these  lists." 

It  says  nothing  about  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  sitting  in  with 
the  examiners  for  the  establish- 
ment of  the  rated  list. 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes.  The  lists,  of 
course,  were  not  official  until 
they  were  accepted  by  the  Board 
of  Superindendents,  with  the 
Superintendent  in   the   chair. 

Miss  Fitzgerald:  Mr.  Chairman, 
could  I  interrupt  and  ask  if  at 
that  meeting  at  which  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  is  presented 
with  a  rated  list  any  member 
of  the  Board  could  then  refuse  to 
accept  it  or  modify  the  acceptance 
of  it. 

Mr.  Bond:  The  Superintendent 
asked  that  particular  question: 
"Is  there  anyone  here  who  wants 
to  make  any  change  in  any  mark 
in  any  one  of  these  lists"  or  words 
to  that  effect. 
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Miss  Fitzgerald:  And  then  sup- 
posing there  were  some  disagree- 
ments as  to  an  individual  mark? 

Mr.  Bond:  He  would  not  accept 
the  lists  or  would  not  put  the 
Jists  before  the  Board  for  accept- 
ance. 

Chairman:  In  any  of  these  cases 
of  any  of  the  ratings,  did  any 
member  of  the  Board  of  Exam- 
iners have  anything  to  say  on 
personal  qualities? 
Mr.  Bond:  No. 

Chairman:  Were  they  asked 
any  questions  or  personal  quali- 
ties? 

Mr.  Bond:  No,  not  to  my  knowl- 
edge. I  know  that  when  I  was 
Chief  Examiner — 

Chairman:  At  these  meetings 
concerning  these  lists,  did  any  of 
the  Board  of  Examiners  have  any- 
thing to  say  about  the  candidates 
who  were  rating? 
Mr.  Bond:  Not  to  my  knowledge. 
Chairman :  Well,  you  were  there 
weren't  you? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes,  and  it  wouldn't 
have  been  their  job — 

Chairman:  Did  you  hear  them 
say  anything  at  all? 

Mr.  Bond:  I  heai^d  nothing. 
Chairman:      You     didn't     hear 
them  utter  a  word? 
Mr.  Bond:  No,  sir. 
Chairman:  What  were  they  do- 
ing there  all  the  time? 

Mr.  Bond:   They  were  reading 
confidential  letters. 
Chairman:  To  whom? 
Mr.  Bond:  To  the  six  members 
there. 

Chairman:  Then  they  were  say- 
ing  things? 

Mr.  Bond:  It  was  their  job  to 
read  the  confidential  letters. 

Chairman:  Did  they  say  any- 
thing other  than  that? 

Mr.  Bond:  No,  no  comments. 
Chairman:    Now,    why   couldn't 
.somebody  else  have  read  the  con- 
fidential letters? 

Mr.  Bond:  That  would  have 
been  perfectly  possible.  You 
mean  in  the  meeting  in  which  the 
Board  of  Examiners  were  ex- 
cluded? 
Chairman:  Yes. 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes,  it  is  perfectly 
possible. 

Chairman:  Did  any  member  of 
the  six  assistant  superintendents 
disagree  with  any  of  the  marks 
given  by  those  assistant  super- 
intendents who  were  familiar 
with   the  person  involved? 

Mr.  Bond:  No;  speaking  for  my- 
self, they  did  not. 

Chairman:     Nobody     disagreed 
with  anything  that  went  on? 
Mr.   Bond:   No.   They   had  had 


the  whole  year  to  get  the  facts 
on  each  one  under  their  super- 
vision. 

Chairman:  That  is  the  assis- 
tant who  did  the  recommending 
of   the   mark? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman:  The  others  just  said, 
"If  that  is  the  way  you  feel  about 
it,  that  is  the  mark  I  give  as  well. 
I  accept  your  mark?" 

Mr.  Bond:  Some  had  informa- 
tion to  give.  For  example,  some 
of  them  were  evening  school  or 
summer   school   principals. 

Chairman:  Was  there  any  dis- 
agreement? 

Mr.  Bond:  There  was  no  dis- 
agreement,   no. 

Chairman:  Was  it  on  position 
or  on  specific  grade  that  the 
discussion  took  place? 

Mr.  Bond:  You  mean  when 
there  was  a  tie? 

Chairman:  No  I  mean  in  the 
first  instance. 

Mr.  Bond:  Was  there  any  dis- 
agreement on — V 

Chairman:  Did  anybody  say,  "I 
think  that  Mr.  Philip  Bond,  who 
was  number  oxie,  should  remain 
number  one,"  or  did  they  say,  "I 
think  Mr.  Philip  Bond,  regardless 
of  his  position,  regardless  of  what 
he  got  last  year,  should  get  190 
for   personal   qualities"? 

Mr.  Bond:  No,  I  would  say 
definitely  there  was  no  disagree- 
ment. 

Chairman:  Was  the  discussion 
based  on  whai  marks  somebody 
should  get  or  what  position  some- 
body should  have  on  a  list? 

Mr.  Bond:  The  discussion  was 
based  on  a  comparison  of  candi- 
dates on  those  20  points  on  the 
confidential  report. 

Chairman:  You  mean  all  of 
them  were  compared  at  the  same 
time? 

Mr.  Bond:  No. 

Chairman:  Well,  when  the  name 
of  the  first  person  who  was  dis- 
cussed came  up  on  the  elemen- 
tary principals'  list,  did  the  as- 
sistant superintendent  in  charge 
of  that  level  say,  "I  think  that 
Mr.  So  and  So,  or  Miss  So  and 
So,  should  be  number  one  on  the 
list,"  or  did  the  assistant  super- 
intendent say  substantially,  "I 
think  that  Mr.  So  and  So,  or 
Miss  So  and  So,  should  have  190 
or  whatever  it  was  for  personal 
qualities"? 

Mr.  Bond:  The  second:  "I  think 
that  he  should  have  190  or  what- 
ever it  was  on  personal  qualities." 

Chairman:  Nov^^  it  was  that 
way  all  the  way  down  the  line? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 
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Chairman:  Did  those  personal 
quahties  start  at  the  top  that 
way?  Was  the  first  one  mentioned 
the  one  who  got  the  highest  mark 
in  personal  qualities? 

Mr.  Bond:  No.  The  first  dis- 
cussion was  to  bring  into  the  top 
group  those  they  felt  should  have 
at  least  190  points;  and  then  it 
was  up  to  the  one  in  charge  of 
the  level  to  recommend  beyond 
the  190  points. 

Chairman:  Well,  who  recom- 
mended bringing  in  the  first  group 
of  190  points? 

Mr.  Bond:  The  assistant  super- 
intendent in  charge  of  the  level, 
so  it  was  really  two  steps — 

Chairman:  Fii'st  the  assistant 
superintendent  said  "I  think  we 
ought  to  have  the  following  ten 
at  190  or  better"? 

Mr.  Bond:  That's  right,  going 
down  the  line. 

Chairman:  "They  are  the  ones 
who  are  the  top  people  in  the 
system"? 

Mr.  Bond:  That's  right. 

Chairman:  Well,  wasn't  he  in 
effect  saying  then,  "I  think  these 
top  ten  ought  to  be  numbers  one 
to  ten  on  the  list" — and  picking 
positions? 

Mr.  Bond:  I  would  say  no.  I 
would  simply  say  that  he  or  she 
felt  that  the  mark  that  was  rec- 
ommended was  a  just  mark,  what- 
ever effect  it  had  on  the  final 
list. 

Chairman:  Well,  after  you  got 
the  first  ten,  let's  assume  the 
number  was,  of  190  and  above, 
did  the  assistant  superintendent 
then  have  ten  names  in  front  of 
him? 

Mr.  Bond:  It  might  have  been 
ten. 

Chairman:  But  he  had  a  group 
of  names? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes,  in  the  list. 

Chairman:  Did  he  then  say, 
"This  one  is  the  best  of  the  lot 
in  my  opinion"? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes — which  one  de- 
serves the  top  mark,  and  he  went 
down. 

Chairman:  Yes;  and  he  said,  "I 
think  So  and  So  deserves  the  top 
mark  and  is  therefore  number 
one   in   my   list?" 

Mr.  Bond:  Number  one  on  the 
basis  of  200  points. 

Chairman:  Yes:  "Number  one 
for     the  200  points"? 

Mr.  Bond:  For  the  200  points, 
yes. 

Chairman:  And  then  did  he  say 
what  mark  should  be  given  that 
person? 

Mr.   Bond:   Yes. 


Chairman:  And  that  mark  was 
what? 

Mr.  Bond:  Oh,  196. 

Chairman:  Then  did  he  say  any- 
body  is   as   good   as   this   fellow? 

Mr.  Bond:  After  he  had  marked 
out  his  best  ones,  then  the  other 
assistant  superintendent  picked 
his  best  ones;  and  if  196,  for  ex- 
ample, was  the  top  mark  for  one, 
the  very  best  of  the  top  of  that 
first  group,  then  195  or  196  was 
the  top  mark  for  the  top  of  the 
next  group. 

Chairman:  So  that  even  if  a 
junior  high  school  person  might 
have  been  far  superior  to  the 
elementary  school  person,  both 
top  persons  in  that  level  would 
start  off  at  the  196  point  because 
they  were  top  of  the  level? 

Mr.  Bond:  I  think  not.  I  think 
you  would  agree  if  you  had  been 
there  that  from  the  principals' 
list- 
Chairman:  But  I  wasn't  there, 
and  I  am  trying  to  find  out  what 
happened. 

Mr.  Bond: — and  the  discussion 
of  the  candidates  they  were  both 
superior  people. 

Chairman:  They  were  both 
equal? 

Mr.  Bond:  Both  equal. 

Chairman:  Taking  the  subjec- 
tive opinions  of  various  people,  no 
two  involved  in  the  selection  of 
the  same  one? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman:  Well,  I  can't  go 
along  with  that. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  on 
the  women's  list,  just  going  along 
with  your  line  of  thought  there, 
number  2  was  number  3,  I  think. 
Wasn't  she  number  3  on  the  prev- 
ious list — on  the  1949  list? 

Mr.  Bond:  She  was  number  9  on 
the   original   list. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Now  take  number 
2  on   the   1949   expiring   list. 

Mr.  Bond:  All  right. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  She  becomes  num- 
ber 4  on  the  1952  list. 

Mr.   Bond:   That  is   correct. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  That  is  right.  She 
moved  up  to  number  2  up  to  the 
time  the  1952  list  came  out.  Now 
she  dropped  to  number  4. 

Mr.  Bond:  That's  right. 

Mr.  Lyons:  And  you  just  said 
that  the  principal's  letter  was 
most  effective  in  determining 
place,  and  still  a  person  who  has 
had  no  school,  no  class  to  super- 
vise, moves  up  and  somebody  else 
moves  down  who  had  a  class  and 
certainly  must  have  had  a  good 
recommendation  from  her  prin- 
cipal. I  find  that  hard  to  under- 
stand right  there. 
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Mr.  Bond:  Well,  let's  see  if  we 
can  find  that.  On  the  merged 
martc,  she  had  195. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  That  is  number  2? 
Mr.  Bond:  That  is  number  2. 
Superintendent:    Is    that    1952, 
Mr.  Bond? 

Mr.  Bond:  That  is  1952,  and  196 
on  personal  qualities.  Now  going 
back  to  1949— 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Superintendent 
who  is  it,  in  the  case  of  a  person 
like  number  2  on  the  list  who 
has  no  principal,  who  does  the 
evaluation  that  a  principal  ordin- 
arily would  do? 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Bond  can 
answer. 

Mr.  Bond:  The  assistant  super- 
intendent in  charge  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

Chairman:  Have  you  finished, 
Mrs.  Lyons? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Yes. 
Mr.  Bond:  I  am  trying  to  get 
Mrs.  Lyons  another  mark.  It  was 
on  the  personal  qualities  mark — 
the  difference.  One  went  down, 
and  she   jumped  up. 

Chairman:  Well,  Mr.  Bond,  do 
people  ever  lose  on  personal 
qualities  from  whatever  their 
mark  was  once  down  in  a  sub- 
sequent  rating? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes,  I  have  seen 
several  instances  where  one  has 
dropped   in   subsequent  lists. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  That  is  what 
iiappencd  here. 

Mr.  Bond:  No,  not  on  the 
personal  qualities — on  the  teach- 
ing demonstration. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  On  the  teaching 
demonstration.  That  is  what  I 
can't  understand.  Someone  who 
has  a  class  and  is  used  to  that 
class  can  certainly  do  a  very  fine 
job  with  a  demonstration  rather 
than  giving  somebody  a  class 
when  he  is  not  used  to  it  and  has 
to  go  in  with  a  strange  class,  as 
number  2  would  certainly  have  to 
do,  and  give  a  demonstration  les- 
son. 

Mr.  Bond:  Well,  there  is  no 
other  procedure  that  I  know.  You 
could  ask  that  individual  to  take 
a  class  for  six  months  and  be 
i-cady  at  any  time  for  the  exami- 
ners to  go  in,  but  it  certainly 
would  disrupt  her  program  and 
cause  inconvenience  to  many 
pi'incipals,  and  she  would  not  be 
able  to  give  the  supervision  that 
her  job  calls  for. 

So,  over  the  years  in  many  of 
the  ratings  there  have  been  those 
individuals  who  have  not  had 
classes  of  their  own.  They  are 
eligible  for  rating  because  they 
hold  a  qualifying  certificate,  and 


you    can't    exclude    them    from    a 
rating. 

The  point  of  it  is  that  it  is  up 
to  the  two  examiners  to  Judge 
that  teaching  lesson  as  well  as 
others.  Some  of  them  go  in  cold 
without  even  knowing  the  chil- 
dren. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Somebody  here 
at  Beacon  Street  who  is  not  out 
in  the  schools  or  in  classrooms 
is  rated  by  somebody  else  here 
at  Beacon  Street? 
Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman:  Mr.  Bond,  do  you 
frequently  or  ever  get  other  than 
laudatory  letters  from  principals? 
Mr.  Bond:  Well,  principals  have 
reputations,  some  of  them,  of  call- 
ing a  spade  a  spade. 

Chairman:  Only  some  of  them? 
Mr.  Bond:  Others  have  a  repu- 
tation of  speaking  only  good  of 
those  who  work  in  their  schools. 
When  you  have  22  or  more  princi- 
pals, you  have  22  or  more  person- 
alities, and  they  don't  all  react 
the  same  way.  That  is  why  the 
judgement  of  the  six  members  of 
the  Board  is  necessary  when  there 
are  22  other  personalities  marking 
on  a  list. 

Chairman:  Exactly,  Mr.  Bond; 
and  when  those  22  principals  are 
approximately  80  principals  or 
more,  that  is  all  the  more  neces- 
sary, so  you  shouldn't  pay  as  much 
attention  to  these  principals'  let- 
ters as  you  just  said  you  did  pay. 
That  is  exactly  what  I  am  driv- 
ing at;  and  it's  not  the  six  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  who  are  doing 
this.  You  are  taking  the  word  in 
some  cases  of  one  member  of  the 
Board  who  had  been  a  member 
less  than  a  year  while  most  of 
this  was  going  on,  and  you  were 
taking  the  woi'd  in  the  other 
cases  of  two  members  of  the 
Board,  one  who  had  been  a  mem- 
ber less  than  a  year  and  one  who 
had  been  a  member  for  three  or 
four  years;  and  you  were  taking 
subjective  ratings  of  that  kind 
and  tying  it  in  with  the  subjec- 
tive ratings  of  some  principals 
who,  you  say,  don't  call  a  spade 
a  spade,  and  judging  it  down  to 
1/25  of  one  percentage  point,  and 
I  said  it's  ridiculous  even  to  at- 
tempt it. 

Mr.  Bond:  Well,  I  will  say  this. 
I  think  the  principals  in  general 
do  a  very  good  job. 

Chairman:  Well,  were  there 
any  who  answered  these  con- 
fidential reports  who  in  your 
opinion  don't  do  a  very  good  job 
and  don't  call  a  spade  a  spade? 
Mr.  Bond:  I  can  recall  no 
present  principal   who  sent  in  a 
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confidential  letter  on  that  rating 
that  I  would  say  would  not  give 
an  honest  estimate  of  a  submaster 
or  vice  principal. 

Chairman:  Were  there  any  let- 
ters that  were  not  completely 
laudatory  from  the  principals  on 
the  candidates? 

Mr.  Bond:  There  were  some 
who  had  a  shading  of  credit.  For 
example,  with  20  points,  counting 
ten  points  for  each  personal 
quality,  the  total  is  20  times  ten 
or  200;  and  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers lined  all  those  marks  up 
on  a  numerical  basis  just  as  an- 
other measure  to  help  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents. 

Chairman:  You  mean  the  Board 
of  Examinei's  mai'ked,  where  it 
says  "Percent"  here  on  personal 
characteristics? 

Mr.  Bond:  That  is  right.  The 
principal  was  supposed  to  put  a 
percent  on  the  basis — 

Chairman:  Did  the  principal  do 
that? 

Mr.  Bond:  Oh,  yes,  they  are 
very   faithful   in   doing   that. 

Chairman:  And  the  principal 
put  some  figure  down  here  that 
would  equal  2000? 

Mr.  Bond:  2000;  20  times  100 
percent.  Now  moving  a  decimal 
point  over,  that  brought  it  down 
to  200.  There  is  some  measure, 
but  there  are  twenty  personali- 
ties sending  in  that  measure. 

Chairman :  Yes.  Now  did  the  fig- 
ures sent  in  when  it  was  dec- 
imalized down  to  200  agree  with 
the  figure  of  the  assistant  su- 
perintendent of  that  particular 
level? 

Mr.  Bond:  No.  That  is  the  dif- 
ficulty. They  were  close  to  it. 
They  realized  this.  For  example, 
one  principal  would  mark  per- 
sonal appearance  100  per  cent. 
Another  might  mark  it  90  per 
cent,  with  no  criticism  other  than 
"favorable."  Well,  what  are  you 
to  conclude?  Doesn't  it  appear 
that  both  of  them  have  the  same 
good  personal  appearance?  Simi- 
larly, in  several  of  the  qualities, 
one  principal — 

Chairman:  What  would  the  as- 
sistant superintendent  mark  it 
under  those  circumstances? 

Mr.  Bond:  Under  those  circum- 
stances? That  would  be  up  to 
him,  but  I  would  say  that  he  per- 
haps would  say,  "1  have  never 
seen  anything  to  criticize,  so  the 
mark  should  be  perfect." 

Chairman:  Well,  then  there 
might  be  as  much  as  a  five  or  a 
ten-point  difference  between  the 
estimate  of  the  principal  and  the 


assistant    superintendent    on    the 
personal  characteristics. 

Mr.  Bond:  If  he  is  getting  in 
between  the  marks,  we  will  say, 
on  two  individuals  about  whom 
he  sees  nothing  to  criticize,  and 
one  principal  sends  in  a  perfect 
mark  and  another  one  shades  it 
by  ten  per  cent,  he  has  to  do  the 
best  he  can. 

Chairman:  And  still  you  would 
take  the  recommendation  of  that 
assistant  superintendent  who 
doesn't  agree  with  his  principal's 
by  five  or  ten  per  cent.  You  would 
still  take  his  recommendations 
down  to  %  of  one  per  cent? 

Mr.  Bond:  Well,  I  think  when 
you  get  up  to  90  per  cent,  Mr. 
Muchnick,  that  is  about  as  much 
as  you  can  expect. 

Chairman:  I  agr-ee  with  you, 
and  therefore  I  don't  think  that 
you  can  get  it  down,  when  you 
get  up  to  90  per  cent  and  con- 
sider it  perfect,  as  fine  as  98.5  per 
cent  as  again  98  per  cent  or  98.25 
per  cent  as  against  98  per  cent. 

To  me,  breaking  it  down  into 
that  kind  of  a  fraction  is  the 
height  of  ridiculousness,  frankly. 
Mr.  Bond:  Yes,  but  if  you 
stopped  at  the  190  and  got  six 
tied  at  the  top,  you  would  have  to 
break  those  ties  and  you  would 
have  to  consider  the  20  points  all 
over  again,  and  the  judgment  of 
the  assistant  superintendent,  and 
then  you  would  get  within  10 
per  cent. 

Chairman:  So  that  it  is  one 
person  or  at  most  two  persons 
whose  subjective  judgment  de- 
cides these  places  on  the  list  as 
a  practical  matter? 

Mr.  Bond:  For  recent  knowledge 
of  the  candidate,  yes. 

Chairman:   Well,   that  is   what 
decides  it,  the   recent  knowledge 
of  the  candidate. 
Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman:  Now  it  says  here  on 
the  slip  that  goes  out:  "Detailed 
information  concerning  your  rat- 
ing may  be  obtained  from  the 
Board  of  Examiners  after  Sep- 
tember 12th."  Is  that  correct? 
Mr.  Bond:  Are  you  looking  at 
a  19.52  list? 

Chairman:  Yes,  at  a  1952  list. 
Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman:  How  can  you  give 
detailed  information  concerning 
somebody's  rating  if  you  don't 
keep  records  of  what  went  on  at 
this  joint  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Examiners  and  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  ? 

Mr.  Bond:  Each  candidate  has 
a  sheet,  a  record  of  rating.  I  didn't 
include  it  here.  I  am  sorry 
I    didn't.      Perhaps    you   have    it 
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tlicie  in  that  sheaf.  Turn  to  the 
one  on  elementary  principal  half 
wav  in.  This  sheet  is  filled  out 
by  "the  Board  of  Examiners.  They 
fill  it  out  progressively  as  the 
quantitative  marks  are  supplied, 
and  the  qualitative  marks  later 
on. 

Block  one  is  in  the  power  of 
the  candidate — 

Chairman:  Well,  the  marks 
that  would  interest  the  candidate 
are:  4,  Personal  qualities;  and  5, 
teaching  ability. 

Mr.  Bond:  That  is  right,  and 
number  2,  because  that  is  a 
qualitative  mark,  too.  The  only 
quantitative  marks  are  really  in 
blocks  1  and  3,  200  points.  All 
the  other  marks  are  quantitative. 

Chairman:  Well,  on  personal 
qualities,  if  the  candidate  came  in 
and  said,  "Out  of  200  points  I  got 
184,  Why?"  what  would  this 
sheet  show  him? 

Mr.  Bond:  That  sheet  would  not 
show  it. 

Chairman:  Well,  what  detailed 
information  could  that  candidate 
get? 

Mr.  Bond:  On  all  other  blocks 
except,  I  would  say,  that  one,  he 
simply  is  given  the  mark  given 
by  the  assistant  superintendents. 

Chairman:  And  not  told? 

Mr.  Bond:  No,  because  of  the 
confidential  nature  of  that  in- 
formation. 

Chairman:  Well,  what  is  the 
point  of  having  this  broken  down 
into  20  different  items  on  the  first 
one,  personal  appearance,  for  ex- 
ample,- and  have  somebody  get 
a  zero  in  that,  and  get  180  in 
all  the  others — or  190  in  the  other 
19  qualities  and  not  be  told  that 
he  or  she  got  a  zero  in  personal 
appearance  and  thus  be  given 
some  basis  on  which  to  improve? 

Mr.  Bond:  Usually  if  they  don't 
get  too  high  a  mark,  they  are 
asked  to  go  back  to  the  principal 
of  their  school  and  a.sk  if  there  is 
any  criticism. 

Chairman:  And  the  principal 
will  say,  if  he  is  smart,  "Go  back 
to  the  Board  of  Examiners  and 
check  your  folder,"  because  there 
is  no  reason  for  him  to  be  the 
one  who  is  put  in  the  middle, 
either. 

Mr.  Bond:  No,  I  think  you  will 
find  that  the  principals  are  pretty 
frank  in  telling  them. 

Chairman:  Well,  if  they  are 
that  frank,  then  what  is  the  ob- 
.iection  to  showing  their  confi- 
dential report  if  they  are  going 
to  be  frank  with  the  person  when 
the  person  comes  to  them 


Mr.  Bond:  You  would  show 
them    a    confidential    report. 

Chairman:  Well,  you  say  that 
they  are  going  to  get  it  from  the 
principal  if  they  go  back  to  him. 
Why  not  show  it  to  them  when 
they  come  to  you? 

Mr.  Bond:  Suppose  the  princi- 
pal, for  example,  marked  them 
down    on    "fairness"? 

Chairman:  Yes.  Don't  you  think 
the  teacher  ought  to  know  about 
it — that  she  is  considered  unfair 
by  her  principal? 

Mr.  Bond:  She  probably  does 
long  before  she  rates. 

Chairman:  Well,  if  she  knows 
that,  what  is  the  harm  in  show- 
ing her  the  report  that  officially 
say  so? 

Mr.  Bond:  Simply  because  on 
the  front  page  it  says:  "Confiden- 
tial" up  under  "Principal's  Re- 
port on  Candidates." 

Chairman:  It  is  confidential, 
so  that  the  person  who  is  being 
discussed  doesn't  even  have  a 
right  to  know  what  is  being  said? 

Mr.  Bond:  That's  right— on  this 
confidential   report. 

Chairman:  Well,  it  seems  to  mo 
this  serves  no  purpose  other  than 
to  let  a  principal  favor  somebody 
\vho  possibly  shouldn't  be  favored 
if  he  is  that  kind  of  a  person,  or 
hurt  somebody  whom  he  may  not 
like  if  he  is  that  kind  of  a  person. 
It  seems  to  me  if  somebody  says 
something  about  you,  you  should 
have  a  right  to  know  what  is  be- 
ing said  without  any  question. 

Mr.  Bond:  You  are  back  again 
to  the  subjective  element,  which 
is  the  sore  spot,  of  course,  in  the 
rating  system. 

Chairman:  And  it  seems  to  me 
that  it  isn't  exactly  truthful  to 
say  to  a  candidate,  "You  can  get 
detailed  information  concerning 
your  ratirg,"  when  on  the  im- 
portant information,  the  deter- 
mining information,  the  candi- 
date is  told,  "I  am  sorry,  it's  con- 
fidential." 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes- 
Chairman:  Have  you  seen  let- 
ters from  executives  in  the  School 
Department  concerning  teachers 
and  junior  executives  when  they 
apply  in  other  systems  or  for 
entrance  into  colleges  saying, 
"Mr.  So  and  So  or  Miss  So  and  So 
is  one  of  our  better  teachers  and 
one  of  the  most  dependable  and 
so  forth  and  things  of  that  na- 
ture" 

Mr.  Bond:  Surely. 
Chairman:    Would   .you   assume 
Irom    that    that    such    a    teacher 
was  an  A-1  or  A-1  plus? 
Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 
Chairman:  You  wouldn't  expect

a  teacher  who  was  in  the  2  cate- 
gory to  recei\-e  such  a  letter  from 
her  principal  or  assistant  super- 
intendent, would  you? 

Mr.  Bond:  You  mean  in  out- 
side school  systems? 

Chairman:    No,    in    our    school 
system. 
"  Mr.  Bond:  No,  I  think  not. 

Chairman:  If  somebody  were 
setting  an  A-minus  and  2  and 
2-plus,  you  wouldn't  except  that 
letters  concerning  that  person 
would  contain  "He  is  one  of  the 
better  teachers  in  the  system" 
and  things  of  that  nature? 

Mr.  Bond:  Why,  then,  follow- 
ing your  suggestion,  would  it  be 
better  to  have  the  principal  let 
the  candidate  see  what  he  has 
written  about  him  before  sending 
it  in  to  the  Board  of  Examiner's? 

Chairman:  I  think  it  should  be 
done.  I  think  it  should  be  done. 
Would  you  agree  with  me  that 
sending  that  type  of  letter, 
whether  it  be  to  another  school 
system  or  to  another  department 
in  our  system,  by  an  executive 
would  be  dishonest  for  somebody 
who  is  getting  A-minuses  and  2- 
pluses?  Am  I  right,  Mr.  Bond? 

Mr.  Bond:  That's  right. 

Chairman:  That  would  be  a  dis- 
honest type  of  thing  to  do?    . 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Chairman:  There  is  no  question 
about  it,  is  there? 

Mr.  Bond:  No. 

Chairman:  Then  why  is  it  that 
it  is  done  in  our  system  and  that 
when  such  people  attempt  to  rate 
they  are  told  their  marks  are  too 
low  and  they  are  wasting  their 
time — can  you  tell  me  that? 

Mr.  Bond:  No. 

Chairman:  I  am  perfectly  will- 
ing to  discontinue  this  until  some 
other  time. 

Mr.  Bond:  No,  that  is  all  right. 
Go  right  ahead. 

Miss  Fitzgerald:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  wanted  to  ask  this  question. 
Mr.  Bond,  on  the  principal's  re- 
port, do  you  think  that  the  fact 
that  you  have  the  word  "confi- 
dential" on  the  front  makes  the 
report  from  those  principals  any 
more  frank  or  accurate. 

Mr.  Bond:  Frankly,  I  do,  from 
my  long  experience  in  the  rating 
system;  and  I  think  that  if  you 
destroy  the  confidence  of  the 
principal  in  this  form  that  he 
sends  in,  there  would  be  no 
criticism   sent  in   by   a   principal. 

Chairman:   Oh,   Mr.   Bond- 
Mr.  Bond:  Wait  a  minute.  Have 
I   answered   your   question? 

Miss  Fitzgerald:  Yes. 

Mr.  Bond:  How  do  you  feel? 
You  are  in  a  position — 


Chairman:  Mr.  Bond,  I  don't 
think  it's  incumbent  on  you  to 
ask  Miss  Fitzgerald  how  she 
would  do  it.  I'd  like  to  follow  up 
on  that  question.  Do  you  mean 
that  we  have  principals  in  our 
system  who  lack  the  courage  to 
tell  the  truth  about  one  of  their 
subordinates  if  they  feel  that  that 
subordinate  is  going  to  learn  what 
the  truth  happens  to  be  and  that 
if  they  weren't  secured  by  the 
word  "confidential"  they  wouldn't 
tell  tlic  truth  and  would  just  give 
glowing  reports?  Is  that  what 
you  mean? 

Mr.  Bond:  I  have  no  evidence  to 
substantiate  that.  I  wonder, 
though,  if  it  isn't  human  nature 
not  to  be  too  critical  of  people 
under  you;  and,  if  there  is  reason 
to  criticize,  to  shade  it  so  that 
it  doesn't  come  as  too  great  a 
shock? 

Chairman:  If  that  is  so,  why 
send  the  person  back  to  the  prin- 
cipal to  find  out  what  is  in  the 
confidential  report?  He  isn't  going 
to  tell  her 

Mr.  Bond:  There  are  principals 
^and  principals — as  you  know. 

Chairman:  Yes,  and  I  assume 
that  our  principals  have  principles; 
and  will  tell  the  truth  and  will 
have  the  courage  to  tell  it,  whether 
it's  a  confidential  repor*  or  not. 

Mr.  Bond:  It  might  wcrrk  out. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
think  they  could  tell  the  truth 
very  easily,  but  it  would  be  the 
manner  in  which  they  told  it. 
There  is  such  a  thing  as  being 
brutally  frank  and  constructively 
rank. 

Chairman:  Correct;  and  it 
seems  to  me  that  they  ought  to 
be  constructively  frank  and  that 
the  teacher  ought  to  have  access 
to  this  report  to  find  out  what  is 
wrong  with  the  teacher,  not  just 
to  keep  stabbing  in  the  dark. 

Mr.  Carr:  Well,  I  don't  think 
it  is  stabbing  in  the  dark,  but  I 
am  inclined  to  agree  with  Mr. 
Bond.  As  long  as  you  are  deal- 
ing with  the  human  equation,  you 
will  find  a  difference.  You  will 
find  people  who  will  come  out 
frankly  and  tell  them  just  what 
is  wrong  with  them.  Some  of 
them  try  to  shade  it  and  break  it 
to  them  gently,  and  I  think  this 
confidential  thing  on  here  is  for 
that  purpose.  You  are  apt  to  get 
a  more  accurate  report,  as  Miss 
Fitzgerald  says,  and  get  a  true 
picture   of   the   teacher. 

Chairman:  It  seems  to  me,  Mr. 
Carr — 

Mr.  Carr:  Otherwise  they  would 
be  very  hesitant.

Chairman:  It  seems  to  me,  Mr. 
Carr,  that  we  should  let  the 
teacher  have  a  true  picture  as 
well. 

Mr.  Carr:  I  think  they  can  very 
easily  get  a  true  picture. 
Chairman:  How? 
Mr.  Cai-r:  By  going  back  to  the 
head  master.  You  have  different 
types  of  head  masters.  Some  will 
probably  come  right  out  and  tell 
them  what  is  wrong  with  them. 
Others  will  probably  do  it  by  in- 
ference. 

Chairman:  The  one  who  doesn't 
want  to  be  frank,  knowing  that 
he  is  protected  by  this,  can  very 
easily  say  to  the  teacher,  "I  gave 
you  the  best  send-off  in  the 
world.  I  don't  know  who  on  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  is  sore 
at  you." 

Mr.  Carr:  Well,  I  don't  think 
that  is  so. 

Chairman:  I'lien  the  teacher 
never  learns  wlvat  is  supposed  to 
be  wrong  with  him. 

Mr.  Carr:  Well,  I  think  they 
could  probably  very  closely  come 
up  with  the  right  answer  about 
where  they  did  get  the  low  mark. 
Any  teacher  in  the  service  is  in- 
telligent enough  to  find  out  for 
himself  without  being  told  frankly 
where  the  defect  lies. 

Chairman:  Well,  you  and  I  have 
differed  before,  Bill,  and  probably 
will  before  tomorrow  morning 
again.  Has  there  been  ,  since  the 
directive  of  the  public  meeting  of, 
I  think,  three  meetings  ago,  any 
further  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  on  the  question 
erf  these  lists? 

Mr.  Bond:  You  mean  joint  meet- 
ings with  the  Board  of  Examiners? 


Chairman:  No,  I  mean  meetings 
of  the  Board  of  Superintendents, 
Mr.  Bond.  There  was  a  vote  of 
the  School  Committee — I  believe 
it  was  in  the  latter  part  of  June 
in  public  meeting — sending  the 
lists  back  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents to  be  acted  on  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  rules  and  the 
motions  that  have  been  passed 
and  spelling  out  in  pretty  definite 
terms  what  was  to  be  done.  Has 
the  matter  of  lists  been  taken  up 
again  since? 
Mr.  Bond:  No. 

Chairman:  I  would  like  to  study 
these. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
that  is  not  official  and  I  think  in 
fairness  you  should  give  it  back  to 
Mr.  Bond.  Mr.  Bond  gave  you  that 
as  a  matter  of  courtesy. 

Chairman:  Yes,  and  I  said  that 
I  would  like  to  give  it  study. 

Superintendent:     Would    you 
please  give  it  back  to  Mr.  Bond? 
Chairman:    Mr.    Bond,    do    you 
have  any  fears  of  my  keeping  that 
working  sheet  for  a  few  days? 
Mr.  Bond:  Oh,  no. 
Chairman:    Do    you    have    any 
particular  objection  to  my  keep- 
ing it  and  studying  it? 
Mr.  Bond:  No. 

Chairman:  Thank  you.  I  will 
return  it  to  you  on  Wednesday  or 
Thursday.

THE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON 

The  Chairman  laid  before  the 
Committee  a  deed  drawn  to  con- 
vey under  Chapter  618  of  the 
Acts  of  1952  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Masssachusetts  all 
land  held  by  the  City  of  Boston 
for  school  purposes  within  the 
area  in  the  city  bounded  by 
Huntington  Avenue,  Longwood 
Avenue,  Worthington  Street, 
Tetlow  Street  and  Evans  Way; 
and  after  consideration  of  the 
matter,  upon  motion  duly  made 
and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  That  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Boston  be,  and  he 
hereby  is,  authorized  to  convey 
in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
City  of  Boston  to  the  Common-

STATEMENT  OF  POLICY 

Mrs.  Lyons  offered  the  follow- 
ing: 

As  a  conclusion  to  this  Salary 
Schedule,  the  following  statements 
comprise  the  planned  program  of 
the  Boston  School  Committee  for 
the  establishment  of  a  Single 
Salary  Schedule  for  the  entire  in- 
structional personnel: 

(a)  The  School  Committee 
wishes  to  establish  for  head  mas- 
ters and  principals  a  minimum 
salary  for  head  masters  of  $7032, 
and  a  minimum  salary  for  prin- 
cipals of  $6300,  and  for  both  head 
masters  and  principals,  a  maxi- 
mum salary  of  $8,000,  to  be  reach- 
ed, in  addition  to  the  regular  in- 
crement of  $144,  by  single  salary 
steps  of  $120  for  head  masters  and 
$180  for  principals,  with  the  pro- 
vision that  the  new  maximum  of 
$8,000  shall  be  automatically  es- 
tablished when  both  head  masters 
and  principals  presently  on  maxi- 
mum salary  shall  have  reached  the 
salary  of  $7,776,  and  then,  both 
head  masters  and  principals  shall 
advance  to  $8,000  by  a  step  of  $224. 

(b)  The  School  Committee 
wishes  to  establish  for  heads  of 
department  and  head  instructors 
a  minimum  salary  of  $4872,  and 
for  submasters  and  vice  principals 
a  minimum  salary  of  $3564,  and 
for  heads  of  departments,  head  in- 
structors, submasters,  and  vice 
principals  a  maximum  salary  of 
$6500,  to  be  reached  by  single 
salary  steps  of  $120  per  annum 
for  heads  of  department  and 
head  instructors  in  addition  to 
the  regular  annual  increment  of 
$144,  and  by  single  salary  steps 
of  $180  per  annum  for  sub- 
masters  and  vice  principals,  in 
addition  to  the  regular  annual 
increment  of  $144,  with  the  pro- 
vision that  the  new  maximum 
salary  of  $6500  shall  be  auto- 
matically established  when  sub- 
masters  and  vice  principals  pres- 
ently on  maximum  salary  shall 
have  reached  the  salary  of  $6336, 
at  which  time  heads  of  depart- 
ment and  head  instructors,  sub- 
masters  and  vice  principals  shall 
advance  to  the  maximum  salary 
of  $6500  by  a  step  of  $164. 

(c)  For  all  classroom  teachers 
other  than  those  elsewhere  specifi- 
cally provided  for,  the  School 
Committee  endorses  for  element- 
ary and  junior  high  school  teach- 
ers the  establishment  of  a  mini- 
mum salary  of  $3,132,  and  for  all 
high  school  teachers  the  establish- 
ment of  a  minimum  salary  of 
$3504,    and   for    teachers   of    ele- 
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mcntar}-  schools,  junior  high 
schools,  and  high  schools,  a  maxi- 
mura  salary  of  $5500  for  those 
who  possess  the  bachelor's  de- 
gree or  equivalent,  and  a  maxi- 
mum salary  of  $5900  for  those 
who  possess  the  master's  degree. 
With  elementary  and  junior  high 
scliool  teachers  progressing  at 
a  rate  of  $180  per  year  in  ad- 
dition to  the  annual  increment 
of  $144,  and  with  high  school 
teachers  progressing  at  a  rate  of 
$120  per  year  in  addition  to  the 
annual  increment  of  $144  until 
those  teachers  possessing  a  bache- 
lor's degree,  or  equivalent,  reach 
the  maximum  salary  of  $5500  and 
those  teachers  possessing  a  mas- 
ter's degree  reach  the  maximum 
salary  of  $5900. 

Mr.  Muchnick  offered  the  fol- 
lowing : 

ORDERED,  That  the  preced- 
ing statement  just  read  by  Mrs. 
Lyons  as  the  statement  of  policy 
be  distinctly  understood  to  be  a 
statement  of  policy  and  not  a 
part  at  the  salary  schedule  it- 
self even  though  it  would  ap- 
pear to  be  proper  and  preferable 
that  it  be  printed  in  the  same 
document;  and  if  printed  in  the 
same  document,  some  preface 
ought  to  be  included  that  it  is  a 
statement  of  policy  and  not  any- 
thing that  should  be  interpreted 
as  being  presently  adopted  as 
part  of  the  present  September 
1st  salary  schedule.

military  service,  gone  far  beyond 
and  above   the  call  of  duty. 

I  would  like  to  extend  my  per- 
sonal thanks  and  officially  the 
thanks  of  the  School  Committee 
to  Mrs.  Lyons,  Mr.  Ruddy,  and  all 
the  members  of  the  committee 
for  a  job  very  well  done;  and  I 
would  like  to  ask  that  that  com- 
mittee remain  in  existence  to 
continue  to  attempt  to  straighten 
out  the  salary  schedule  in  so  far 
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as  it  currently  isn't  straightened 
out  and  to  help  solve  such  other 
problems  as  may  arise.

Business  Manager:  I  have  no 
objection  to  that.

Dr.  Foley:  I  move,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, we  accept  that  order.

Mr.  Muchnick:  Before  we  vote 
on  that,  I  am  worried  about  what 
you  brought  up,  Mr.  Carr.  This 
indicates  that  people  get  $120  and 
$180  only.  Everybody  who  is 
listed  here  gets  that.  Now,  are 
there  some  people  listed  here  who 
have  in  the  proposed  schedule  re- 
ceived more  than  $120  and  $180? 

For  example,  I  mean  some- 
body like  the  Director  of  Physi- 
cal Education  who  has  gcme  from 
$7400  or  $7600  or  whatever  it 
was  to  $8000.  Are  they  in  this 
general  group?

There  is  always 
that  pi'ovision  as  a  safeguard  in 
here  that  in  no  case  shall  the 
maximum  salaries  of  their  ranks 
be  exceeded. 

Mr.  Muchnick :  Yes,  but  if  some- 
body is  now  in  here,  Mr.  Smith, 
for  $120  increase — say  a  director 
at  $6876 — and  a  majority  of  the 
committee  voted  to  pay  that 
director  $7100,  then  that  particular 
director  would  have  to  be  amended 
out  of  this  and  a  special  order 
made? 

Business  Manager:  Yes,  I  agree. 

Dr.  Foley:  Or,  Mr.  Chairman,  if 
we  wanted  to  change  $120  to  $180, 
we  would  have  to  have  a  special 
order.

Mr.  Muchnick:  If  there  is  any- 
body here  who  is  adversely  affect- 
ed by  any  of  these  figures,  before 
the  vote  would  you  just  make 
yourself  known?  That  includes 
the  members  of  the  Committee  as 
well.  If  there  is  anybody  who 
has  read  over  the  schedule  since 
Thursday  night,  that  will  become 
one  of  the  items  that  we  would 
pass  to  the  end  as  well;  and  while 
there  wouldn't  be  any  hearings  on 
it  today,  it  would  be  something 
that  we  would  want  to  dtscuss  at 
least  among  ourselves.

Mrs.  Lyons:  And  the  senior  in- 
structor gets  less? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Yes. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Has  it  always  been 
that  way? 

Miss  Sheehan:  No. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  It  seems  rather 
peculiar  to  me  to  see  an  instruc- 
tor getting  more  than  a  senior 
instructor.  I  just  could  not  recon- 
cile that. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Should  those  be 
equalized,  Mr.  Superintendent? 

Superintendent:  I  am  always 
for  giving  people  more  money, 
Mr.  Muchnick.  Therefore  I  would 
say  give  the  senior  instructors 
the  extra  amount. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  exclusive 
of  that  reason,  is  there  a  good 
reason? 

Superintendent:  I  think  that  is 
a  very  good  reason. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Are  they  in  the 
same  category? 

Superintendent:  There  is  only 
one  instructor,  mechanic  arts,  on 
$5376.  How  many  senior  instruc- 
tors ave  there — four  or  five? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Five. 

Superintendent:  Five  senior  in- 
structors, mechanic  arts.  I  think 
most  senior  instructors,  mechanic 
arts,  are  at  Boston  Technical 
School,  are  they  not,  Mr.  Bond? 

Mr.  Bond:  Yes. 

Superintendent:  And  the  in- 
structor, mechanic  arts,  on  $5376, 
is  at  RoslLndale  High  School. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Should  the  ones 
at  the  Boston  Technical  School 
get  as  much  as  the  academic 
teachers  at  the  Technical  High 
School? 

Superintendent:  I  would  recom- 
mend that  the  senior  instructors, 
mechanic  art5,,  at  the  Boston 
Technical  School,  receive  the  ad- 
ditional   amount,    $5376. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Do  you  want  to 
include  that  now  or  pass  it  to  the 
end? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  think  we  should 
include  that  now.  Make  it  $5376 
instead  of  $5232.  The  minimum  is 
exactly  the  same. 


Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman. 
You  asked  me  about  senior  in- 
structor, mechanic  arts,  $3504, 
$144,  $5232.  Then,  instructor,  me- 
chanic arts,  $3504,  $144,  $5376. 

You  asked  me  if  I  felt  that  these 
persons  should  receive  the  same 
salary,  and  my  answer  was  yes. 
However,  this  is  true.  The  senior 
instructor,  mechanic  arts,  at  $5232 
is  for  those  without  a  bachelor's 
degree.  You  will  notice  the  line 
above:  senior  instructor,  mechanic 
arts,  with  a  bachelor's  degree. 

So  that  if  we  give  the  senior 
instructor,  mechanic  arts,  with- 
out the  degree,  $5376,  they  will 
be  receiving  the  same  salary  as 
those  with  the  degree,  which  is 
provided  for  above. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  How  about  the 
instructor,  mechanic  arts?  Does 
he  have  a  degree? 

Superintendent:  That  I  would- 
not  know. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  It  seems  to  me 
that  is  important  to  the  whole 
questicfn  as"  to  whether  the  de- 
gree part  is  the  important  part 
in  it. 

Superintendent:  I  think  per- 
haps that,  there  being  only  one 
person,  there  was  a  special  sal- 
ary for  that  one  person.  Is  that 
true.  Miss   Sheehan? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Yes.  The  former 
School  Committee  granted  him 
the  increase  in  salary. 

Superintendent:  Do  you  want  to 
look  at  that,  Mrs.  Lyons?  I  think 
it  will  help  you. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Yes,  but  just  to 
break  in  there  on  something  Miss 
Sheehan  said,  I  think  that  is  one 
of  the  things  that  has  thrown  this 
whole  pay  schedule,  out  of  line 
completely— that  one  person  comes 
in  without  the  qualifications  that 
other  people  have,  and  then  we 
have  to  bring  everybody  up. 

I  don't  know  where  all  this 
money  is  coming  from.  I  think 
we  should  stick  to  the  fact  that 
if  a  person  has  a  degree,  they 
certainly  should  be  considered — or 
the  maximum  time.  Is  it  Order 
9,   after  15  years  of  service? 

Then  I  think  that  we  should 
stick  to  that  and  not  bring  some- 
body up  just  as  a  matter  of  being 
kind  to  them.  After  all,  I  think  wo 
ought  to  be  kind  to  people  who 
have  taken  the  time,  the  trouble, 
and  the  money  to  earn  a  degree. 

Frankly,  I  am  for  that.  Any 
time  that  a  person  has  that  drive 
to  go  out  and  get  a  degree,  I  think 
they  should  be  compensated  for  it, 
and  I  think  the  lazy  person  who 
doesn't  want  to  do  it  and  doesn't 
want  to  spend  the  money  for  it 
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should  not  just  be  pushed  up  there 
because  it  is  one  person.  I  don't 
like  that  at  all. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mrs.  Lyons, 
what  you  say  is  completely  true, 
and  has  been  recognized  in  th.-' 
$'5500-$5900  differential  between 
bachelor's  and  master's  degrees, 
and  I  can  see  the  reason  for  the 
differentiation  now  from  the  senior 
instructor  with  Order  9  at  $5376 
and  the  senior  instructors  at 
$5232. 

If  they  haven't  had  the  drive, 
as  Mrs.  Lyons  put  it,  to  go  out 
and  improve  themselves,  then  I 
would  just  as  soon  bring  them 
back  to  $5232.  Otherwise,  those 
above  them  who  \A^nt  out  and  got 
the  degrees  -  - 

Superintendent:  I  think,  Mr. 
Chairman,  you  should,  because— 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Should  what — 
put  them  back? 

Superintendent:  Yes,  because  it 
also  affects  the  two  upper  groups. 
You  will  notice  the  cooperative  in- 
structors with  the  bachelor's  de- 
gree receive  the  $5376,  and  with- 
out the  degree  $5232;  so  that  if 
you  leave  the  senior  instructors 
with  the  degree  at  $5376  and  leave 
the  senior  instructors,  mechanic 
arts,  without  the  degree  at  $5232, 
then  you  will  be  treating  all  the 
same. 

Mr.  Carr:  There  was  appar- 
entl:  a  reason  for  that  differen- 
tial in  the  beginning. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  The  lack  of  de- 
gree. ' 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Then  I  move  we 
strike  out  the  $5376  and  put  it 
back  to  $5232. 

Superintendent:  For  senior  in- 
structor, mechanic  arts? 

Mrs.  Lyons:    That  is  right. 

(RoUcall) : 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Now  what  can 
we  do  about  this  instructor,  me- 
chanic arts? 

Superintendent:  I  think,  Mr. 
Chairman,  that  it  should  be  left 
as  it  is.   That  is  my  own  thought. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Excepting  that 
I  feel,  frankly,  that  he  shouldn't 
get  the  $120  this  year  if  he  got 
something  last  year  that  he 
shouldn't  have  gotten. 

Superintendent:  I  don't  think 
that  he  got  anything  last  year, 
Mr.  Chairman. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Isn't  that  what 
it  was,  Miss  Sheehan?  When  was 
he  given  that? 

Miss  Sheehan:  The  last  commit- 
tee gave  him  an  increase. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Do  you  know 
how  much  it  was? 

Miss  Sheehan:  $288. 


Superintendent:  There  was 
nothing  in  litigation,  was  there, 
Miss  Sheehan? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Yes,  on  the  in- 
structor, mechanic  arts — $288. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Miss  Sheehan, 
that  brought  him  up  on  a  par 
with  the  cooperative  instructors 
without  a  degree,  didn't  it? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Cooperative  in- 
structors with  a  degree. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Up  to  the  ones 
with  a  degree? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Yes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Now  it  seems 
to  me,  Mrs.  Lyons,  that,  recog- 
nizing the  philosophy  that  you 
just  enunciated,  this  instructor, 
mechanic  arts,  doesn't  have  a  de- 
gree, is  that  right,  Mr.  Super- 
intendent? 

Superintendent:  I  couldn't  an- 
swer it,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Does  he,  Mr 
Bond? 

Mr.  Bond:  The  requirements 
did  not  call  for  a  degree,  and  I 
d-^n't  think  he  has  earned  one 
since. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  it  seems 
to  me  that  if  we  hold  it  out,  then 
we  should  not  add  the  $120  just 
to  show  that  if  he  got  away  with  it 
once  doesn't  mean  he  is  going  to 
continue  to  get  away  with  it.  It 
IS  just  a  corollary  of  bringing  the 
$5376  back  to  the  $5232. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Well,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, my  thought  on  that  was  that 
the  purpose  of  the  single  salary 
and  the  differential  between  $5500 
and  $5900,  the  eventual  maxi- 
mums, was  that  it  was  an  incen- 
tive to  make  the  system  better  by 
havmg  people  go  out  and  get  de- 
grees. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Correct. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  And  I  think  we 
should  follow  that  philosophy 

Mr.  Muchnick:  But  here,  as- 
suming that  there  is  no  degree 
for  this  instructor,  mechanic  arts, 
last  year  he  was  able  to  get  him- 
self, because  he  was  only  one 
person  and  therefore  the  smallest 
of  the  small  groups,  put  in  the 
same  class  with  those  who  had 
gone  up— had  the  push  to  get  a 
degree. 

We  should  not  give  him  further 
recognition  of  his  lobbying  ability, 
if  you  want  to  call  it  that.  If  he 
had  translated  that  drive  into 
getting  a  degree,  I  would  have 
no  objection  to  it.  I  don't  think 
he  ought  to  be  further  encour- 
aged not  to  get  a  degree  and  can 
get  the  same  pay  as  those  people 
who  do  go  out  and  get  degrees. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  agree  with  you 
there. 
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Mr.  Muchnick:  I  would  just  as 
soon  cut  the  $120  off  there.  If  he 
has  a  degree,  I  take  back  every- 
thing I  said. 

Superintendent:  Excuse  me.  The 
records,  Mr.  Chairman,  from  the 
personnel  office  are  as  of  March 
1930.  Is  that  true,  Mr.  Bond? 

Mr.  Bond:  That  is  true. 

Superintendent:  In  other  words, 
we  can't  keep  these  records  up  to 
date  every  month. 

Mr.  Bond:  As  they  obtain  de- 
grees, they  send  in  the  record. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  imagine  the 
first  thing  anybody  would  do 
would  let  the  Boss  know  that  he 
had  a  degree. 

Superintendent:  Some  one 
might  not  send  in  a  record  of  at- 
taining a  degree  and  could  be  in 
possession  of  a  degree.  I  just  want 
to  point  that  out. 

Miss  Sheehan:  He  is  a  graduate 
of  our  Training  School  for  teach- 
ers of  mechanic  arts  in  1930,  and 
he  has  not  recorded  any  degree. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  would  like  to 
reduce  that  by  $120. 

Dr.  Foley:   All  right. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  In  keeping  with 
the  whole  policy. 

Mr.  Carr:  Are  there  others, 
Mr.  Chairman,  to  whom  we  have 
given  that  $120  or  $180  who  do 
not  have  degrees  but  have  certi- 
ficates? This  man  here  is  a  grad- 
uate of  our  own  training  school. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  T 
think  what  Mr.  Carr  means  is 
this.  I  think  he  is  right  in  his 
thinking  there.  I  was  just  think- 
ing the  same  thing,  Mr.  Carr — 
that  the  people  who  were  in  serv- 
ice for  fifteen  years  were  in  a  sit- 
uation where  I  think  that  equiv- 
alency clause  went  along  with 
that,  so  that  that  would  probably 
bring  him  right  in  with  that  other 
group. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  would  not  change  that  if  I  were 
the  committee.  I  would  leave  it 
at  $5376.  It  was  given  by  this 
committee  in  good  faith  tentative- 
ly a  week  or  two  ago.  I  think  it 
should  be  left  as  it  is. 

Secretary:  Teachers  specially 
a.ssigncd. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  May  I  break  in 
there?  The  minimum  of  that  sal- 
ary for  division  foremen  is  going 
to  remain  at  $6168.  I  think  there 
are  only  two.  There  is  one  there 
and  one  at  Brandeis. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Shop  super- 
intendent and  division  head  you 
would  like  to  have  passed? 

Voice:  No,  I  would  like  to  talk 
on  them  later  if  you  give  me  a 
chance. 


Mr.  Muchnick:  We  will  hold 
those  two  till  the  end,  then. 

Mr.  Carr:  How  about  this 
division  foreman? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  $6168  for  the 
maximum— for  just  the  maxi- 
mum. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Is  there  any 
objection  to  that? 

Mr.  Carr:  I  was  wondering, 
Mr.  Chairman,  why  the  change 
was  made.  Was  it  an  error,  or  is 
it  in  line  with  the  rest  of  the 
salary   schedule? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mrs.  Lyons? 

Mr.  Cai-r:  I  was  wondering  why 
we  should  change  it  to  $6168 — to 
bring  it  in  line  or  what? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  think  both  of 
those  men  have  been  there  for 
25  years  or  more,  and  the  one  at 
Brandeis,  Mr.  Superintendent — 
would  you  tell  them  how  many  he 
has  under  him?  I  think  I  looked 
in  the  manual.  There  are  about 
four  or  five. 

Superintendent:  He  is  here, 
Mrs.  Lyons — Mr.  Bossi. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Bossi,  how 
many  men  do  you  have  under 
you? 

Mr.  Bossi:  None.  I  did  have  one. 

Mrs.   Lyons:   You  haven't  any? 

Mr.  Bossi:  No.  They  took  him 
away  last  October. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  MacNeill,  how 
many  do  you  have  under  you. 

Mr.  MacNeill:  I  have  two,  and 
my  department  has  been  large 
enough  for  three  men  for  five 
years. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  your  title  is 
division  foreman? 

Mr.  MacNeill:  Yes;  and  I  would 
like  to  say  this,  Mr.  Chairman.  I 
am  very  appreciative  of  this  op- 
portunity to  get  that  up  there.  I 
would  like  to  reserve  this — that 
if  division  heads  go  higher  than 
this  one,  I  want  to  hold  that  un- 
til I  get  the  pay  of  division  head 
because  I  do  all  that  work.  Thank 
you. 

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Chairman,  where 
docs  the  shop  foreman  come  in 
on  this  schedule — under  what  cap- 
tion do  they  come? 

Secretary:  Industrial  Arts. 

Dr.  Foley:  Nothing  in  the  Trade 
School  on  shop  foremen? 

Superintendent:  No. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent, am  I  right  in  the  assump- 
tion that  at  the  Trade  School  in 
the  past  the  shop  superintendent, 
guidance  counsellor,  and  division 
heads  were  in  the  same  salary 
classification? 

Superintendent:  No. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  What  was  the 
differential,   roughly? 
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Superintendent:  Do  you  have 
the  1950  sdiedule,  Miss  Sheehan? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Yes. 

Superintendent:  Do  you  want 
to  write  it  down,  Mr.  Muchnick? 
This  was  in  1950.  Shop  superin- 
tendent was  $5856.  Guidance 
counsellor  was  $5568.  Division 
head  was  $5270.  This  was  in  the 
1950  salary  schedule. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  How  about  the 
division  foremen? 

Superintendent:  Division  fore- 
man was  $4992. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Is  that  the  kind 
of  differential  that  was  main- 
tained regularly  prior  to  1950 
as  well? 

Miss  Sheehan:  I  would  say  so. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  What  happened 
in  1951? 

jNIiss  Sheehan:  In  1951  the  guid- 
ance counsellors  got  $504  and  di- 
vision heads  $504. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  How  about  shop 
superintendent? 

Miss  Sheehan:  The  shop  super- 
intendent got  nothing. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  How  about  the 
di\ision   foremen? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Tlie  division 
foremen  got  $504. 

Mr.  Muctmick:  Well,  I  would 
S'uggest  that  we  hold  all  these 
items  as  printed  for  the  moment 
but  pass  them  to  the  end  of  the 
calendar. 

Superintendent:  Just  to  be 
?ure,  would  you  repeat  that? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  suggested  that 
we  hold  them  as  printed  for  the 
moment  and  leave  them  for  the 
end  of  the  calendar,  and  we  will 
just  take  these  old  figures  and  sit 
down  and  see  what  happens 
against  the  requested  figures. 

On  Trade  Instructors,  does  this 
S5376  and  $5232  coincide  with  the 
$5376  and  $5232? 

Superintendent:  That's  right. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Just  let  me  ask 
one  question  on  this  head  of  divi- 
sion. Why  should  that  be  more 
than  other  places  with  division 
heads?  At  Brandeis  the  division 
foreman  is  $6552 — or  the  head  of 
division — and  it  is  $6162  at  the 
Trade  School. 

Superintendent:  This  lady,  Mr. 
Chairman,  is  the  only  person.  She 
is  head  of  division  of  girls  at  the 
Brandeis  Vocational  High  School. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  What  difference 
does  that  make? 

Superintendent:  It  is  a  division 
of  one  section  rather  than  a  divi- 
sion by  subject. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  But  if  the  duties 
are  similar,  then  it  seems  to  me 
the  people  who  are  of  the  male 


sex  would  have  a  valid  claim  un- 
der the  equal  pay  statute. 

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Superintendent, 
what  would  be  the  difference  be- 
tween shop  superintendent  and 
head  of  division,  women,  and  I 
mean  the  shop  superintendent  of 
the  Boston  Trade   School? 

Superintendent:  Well,  of  course, 
the  position  of  the  shop  superin- 
tendent is  a  very  important  one,  I 
would  say,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Dr. 
Foley. 

Dr.  Foley :  More  so  than  head  of 
division  at  the  Brandeis  Vocation- 
al, wouldn't  you  think  so? 

Superintendent:  Wv,ll,  of  course, 
it  embraces  all  of  the  shops  at  the 
Trade  High  Schools  for  Boys. 
The  head  of  division  at  the  Brand- 
eis is  head  of  division  of  girls, 
embracing  all  subjects  that  the 
girls  take. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Superinten- 
dent, there  are  not  many  girls 
down  there  in  the  whole  school? 

Superintendent:  No,  not  too 
many. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Do  you  know  how 
many? 

Superintendent:  Not  too  many. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  would  just  as  soon 
hold  this  till  the  end  of  the  calen- 
dar, Mr.  Chairman. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Superintend- 
ent, would  you  say  there  are 
even  100? 

Suoerintendent:  I  don't  think 
»ny  more  than  that. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  don't  think  there 
are  100  there. 

Mr.  Carr:  Which  item  is  that? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Head  of  division. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  That  is  completely 
out  of  line  there. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  It  seems  to  me 
that  the  least  we  ought  to  do  is 
remove  the  $120  from  the  $6552.  I 
don't  know  why  the  head  of  divi- 
sion— would  you  say  it  embraces 
a  hundred  girls? 

Superintendent :  I  wouldn't 
know  the  exact  number. 

Mr.  Chairman,  let  me  say  this 
for  the  record.  I  am  not  respon- 
sible for  this  salary  schedule  as 
of  today  or  as  of  previous  days. 
I  am  simply  trying  to  answer  ob- 
jectively and  fairly  the  questions 
that  you  ask  me. 

In  other  words,  I  am  not  try- 
ing to  defend  the  present  salary 
of  the  division  head  at  the  Bran- 
deis Vocational  High  School 
versus  the  shop  superintendent 
at  the  Boys'  Trade  High  School. 

The  salary  schedule  was  pre- 
pared by  Mrs.  Lyons  and  a  salary 
committee,  and  previous  salaries 
were  approved  by  a  previous  Com- 
mittee;  and  I  am  simply  trying 
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to  answei'  as  fairly  as  I  can  the 
questions  you  have  asked  me.  I 
don't  want  to  have  you  feel  that 
I  am  advocating  one  thing  or 
another. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  No,  but  we 
would  like  to  have  you  advocate 
one  thing  or  another  to  help  us 
make  up  our  minds  as  to  what  is 
a  proper  salary. 

Superintendent:  I  don't  think 
that  I  can,  for  this  reason,  Mr. 
Muchnick:  That  the  entire  salary 
schedule  was  prepared  by  a  salary 
committee;  and  to  pull  me  in 
to  try  to  recommend  or  persuade 
you  to  do  this,  that,  or  the  other 
about  one  isolated  item  from  the 
schedule  isn't,  I  don't  think,  my 
province  at  this  particular  time. 

I  certainly  am  glad  to  answer 
any  questions  that  you  want  to 
ask  me  dealing  with  the  nature 
of  the  work,  the  number  em- 
ployed and  things  of  that  sort. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent, that  isn't  quite  so.  In 
the  first  place,  one  of  the  things 
that  the  City  of  Boston  pays  you 
for  is  to  give  guidance  on  salary 
matters  as  well  as  other  matters 
in  the  operation  of  the  school  de- 
partment, and  we  have  every 
I'iglit  to  e.xpect  that  you  will  give 
us  j'our  opinion  to  help  us  settle 
an  objective  question  —  which 
opinion,  incidentally,  you  have 
given  on  many  occasions.  Just  a 
few  months  back  you  turned  in  a 
salary  schedule  that  you  sug- 
gested which  I  believe  had  ap- 
proximately $200  for  all  non  high 
school  personnel  and  $100  for  high 
school,  personnel. 

Superintendent:  $216  and  $108. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  $216  and  $108. 
Now,  was  this  head  of  division 
included  in  the  $108? 

Superintendent:  I  would  have 
to  refer  to  the  records,  Mr.  Chair- 
man. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  you  didn't 
exclude  anybody  from  the  $108 
and  $216? 

Superintendent:  That  is  true. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Then  this  pei^son 
vas  included  in  the  $108  and  you 
must  ha\c  had  some  reason  for 
wanting  to  give  her  that  $108  as 
an  increase.    It  is  a  "she"  isn't  it? 

Superintendent:  It  is  a  "she." 
I  recommended  a  flat  raise  for 
everyone,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Superintend- 
ent, at  the  time  that  Brandeis 
was  considered,  there  was  a  ques- 
tion about  closing  that  school  be- 
cause of  very  small  numbers 
down  there,  and  the  very  great 
cost  of  operating  it.  If  that  had 
been    closed   and    this    lady    had 


been  transferred  to  another 
school,  what  would  you  have  done 
with  her. 

Superintendent:  Well,  I  would 
have  assigned  her  to  a  position 
as  close  as  possible  to  the  nature 
of  the  one  that  she  was  holding. 
Mrs.  Lyons:  Would  there  have 
been  one  with  a  comparable  sal- 
ary? 

Superintendent:  I  would  say 
not,  Mrs.  Lyons.  I  know  of  none. 
Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  if 
we  are  going  to  take  into  consid- 
eration the  number  of  pupils  under 
this  head  of  division  as  a  factor  in 
establishing  their  salary,  shouldn't 
we  also  change  salaries  and  make 
differentials  where  we  might  have 
principals  who  have  a  greater 
number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  their 
schools  and  give  them  a  differen- 
tial as  distinguished  from  some 
principal  who  had  only  340  such  as 
at  the  Thompson? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  With  this  ex- 
ception, Mr.  Carr  —  and  the 
Thompson  is  a  perfect  example. 
You  eliminate  further  appoint- 
ments and  combine  districts,  and 
then  you  have  each  principal  hav- 
ing a  fairer  or  more  nearly  equal 
pupil  load. 

Mr.  Carr:  Well,  where  you  have 
small  numbers,  as  it  has  been 
said  here,  probably  a  hundred 
under  this  head  of  division,  it 
could  very  well  later  on  become 
500  or  it  could  become  600  or 
else  we  could  probably  dwindle 
down  to  where  we  would  have  to 
close  that  school  and  transfer 
them. 

I  think  the  salary  is  settled  on 
the  title  of  head  of  division,  and 
I  think  it  should  be  considered 
more  so  than  the  number  who  are 
under  him. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  If  it  is  worth 
that  figure  for  head  of  division 
here,  why  isn't  it  worth  that  figure 
for  head  of  division  in  other 
trade  schools  or  vocational 
schools,  and  why  is  it  worth  more 
to  be  head  of  division  than  it  is 
to  be  department  head? 

When  the  question  of  Mr. 
Stickney  and  Mr.  Leidner  came 
up  two  or  three  meetings  ago,  I 
think  it  was  I  who  suggested  let's 
not  call  them  head  of  division 
any  longer.  Let's  call  them  de- 
partment heads,  and  it  was  point- 
ed out  that  they  had  not  taken 
the  examinations  that  depart- 
ment heads  had  to  take  and  that 
technically  they  were  not  entitled 
to  what  I  inferred  from  the  dis- 
cussion was  a  better  rating  or  a 
higher  classification  professionally 
or  academically — that  department 
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head    meant    more    in    the    hier- 
archy thing  than  division  heads. 

Now  if  it  means  more,  why 
should  we  pay  department  heads 
less  than  we  pay  division  heads? 
If  we  are  going  to  pay  division 
heads  more,  why  only  one  divi- 
sion head  more  than  any  other 
di\ision  heads?  I  can't  figure  it, 
frankly. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman, 
last  year  she  got  a  $720  raise. 

Mr.  Muchnick:   Is   that   all! 

Mrs.  Lyons:  That's  all,  so  we 
can  well  take  the  $120  off  of  it. 

Superintendent:  E.xcuse  me. 
Again  simply  pointing  out  what  I 
said  earlier  and  still  standing  by 
it,  the  $6552  as  shown  on  page 
four  of  this  proposed  salary  sched- 
ule does  not  include  the  $120. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Not  in  the  maxi- 
mum. It  does  ;:■  the  minimum. 

Superintendent:  Well,  this  lady 
is  on  maximum. 

Mi'S.  Lyons:  So  we  can't  cut  it 
off  the  maximum,  but  we  can  cut 
it  from  the  minimum. 

Mr.  Superintendent,  on  that 
position  down  there  where  there 
are  so  few  girls,  it's  very  unfair, 
I  think,  to  push  a  salary  like  that 
up.  Now  I  know  that  she  is  al- 
most ready  to  go  out — within  a 
year  or  so,  but  would  it  be  possible 
to  recommend  that  that  position 
not  be  filled? 

Superintendent:  That  is  true. 
In  fact,  Mr.  Chairman — 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  think  it  is  ridicu- 
lous to  perpetuate  these  jobs  when 
there  is  really  no  necessity  for 
them. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman 
and  Mrs.  Lyons,  I  recommended 
a  year  ago  that  the  school  be  dis- 
continued and  abolished,  and  it 
was  abolished  officially  and  then 
re-established,  so  everyting  that 
you  say  dealing  with  this  matter 
of  not  fining  a  position  of  that 
nature  certainly  is  in  keeping 
with  my  wishes  because  mine  were 
exen  more  conclusive. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  remember  that 
at  the  time.  I  think,  too,  while  it 
is  open,  that  that  would  be  a  good 
thought  to  keep  in  mind — that 
when  this  position  is  vacated  by 
the  present  head  of  division  there, 
that  it  be  abolished. 

Secretary:  Do  we  change  the 
minimum? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  We  change  the 
minimum — reduce  it  $120.  You 
can't  do  a  thing  for  the  maximum. 
It  will  have  to  stay  just  the  way 
it  is. 

Secretary:  $4968.  That  is  not 
held  but  just  changed? 

Mrs.   Lyons:    That   is  right. 


Business  Manager:  May  I  in- 
terrupt here  a  minute? 

You  passed  back  here  the  first 
order  of  $120,  and  I  think  this 
woman  was  listed  here — yes.  How 
do  you  want  to  do  it? 

Dr.  Foley:  We  will  do  it  at  the 
end  of  the  calendar.  We  can  take 
care  of  all  those  different  little 
items. 

Business  Manager:  Then  you 
will  have  to  amend  an  order  al- 
ready passed  by  striking  out  head 
of  division. 

Dr.  Foley:  That  we  can  do.  We 
can  do  many  things  at  the  end  of 
the  calendar,  so  let's  get  through 
the  calendar. 

Business  Manager:  I  just  want 
to  keep  the  record  straight. 

Secretary:  Department  of  Kin- 
dergartens. 

Mr.  Carr:  Pass  the  director  to 
the  end  of  the  calendar.  All  the 
directors. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Not  all,  Mr. 
Carr.  I  think  some  we  can  close 
up  now.  I  think  we  can.  Let's 
take  them  one  at  a  time. 

On  the  Department  of  Practice 
and  Training — 

Mrs.  Lyons:  On  the  Department 
of  Practice  and  Training,  the 
Director's  salary  is  $6300  mini- 
mum, maximum  $7500  to  be 
reached  by  increments;  and  the 
assistant  directors,  $4368  and 
$6264. 

Superintendent:  Could  I  just 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  nothing  was  given  to  those 
two  groups — the  Chief  Examiner 
and  the  Examiners? 


(Recess) 


Mrs.  Lyons:  Change  the  max- 
imum to  $6528  for  assistant  direc- 
tor in  Department  of  Home 
Economics. 

That  will  have  the  same  mini- 
mum. 

On  that  shop  foreman,  I  think 
that  first  year  should  be  $3564. 
We  had  changed  that  before  in 
conference  just  in  the  minimum. 

Why  is  there  a  shop  foreman  at 
the  Horace  Mann  School?  Are 
there  any  people  under  him? 

Superintendent:  No,  I  would  say 
not.    Is  that  true,  Dr.  Gillis. 

Dr.  Gillis:  He  is  alone. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Why  wouldn't  he  be 
a  teacher  instead  of  a  foreman? 

Mr.  Carr:  Does  he  have  more 
than  one  shop,  Mr.  Superintend- 
ent? 

Superintendent :  How  many 
shops,  Mr.  GiUis? 
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Mr.  Gillis:  He  has  printing  and 
the  majority  is  carpentering.  He 
might  teach  them  something  else. 

Dr.  Foley:  Do  you  wish  to  hold 
Uiat? 

Mr.  Gillis:  But  he  is  all  alone 
there. 

Dr.  Foley:  Place  this  at  the  end 
of  the  calendar. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  On  the  bus  driver 
to  Woburn  Gardens,  is  that  for 
three  sessions? 

Superintendent:  He  takes  the 
children  out  there  in  the  morn- 
ings and  then  brings  them  back 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  after- 
noon. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  would  like  to 
recommend  that  be  changed  to  $11 
inasmuch  as  he  has  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  children  going  back 
and  forth  in  the  bus,  and  I  think 
he  should  get  some  compensation 
for  it.  Does  anybody  have  any 
objection  to  that? 

Dr.  Foley:  That  item  has  been 
changed  from  $9  to  $11. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
on  the  medical  inspectors,  were 
they  given  the  increase? 

Superintendent:  May  I  answer? 
The  answer  is  yes,  isn't  it,  Mrs. 
Lyons? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Yes. 

Superintendent:  Medical  in- 
spectors were  given  one,  isn't 
that  right,  Mr^.  Lyons,  and  the 
ophthalmologist  was  given  one. 

Now  the  supervising  school 
physicians,  you  remember,  there 
was  some  question  about  them, 
and  I  asked  Dr.  Keenan  if  he 
would  come  in  because  I  think 
there  are  some  questions  that  he 
might  answer  for  you.  Remember 
I  said  I  thought  that  they  should 
receive  tneir  proportionate  snare 
of  the  $120.  Dr.  Keenan  is  here. 

Mr.  Muchnick;  I  would  like  to 
have  that  held. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Superintendent, 
on  those  school  medical  aids,  why 
are  those  in  a  school  when  there 
is  a  nurse  in  the  school,  or  are 
Ihey  in  the  schools  where  there  is 
no  nurse? 

Superintendent:  That  is  true. 
They  are  not  in  schools  .  with 
nurses.  They  are  in  high  schools 
or  in  a  few  spots  like  the  Paul 
Revere,  I  think.  We  did  have  one 
thei'e.  We  had  one  at  the  Abra- 
ham Lincoln.  It  was  because  of 
the  baths,  but  in  the  majority  of 
cases  they  are  in  places  without 
nurses. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Superinten- 
dent, as  I  understand  it,  the  policy 
is  not  to  replace  them  when  they 
retire  or  resign. 

Superintendent:  No,  I  wouldn't 


say  that  is  true,  Mr.  Muchnick.  I 
recommend  that  when  they  retire 
or  resign  they  be  replaced  by 
nui'ses. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  In  the  Day  School 
for  Immigrants,  if  we  are  going 
to  have  teachers  now  down  there 
and  if  we  needed  a  substitute  in 
there,  why  wouldn't  they  come  off 
the  ordinary  list?  It  would  be  the 
same  salary,  I  know,  but  why 
would  we  have  to  have  that  in 
there? 

You  have  down  there  special  as- 
sistants; per  session  of  two  hours. 
If  that  were  to  be  a  regular 
teacher  replaced  by  a  teacher, 
whj^  couldn't  she  come  off  the 
regular  list? 

Secretary:  When  there  is  a  cer- 
tificated list. 

Superintendent:  At  the  present 
time  we  don't  have  any  perma- 
nently appointed  assistants,  do 
we.  Miss  Sheehan? 

Miss  Sheehan:  No. 

Superintendent:  That  was  put 
there  so  that  when  we  have  this 
list  which  is  in  the  making  and 
appointments  are  made  from 
that,  they  will  be  appointed  from 
that  particular  salary  schedule 
on  a  permanent  basis. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  understand  that, 
Mr.  Superintendent,  but  what  I 
am  getting  at  is  why  do  we  have 
that  special  assistant  per  ses- 
sion, $6.00? 

Now  they  will  be  right  in  the 
same  class  as  the  elementary 
teachers.  If  we  needed  someone 
in  there  for  a  daj',  why  can't  we 
draw  from  our  elementary  substi- 
tute list? 

Superintendent :  The  provision 
is  made  in  this  salary  schedule  to 
employ  someone  for  half  a  day. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Is  that  just  two 
hours? 

Superintendent:  That's  right.  In 
other  words  a  group  of  pupils 
may  crop  up  somewhere,  immi- 
grants, where  we  will  need  to 
have  only  a  one-session  teacher 
at  least  for  the  time  being,  and 
this  item  is  to  make  it  possible 
to  employ  someone. 

Mrs.  Lyons:     All  right. 

Dr.  Foley:  No  action  until  we 
have  consummated  the  entire 
reading  of  the  salary  schedule. 
Action  deferred. 

(Rollcall) 

Order  No.  5  read 
(Rollcall) 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Superintendent, 
on  Order  8,  now  that  we  don't 
have  The  Teachers  College,  where 
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would  there  be  opportunity  for 
anyone  to  lecture  on  any  of  these 
various  subjects? 

Superintendent:  That  is  some- 
thing, Mrs.  Lyons,  that  we  will 
have  to  work  out.  We  certainly 
have  to  continue  our  in-service 
training  program.  It  may  be  that 
our  teachers  will  be  able  to  re- 
ceive desirable  in-service  training 
at  the  new  state  teachers  college. 

If  I  feel  that  there  is  a  need  for 
further  in-service  training  along 
some  specialized  lines  that  the 
new  state  teachers  college  will 
not  offer,  then  we  ought  to  be  in  a 
position  in  the  salary  schedule  to 
set  up  someone  to  give  a  course 
for   teacher  improvement. 

(Rollcall.) 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
isn't  that  the  group  of  people  that 
we  were  talking  about — senior 
instructors  in  mechanic  arts  and 
various  other  things  that  are  at 
$5232?  Where  in  the  salary  sched- 
ule is  their  $5112? 

Miss  Sheehan:  We  have  to  put 
$5112  in  for  this  year  only  because 
that  was  the  salary  last  year. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  So  that  next 
year's  salary  schedule  will  have 
the   other   figure? 

Business  Manager:  That's  right. 

Dr.  Foley:  Mrs.  Lyons  has  an 
order  which  will  be  numbered 
6(b). 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  would  like  to 
present  this  order  for  the  heads  of 
buildings:  That  teachers  placed  in 
charge  of  buildings  and  designated 
as  teacher-in-charge,  where  there 
is  no  permanent  vice  principal  or 
submaster,  shall  be  paid  one  dol- 
lar for  each  day  of  service  in  addi- 
tion to  their  regular  compensation. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Each  day  of 
service   in  that  capacity? 

Mrs.  Lyons:     Yes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Are  they  desig- 
nated, Mr.  Superintendent,  only 
teacher-in-charge  or  are  there 
other  designations  like  acting  sub- 
master  or  acting  vice  principal  or 
anything  like  that? 

Superintendent:  That  type  of 
designation  is  provided  for  in 
other  orders.  Isn't  that  true,  Miss 
Sheehan? 

Miss  Sheehan:  On  the  actmg 
submaster?  Yes. 

Superintendent:  That  is  pro- 
vided for  in  other  orders,  but  I 
think,  Mrs.  Lyons  is  referring  to 
a  vice  principal  in  charge  of  a 
building. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  No,  she  is 
referring  to  a  teacher. 

Superintendent:  I  will  take  that 
back.  She  is  referring  to  an  ele- 
mentary teacher  assigned  by  the 


principal  to  have  charge  of  a 
building,  and  the  numbers  may 
or  may  not  warrant  it  for  a  vice 
principal.  We  have  a  number  of 
those  buildings. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  the  order.  Any  objection?  No 
objection. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Is  that  salary 
a  fair  figure? 

Superintendent:  I  would  think 
so. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  It  is  the  same  as 
acting  submaster. 

(Rollcall) 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Superintend- 
ent, would  you  clarify  this  for 
me'.'  Does  that  mean  that  people 
whc  have  substituted  say  six 
years  would  come  in  on  the  sixth 
step?    (Order   10) 

Superintendent:  No,  this  isn't 
the  order  that  makes  provision 
for  that. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  It  isn't? 

Superintendent:   No. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
it  seems  to  me  that  this  Order 
10  can  be  interpreted,  to  be  incon- 
sisnent  with  Order  3,  and  I  think 
we  ought  to  say,  "Except  as  pro- 
vided for  in  Order  3." 

Mr.  Carr:  It  says  "by  subse- 
quent orders." 

Secretary:  In  Order  10  we 
crossed  out  that  "except  as  pro- 
vided." 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  the  order. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
would  like  to  have  that  "except  as 
otherwise  provided"  included. 

Business  Manager:  No,  the  rea- 
son we  cut  that  out  is  that  it  is 
i^epetition. 

Mr.  Carr:  Remember  Mr.  Kerr 
said  it  was  redundant. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  The  word  "sub- 
sequent" in  front  of  the  orders 
should  be  changed  to  "other  orders 
of  this  salary  schedule"  and  it 
seems  to  me  in  order  not  to  con- 
flict, at  least  inferentially,  with 
Order  3,  the  part,  "in  no  case 
shall  any  salary  be  reduced," 
would  have  to  come  out. 

Dr.  Foley:  Does  that  substitu- 
tion in  any  way  destroy  this  par- 
ticular order  that  you  are  making 
here? 

Mr.  Muchnick.  I  don't  think  so, 
but  I  think  that  if  we  have  this, 
Order  3  couldn't  be  put  into  effect 
without  potentif^l  difficulty  if  we 
had  to  cut  across  the  border. 

Well,  may  I  amend  it  to  strike 
out  the  word  "subsequent"  and 
make  that  "other  orders  of  this 
salary  schedule, '  and  put  a  period 
after  "schedule,"   leaving  out  the 
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"in  no  case  shall  any  salary  be 
reduced." 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  the  substitution. 

Business  Manager:  Why  do  you 
want  to  leave  out  the  last  few 
words,  Mr.  Chairman? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Because  under 
Order  3  we  may  have  to  reduce 
salaries  if  we  haven't  got  money; 
and  under  Order  10  we  can't. 

It  seems  to  me  to  be  incon- 
sistent with  the  intent  of  Order 
3,  and  we  may  sometime,  if  we 
don't  have  this,  have  to  change  it. 

Mr.  Carr:  Hold  that. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  (Order  13)  I 
would  like  to  have  that  held,  Mr. 
Chairman — and  maybe  not  held. 
I  just  want  to  add  cfne  explana- 
tory note.  If  we  have  funds,  these 
people  will  also  be  increased  at 
the  rate  of  $120  per  year  in  addi- 
tion to  the  $144,  while  the  ele- 
mentaries  get  increased  at  the 
rate  of  $180;  and  I  think  we 
Ought  to  provide  for  that. 

Miss  Sheehan:  We  have. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Yes;  that  is  for 
this  year,  but  I  mean  for  future 
years,  and  not  to  limit  them  to 
getting,  starting  next  year,  just 
the  $144  until  they  reach  maxi- 
mum. 

Business  Manager:  What  do  you 
mean — "if  we  have  funds,"  Mr. 
Chairman? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  If  we  have  funds 
over  and  above  the  $144,  we  want 
to  get  towards  single  salary  as 
fast  as  possible,  and  I  don't  want 
us  to  be  limited  by  this — that's 
all — as.  a  matter  of  policy. 

Business  Manager:  How  do  we 
know  what  funds  we  are  going  to 
have  in  the  future? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  don't  know. 
That  is  why  I  say  we  should  not 
limit  Order  13  to  just  saying  that 
the  increment  as  a  matter  of  policy 
shall  remain  at  $144  because  it 
will  be  $264.  It  will  be  $120  on 
top  of  that  the  same  as  it  is  this 
year. 

Mr.  Carr:  These  orders  pertain 
just  to  this  year,  so  we  will  change 
it  next  year.  If  you  did  find  in  the 
middle  of  the  year — 

Mr.  Muchnick:  It  is  for  Sep- 
tember 1st,  but  I  don't  want  this  to 
be  a  statement  of  policy  of  $144 
when  we  want  to  make  it  $264 
if  we  can  every  year  until  the 
maximum  of  $8000  is  reached. 

Dr.  Foley:  That  sounds  clear. 
Any  objections? 

Mr.  Carr:  Let's  hold  it. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  matter  is  held 
up  for  the  time  being. 


(Order  14) 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Before  those 
names  are  read,  I  move  that  this 
order,  if  adopted,  should  apply  to 
those  names  and  schools  listed 
following  the  order  on  pages  18, 
19,  and  20,  and  that  we  also  re- 
serve the  right  to  add  the  same 
kind  of  a  policy  phrase  to  this 
order  that  we  will  add  in  number 
13. 

Dr.  Foley:  Any  objections?  No 
objections. 

Secretary:  Shall  I  hold  it? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  You  can  call  it. 
(Rollcall). 

Mr.  Muchnick:  If  there  is  going 
to  be  a  clarifying  phrase,  it  won't 
affect  the  validity  of  this  order. 

(Order  15) 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  move  that  the 
same  procedure  be  followed  with 
reference  to  Order  15  as  was  fol- 
lowed with  Order  14. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Second  that  motion. 

(Rollcall). 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Is  Order  17  one 
of  those  that  we  questioned  when 
we  went  through  the  different 
ones? 

Dr.  Foley:  I  don't  believe  so. 

Mi\  Carr:  Yes,  it  is. 

Secretary:  This  is  Order  18. 

Business  Manager:  Order  20  is 
one  of  the  groups  that  was  put 
over  until  the  end?  Don't  you 
think  you  would  put  over  the 
other? 

Dr.  Foley.  Order  20  is  over. 

Secretary:  What  about  Order 
19,  Instructor,  Mechanic  Arts? 

Dr.  Foley:  That  has  gone 
through. 

Superintendent:  That  was  ac- 
cepted. 

Dr.  Foley:  Call  the  roll  on  it. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
on  Order  24,  I  move  that  we  fol- 
low the  same  procedure  with  ref- 
erence to  names  and  schools  as 
in  the  previous  orders. 

Secretary:  Mr.  Muchnick,  you 
said  that  we  couldn't  pass  one  be- 
cause the  salary  of  that  person 
was  held.  We  have  not  voted  on 
Order  3  at  all  because  there  were 
so  many  holes  in  it.  Does  that 
affect  it  any? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  No,  that  won't 
bother. 

The  same  procedure,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, on  Order  25. 

Secretary:  You  will  have  to 
turn  to  Order  50  next.  We  ar- 
ranged them  in  accordance  with 
the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Kerr.  Why 
was  it  rearranged? 

Miss  Sheehan:  To  follow  along 
with  the  salary  schedule  exactly. 
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Superintendent :  Mr.  Kerr 
wanted  the  elementary  super- 
visors' order  following  the  order 
for    elementary    principals. 

Order  26 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Qiairman, 
one  question.  On  these  that  apply 
either  to  specific  names  such  as 
Order  26,  or  to  general  groups, 
is  it  necessary  that  we  put  in 
the  minimum  and  maximum,  or 
just  the  one  figure  that  there  is 
here? 

Dr.  Foley:  I  would  say  it  is 
recessary  to  put  in  the  minimum 
and  maximum  and  also  the  in- 
crement. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Take  Order  26. 

Dr.  Foley:  TXiey  carry  a  mini- 
mum and  maximum,  don't  they, 
Mr.    Superintendent? 

Superintendent:   They  do. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Is  there  enough 
of  reference  here  to  Order  3  to 
provide  for  the  minimum  and 
mn.ximum?  We  say  Florence  M 
I-Iawkins,  $6096;  Mary  G.  Ma- 
loney,  $5952.  That  is  the  salary 
for  this  year  alone,  I  understand? 

Miss   Sheehan:   That  is   true. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  But  does  the 
other  general  provision  in  Order  3 
for  elementary  supervisors  take 
care  of  the  minimum  and  maxi- 
mum, or  must  it  again  be  referred 
to  here? 

Business  Manager:  No. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  would  say  that  it 
would  carry   that  information. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  On  Order  29,  I 
would  like  to  suggest  that  the 
fourth  word  in  the  third  line  be 
changed  from  "his"  to  "said"  so 
that  Miss  Rafter  can  get  paid, 
too. 

Secretary:  There  is  a  new  Order 
30  for  Mary  H.  Stroup. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  does 
that  mean  she  will  go  up  in  incre- 
ments, too?  That  is.  Order  3  pro- 
vides for  that,  doesn't  it? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  No,  this  order 
says  that  she  gets  the  maximum 
immediately.  That  is  the  way 
this  reads. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  That  is  quite  a 
jump. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  if  it  should 
not  be  maximum,  let's  do  it  by 
increments. 

Secretary:  She  probably  was  on 
maximum  before.  Was  she,  Miss 
Sheehan? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Yes. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  We  brought  her  up 
to  the  rank  of  assistant  director 
from  supervisor  and  gave  her  that 
$6264. 

Superintendent:  All  the  litigated 
money  is  on  a  flat  increase  basis. 


Mrs.  Lyons:  But  this  isn't  liti- 
gated money.  This  is  beyond 
that.    Isn't  it,  Miss  Sheehan? 

Miss  Sheehan:  It  is  not  being 
litigated.  It  is  being  given  to 
these  people  for  the  money  they 
did  not  receive  in  litigation.  These 
people  were  on  the  same  salary 
level  as  the  Supervisor  of  in- 
struction of  physically  handicap- 
ped  children. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Probably  we  ought 
to  let  that  go  up,  then. 

Order  31. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
is  this  the  entire  group  of  per- 
manent substitutes  who  are  in- 
volved or  is  this  just  the  physi- 
cally handicapped  children 
group? 

Superintendent:  Just  physically 
handicapped,  Mr.  Muchnick. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  then  there 
will  be  another  order  for  the  other 
permanent  substitutes? 

Superintendent:  That's  right. 
May  I  ask  Miss  Sheehan  a  ques- 
tion in  answer  to  what  Mr.  Much- 
nick asked  me?  You  asked  if 
there  were  other  orders  for 
other  permanent  substitutes.  My 
thougTit  is,  Mr.  Chairman,  that 
these  are  the  only  permanent 
substitutes  who  had  money  in 
litigation. 

Miss  Sheehan:  Yes. 

Superintendent:  And  therefore 
there  are  no  other  orders  in  con- 
nection with  permanent  substi- 
tutes to  correct  litigation,  but 
there  are  other  orders  for  other 
purposes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  on  these 
permanent  substitutes,  are  all 
these  teaching  in  the  physically 
handicapped  group? 

Superintendent:  That  is  true, 
and  they  are  the  only  ones  that 
had  money  in  litigation. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  How  about  the 
other   permanent   substitutes? 

Superintendent:  They  had  no 
money  in  litigation.  Isn't  that  true, 
Miss  Sheehan? 

Miss  Sheehan:  That  is  right. 
These  permanent  substitutes  of 
physically  handicapped  children 
were  granted  a  $204  increase,  and 
the   others  were   not. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  if  the 
others  were  not,  then  shouldn't 
they  have  had  the  same  riglits  as 
these  people? 

Business  Manager:  You  mjean 
under  the  equal  pay  law? 

Mr.  Muchnick :  Under  any 
theory,  the  equal  pay  law  or  the 
moral  point  of  view  of  equality 
or  anything.  They  are  permanent 
substitutes  the  same  as  all  others. 
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Business  Manager:  There  is  no 
provision  in  these  orders  to  give 
them  any  back  money. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  The  same 
theory  that  holds  for  Miss  Morri- 
son, the  assistant  director,  if  it 
does  hold,  it  seems  to  me,  should 
hold  for  all  permanent  substitutes, 
not  only  those  who  teach  the  phys- 
ically handicapped. 

Dr.  Foley:  Do  you  think  we 
have  a  moral  obligation  there? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  If  we  do  it  for 
Miss  Morrison  and  if  we  do  it  for 
Mr.  Stickney  and  Mr.  Leidner, 
who  were  left  out,  as  against  their 
corresponding  group,  then  it 
seems  to  me  that  it  applies  clearly 
to  all  permanent  substitutes. 

I  don't  say  we  should  do  it,  as 
you  know,  for  Miss  Morrison  and 
Mr.  Stickney  and  Mr.  Leidner;  but 
if  this  Committee  votes  to  do  it 
for  them,  then  I  don't  see  how 
the  others  should  not  get  it. 

Business  Manager:  For  Mr. 
Stickney  and  Mr.  Leidner  you  are 
not  doing  it. 

Mr.  Carr:  We  will  hold  that. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  know  it,  but  I 
just  want  to  bring  that  up  for  the 
whole  discussion. 

Mr.  Carr:  I  think  the  distinction 
between  those  two  groups  comes 
where  the  former  School  Commit- 
tee admitted  that  they  intended 
to  include  them,  and  they  were 
left  out  because  of  a  clerical 
error.  Was  this  group  left  out  be- 
cause of  a  clerical  error,  or  were 
they  ever  mentioned  by  the  old 
committee? 

Mr..  Muchnick:  If  my  memory 
is  correct,  from  what  the  perma- 
nent substitute  teachers  told  me 
immediately  alter  last  August 
and  September,  and  what  other 
members  of  the  School  Committee 
said — and  I  dor^'t  know  whether 
they  said  it  officially  for  the 
record  or  unofficially  —  they 
would  have  given  the  same  thing 
to  other  permanent  substitutes 
that  they  gave  to  those  who  teach 
the   physically   handicapped. 

It  is  almost  an  accident  as  to 
which  group  you  fall  into— teach- 
ing Americanization  or  physically 
handicapped  or  anything  else. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Muchnick,  I 
have  seen  the  correspondence 
from  the  Law  Department  in 
which  they  have  expressed  the 
opinion  of  the  last  School  Com- 
mittee that  they  intended  to  in- 
clude Mr.  Stickney  and  Mr. 
Leidner  and  Miss  Morrison,  and 
they  were  merely  left  out  because 
of  some  clerical  error. 

I  was  wondering  if  the  same 
kind    of    a    record    or    testimony 


exists  in  the  case  of  these  per- 
manent substitutes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman 
I  don't  think  there  is  any  such 
record  because  I  think  I  made  the 
motion  concerning  intention.  At 
least  I  phrased  it  and  I  think  it 
included  all  other  people  who 
were  similarly  left  out  or  some- 
thing like  that. 

Knowing  what  I  know  of  the 
proceedings  last  year,  I  am  sure 
that  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
former  School  Committee  to  give 
something  to  everybody  of  whom 
they  may  have  thought  at  the 
moment,  very  frankly;  and  this 
was  as  much  an  oversight — unin- 
tentional oversight  or  clerical 
error  or  whatever  you  want  to 
call  it — as  the  Morrison-Stickney- 
Leidner  situation. 

I  have  no  brief  for  permanent 
substitutes  as  teachers,  Mr.  Carr. 

Dr.  Foley:  Shall  we  hold  this 
matter  until  the  end  of  the  calen- 
dar and  then  we  will  discuss  it. 

Order  33. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
why  do  these  all  go  to  maximum 
at  once?  I  don't  recall  the  rea- 
son for  that. 

Dr.  Foley:  Was  that  the  intent 
of  the  last  Committee? 

Miss  Sheehan:  These  are  the 
supervisors  of  fine  arts  that  you 
brought  up  to  the  same  salary 
schedule  as  the  supervisors  of 
vocal  music,  and  all  of  these 
teachers  have  been  in  the  speci- 
fied positions  a  sufficient  number 
of  years  to  reach  the  maximum 
salary  of  the  old  salary  and  are 
on  there  a  sufficient  number  of 
years  to  have  reached  this  new 
maximum  salary. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  can't  understand 
that  reasoning.  Why  wouldn't 
other  people  in  these  new  salary 
schedules  that  we  are  adopting 
who  had  put  in  sufficient  time  to 
reach  a  new  maximum  be  treated 
the  same  way?  This  is  a  new 
maximum.  I  can't  see  why  that  is. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  would  like 
that  held. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  would  like  that 
hold,  too. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  We  don't  do  it 
with  teachers. 

Miss  Sheehan:  Yes,  we  always 
do. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  One  question 
just  struck  me.  We  have  three  or 
four  people  who  are  out  on  lend- 
lease  to  the  city  or  state  or  other 
departments  who  were  not  on 
maximum,  I  think,  in  their 
respective  positions.  We  pay  por- 
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tions  of  their  salai'ies  and  some 
other  city  departments  pay  the 
other  portions.  Do  they  get  the 
increments? 

Business  Manager:  Yes. 

Dr.  Foley:  They  go  right  along. 

Business  Manager:  In  other 
words,  we  have  three  or  four  to 
whom  we  are  paying  their  full 
salaries,  and  the  city  is  paying  in 
some  cases  an  additional  amount 
of  money. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  }Ar.  Chair- 
man, take  the  situation  of  Mr.  X 
who,  when  he  was  a  head  of  de- 
partment, was  loaned  out  at 
$5,000  to  some  other  department 
and  was  given  by  the  other  city 
department  $3,000  more  so  that 
he  would  get  an  annual  salary  of 
$8,000,  which  was  supposed  to  be 
the  fair  salary  of  his  new  position. 

It  seems  to  me  that  while  he 
isn't  working  for  us,  we  should 
not  increase  his  pay  by  $120  or 
$180  or  more  so  that  his  pay  in 
the  new  position  becomes  more 
than  $8,000  and  at  our  expense. 

Business  Manager:  That  does 
not  happen.  On  page  21  you  will 
find  the  first  name,  Mr.  X. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Am  I  right? 

Business  Manager:  As  Mr.  X's 
salary  goes  up  here,  it  is  decreased 
at  City  Hall. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Why  should  we  pay 
that?  They  are  getting  his  serv- 
ices and  we  are  not. 

Business  Manager:  The  School 
Committee  has  agreed  that — 

Mr.  Muchnick:  That  we  would 
I)ay  the  then  salary. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  X  is  on 
page  18. 

Business  Manager:  To  be  frank 
about  it,  I  never  agreed  on  the 
policy  that  we  should  continue  to 
pay  anybody  when  we  lend  them 
to  another  department,  but  the 
School  Committee  has  adopted 
that  policy. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  If  we  had  just 
given  him  a  leave  of  absence,  Mr. 
Smith,  he  would  come  back  on 
his  former  increment  unless  the 
School  Committee  decided  then  to 
do  something  about  it.  I  don't 
see  why  those  increments  should 
go  up. 

Dr.  Foley:  Do  you  mind  if  we 
hold  Mr.  X  until  we  get  to  the 
end  of  the  calendar? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  move  that  Or- 
der 13  be  held  until  the  end  of 
the  calendar  despite  the  vote  pre- 
viously taken. 

(Order  40  read). 
Mrs.    Lyons:    Mr.    Superintend- 
ent, would  you  explain   why  Mr. 


Borgh  gets  $944  in  addition  to  his 
legular  salary  over  there? 

Superintendent:  He  has  been 
assigned  to  that  type  of  work 
along  with  Mr.  Renaud.  I  think 
three-fourths  of  his  salary  is  paid 
by  the  federal  government.  Is 
that   true,  Mr.  Smith? 

Business  Manager:  Some  large 
ipercentage. 

-  Superintendent :  It  is  all  by 
agreement,  more  or  less,  with  the 
state;  and  the  state  in  turn,  as  I 
understand  it,  with  the  federal 
government. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  was  wondering 
because  wouldn't  veterans'  services 
be  something  beyond  the  12th 
grade?  I  mean,  aren't  we  only 
obliged  to  take  care  of  children 
through  the  12th  grade? 

Superintendent:  Every  city  is 
cooperating  with  labor  unions  in 
apprenticeship  work  and  things 
of  that  sort,  so  that  the  term 
"veterans'  services"  really  does 
not  include  all  of  his  work. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Does  that  mean 
that  they  are  all  people  who  have 
left  school,  though?  They  are 
really  not  school  children. 

Superintendent:  That  is  true. 
They  are  adults. 

Mr,  Muchnick:  How  many  such 
people  did  we  take  care  of  this 
past  year? 

Superintendent:  I  could  not  an- 
swer it  offhand  without  having 
statistics  from  Mr.  Renaud's  work, 
but  I  will  just  give  you  a  little 
picture, 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Statistics  are 
available. 
Superintendent.  Yes. 
Mr.  Muchnick:  Aren't  these 
people  who  go  to  the  veterans' 
school  the  ones  who  were  taken 
care  of  at  the  High  School  of  Com' 
merce? 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Bergh  did 
that  work  with  Mr.  Renaud,  but 
there  is  something  far  beyond 
that,  Mr.  Muchnick,  that  he  is 
doing.  What  page  in  the  manual 
is  that? 

Mr.  Bond:  Page  223. 
Superintendent:  Would  you  read 
the  title? 

Mr.  Bond:  Assigned  to  veterans' 
services:  To  assist  in  organizing 
and  supervising  state-aided  trade 
classes,  apprenticeship  and  jour- 
neyman classes,  part-time  trade 
preparatory  classes,  classes  for 
veterans  in  industry;  and  procure- 
ment of  surplus  government  prop- 
erty. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  How  many  such 
classes  do  we  actually  run? 

Superintendent:  I  can't  answer 
that,   Mr.  Muchnick. 
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Dr.  Foley:  Shall  we  hold  it? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  would  like 
it  held;  and,  as  long  as  there  are 
sufficient  personnel  here,  I  would 
like  us  to  have  the  records  of 
how  many  people  are  involved. 

Superintendent:  I  would  not  be 
able  to  furnish  you  with  this  in- 
formation, Mr.  Muchnick,  with- 
out resorting  to  Mr.  Renaud  per- 
sonally in  regard  to  the  whole 
problem  of  the  number  of  people 
whom  he  is  serving. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Aren't  his  files 
available? 

Superintendent:  I  imagine  they 
are,    but  he  is  not  available. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  We  are  only 
interested  in  the  records,  not  in 
the  personnel.  At  least  I  am.  The 
records  would  indicate  it. 

Superintendent:  I  have  no  way 
at  this  particular  time  of  getting 
information  from  his  files. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
may  I  go  back  to  the  discussion 
of  Mr.  Bergh? 

Dr.  Foley:  I  would  just  as  soon 
hold  it  to  the  end  of  the  calendar. 

Superintendent:  I  will  give  you 
the  reason  why.    I  have  here — - 

Dr.  Foley:  We  will  hold  it  till 
the  end  of  the  calendar. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  in 
Order  52  are  all  of  these  people 
who  are  named  in  here  v/orking 
for  us  now?    I  see  one  who  is  not. 

Mr.  Gillis:  Prendergast  may  not 
be.     He  is  on  leave  of  absence. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Will  he  go  up  on 
$144? 

Miss  Sheehan:  He  won'r  get  any 
pay. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  This  would  not  ap- 
ply to  him.  Why  is  his  name  on 
here,  then?  How  much  longer  is 
he  going  to  have  leave  of  ab- 
sence? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Till  November 
30th.  Whether  it  will  be  removed 
or  not,  I  don't  know. 

Mr.  Carr:  Strike  it  out. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Did  he  sue  us, 
too? 

Miss  Sheehan:  No.  He  was  in 
with  the  group,  I  suppose.  I  don't 
know.  However,  ho  has  signed  a 
release,  anyway,  so  that  he  will 
not  sue. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  When  did  he  leave 
here? 

Miss  Sheehan:  December  1, 
1951,  through  November  30,  1952. 

Mr.  Carr:  Do  we  havo  to  give 
it  to  him  for  December  of  1952? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  No,  we  don't 
give  it  to  him  for  December  be- 
cause wo  can't  even  if  we  wanted 
to.  The  only  thing  that  we  can 
do  is  pay  him  for  the  months  that 
he  works.     If  he  is  to  come  back 


Noxember  30th,  then  we  would 
n<.t  have  to  pay  him  for  the  month 
of  December,  for  example,  of 
1952  if  his  leave  expires  then  and 
he  doesn't  come   back. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Miss  Sheehan  ex- 
plamed  to  him  that  he  doesn't  get 
anyihing  under  that  release. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  If  he  under- 
stands it,  then  that  is  ail  right. 
Ls  this  all  the  attendance  officers? 

Secretary:  No,  sir.  There  are 
some  more  of  them. 

Order  53. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Do  these  two 
orders  (Nos.  52  and  53)  include  all 
the  attendance  officers  we  now 
have  in  the  system? 

Mr.  Gillis:  That  is  right.  In 
1951  Mr.  McDevitt  was  not  in- 
cluded. I  understand  there  is  a 
special  order  for  him. 

Mr.  Carr:  We  have  a  special 
order  for  him. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
what  is  the  difference  between 
these  next  two  orders,  Mr.  Super- 
intendent? The  vocational  in- 
structors do  the  same  work  as  the 
vocational  assistants,  don't  they? 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Smith  has 
answered  the  first  part  of  it.  One 
gix)up  is  men.  The  first  order  in- 
volves all  men,  as  you  will  notice: 
the  other  group  are  women. 
Couldn't  that  have  been  put  in 
one  order.  Miss  Sheehan? 

Business  Manager:  Because  of 
the  different  titles,  two  orders  had 
to  be  put  in.  They  do  the  same 
work. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  It  is  just  a  ques- 
tion of  a  different  sex? 

Superintendent:  There  was  a 
separate  order  prepared  for  each, 
but  they  do  the  same  type  of  work. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  the  same 
pay,  too,  I  take  it. 

Superintendent:  Yes. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Is  there  any  reason 
why  we  couldn't  call  them  all  by 
one   title? 

Superintendent:  In  the  reclassi- 
fication plan,  that  may  be  done. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
this  is  a  salary  schedule  that  I 
assume  gets  out  to  other  cities. 
Is  that  correct,  Mr.  Superinten- 
dent? 

Superintendent:  If  they  send 
for  it,  Mr.  Muchnick. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  some  cities 
do  send  for  it? 

Superintendent:  I  would  say  so. 

Mr.    Muchnick:    Well,    we    are 
going   to   have   a  salary  schedule 
with    60-odd    different    orders    or 
70,  I  guess,  which  does  not  to  me  - 
make  a  very  good  impression. 

We  are  going  to  have  all  these 
different  classifications  and  every- 
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thing  else  with  hundreds  of  dif- 
ferent people  mentioned,  and  some 
at  $96  a  month  and  some  at  $84 
a  month  and  $40.12  or  some  on 
some  third  Thursday  or  something; 
and  if  we  can  combine  these  two 
orders  it  is  just  one  less  seemingly 
ridiculous  order,  at  least  to  people 
outside  of  Boston  who  don't  under- 
stand the  trouble  we  have  had  in 
this  past  year. 

Superintendent:  As  far  as  the 
number  of  orders  is  concerned, 
Mr.  Muchnick— 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  would  like  to 
combine  some  of  them  if  x)ssible 
or  as  many  as  possible. 

Business  Manager:  The  thing  is 
a  mess  anyway,  and  by  combining 
a  couple  of  orders  it  isn't  going 
to  help  it  any  in  my  opinion.  In 
appearance,  it  may. 

Superintendent:  I  think  you 
ought  to  keep  in  mind  that  all  of 
these  orders  were  prepared  by  Mi-. 
Kerr,  and  my  feeling  is  that  we 
should  not  deviate  from  them  to 
try  to  clear  up  one  or  two  things. 
You  can't  reduce  these  orders 
more  than  one  or  two  or  three, 
anj-way,  and  there  might  just  as 
well  be  70  to  clear  up  the  litiga- 
tion as  any  other  number. 

Mr.  Carr:  In  our  proposed  sur- 
vey to  eliminate  some  of  these 
titles,  wouldn't  that  be  the  time 
to  combine  them? 

Mr.  Muchnick;  Mr.  Chairman, 
there  being  so  many  orders,  most 
of  them — probably  60  of  them — 
as  a  result  of  litigation,  and  think- 
ing solely  of  the  fact  that  this 
reaches  other  cities  and  that  they 
are  going  to  sec  so  many  differ- 
ent classifications  and  everything 
else,  I  move  that  either  an  order 
or  some  explanatory  provision  be 
put  in  to  the  effect  that  these 
orders  are  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
posing of  case«;  that  were  in  liti- 
gation. 

Dr.  Foley:  Wii'  you  reserve  that 
until  we  finish  up  our  calendar? 

Mr.   Muchnick:   Yes. 


Secretary:  Order  63. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Have  we  re- 
ceived a  release  from  Mr.  Mc- 
Devitt? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Yes,  we  have. 

?Ir3.  Lyons:  Why  was  that  one 
a  separate  order? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Because  there 
was  a  special  statute  that  created 
his  position. 

Secretary:    Order   33. 

Business  Manager:  Mr.  Chair- 
ma  .i,  I  have  heard  rumors  that 
Mr.     O'Brien    is     retiring     before 


Sop;.  1.  Can  anybody  confirm 
tnht? 

Secretary:  It  is  not  a  rumor. 
It  IS  a  fact. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Isn't  Mr.  For- 
sell  on  leave,  Mr.  Superintendent? 

Superintendent:  No. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  If  there  are  no 
further  orders,  I  move  we  recess 
for  lunch. 

(Recess) 

Dr.  Foley:  The  procedure  will 
be  that  the  Secretary  will  read 
the  salary  schedule  item  by  item 
and  the  School  Committee  will 
vote  on  the  acceptance  or  non- 
acceptance  of  the  item. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Miss  Reynolds, 
would  you  go  back  now  to  the 
first  one  that  was  held  over, 
which  I  think  probably  was  at 
Boston  Trade  High  School. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  On  page  two  did 
we  leave  the  telephone  operator 
at  $2992? 

Secretary:  Yes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Then  on  page 
two  we  changed  the  $5376  to 
$4572  on  the  permanent  substi- 
tute. 

Secretary:  $4572  is  right.  Then 
we  changed  one  above,  senior  in- 
structors. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Then  it  was  put 
back  to  $5232  and  the  Superin- 
tendent explained  it  to  us.  Isn't 
that  right? 

Superintendent:  That's  right. 

Mr.  Carr:  On  page  2  down  there 
at  the  bottom  on  the  teachers, 
didn't  we  make  that  $4572? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Yes,  we  did. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  On  the  per- 
manent substitutes. 

Secretary:   The  maximum,  yes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  To  agree  with  all 
others. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  think  it  is  the 
wish  of  the  Committee  that  they 
would  remain  as  they  are  printed. 

Dr.  Foley:  Any  questions?  No 
questions.  We  will  refer  to  the 
next  item. 

Secretary:  That  "hold"  is  off 
and  $6168  is  out  and  it  is  back  to 
$.5880  on  division  foremen  at 
Boston  Trade  High  School. 

The  next  is.  under  Brandeis, 
the  head  of  division,  $4968  mini- 
mum to  $6552  maximum. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  That  will  remain 
the  same. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  That  was  the 
one  that  we  were  going  to  reduce, 
but  the  maximum  will  remain  the 
same. 

Secretary:  $4968  and  the  maxi- 
mum is  going  to  be  $6552,  and 
the  "hold"  is  off. 
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Dr.  Foley:  Any  questicfns?  No 
questions. 

Business  Manager:  Mr.  Chair- 
man, in  the  first  order  you  passed 
you  will  have  to  strike  out  under 
Brandeis  head  of  division  for  the 
$120.  It  only  applied  to  the  mini- 
mum, but  nevertheless  it  would 
have  to  be  stricken  out  of  the 
first   order  you  passed. 

Dr.  Foley:  That  matter  is 
stricken  out  on  page  2. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  The  second  item 
under  Brandeis  Vocational  High 
School  is  out.  I  move  that 
that  order  be  amended  by  striking 
out  on  page  2  under  Brandeis  Vo- 
cational High  School  the  second 
item  under  that  school  entitled 
"head  of  division." 

Dr.  Foley:  Those  in  favor  of  the 
amendment  signify  in  the  usual 
manner.  The  amendment  is  passed 
and  the  item  is  stricken  out. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  The  division 
foreman's  case  was  in  line  with 
the  recommendation,  Mr.  Super- 
intendent, of  keeping  as  close  to 
parity   as  we   could? 

Superintendent:  You  asked  me, 
Mr.  Chairman,  to  give  you  the 
facts  on  the  1950-51  schedule,  and 
I  gave  you  the  facts. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Yes,  and  then  we 
asked  for  an  opinion;  and  you  said, 
if  I  remernber  correctly,  that  we 
ought   to  keep  it   the  same   way. 

Superintendent:  No,  I  did  not 
say  that.  I  simply  gave  you  the 
figures. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Do  you  think 
we  ought  to  keep  it  as  printed 
based  on  the  other  salaries  in  the 
schedule? 

Superintendent:  As  I  said 
earlier,  Mr.  Muchnick,  one  thing 
taken  out  of  the  salary  schedule 
is  pretty  difficult  for  me  to  react 
to. 

Dr.  Foley:  Then  the  matter 
stays  as  is. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Then  you  agree 
that  the  thing  ought  to  stay  as 
printed  in  the  salary  schedule? 

Superintendent:  I  wouldn't  want 
to  take  any  side  one  way  or  the 
other. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  It  will  remain  as 
printed. 

Business  Manager:  Mrs.  Lyons, 
just  to  get  this  straight,  you  are 
talking  about  division  foremen 
under  Brandeis? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  That  is  correct. 

Secretary:  The  next  is  page  5, 
and  it  is  the  telephone  operator- 
clerical  assistant  in  the  Brandeis. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  That  will  remain 
$2992  just  as  the  other  telephone 
operator. 


"Dr.  Foley:  The  matter  is  com- 
plied with.  Now  we  are  on  di- 
rectors. 

Secretary:  Director  of  Kinder- 
gartens is  the  first  one. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  That  will  remain 
just  as  it  is  printed. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  1 
think  there  is  a  motion  pending 
on  the  directors  that  they  be  giv- 
en a  flat  $7500  to  arrive  there  by 
increments. 

Dr.  Foley:  Motion  is  made  by 
Mr.  Carr  that  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Kindergartens  be 
raised  from  $6876  to  $7500.  Any 
discussion?  What  is  the  will  of 
this  committee? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Shall  we  take  a 
vote  on  that? 

Dr.  Foley:  Yes.  The  Secretary 
will  call  the  roll. 

(Rollcall) 

Dr.  Foley:  The  maximum  will 
stay  at  $6876. 

Director  of  Elementary  super- 
visors. 

Mr.  Carr:  The  same  motion,  Mr. 
Chairman. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  same  motion 
prevails.  Secretary  will  call  the 
roll. 

Secretary:  Maximum  of  $7500 
by  increments 

(Rollcall) 

Dr.  Foley:  The  maximum  of  the 
Director  of  Elementary  Supervi- 
sors remains  at  $6876. 

The  next  order  of  business  is 
the  Department  of  Practice  and 
Training,  Director's  salary.  Mo- 
tion has  been  made  by  Mrs. 
Lyons — ? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  That  the  salary- 
Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  ex- 
cuse me.  I  think  my  motion  pre- 
cedes Mrs.  Lyons'  motion  inas- 
much as  I  made  it  a  week  ago 
and  have  it  pending— that  all  di- 
rectors' salaries  be  raised  to 
$7500.  I  would  like  that  motion 
disposed  of  before  you  dispose  of 
Mrs.    Lyons'. 

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Carr  moves  that 
the  Director  of  Practice  and 
Training  receive  $7500.  The  Sec- 
retary will   call  the  roll. 

(Rollcall) 

Mrs.  Lyons:  May  I  say  that 
there  would  be  amendment  to  that 
motion  that  she  will  go  up  in  in- 
crements from  the  present  salary 
of  $6876  to  $7500. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mrs.  Lyons,  do 
I  understand  by  that  that  you 
mean  that  the  maximum  and  the 
minimum  should  each  be  increased 
by  $624? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Yes,  that  is  right. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  if  it  is  in 

order,   Mr.   Chairman,  I'd  like  to 
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move  to  amend  the  original  motion 
for  $7500  so  that  the  minimum 
and  the  maximum  of  that  position 
of  Director  of  Practice  and  Train- 
ing be  increased  to  the  figures  of 
minimum  and  maximum  as  I  ga\'e 
a  minute  ago — that  the  minimum 
and  the  maximum  be  increased  by 
the  sum  of  $624  each. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Muchnick,  in 
the  light  of  a  motion  that  was 
made  and  passed  bj-  the  Commit- 
tee some  time  ago  that  on  promo- 
tion they  would  automatically  go 
up  three  increments,  would  it  be 
necessary  to  raise  the  minimum 
of  that?  Could  we  let  the  mini- 
mum stay  where  it  is  at  $6300? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  just  in- 
crease the  maximum? 

Mr.  Lyons:  And  increase  the 
maximum? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  frankly  don't 
know.  What  do  you  say,  Mr. 
Smith? 

Business  Manager:  I  think  you 
ought  to  have  a  special  order  es- 
tablishing her  salary  at  $7500  or 
whatever   the   figure   is.   You   are 
suggesting  $144  over  $6876,  is  that 
what  you  are  doing,  Mrs.  Lyons? 
Mrs.  Lyons:  No,  I  am  not. 
Mr.  Muchnick:  She  is  suggest- 
ing a  new  maximum  of  $7500.  She 
is  now  at  what  figure? 
Business  Manager:  $6876. 
Mr.  Muchnick:  No,  she  isn't  at 
$6876.  Her  present  salary  is  $6876 
less  $120.   She  is  $6756,   and  she 
would   get   three   times   the   $144 
over  the  $6756  now. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Muchnick, 
there  is  an  order  here,  and  I  think 
this  could  be  written  up  in  a  simi- 
lar manner,  and  it  reads  the  same 
— that  the  Director  of  Practice 
and  Training  receive,  effective 
September  1,  1952,  a  salary  of 
$6876. 

Secretary:  Mr.  Muchnick  gave 
a  little  bit  below  that. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Her  salary,  it 
seems  to  me,  Mr.  Chairman,  should 
be  the  $6756  plus  three  incre- 
ments of  $144. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  That  wouldn't 
bring  it  up. 
Mr.  Muchnick:  Yes,  it  would. 
Mrs.  Lyons:  It  is  only  on  pro- 
motion. This  would  read  this 
way,  if  you  wanted  to  establish 
this  salary  as  we  have  for  every 
other  director,  of  $6876.  We  have 
established  that,  and  in  Order  No. 
3  that  would  establish  that  salary 
also,  so  that  if  you  used  this  type 
of  an  order  saying  that  so  and  so 
of  the  Department  of  Practice 
and  Training  receive,  effective 
September  1,  1952,  a  salary  of 
$6876  with  an  increment  of  $144 


on  each  and  every  September  1st 
thereafter  until  the  maximum 
salary  prescribed  for  her  rank 
under  Order  No.  3  is  reached. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  You  don't  have 
to  because  in  the  first  order,  the 
one  from  which  we  just  struck 
out  the  head  of  division  at  Bran- 
deis,  there  Is  listed  the  Director 
of  Practice  and  Training  to  re- 
ceive $120,  but  in  no  case  to  ex- 
ceed the  maximum  salary  of  her 
rank. 

All  we  have  done  is  change  the 
maximum   salary  of  her  rank. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Then  how  should 
it  be  done? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  You  don't  have 
to  write  a  special  order,  it  seems 
to  me.  Just  erase  the  $6876  and 
put  $7500  in  there. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman, 
there  is  an  order  already  for  her 
because  she  has  this  money  in 
litigation. 

Business  Manager:  Order  No. 
65  says  that  "each  of  the  follow- 
ing Directors  receive,  effective 
September  1,  1952,  the  maximum 
salary  prescribed  for  his  rank  in 
Order  No.  3,  and,  in  addition 
thereto,  for  the  months  of  Septem- 
ber, October,  November  and 
December,  1952,  but  for  said 
months  only,  a  temporary  salary 
increase  of  $58  per  month." 

That  would  put  Miss  O'Brien 
on  a  $7500  maximum  immediately. 
Mr.  Muchnick:  So  we  would 
have  to  take  her  out  of  this  one 
that  we  just  read  and  have  another 
one  giving  her  only  $6876 — 

Miss  Sheehan:  You  don't  want 
this  salary  to  be  advanced  start- 
ing this  year. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  No,  that  will  go 
up  by  increments  to  $7500. 

Business  Manager:  Then  you 
only  want  to  give  her  an  incre- 
ment of  $120  this  year,  is  that 
right? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  On  the  anniver- 
sary date  she  gets  it  automati- 
cally. I  think  she  would  get  it 
automatically,  wouldn't  she,  Mr. 
Superintendent? 

Superintendent:  I  don't  think 
so. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  If  we  have  rec- 
ognized the  worth  of  that  depart- 
ment as  against  others  to  be  worth 
a  salary  of  $7500  on  an  increment 
basis,  then  the  $120  should  not 
enter  into  it  as  everybody  got  the 
$120.  It  seems  to  me  that  we  ought 
to  give  one  increment  above  the 
$120  towards  the  $7500.  Other- 
wise, we  are  not  currently  giving 
any  financial  or  tangible  evidence 
of  saying  that  the  position  is  worth 
that. 
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Dr.  Foley:  We  can  specify  that 
change. 

Business  Manager:  She  goes 
into  a  new  order  $144  higher  than 
the  $120.  Now  do  I  understand, 
Mr.  Chairman,  that  in  this  page 
six  of  the  salary  schedule  the 
Director  of  Practice  and  Training 
reads  $6924,  $144,  $7500? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
think  I  specified  that  when  Mr. 
Muchnick  just  asked  a  question. 
Leave  it  at  $6300  because  who- 
ever would  get  that  at  any  time 
it  may  be  vacant  would  go  up 
three  increments  anyway. 


Secretary:  Speech  Improve- 
ment Classes,  Director. 

Mr.  Carr:  There  is  a  motion 
pending. 

Dr.  Foley:  Motion  is  made  to 
make  the  Director  of  Speech  Im- 
provement Classes  be  established 
at  $7500. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  The  maximum. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  maximum,  yes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  leave'  the 
minimum  the  same.  Is  that  cor- 
rect, Mr.  Carr? 

Mr.  Carr:  That's  right. 

(Rollcall.) 

Dr.  Foley:  Then  the  maximum 
stands  for  the  Director  of  Speech 
Improvement. 


Secretary:  The  next  is  Director 
of   Special   Classes. 

(Rollcall.) 

Dr.  Foley:  Then  the  maximum 
stands  for  that  Director. 

Director  of  Fine  Arts  is  next. 

(Rollcall) 

Dr.  Foley:  Director  of  Home 
Economics. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
in  exactly  the  same  manner  and 
the  same  procedure  as  there  was 
for  the  Director  of  Practice  and 
Training.  Am  I  right  in  assuming 
that? 

Mr.  Carr:  Yes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  with  $144 
on  top  of  the  ri20  this  year. 
Exactly  the  same  wording  and 
taking  that  name  out  from  the 
olher  orders  and  putting  it  in  a 
special  order  by  itself. 

(Rollcall). 

Business  Manager:  The  assist- 
ant director  of  Home  Economics? 
May  I  inquire  what  her  salary  is? 

Dr.  Foley:  Just  the  same  as  the 
Department  of  Practice  and 
Training. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  $4368  minimum, 
$6528  maximum. 

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Carr's  motion 
still     prevails     with     regard     to 


changing  this  to  $7500  on  the 
Director  of  Industrial  Arts. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
if  this  motion  prevails,  it  is  on 
exactly  the  same  conditions  as  the 
motion  concerning  the  Director  of 
Practice  and  Training.  Is  that  the 
intention? 

Dr.  Foley:  That  is  understood, 
Mr.  Muchnick.  The  seccretary 
will  call  the  roll. 

(Rollcall). 

Secretary:  Shop  foremen  is 
changed  to  $3564  with  a  maximum 
of  $5436,  which  is  not  held.  The 
shop  foreman,  Horace  Mann 
School,  is  $3564  with  a  maximum 
of  $5436,  which  is  held. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  think,  Mr.  Chair- 
man— 

Business  Manager:  I  thought 
it  was  $3576. 

Secretary:   $3564. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  think  the  reason 
that  was  held  was  that  we  were 
going  to  determine  that  when  it 
is  vacated  it  will  go  back  to  a 
regular  teacher's  .job  because  the 
man  has  no  one  under  him.  I 
can't  see  where  we  have  a  fore- 
man in  a  school  where  there  is 
only  one  person. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  It  would  have 
no  effect  on  this  particular  sal- 
ary schedule,  Mr.  Chairman,  but 
I  think  the  intention  was  to  have 
that  held  out  solely  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a  future  agenda  so  that 
the  one  interested  could  make  a 
motion  that  that  position  or  title 
be  discontinued  with  the  retire- 
ment or  resignation  of  the  cur- 
rent incumbent. 

Am  I  correct  in  that,  Mrs. 
Lyons? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  That  is  right.  Of 
course,  if  it's  too  far  in  the  futui-e, 
I  suppose  there  wouldn't  be  too 
much  point  to  it.  Do  you  know 
how  much  longer  that  man  will  be 
there? 

Superintendent:  He  is  a  young 
man. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman, 
would  you  feel  that  we  might 
just  as  well  leave  that  and  not 
bother  with  the  motion? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Forget  about  it, 
then. 

Business  Manager:  What  abcmt 
the  other  school? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  That  applies  to 
both  of  them. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Does  raising 
the  minimum  like  that  increase 
the— 

Business  Manager:  Not  if  they 
are  on  their  maximum. 

Miss  Sheehan:  We  have  to 
check  to  see  where  the  men  who 
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are  not  on  maximum  are  in  the 
salary  schedule. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Would  that  give 
them  extra  increments  now? 

Miss  Sheehan:  I  don't  believe 
it  will  because  that  is  a  pi'omo- 
tional  position,  and  they  probably 
were  beyond  that  step  before  they 
were  promoted,  but  each  one  would 
have  to  be  checked.  There  are 
just  a  few  men. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  if  it  is  so  far  in  the  future, 
Mr.  Chairman,  why  bother  with 
the  minimum  at  all? 

Dr.  Foley:  We  don't  have  to. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Shall  we  leave  the 
minimum  at  $3276? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  let  some 
future  School  Committee  worry 
about  it  and  nobody  gets  hurt  or 
helped. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  That  stays  at  that 
figure  as  printed. 

Dr.  Foley:  How  about  that  bus 
driver? 

Secretary:  I  changed  it  to  $11. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  On  the  Department 
of  Music,  that  was  to  remain  as 
printed. 

Dr.  Foley:  Question  comes  on 
Mr.  Carr's  motion  with  regard  to 
$7500  for  the  Director  of  Music. 

Mr.  Muchnick :  If  this  is  adopted' 
Mr.  Chairman,  or  if  any  of  those 
are  adopted.  I  understand  they 
will  be  subject  to  the  same  condi- 
tions and  terms  that  were  put  in 
effect  for  the  Director  of  Practice 
and  Training. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  Chair  so  rules 
on  that. 

(Rollcall). 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  believe  the  De- 
partment of  Music  is  to  be  just 
as  printed  and  that  the  super- 
visors of  bands  and  orchestras, 
drum  and  bugle  corps,  and  bands 
and  orchestral  instruments  will 
go  up  on  increments  of  $144. 

I  think  you  probably  will  have 
to  have  a  new  order  for  that. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Until  what 
final  figure? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Until  they  reach 
55688.  We  have  established  a  new 
maximum,  and  you  will  hav^e  to 
make  a  new  order  out  for  it. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent, would  you  want  to  com- 
ment on  the  amounts  in  this  de- 
partment for  the  supervisors  as 
compared  with  assistant  directors 
and  director — or  instructors — as 
to  whether  those  are  the  proper 
proportions  ? 

Superintendent:  You  are  speak- 
ing now  about  assistant  directors? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  The  whole  De- 
partment of  Music. 


Dr.  Foley:    Below  the  Director. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  As  compared 
with  the  Director  and  the  type  of 
work  that  is  done  by  the  assist- 
ants and  different  supervisors  who 
are  named  and  the  instructors  in 
bands  and  orchestral  instruments. 

Superintendent:  Well,  I  recom- 
mended, Mr.  Chairman,  to  you 
back  some  time  ago  that  super- 
visors of  drum  and  bugle  corps  and 
supervisors  of  bands  and  orches- 
tral instruments  receive  the  regu- 
lar $120.  They  were  at  the  same 
salary  level  as  the  high  school 
teachers.  They  are  in  teaching 
positions,  and  so  I  recommended 
the  $120  comparable  to  the  high 
.school  teachers. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  how  about 
the  superisors  of  vocal  music? 

Superintendent:  My  recom- 
mendation there  was  $5688  simply 
because  it  was  the  salary  previ- 
ously given,  and  I  recommended 
that  the  art  supervisors  be 
brought  up  to  them. 

Mr  .  Muchnick:  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent, if  their  salary  in  vocal 
music  had  previously  not  been 
$5688  but  had  been  the  same  as 
the  salary  of  supervisors  of  bands 
and  orchestras  and  supervisors  of 
drum  and  bugle  corps,  would  you 
have  recommended  for  them  the 
same  as  for  the  supervisors  of 
bands  and  orchestras? 

Superintendent:  No,  I  would 
have  recommended  more,  Mr. 
Muchnick,  for  the  reason  that 
they  are  actually  doing  supervis- 
ory work,  whereas  the  supervisors 
of  bands  and  orchestral  instru- 
ments and  the  supervisors  of 
drum  and  bugle  corps  are  really 
in  teaching  positions. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  what  do 
vou  think  the  figures  then  ought 
to  be,  if  different  from  $5688? 

Superintendent:  I  don't  think 
you  should  separate  these  now, 
Mr.  Muchnick.  I  think  everything 
would  have  to  be  taken  on  an 
overall  picture  comparable  with 
supervisors  of  art  and  so  on. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Then  do  you 
think  we  ought  to  leave  the  figure 
of  $5688  for  these  three  groups? 

Superintendent:  I  recommended 
for  bands  and  orchestral  instru- 
ments, Mr.  Muchnick,  and  for 
bands  and  orchestras  $120. 

Mr  Muchnick:  Now  that  we  have 
this  situation  as  it  is,  do  you  think 
that  the  supervi.sors  of  bands  and 
orchestral  instruments,  supervi- 
sors  in  vocal  music,  and  supervi- 
sors of  drum  and  bugle  corps 
should  all  remain  at  $5688  or  if 
they  shouldn't,  what  should  their 
figure  be  compared  to  the  general 
overall  schedule? 
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Superintendent:  I  will  go  back 
to  the  original  recommendatioTi 
which  I  gave  before,  Mr.  Much- 
nick:  leaving  the  supervisors  of 
vocal  music  at  $5688,  supervisors 
of  drum  and  bugle  corps,  $120; 
supervisors  of  bands  and  orches- 
tras. $120. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  in  dollars 
and  cents,  what  would  that  $120 
have  meant— $5376? 

Superintendent:  The  Scime  ai» 
the  high  school  teachers,  $5376, 

Dr.  Foley:  No  change? 

Mr.  Lyons:  No. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Superintendent, 
do  you  consider  the  supervisors  ot 
vocal  music  on  the  same  salary 
grade  as  the  elementary  super- 
visors and  supervisors  of  home 
economics?  We  have  them  at  a 
maximum  of  $6264. 

Superintendent:  Those  are  as- 
sistant directors,  I  think,  Mr. 
Carr.  You  mean  the  Elementary 
Supervisors? 

Mr.  Carr:  Yes.  I  think  their 
maximum  is  $6264. 

Superintendent:  No,  I  think  the 
Elementary  Supervisors  occupy  a 
very,  very  important  function  in 
our  school  system.  That  figure  is 
$6240. 

Mr.  Carr:  And  you  think  the  dif- 
ferential should  exist? 

Superintendent:  Yes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent, do  you  think  the  differ- 
ential ought  to  be  $5688  as  against 
$6240  in  those  two  classes  of 
supervisors,  elementary  as  against 
vocal  music? 

Superintendent:  I  think,  Mr. 
Chairhian,  that  the  importance  of 
elementary  supervision  is  greater 
than  the  importance  of  any  in- 
dividual subject  in  the  elementary 
curriculum. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  do  you 
think  that  it's  worth  approxi- 
mately a  $504  difference?  That 
is  what  this  comes  to. 

Superintendent:  I  wouldn't 
lecommend  any  reduction,  certain- 
ly, in  the  Elementary  Supervisors. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Nobody  has 
suggested  a  reduction.  I  just  want 
to  know  if  you  think  it's  worth 
(he  difference  between  $6240  and 
$5688  which  is  a  $450  difference. 
Do  you  think  that  figure  is  right 
both  for  Elementary  Supervisors 
and  for  vocal  music  supervisors? 
That's  all  I  want  to  know. 

Superintendent:  I  think  so — I 
mean  as  far  as  this  salary  schedule 
is  concerned. 

Dr.  Foley:  Then  there  is  no 
change  by  the  Committee  with 
regard     to     the     Department     of 


Music  other  than  what  we  have 
so  stated. 

Penmanship,  assistant  director. 
There  is  a  change  there,  is  there? 

Mr.  Carr:  Change  the  maximum 
to  $6528. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  We  changed  the 
maximum  to  $6528,  minumum  to 
$4368. 

Dr.  Foley:  Any  discussion  with 
regard  to  the  change? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Does  that  re- 
quire another  special  order, 
Miss  Sheehan? 

Miss  Sheehan:     Yes. 

Secretary:  We  changed  it  be- 
fore. 

Dr.  Foley:  Visual  and  Radio 
Education,  Director.  The  same 
motion  of  Mr.  Carr  prevails,  and 
the  Secretary  will  call  the  roll. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Under  the  same 
conditions  as  the  one  in  Practice 
and  Training? 

Mr.  Carr:     Yes. 

(Rollcall) 

Dr.  Foley:  Then  the  salary  re- 
mains the  same,  minimum  of 
$6300,  maximum   of  $6876. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Superinten- 
dent, is  an  assistant  director  equal 
in  classification  to  a  supervisor? 

Superintendent:  Do  you  have 
some  particular  subject  in  mind, 
Mr.  Muchnick? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Yes.  I  just 
noticed,  frankly,  for  the  first  time 
that  an  assistant  director  of  pen- 
manship is  getting  $6528.  Is  that 
correct? 

Dr.  Foley:  That's  correct. 

Mr.  Muchnick.  And  a  super- 
visor of  health  education  and  safe- 
ty education  is  also  getting  $6528. 
I  wonder  how  come;  and  a  super- 
visor of  licensed  minors  two  rows 
down  is  only  getting  $5400. 

Superintendent:  That  salary  of 
the  supervisor  of  health  education 
was  set  by  a  previous  Committee. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  is  it  a 
proper  salary  as  against  the  sal- 
ary of  an  assistant  director  just 
below  it? 

Superintendent:  I  think  all 
assistant  directors,  Mr.  Muchnick, 
have  a  higher  title  and  a  different 
type  of  work.  They  have  some  ad- 
ministi-ative  work  along  with 
supervision,  and  I  think  they 
should  carry  a  higher  salary. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Than  super- 
visors? 

Superintendent:  That's  right. 

Secretary:  Director  of  Distrib- 
utive Education. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  With  the  same 
provisions  as  Practice  and  Train- 
ing? 

Mr.  Carr:     Yes. 

(Rollcall)

Dr.  Foley:  The  director  receives 
-  $6300,  and  $6876  maximum. 

Secretary:  Director  of  Educa- 
tional Investigation  and  Measure- 
ment. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  same  motion 
prevails  with  the  same  character- 
istics of  the  amendment. 

(Rollcall) 

Dr.  Foley:  Then  the  salary  re- 
mains the  same.  The  minimum 
stays  as  is  and  the  maximum 
stays  at  $6876. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
on  the  Bureau  of  Child  Account- 
ing, there  is  no  director  for  that 
position  is  there  Mr.  Superinten- 
dent? 

Supeiuntendent:  There  is  no 
position,  head  of  the  Bureau  of 
Child  Accounting.  That  was  the 
original  title,  Mr.  Muchnick. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Is  there  going 
to  be? 

Superintendent:  I  don't  plan  to 
have  any.  I  think  it  has  func- 
tioned very  will  under  an  assistant 
superintendent. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  The  part  that 
bothers  me  is  that  we  have  here 
head  of  division  and  head  super- 
visor getting  more  money  than 
two  of  the  directors  in  that  posi- 
tion. 

I  don't  know  how  you  can  have 
a  director  of  a  department  or  of 
a  subdepartment  in  one  depart- 
ment. If  we  had  a  position,  Direc- 
tor of  the  Bureau  of  Child  Ac- 
counting, then  I  should  imagine 
that  automatically  the  Director 
of  Educational  Investigation  and 
Measurement  and  the  Director  of 
Vocational  Guidance  and  the 
others  would  have  to  be  assistant 
directors  or  something.  They 
couldn't  have  the  same  titles. 

Superintendent:  The  title  would 
not  be  director.  The  title  origi- 
nally was,  when  this  bureau  was 
established.  Head  of  the  Bureau 
of  Child  Accounting.  I  think  that 
was  the  title,  wasn't  it,  Miss 
Reynolds? 

Secretary:    I  think  it  was. 

Superintendent:  Mr:  Donovan 
was  the  head  of  the  division. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Was  the  title 
"head"  considered  higher  than 
the  title  of  director? 

Superintendent :  Chief. 

Mr:  Muchnick:  It  seens  to  me 
that  this  ought  to  be  split  up 
somehow.  If  you  are  a  director 
of  the  Department  of  Vocational 
Guidance,  then  I  don't  know  why 
you  don't  have,  for  classification 
purposes,  set  up  in  a  salary  sched- 
ule and  elsewhere  the  same  kind 
of  a   description   that  you   would 


have  for  the  Department  of  Music 
or  V^isual  and  Radio  Education. 

Superintendent:  You  have  a  di- 
rector, Mr.  Muchnick,  of  these 
two  departments,  and  they  all  are 
in  a  group  called  the  Bureau  of 
Child  Accounting.  Originally  when 
that  bureau  was  established,  the 
title  was,  as  has  been  stated  here, 
chief  of  the  bureau.  Mr.  Paul 
Donovan   was   chief. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  now  they 
are  not  accountable  to  any  chief 
of  any  bureau. 

Superintendent:  They  are  ac- 
countable to  the  assistant  super- 
intendent. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  The  same  as  the 
Director  of  Penmanship  or  Music 
is  accountable  to  an  assistant 
superintendent,  and  I  don't  know 
why  they  should  not  be  set  out 
as  their  own  department.  This 
Bureau  of  Child  Accounting  is 
practically  a  fiction.  You  can't 
have  a  bureau  without  somebody 
running  it. 

Superintendent:  Well,  the  as- 
sistant superintendent  runs  it. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  He  runs  other 
departments  the  same  way. 

Superintendent:  That's  right. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Then  you  ought 
to  have  them  all  listed  that  are 
run  by  one  assistant  superintend- 
dent — Bureau  of  Assistant  Super- 
intendent X. 

Superintendent:  No,  I  wouldn't 
say    so,    Mr.    Muchnick. 

Secretary:  Director  of  School 
Lunches. 

Dr.  Foley:  That  is  automatic 
as  far  as  we  are  concerned. 

Mr.  Garr:  Civil  Service,  isn't  it? 

Superintendent:   Yes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  No  motion  on 
that  one? 

Mr.  Carr:  No,  that  is  Civil  Serv- 
ice. 

Secretary:  Supervising  school 
physician  was  held. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Does  that  include 
the  $120  or  the  fractional  pro- 
portion of  $120? 

Superintendent:  No,  it  doesn't, 

Mr.  Muchnick.  There  was  no 
increase  in  the  maximum  for  these 
people? 

Superintendent:  That  is  true, 
Mr.  Muchnick.  I  called  it  to  your 
attention,  you  remember,  and  you 
asked  me  some  questions,  and  then 
I  suggested  that  Dr.  Keenan  might 
be  here.  I  think  you  asked  that 
we  might  have  further  informa- 
tion. 

Secretary:  Do  you  want  to  do 
anything  on  the  supervising  school 
physicians? 
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Dr.  Foley:  Nothing  except  what 
is  listed. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Provided  that 
isn't  an  increase  over  last  year's 
figures. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  Superintendent 
said  it  is  not. 

Director  of  Physical  Education. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  have 
a  motion  that  when  this  was  con- 
sidered I  wanted  to  substitute 
$9,064  in  place  of  $8,000.  I  think 
that  the  job  of  the  Director  of 
this  particular  department  war- 
rants that  increase.  I  base  it  on 
a  survey  conducted  nationally, 
and  in  nine  cities  of  comparable 
size,  the  directors  receive  between 
$9,000  and  $9,999.  Three  of  them 
receive  $10,000  or  more. 

Our  Department  of  Physical 
Education  is  considered  a  model 
for  the  entire  country.  I  think 
we  ought  to  pay  the  people  in  that 
department.  I  think  we  ought  to 
pay  him  a  salary  comparable  with 
that  of  directors  of  similar 
physical  education  departments 
throughout  the  country. 

I  hope  the  Committee  will  see 
fit  to  vote  in  favor  of  $9064  for 
the  Director. 

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Carr  has  moved 
that  $9064  be  inserted  instead  of 
$8000  for  the  Director  of  Physical 
Education. 

The  Secretary  will  call  the  roll. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Would  you  want 
to  comment  on  that  at  all,  Mr. 
Superintendent? 

Superintendent:  I  recommended 
that  originally,  Mr.  Muchnick. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Yes,  but  you 
recommended  that,  as  I  remember 
it,  along  with  other  recommenda- 
tions. For  example,  if  I  remem- 
ber correctly,  the  recommendation 
was  assistant  superintendents  at 
$12,000. 

Now,  assistant  superintendents, 
as  I  understand  it,  are  not  going 
to   be  $12,000. 

Superintendent:  I  had  hoped 
that  it  would  be  that  figure. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  think  it  is  the 
consensus  from  what  I  can  under- 
stand that  assistant  superintend- 
ents arc  going  to  remain  as  they 
are.  You  recommended  that  the 
Board  of  Examiners  go  up.  I  don't 
recall  the  figure.  What  was  the 
figure  for  the  Board  of  Exami- 
ners, Mr.   Superintendent? 

Superintendent:  I  think  $9064. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  the  Board 
of  Examiners  is  remaining  at  $7800 
and  $8100. 

Superintendent:  I  had  hoped 
that  you  would  increase  those 
salaries. 


Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  bearing  in 
mind  tliat  those  other  amounts 
have  not  gone  up  to  your  sug- 
gested figures  proportionately  or 
percentagewise  as  against  the  pre- 
vailing salary  for  members  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  and  for  mem- 
bers of  the  Assistant  Superin- 
tendents' group,  isn't  .$8000  the 
more  nearly  appropriate  figure 
rather  than  $9064  for  the  Director 
of  Physical   Education? 

Superintendent:  No,  I  wouldn't 
change  from  that  figure,  Mr. 
Muchnick.  In  other  words,  I 
don't  think,  and  I  don't  use  these 
words  in  the  sense  that  they 
might  connote,  I  don't  think  two 
wrongs  make  a  right.  In  other 
words,  because  the  School  Com- 
mittee is  not  willing  to  accept  my 
recornmendation  for  the  Assistant 
Superintendents  and  because  they 
are  not  willing  to  accept  my  rec- 
ommendation for  the  Board  of 
Examiners,  I  am  sorry.  I  still 
hope  that  they  will  accept  as 
many  of  my  recommendations  as 
is  possible. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  Mr.  Su- 
perintendent, if  the  School  Com- 
mittee determines,  as  it  has  de- 
termined, that  under  present  con- 
ditions members  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  should  get  only  $7968, 
you  think  it  is  proper  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  system  to 
have  the  Director  of  Adult  Educa- 
tion or  the  Director  of  Physical 
Education  receive  more  money  as 
a  salary  than  members  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  when  the 
amount  of  money  paid  is  supposed 
to  indicate,  as  I  see  it.  among 
others,  at  least  in  part,  the  value 
of  somebody's  service  to  the  sys- 
tem? 

Superintendent:  I  think,  Mr. 
Chairman  and  Mr.  Muchnick,  that 
I  have  already  answered  your 
question. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  with  the 
base  of  $7968  as  an  accomplished 
fact,  and  assumedly  unchangeable 
for  the  coming  year  for  members 
of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  do 
you  think  that  the  Director  of 
Physical  Education  ought  to  get 
more  than  those  people  do? 

Super-intendent:  I  would  hope 
Mr.  Chairman,  that  the  members 
would  go  back  to  my  original 
recommendations. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Your  hope  hasn't 
gone  into  effect.  With  that  hope 
not  being  in  effect  and  with  the 
Examiners  getting  $7968,  should 
the  head  of  the  Department  of 
Physical  Education  get  more  or 
less  than  members  of  the  Board  of 
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Examiners?    It's    a    very    simple 
question,  Mr.  Superintendent. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Cliairman, 
the  answer  is  very  simple.  If  all 
of  my  recommendations  can't  be 
accepted,  I  certainly  hope  that  as 
many  as  possible  are  accepted. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  do  you 
think,  Mr.  Superintendent,  that 
it  would  be  proper  for  us,  assum- 
ing tliat  it  is  a  wrong  which 
isn't  gcfing  to  be  corrected,  to  pay 
Examiners  $7968  and  pay  the 
head  of  a  Department  of  Physical 
Education  $1100  more  than  they 
get? 

Superintendent:  I  would  hope, 
Mr.  Muchnick,  that  as  many  of 
my  recommendations  as  possible 
would  be  accepted  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Don't  you  want 
to  answer  the  question?  If  you 
don't,   say  so. 

Superintendent:  I  am  answering 
the  question. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  if  that  is 
what  you  consider  an  answer  to 
that  question — Mr.  Chairman,  I 
must  change  my  mind  and  ask  one 
more  question.  Do  you  think  the 
sum  of  $8000,  knowing  all  the 
facts  concerning  our  school  sys- 
tem, is  a  proper  salary  for  us  to 
pay  to  the  Director  of  Physical 
Education? 

Superintendent:  I  will  answer 
that  directly,  Mr.  Chairman.  I 
have  answered  it  before.  No. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  What  do  you- 
think  that  the  salary  should  be, 
knowing  all  the  facts  and  the 
votes  already  taken? 

Superintendent:  All  facts  con- 
sidered, still  what  I  said  origin- 
ally, Mr.  Muchnick. 

Mr.   Muchnick:   $9064? 

Superintendent:  $9064. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  could 
I  ask  the  Superintendent?  Do  you 
believe  that  it  is  a  fair  compari- 
son to  compare  one  department 
such  as  the  Board  of  Examiners 
or  the  Assistant  Superintendents 
with  another  department  as  a 
basis    for  salaries? 

Superintendent:  No,  I  don't 
think  that  it's  the  only  criterion, 
certainly,  Mr.  Carr.  I  said  origi- 
nally, as  you  know,  Mr.  Chair- 
man and  Members,  that  the  Di- 
rector of  Physical  Education  and 
his  assistants — yes,  I  will  say  all 
included — have  a  long,  difficult 
season:  afternoons,  nights,  Satur- 
days, Sundays. 

They  do  an  excellent  piece  of 
work.  They  are  a  credit  to  our 
school  system,  in  my  opinion,  and 
it     is     pretty     well     recognized 


throughout  the  country;  and  I 
think  that  the  Director  should 
be  paid  commensurate  with  his 
work,  and  the  Associate  and  the 
assistant   dii'ectors  likewise. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, bearing  all  that  in  mind, 
Mr.  Superintendent,  and  bearing 
the  figure  of  $9064  in  mind,  you 
had  a  recommendation  for 
members  of  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers which  wasn't  followed. 
What  was  that  figure? 

Superintendent:  $9064  for  the 
Chief  Examiner  and  $8776  for  the 
Examiners. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Then  you  feel 
that  the  position  of  head  of  the 
Department  of  Physical  Educa- 
tion is  worth  more  than  the  posi- 
tion of  Examiner? 

Superintendent  r  The  difference 
between  $9064  and  $8776  on  the 
basis  of  the  reasons  that  I  ex- 
plained in  the  document  which  I 
presented  in  my  report. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  You  think  that 
for  pay  purposes  in  our  system  the 
head  of  the  Physical  Education 
Department  is  worth  approximate- 
ly $275  a  year  more  than  the 
Examiners  are  worth?  Isn't  that 
so? 

Superintendent:  Not  in  terms  of 
value  to  the  service. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  that  is 
what  we  pay  for.  That  is  how  we 
translate  it  in  salaries. 

Superintendent:  Not  only  on 
value  to  the  service  because  they 
are  both  extremely  important, 
})ut  based  on  the  fact  that  he  per- 
haps is  at  the  Arena  at  six  o'clock 
in  the  morning;  he  is  at  night 
football  games  until  11  o'clock  at 
night;  he  is  at  Sunday  afternoon 
affairs  at  the  Stadium;  and  he  is 
at  Saturday  afternoon  affairs  at 
the  Stadium  or  at  the  Harvard 
Stadium  or  at  football  games  and 
track  meets  Saturday  afternoons. 

And  in  the  light  of  the  amount 
of  time  put  in  by  that  department, 
Mr.  Chairman,  and  the  fine  work 
they  do,  I  still  stand  on  $9064  for 
the  Director,  $8662  for  the  Associ- 
ate Director,  and  $7336  for  the 
Assistant  Directors. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  may 
we  have  a  vote  on  that  now, 
please? 

Dr.  Foley:  Any  other  question 
by  the  members  of  the  Commit- 
tee? If  not,  we  will  proceed  to 
vote  on  $9064  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Carr. 

(Rollcall) 

Dr.  Foley:  The  minimum  of  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of 
Physical  Education — 
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Mr.  Muchnick:  Excuse  me,  Mr. 
Chairman.  We  would  have  to  vote, 
it  seems  to  me,  on  the  $8,000 
figure. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  am  just  going  to 
do  that.  The  Director  of  Physical 
Education:  minimum,  $6,000;  in- 
crements, $144;  maximum,  $8,000. 
The  Secretary  will  call  the  roll. 

(Rollcall) 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Now,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, is  there  an  order  placing 
the  Director  on  maximum? 

Dr.  Foley:  A  further  one  later 
on  in  the  calendar  as  we  proceed. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  just  wanted 
to  make  sure. 

Secretary:  This  is  the  Ai^soci- 
ate  Director  of  Physical  Educa- 
tion. 

Dr.  Foley:  Any  questions  on  the 
Associate  Director? 

Mr.  Carr:  I  move  that  the  sal- 
ary of  the  Associate  Director  be 
established  at  $8632. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  Director  only 
gets  $8000.  I  just  bring  that  to 
your  attention. 

Mr.  Carr:  I  would  have  to  ad- 
just that.  I  will  change  the  mo- 
tion. I  move  that  the  maximum 
salary  be  established  at  $8000. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
can  it  be  that  the  Director  and 
the  Associate  Director  each  get 
the  same  figure? 

Dr.  Foley:  Would  that  be  pos- 
sible, Mr.  Superintendent? 

Superintendent:  I  think  that 
any  salary  that  the  School  Com- 
mittee wishes  to  establish  is  per- 
fectly legal. 

Dr.  Foley:  What  would  your 
comment  be  on  that? 

Superintendent:  That  would  be 
up  to  the  School  Committee,  Doc- 
tor. Of  course,  my  original  com- 
ment was,  as  you  know,  $9064 
and  $8632. 

Dr.  Foley:  We  are  only  the 
policy-making  body.  I  should 
think  the  administrative  body 
would  step  in  and  advise  us  what 
the  parity  should  be  between  the 
salaries  of  the  Director  and  the 
Associate  Director. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  know- 
ing the  duties  of  the  Associate 
Director  and  his  activities,  he 
is  engaged  twelve  months  of  every 
year  the  same  as  the  Director,  and 
he  performs  pretty  nearly  the 
same  duties.  I  think  that  there 
would  be  a  parity  there  and  we 
could  give  him  the  same  as  the 
Director. 

Mr.   Muchnick:   We   don't   even 

know  who   he   is   yet,   Mr.   Carr. 

Mr.  Carr:  I  know  it  is  a  very 


important  position,  and  his  duties 
will  be  arduous. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
think  that  it  will  make  ,a  very 
great  difference  if  we  are  going 
on  the  premise  of  equal  pay  for 
equal  work.  I  think  that  you 
can't  establish  that  as  an  as- 
sociate director.  You  would  have 
to   call   them   both   directors. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Call  each  of 
them  co-directors. 

Mr.  Carr:  If  there  are  no  further 
questions,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
like  that  put  to  a  vote. 

Dr.  Foley:  Motion  has  been 
made  by  Mr.  Carr  that  the  As- 
sociate Director's  maximum  sal- 
ary be  established  at  $8000. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
before  the  vote,  I  frankly  don't 
see  how  in  the  administration  of 
any  department  you  could  have 
two  people  of  equal  rank.  At 
some  stage  of  the  game  there 
must  be  some  one  person  in  charge 
of  the  department  who  has  to 
have  the  final  say  if  there  is  a 
dispute  of  policy  or  principle;  and 
I  don't  see  how  it  can  possiDlv  be. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  think 
the  final  say  would  still  be  con- 
tingent on  the  Director.  There 
are  many  business  houses  where 
the  subordinates  make  more 
money  than  the  directors  through 
overtime  or  other  things. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  Mr.  Carr's  motion.  Any  other 
discussion  with  regard  to  the  As- 
sociate Director? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
would  like  to  suggest  that  that 
salary  be  placed  as  it  is  right 
here.  It  is  $5600  minimum  and 
$7640  maximum;  and  keep  the  dif- 
ferential and  also  the  difference 
in  the  director  and  associate  di- 
rectorship. 

I  think  you  ar"e  going  to  make 
a  very  grave  mistake  in  making 
two  bosses  for  one  division. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Unless  you  split 
the  division. 

Dr.  Foley:  Question  comes  on 
the  motion  of  Mr.  Carr. 

Secretary:  The  motion  of  Mr. 
Carr  is  a  maximum  of  $8,000? 

(Rollcall). 

Dr.  Foley:  The  salary  of  the  as- 
sociate director,  $5600,  incre- 
ments, $144,  maximum  $7640. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
with  reference  to  this  position,  if 
and  when  it  is  filled — and  I  don't 
know  if  there  is  an  order,  but 
if  there  isn't  any  order,  I  would 
like  to  move  that  we  have  one 
that  it  be  filled  at  maximum. 

Could  we  have  a  vote  so  that 
such  an  order  could  be  prepared 
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that  if  and  when  filled,  that  posi- 
tion should  be  filled  at  its  maxi- 
mum? 

Dr.  Folej':  I  thought  we  proba- 
bly would  bring  those  orders  in 
at  the  end    of  the  calendar. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  would  just  like 
to  have  it  prepared. 

Dr.  Foley:  Any  objection  to  the 
preparation  of  that?  No  objec- 
tions. The  preparation  will  be 
made. 

Secretary:  The  Chairrnan's  mo- 
tion is  that  if  and  when  the 
position  of  associate  director  of 
physical  education  is  to  be  filled, 
it  be  filled  at  the  maximum  sal- 
ary $7640  per  year. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  One  further 
question.  If  an  appointment  is 
made  to  any  position,  teacher  or 
director  or  anything  else,  and  it 
is  submitted  in  March,  can  it  be 
submitted  in  March  effective 
September  1st? 

Superintendent:  Do  you  mean 
this,  Mr.  Muchnick — could  I,  next 
March,  looking  ahead,  make  an 
appointment  to  be  effective  Sep- 
tember 1,  1953? 

Mr.    Muchnick:    No,    1952. 

Superintendent:  Could  I  have, 
last  March,  made  that  appoint- 
ment? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Yes,  could  you  in 
March  of  1952 — can  you,  next 
week,  on  September  5th,  submit 
a  nomination  for  appointment  to 
X  position  effective  September 
1st  of  1952? 

Superintendent:  Yes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Next  October 
you  can  do  the  same  thing? 

Business  Manager:  I  think  it 
would  have  to  be  before  the  open- 
ing of  school.  You  could  date  it 
September  1st,  but  I  think  after 
the  opening  of  school — 

Superintendent:  In  other  words, 
if,  on  the  2nd  of  September  before 
the  duties  are  begun,  I  could 
nominate  effective  September  1st. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  is  it  possi- 
ble that  any  position  that  is  cur- 
rently unfilled  can  be  filled  by 
an  acting  person  to  be  named 
at  the  rank  and  salary  of  the 
position  by  way  of  transfer,  or 
assignment,  rather? 

Superintendent:  Well,  if  a  man 
is  made  acting,  then  he  gets  $2.00 
a  day. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  can  he  be 
made   one   or  two — 

Superintendent:  I  think  it's 
$2.00,  isn't  it?  It  is  either  one  or 
two.   Miss   Sheehan? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Can  we  today, 
by  assignment,  fill  a  position  that 
is  currently  vacant  by  somebody 


who  acts  in  that  capacity  at  the 
salary  called  for  that  position? 

Superintendent:  I  don't  think  it 
would  be  wise  to  do  that. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Regardless  of  the 
wisdom,    can    it    be   done? 

Dr.  Foley:  I  don't  think  so. 

Superintendent:  I  don't  think  so. 

Dr.  Foley:  Not  any  more  than 
an  acting  principal  can  get  a 
principal's  salary. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  would 
you  finish  taking  the  vote  and 
then  we  will  go  back  to  that?  We 
were  in  the  process  of  taking  a 
vote  on  the  $7640. 

Dr.  Foley:  We  have  taken  it 
already. 

Secretary:  No,  sir.  The  Asso- 
ciate Director's  salary,  $7640.  The 
other  one  went  through,  didn't  it? 

Mr.  Carr:  This  is  the  Associate 
Director. 

Secretary:  The  $8,000  for  the 
Associate  Director  lost. 

Mr.  Carr:  Lost?  He  got  $8,000. 

Secretary:  But  it  failed  of  pass- 
age. 

Mr.  Carr:  This  is  the  $7640? 

Secretary:  This  is  the  salary 
that  is  here,  $5600,  $144,  to  $7640. 

(Roll   call). 


NOMINATIONS    BY    THE 
SUPERINTENDENT 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Superintendent, 
inasmuch  as  we  have  this  associate 
director  standing  now  and  we  have 
a  salary  established,  is  there  any- 
one you  would  nominate  at  this 
time  for  that  position? 

Superintendent:  I  would  be  very 
happy   to   nominate   immediately. 

Mr.  Carr:  I  think  for  the  sake 
of  expedience  I'd  like  to  see  the 
nomination,  and  we  have  this  man 
elected. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  We  can  have 
that  after  the  salary  schedule  is 
finished. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  don't 
intend  to  stay  until  the  end  of  this, 
and  as  a  matter  of  fact  I  am  late 
now. 

I  would  appreciate  it  if  you 
could  put  that  forth  now. 

Dr.  Foley:  Do  you  have  anyone 
to  put  in  nomination  today? 

Superintendent:  I  have  a  num- 
ber of  appointments,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, that  I  would  like  to  make. 
I  don't  know  what  they  are  right 
at  the  moment.  I  have  given  you 
copies  or  Miss  Reynolds  has  given 
you  copies,  I  think,  of  the  appoint- 
ments. 

Secretary:   I   am  not  sure. 

Superintendent:  The  appoint- 
ments   that    I    had    prepared   for 
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today  don't  deal  with  promotions 
in  the  high  school  level  for  the 
reason— and  correct  me  if  I  am 
wrong,  Mr.  Chairman — that  the 
Chairman  asked  that  no  appoint- 
ments to  certain  top  ranks  be 
made  pending  a  report  of  the 
Consolidation  Committee. 

Now  the  Associate  Director, 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Mr.  Carr,  does 
not,  I  would  say,  come  within  that 
category  because  it  has  nothing 
to  do  with  consolidation  in  schools. 

Dr.  Foley:  It  isn't  a  top  rank. 

Superintendent:  Yes,  it  is  a  top 
rank,  but  it  doesn't  have  to  do 
with  consolidation  of  schools.  I 
think  Mr.  Muchnick  had  in  mind 
vice  principals,  submasters,  and 
heads   of    departments. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  principals 
and  head  masters. 

Superintendent:  And  principals 
and  headmasters.  So  that  in  my 
appointment  lists  for  appoint- 
ments for  today,  I  did  not  include 
any  principals,  and  we  have  a 
vacancy  out  in  the  Greenwood 
School  in  Hyde  Park,  and  we  have 
a  vacancy  in  the  Commercial  De- 
partment at  South  Boston  High 
School,  and  we  perhaps  have  some 
vacancies  as  vice  principals  and 
submasters. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Beyond  the  ex- 
tra ones  that  we  have? 

Superintendent:  Well,  I  would 
like  to  make  them,  Mr.  Much- 
nick, because  I  don't  want  to  go 
into   that  now. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Just  transfer  the 
others  out. 

Superintendent:  I  have  in  my 
appointment  lists  no  principals, 
heads  of  department,  submasters 
or  vice  principals  because  of  num- 
ber 3  on  the  agenda,  which  was 
the  Chairman's  request.  However, 
that  has  nothing  to  do  with  your 
question,    Mr.    Carr. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  would 
you  call  for  the  nomination  to  fill 
the  Associate  Director's  position? 

Dr.  Foley:  I  don't  think  that  the 
nomination  of  a  head  of  a  depart- 
ment would  interfere  with  the 
schedule  or  plan  of  this  committee; 
and  I  think  it  could  be  very  easily 
done  to  nominate  a  head  of  de- 
partment to  a  vacancy  or  vacan- 
cies that  exist  in  the  school  sys- 
tem inasmuch  as  you  go  along  in 
the  usual  way  and  you  are  not 
retarding  the  system  because  the 
numbers  warrant  it.  In  your  judg- 
ment, undoubtedly  the  numbers 
waiTant  appointing  a  head  of  de- 
partment whether  we  have  a 
survey  or  whether  we  have  any 
sort  of  a  setup  here  in  the  school 
system. 


Mr.  Carr:  Would  you  entertain 
the  nomination  for  Associate  Di- 
rector? 

Dr.  Foley:  I  will,  providing  that 
he  nominates  in  other  respective 
fields  as  well.  I  don't  know  why  he 
should  select  one  individual  and 
then  neglect  the  appointment  from 
other    fields. 

Superintendent:  I  am  very  glad 
to  select  any  if  this  committee  will 
right  now  say  to  me  that  I  can  go 
ahead  and  nominate  a  principal  to 
the  Greenwood  School,  and  if  I 
can  nominate  a  head  of  the  Com- 
mercial Department  at  South 
Boston   High    School. 

Dr.  Foley:  Can  you  nominate 
a  head  of  department  at  South 
Boston  High  School, 

Superintendent:  Yes,  there  is  a 
vacancy  there.  There  is  a  retire- 
ment, Doctor. 

Dr.  Foley:  And  will  you  nomi- 
nate a  man  to  that  position? 

Superintendent:  I  will  be  very 
glad  to  nominate  the  number  one 
man  for  that  position  and  the 
number  one  man  for  the  princi- 
palship  of  the  Greenwood  School. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  am  not  thinking 
of  the  principalship  because  we 
might  consolidate  on  principal- 
ships,  but  we  certainly  are  not 
consolidating  on  heads  of 
department. 

Superintendent:  I  feel  just  as 
you  do,  Doctor,  and  the  only  rea- 
son why  I  haven't  prepared  any- 
thing— but  I  can  nominate  the 
man  who  is  number  one  for  the 
Commercial  Department,  and  I 
know  there  is  a  vacancy. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  What  do  you 
mean  by  "number  one?" 

Superintendent:  Number  one  on 
the  rated  list. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Which  rated  list? 

Superintendent:  Commercial. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  When  was  the 
list  prepared? 

Superintendent:  I  don't  think  it 
was  this  year.  I  would  have  to 
check  that  to  be  sure. 

Dr.  Foley:  It  wasn't  this  year. 
It  was  last  year. 

Superintendent:   Last  year. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  wouldn't  have 
any  objection  to  people  being 
nominated,  speaking  solely  for 
myself,  from  any  lists  that  came 
into  existence  prior  to  February 
1st  of  this  year. 

Dr.  Foley:  Then  as  Chairman 
of  the  School  Committee  I  will 
receive  both  nominations  and  be 
glad  to  tender  them  before  the 
School  Committee,  both  as  head 
of  department  at  South  Boston 
High  School  and  Associate  Direc- 
tor of  Physical  Education. 
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Superintendent:  Would  you  like 
them  now,  Mr.  Chairman? 

Mr.  Carr:  Yes,  right  now. 

Superintendent:  I  am  very  glad 
to  nominate  right  now  if  those  are 
your  wishes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
on  the  question  of  head  of  depart- 
ment, thex'e  doesn't  seem  to  me  to 
be  any  question.  I  think  this 
whole  thing  is  out  of  order  at 
this  time. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  do,  too. 

Ml'.  Muchnick:  If  there  is  going 
to  be  a  nomination  for  Associate 
Director,  I'd  like  to  understand 
how  tliat  nomination  is  being 
made.  If  it  is  a  nomination  being 
made  by  the  Superintendent  be- 
cause in  his  judgment  he  is  going 
to  nominate  Mr.  or  Miss  X  or  Y 
from  what  he  has  observed  over 
the  years,  that  is  perfectly  all 
right  as  far  as  I  am  concerned. 

If  it  is  going  to  be  a  nomination 
of  Mr.  or  Miss  X  or  Y  based  on 
their  position  or  their  rank  on 
what  purports  to  be  a  rated  list 
that  was  submitted  to  us  subse- 
quent to  February  1,  then  I  for 
one  will  vote  against  that  type 
of  nomination. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  would,  too. 

Superintendent:  Well,  as  far  as 
I  am  concerned — 

Mr.  Muchnick:  If  I  may  go  fur- 
ther— 

Mr.  Carr:  Doctor,  I  would  like 
to  get  out  of  here.  I  would  ap- 
preciate it  if  you  would  accept 
the  nominations  now.  We  were 
assured  we  would  be  out  of  here 
by  twelve  o'clock  today.  It's  now 
half  past  six. 

Dr.  Foley :  What  is  the  comment 
of  the  Committee? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  I  have 
stated  my  position.  If  the  Super- 
intendent will  nominate — 

Dr.  Foley:  Is  there  any  wish 
to  break  in  at  this  time  to  accept 
the  nomination? 

Mr.   Carr:  I'd  like  to. 

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Carr  is  willing 
that  we  break  in  and  accept  the 
two  nominations. 
,  Mrs.  Lyons:  I  feel  about  it 
just  the  way  Mr.  Muchnick  ex- 
pressed his  feelings. 

Dr.  Foley:  We  will  continue 
on. 

Business  Manager:  May  I  have 
a  word  to  say  here?  There  has 
to  be  a  transfer  of  funds  made. 
It  will  take  four  votes  to  effect- 
uate such  a  transfer  so  that  be- 
fore Mr.  Carr  leaves,  we  have 
to  arrive,  at  some  figure  so  that 
raises  that  are  given  tonight 
wiU  be  legally  accepted  by  the 
City    Auditor. 


Mr.  Muchnick:  As  far  as  I  can 
see,  Mr.  Smith,  I  think  everything 
with  the  exception  of  three  incre- 
ments of  $144  each  for  three  di- 
rectors is  exactly  the  same  so 
tar  as  it  has  been  on  the  printed 
list. 

Is  that  right,  Miss  Sheehan? 

Business  Manager:  I  have  one 
director,  two  directors,  three  di- 
rectors, and  two  assistant  direc- 
tors. I  have  three  directors  get- 
ting $144,  or  a  third  of  that  for 
this  year,  and  two  assistant  di- 
rectors getting  $264,  or  a  third 
of  $264  each. 
Mr.  Muchnick:  That  is  all  I 
think  there  is  that  is  by  way  of 
change. 

Business  Manager:  I  can  change 
these  figures  now  and  get  this 
order  completed  so  that  Mr.  Carr 
could   leave. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  There  aren't  any 
other  changes,  are  there? 

Dr.  Foley:  Except  the  orders. 

Director  of  Adult  Education. 
The  minimum  is  $6128,  incre- 
ments $144,  $8000  maximum.  Does 
the  Committee  wish  to  make  any 
changes  as  printed  here  in  the 
document? 

Secretary:  What  is  the  motion, 
Mr.  Carr? 

Mr.  Carr:  Increase  the  maxi- 
mum salary  of  Director  of  Adult 
Education  to  $9064. 

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Carr's  motion  is 
to  raise  the  maximum  to  $9064. 
(Rollcall) 

Dr.  Foley.  Now  we  will  vote  on 
the  maximum  salary  of  $8000  for 
the  Director  of  Adult  Education. 
That  is  the  figure  printed  in  the 
document. 

(Rollcall). 

TRANSFER  OF 
APPROPRIATIONS 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  move  we  suspend  with  this  for 
a  few  minutes  so  that  Mr.  Smith 
can  read  the  transfer  orders  that 
will  be  necessary  to  adopt  to  put 
these  salaries  into  effect. 

Dr.  Foley:  Any  objections  to 
Mr.  Smith  reading  the  transfer 
orders?  Hearing  none,  the  trans- 
fers are  in  cfrder. 

Business  Manager:  "Memoran- 
dum for  the  School  Committee: 

The  Superintendent  and  the 
Business  Manager  respectfully 
recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  orders  transferring 
appropriations  in  the  Budget  and 
Annual  Appropriations  for  the 
fiscal  year  1952. 

"ORDERED,  That  the  following 
transfers  are  hereby  made  in  the 
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Budget  and  Annual  Appropriation 
for  the  fiscal  year  1952: 

"From:  Administration,  General 
Administration,  Supplies,  $20,- 
000. 

"To:  Administration,  Educa- 
tional Administration,  salaries, 
$4804.00  .  Instruction,  Latin  and 
Day  High  Schools,  Salaries,  $13,- 
220.00.  Auxiliary  Services,  School 
Physicians  and  Nurses,  Salaries, 
$1,976.00.  Total,  $20,000.00. 

"ORDERED,  That  the  following 
transfers  are  hereby  made  in  the 
Budget  and  Annual  Appropria- 
tion for  the  fiscal  year  1952: 

"From:  Instruction,  Elemetary 
Schools,  Supplies,  $12,218.32 

"To:  Instruction,  Educational 
Direction  and  Supervison  Salaries, 
$7561.32.  Instruction,  Latin  and 
Day  High  Schools,  Salaries,  $1,- 
244.00  Instruction,  Special  Educa- 
tion, Special  Education,  Salaries, 
$3,413.00.     Total,  $12,218.32. 

Dr.  Foley:  You  have  heard  the 
orders  read  by  the  Business  Mana- 
ger, Mr.  Smith.  What  does  the 
Committee  wish  to  decide  to  do? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Smith,  it  is 
understood,  isn't  it,  that  at  a 
later  date,  if  in  any  one  of  these 
departments  from  which  we  are 
taking  this  money  now  there  is 
a  necessity  for  putting  it  back, 
we  can  do  that? 

Business  Manager:  The  School 
Committee  has  the  power  to  trans- 
fer back  if  at  a  later  date  moneys 
are  ne-eded  for  those  items  that 
we  have  transferred  from. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Smith,  is 
this  a  fair  statement:  that  this 
money  that  is  being  transferred 
isn't  necessarily  needed  as  a  prac- 
tical matter  to  cover  the  salaries 
but  is  being  transferred  to  cover 
potential    legal    technicalities? 

Business  anager:  That's  correct, 
Mr.  Chairman. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  So  that  there 
can  be  no  question  that  at  the 
time  of  voting  the  salary  there 
actually  was  sufficient  money 
appropriated  in  the  specific  items 
being  voted  on  or  in  the  general 
item  being  voted  on? 

Business  Manager:  Let  me  put 
it  this  way.  The  amount  of  money 
appi-opriated  for  salary  items  was 
short  a  bit  by  subsequent  action 
of  the  School  Committee  since 
last  March  31st.  Therefore,  to  be 
technically  legal — 

Mr.  Muchnick:  To  be  sure  that 
there  cannot  be  any  question  at 
any  time  even  though  the  money 
itself,  as  a  practical  matter,  isn't 
or  may  not  be  needed.  This  is 
just  a  procedural  way  of  getting 
around  difficulties. 


Business  Manager:  Yes,  I  think 
that  is  a  fair  statement,  Mr.  Chair- 
man. 

Salary  Schedule  (continued). 

Secretary:  We  didn't  take  any 
action  on  Order  3  originally  be- 
cause there  were  so  many  holes 
in  it,  so  we  ought  to  do  that  now. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  move  that  Order  3  be  adopted 
with  the  corrections  and  amend- 
ments and  motions  that  have 
been  passed  on  the  disputed  items 
as  have  been  called  to  our  atten- 
tion by  the  various  votes  that 
were  taken. 

Dr.  Foley:  In  other  words,  if 
there  are  no  errors  or  omissions 
we  will  accept  Order  3. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Carr,  that  is 
the  whole  thing  as  I  see  it  ex- 
cepting that  there  are  some  of 
these  accompanying  orders  that 
were  held  open  that  would  still 
have  to  be  adopted  to  conform 
with  this;  and  then  there  is  one 
order  that  ought  to  be  voted  on, 
and  I  think  passed — that  all  those 
people  who  do  not  execute  re- 
leases should  be  taken  out  of  this 
salary  classification  and  put  in 
the  salary  classification  that  was 
put  into  effect  on  September  1st, 
1951. 

Nominations  by  the  Superin- 
tendent  (continued). 

Mr.  Carr:  Would  the  Commit- 
tee interrupt  at  this  time,  inas- 
much as  we  broke  off  to  transfer 
the  money,  and  entertain  these 
nominations  so  that  I  might  have 
the  privilege  of  voting  on  them 
at  this  time? 

Dr.  Foley:  In  other  words,  the 
Superintendent  has  two  nomina- 
tions he  is  very  anxious  for  the 
Committee  to  confirm.  Superin- 
tendent? 

Superintendent :  I  would  like  to 
nominate,  Mr.  Chairman,  William 
H.  Ohrenberger  to  the  position  of 
Associate  Director  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physical  Education,  and 
John  M.  Canty  as  Head  of  De- 
partment, Commercial  Education, 
at  South  Boston  High  School. 

Dr.  Foley:  They  are  number 
one  on   their  respective  lists? 

Superintendent:  Yes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
as  I  understand  it,  one  of  those 
lists  came  into  existence  prior  to 
February  1,  1952.  Is  that  correct, 
Mr.  Superintendent? 

Superintendent:  I  thdnk  that  is 
true.  Mr.  Gillis  took  part  in  the 
process  of  rating,  so  he  would 
know  the  lists. 
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Mr.  Muchnick :  And  one  of  those 
is  on  what  purports  to  be  a  rated 
hst  after  February  1,  1952. 

Without  mention  who  is  on 
which  hst,  I  would  be  perfectly 
willing  to  accept  the  Superinten- 
dent's nomiation  of  that  person 
who  is  number  one  on  the  list  that 
came  into  existence  prior  to  Feb- 
ruary 1st  of  1952  and  to  accept 
the  Superintendent's  nomination 
of  any  person  for  the  other  posi- 
tion who  in  his  judgment  present- 
ly is  the  person  best  qualified  to 
fill  the  position  provided  that  it 
in  no  way  is  tied  up  with  a  list 
that  was  presented  subsequent  to 
February  1st,  1952,  and  provided 
that  no  inference  is  to  be  drawn 
from  the  acceptance  of  such  a 
nomination  or  no  inference  is  ever 
attempted  to  be  drawn  that  the 
list  as  submitted  subsequent  to 
February  1st  of  1952  was  pi'operly 
submitted  or  is  properly  before  us. 

If  the  Superintendent  wishes  to 
nominate  a  person  without  ref- 
erence to  the  list  that  was  pre- 
sented after  February  1,  1952, 
and  without  referring  to  that 
person  as  number  one  on  said  list 
or  without  referring  to  that  list, 
that  is  perfectly  all  right. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  Secretary  will 
call  the  roll,   please. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  would  like  an 
answer  to  my  suggestion.  If  it  can 
be  done  that  way,  I  am  perfectly 
willing  for  the  Superintendent  to 
reach  down  into  the  school  system 
and  pick  that  person  who  today  in 
his  judgment  is  the  best  person  to 
fill  the  position  regardless  of 
whatever  that  person's  position 
may  be  on  a  purported  or  alleged 
list.  Otherwise,  I  for  one  cannot 
vote. 

Superintendent:  I  wouldn't 
nominate  these  men  unless  I  felt 
they  were  outstanding. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  No,  Mr.  Super- 
intendent, I  would  like  a  direct 
answer  and  a  completely  direct 
answer  to  that.  If  one  of  these 
nominations  is  going  to  be  made 
as  a  result  oi-  the  list,  then  as  a 
matter  of  principle,  much  as  I 
would  like  to  go  along  with  it,  I 
can't  and  won't  because  I  don't 
think  those  lists  were  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions 
given  by  the  School  Committee. 

If  it  is  going  to  be  made  with- 
out reference  to  list  but  merely 
because  the  Superintendent  right 
now  is  rating  somebody  in  his 
mind  and  thinks  that  that  person 
is  the  best  for  that  position  re- 
gardless of  what  has  gone  before 
by  way  of  attempting  to  hold  a 
rating,    that    is    another    question 


entirely;  but  if  there  is  in  any 
way  any  connection  or  inferred 
connection  with  rated  list,  I  am 
sorry  but  I  for  one  will  have  to 
vote  against  it. 

Mr.  Carr:  Well,  Mr.  Chairman, 
inasmuch  as  the  Superintendent 
has  put  these  two  names  in  nomi- 
nation, I  think  it  is  only  natural 
that  we  should  assume  or  we 
should  believe  they  are  best  for 
the  service,  and  I  for  one  will 
vote  for  them,  having  confidence 
in  the  Superintendent's  judgment, 

I  don't  think  he  would  propose 
anyone  who  he  didn't  believe 
would  be  the  best  for  the  service, 
and  I  don't  think  I  need  to  have 
him  say  whether  his  judgment 
was  based  on  lists.  I  think  it  is 
based  on  all  factors  taken  into 
consideration,  and  he  has  come 
up  with  these  two  men  as  the 
best  for  the  service  and  has 
placed  them  in  nomination. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  don't  think  we  have  to  take 
Mr.  Carr's  assumption  that  it's 
obvious  that  the  Superintendent 
believes  that  these  two  are  the 
best  men.  The  Superintendent  is 
here,  and  he  can  tell  us  on  what 
theory  he  is  submitting  these 
names  in  nomination;  and  I  think 
he  can  tell  us  directly  whether  he 
is  tying  up  one  of  these  with  a 
list  submitted  alter  February  1st 
of  this  year  or  isn't  tying  it  up. 

If  he  is  tying  it  up  with  that 
list  and  that  rating  and  the 
method  of  conducting  that  rating, 
then  there  is  in  this  chair  one 
vote  in  the  negative. 

If  he  isn't  tying  it  up  with  that 
list  and  that  rating  but  is  making 
this  nomination  regardless  of  what 
has  happened  before  and  regard- 
less of  the  existence  or  non- 
existence of  a  rating  or  a  list  for 
that  position  having  come  sub- 
sequent to  February  1st,  I  will  be 
happy  to  accept  and  consider  his 
present  judgment  on  it. 

Dr.  Foley:  Superintendent,  Mr. 
Muchnick  has  asked  you  a  ques- 
tion with  regard  to  this. 

Superintendent:  I  think  that 
these  two  men  are  eligible  for  the 
positions  in  keeping  with  all  the 
regulations  so  I  nominate  them. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
just  want  to  say  that  I  will  be 
very  glad  to  vote  for  both  of  these 
gentlemen  because  I  think  very 
highly  of  both  of  them;  but  I  do 
want  to  say  here  for  the  record 
that  if  this  is  tantamount  to  ac- 
cepting the  rated  lists  or  if  this 
is  one  method  of  holding  over  our 
heads  the  fact  that  you  are  go- 
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ing  to  get  the  rated  lists  through, 
I  will  vote  no. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  think  the  Chair 
could  answer  that.  The  answer  is 
no. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  think  that  the  Chair  has  indi- 
cated by  his  answer  that  it  is  the 
feeling  of  the  Chair  that  it  is  no. 
Mrs.  Lyons  has  indicated  by  what 
she  has  said  that  she  wants  no 
part  of  it  if  it  is  other  than  no, 
and  I  think  I  have  indicated  the 
same  thing  by  what  I  have  said. 

However,  there  is  currently  a 
dispute  on  the  question  of  rated 
lists  or  the  validity  of  the  rated 
lists  between  the  Superintendent 
in  submitting  them  in  a  certain 
fashion  and  the  School  Committee 
in  not  accepting  them  because 
submitted  in  that  fashion. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  would  say  the 
Chairman  understands  that,  Mr. 
Muchnick, 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  I  think  it 
is  up  to  the  Superintendent  to  be 
as  specific  as  we  have  been  in 
pointing  out  what  we  feel  in  the 
matter  and  not  to  couch  a  state- 
ment in  general  terms  that  he 
thinks  the  men  are  qualified  and 
being  appointed  or  nominated  in 
accordance  with  the   regulations. 

I  think  that  I  expressed  my 
thought,  Mrs.  Lyons  expressed 
hers,  and  you  expressed  yours  and 
Mr.  Carr  expressed  his  in  simple 
certain  terms,  and  I  think  we 
ought  to  have  the  same  kind  of 
an  expression  from  the  Superin- 
tendent. It  either  is  or  isn't  tied  up 
with  rated  lists  that  have  been 
submitted  subsequent  to  February 
1st;  and  if  it  is,  one  conclusion 
follows;  and  if  it  isn't,  another 
conclusion  follows. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  would  say  that  the 
Superintendent  is  empowered  by 
law  to  make  nominations,  and  he 
has  selected  two  to  make  here  to 
this  Committee. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Correct. 

Dr.  Foley:  And  I  believe  we 
should  entertain  them. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  If,  however,  he 
is  selecting  them  from  rated  lists 
or  one  of  them  from  a  rated  list 
that  was  compiled  after  February 
1st  and  only  from  that  rated  list 
or  in  any  way  connected  with  that 
rated  list,  I  for  one  can't  vote  for 
it;  and  I  think  that  Mrs.  Lyons 
and  you  have  expressed  the  same 
opinion.  I  don't  know  what  Mr. 
Carr's  opinion  is  on  it  as  yet,  but 
I  think  we  ought  to  find  out  what 
the  Superintendent's  view  is  on  it. 
If,  as  Mrs.  Lyons  says,  it  is 
tantamount  to  accepting  that  list, 
then  I  for  one  want  no  part  of  it.' 


Chairman  (Dr.  Foley):  I  think 
that  is  entirely  up  to  the  School 
Committee  as  to  whether  we  ac- 
cept that  list  or  not,  and  I  think 
that  we  have  expressed  ourselves 
not  to  accept  the  list.  The  Super- 
intendent in  his  judgment  feels 
that  he  is  nominating  two  indi- 
viduals irrespective  of  the  list, 
and  he  is  self-sufficient  unto  him- 
self to  nominate  them. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
if  he  would  say  he  was  submitting 
the  nominations  irrespective  of  the 
lists,  I  don't  think  that  we  would 
be  spending  this  amount  of  time 
or  there  would  be  any  hesitation. 

If  he  will  say  so,  fine;  we  can 
get  on  with  that  and  any  other 
busdness  there  may  be.  If  he  won't 
say  so,  I  am  not  interested  in  the 
nominations,  and  I  would  like  a 
comment  from  the  Superintendent 
on  it. 

Superintendent:  Well,  Mr.  Chair- 
man and  Mr.  Muchnick,  there  is 
nothing  more  I  can  say.  As  the 
Doctor,  your  acting  chairman,  has 
said,  I  am  acting  in  keeping  witii 
the  statute.  I  also  have  a  con- 
science, and  I  never  act  against  it. 
I  think  every  member  of  this 
Committee  knows  that. 

Dr  Foley:  I  would  say  he  is 
acting  independently  of  the  list 
as  he  is  nominating  two  individu- 
als. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent, are  you  acting  inde- 
pendently of  the  lists? 

Superintendent:  I  am  acting  in 
conscience  and  legally. 

Mr.  Carr:  Could  we  have  the 
vote,  Mr.  Chairman? 

Di-.  Foley:  I  would  be  perfect- 
ly willing  to  accept  that,  Mr. 
Muchnick. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  To  me,  Mr. 
Chairman,  the  mere  fact  that  the 
Superintendent  won't  give  a  di- 
rect answer  to  some  pretty  sim- 
ple but  important  questions  is  an 
indication  he  doesn't  want  to  an- 
swer the  question:  "Are  you  act- 
ing independently  of  the  lists?" 
in  the  negative;  and  under  those 
circumstances,  1  for  one  will  not 
vote  to  accept  the  nomination  of 
anybody  on  a  list  subsequent  to 
February  1st.  I  will  vote  to  ac- 
cept those  on  any  list  prior  to 
February  1st  of  1952,  because 
that  was  prior  to  the  time  of  the 
directive. 

Dr.  Foley:  Does  this  Committee 
want  to  vote  independently  on 
the  two  men? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  You  will  have  to. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  the  nominations  submitted  by 
the  Superintendent. 
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Superintendent:  I  nomincitod 
Mr.  Ohrenberger  for  Associate 
Director  of  Physical  Education, 
and  I  nominated  Mr.  Canty  as 
Head  of  Department,  Commercial 
Education,  at  the  South  Boston 
High   School. 

Mr.  Muchnick.  Are  you  nomi- 
nating, Mr.  Superintendent,  Mr. 
Ohrenberger  from  the  purported 
list  or  the  alleged  list  that  was 
submitted  within  the  last  few 
months  to  the  School  Cqmmittee 
as   Associate  Du'ector? 

Supei'intendent :  In  keeping  with 
the  statute  and  in  keeping  with 
my    conscience. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  are  you 
also  doing  it  in  ke-eping  with 
that  list? 

Superintendent.  The  statute 
and  my   conscience. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  chair  rules  that 
the  question  comes  now  on  the 
promotion  of  Mr.  Canty  as  head 
of  Department  at  South  Boston 
High  School. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Ohren- 
berger  is   first. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Ohrenberger  is 
first. 

Secretary:  Mr.  Ohrenberger  as 
Associate  Director  of  Physical  Ed- 
ucation. Is  that  right? 

Dr.  Foley:  What  did  the  Chair 
just  say? 

Secretary:  Mr.  Canty. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  thought  I  was  the 
Chairman. 

Mr.  Carr:  In  the  process  of  a 
vote,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  wish  you 
would  go  through  with  it  and 
take  the  vote.  I  thought  we  were 
considering   Mr.    Ohrenberger. 

Dr.  Foley:  We  were  considering 
Mr.  Canty  and  Mr.  Ohrenberger 
both. 

Mr.  Carr:  Whom  are  we  con- 
sidering first? 

Dr.  Foley:  It  doesn't  matter. 

Mr.  Carr:  Well,  I  would  like 
to  know. 

Dr.  Foley:  Has  the  Committee 
any   preference? 

Mr.  Carr:  How  were  they 
nominated? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  was  going  to 
point  out,  Mr.  Chairman,  that 
whichever  name  is  submitted  first 
under  our  rules,  unless  the  rules 
are  waived  by  four  votes,  which 
means  all  of  us  here,  those  nomi- 
nations can't  be  confirmed  today; 
and  much  as  I  would  dislike  doing 
so,  I  would  vote  not  only  not  to 
suspend  the  rule  but  not  to  con- 
firm the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Ohrenberger  until  I  got  an  answer 
from  the  Superintendent  that 
wasn't  couched  in  general  legal 
and  conscience  language. 


I  would  like  a  specific  answer 
to  a  specific  question  because  I 
am  not  going  to  be  put  into  the 
position  by  indirection  or  infer- 
ence or  any  other  way  that  I  am 
told  next  week  or  six  weeks  from 
now  that  I  voted  by  all  inferences 
to  accept  one  list  and  why  I  am 
holding  out  against  accepting  an- 
other list. 

I  don't  believe  those  lists  were 
prepared  properly  in  accordance 
with  our  directions.  The  School 
Committee  has  unanimously  voted 
to  send  such  lists  back  to  be  pre- 
pared in  accordance  with  our 
directions.  So  far  there  has  been 
no  further  action  on  the  part  of 
the  Board  of  Superintendents  in 
giving  us  lists,  and  it  seems  to 
me  that  that  clearly  is  a  question 
of  fundamental  importance  in  the 
operation  of  a  School  Department ; 
and  it's  a  question  not  to  be  passed 
over  lightly  just  because  we  all 
happen  to  like  Bill  Ohrenberger, 
although  he  does  an  excellent  job 
in  his  position  and  should  be 
Associate  Director  of  Athletics. 

I  don't  think  it's  particularly 
fair  to  him  or  to  the  system  or 
to  anybody  concerned  with  this 
problem  to  have  it  hanging  on 
such  nebulous  indirect  words  as 
voting  in  keeping  with  statutes 
and  consciences  and  so  forth. 

We  all  know  the  statute,  we 
all  have  consciences,  but  it's  a 
very  simple  thing  to  answer  a 
simple  question  yes  or  no  and 
give  whatever  reasons  one  wants. 

Dr.  Fcfley:  Any  question,  Super- 
intendent, with  regard  to  Mr. 
Muchnick's  inquiry? 

Superintendent:   No. 

Dr.  Foley:  Then  the  Chair  rules 
that  the  matter  is  held  in  abey- 
ance until  we  have  full  Board. 
Next  order  of  business? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Is  that  on  both, 
Mr.  Chairman? 

Dr.  Foley:  That  is  on  both. 
Madam  Secretary,  anything  else? 

(Mr.  Carr  left  the  meeting  at 
6:55  P.  M.) 

Salary  Schedule  (continued) 

Secretary:  This  is  adoption  of 
Order  3  with  the  corrections  and 
amendments  and  motions  that 
have  been  passed  on  the  disputed 
items  that  have  been  called  to 
the  attention  of  the  Committee 
on  the  various  votes. 

(Rollcall) 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
believe  Order  10  was  held  to 
change  the  language  of  that  order. 
Mr.  Muchnick,  did  you  have  some 
suggestions  about  that? 
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Mr.  Muchnick:  The  taking  out 
of  the  word  "subsequent"  and 
replacing  it  with  the  word  "other," 
and  put  a  period  after  "schedule." 

'Dr.  Foley:  Any  ob.jec^ions  to 
the  substitutions? 

Business  Manager:  Tak----  out  the 
word    'subsequent?" 

Mr.  Muchnick:  When  you  take 
out  the  word  "subsequent,"  you 
i'/iclude  Number  3;  but  then  you 
also  say  that  Order  3,  which  pro- 
\ides  for  reductions,  is  no  good 
because  in  no  case  shall  salaries 
be  reduced. 

Business  Manager:  Why  do  you 
want  to  change  the  word  "subse- 
quent" to  "other,"  Mr.  Muchnick? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  To  allow  for 
Number  3. 

Business  Manager:  You  are 
talking  about  subsequent  orders. 
I  think  if  you  let  it  alone,  it  will 
be  all  right. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  won't  quarrel 
with  you.  I  will  withdraw  my 
amendment  so  we  can  go  along. 
Leave  Number  10  as  it  was  adopt- 
ed before. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  How  about  the  end 
of  it,  Mr.  Muchnick?  Are  you 
going  to  withdraw  your  amend- 
ment? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  will  withdraw 
the  amendment. 

Secretary:  Order  13  is  held. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  What  I  wanted 
added  was  something  that  Miss 
Sheehan  brought  up  because  of 
a  letter  that  she  got  today,  I 
think,  wasn't  it,  or  yesterday. 

Miss  Sheehan:  Yes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  But  I  think  that 
it  is  covered  in  a  subsequent 
order  that  says  nobody  gets  any 
money  unless  they  execute  a  re- 
lease. 

Business  Manager:  That  is  right. 
That  covers  everything. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  So  that  I  think 
it  is  all  right.  This  was  held  up 
also  because  of  Mr.  Malone. 

Business  Manager:  Whether 
the  Mayor  or  the  City  Council  of 
Boston  changes  their  policy  and 
pays  for  Malone  or  anybody  else, 
it  really  doesn't  affect  this  salary 
schedule. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  The  thing  that  I 
want  to  know  1$  this.  I  don't  know 
what  Mr.  Malone's  total  salary 
happens  to  be.  Is  that  total  salary 
going  to  be  increased  by  $120  or 
$144? 

Business  Manager:     Yes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  He  is  now  get- 
ting $9,000  in  total  or  whatever 
the  figure  is;  is  he  now  going  to 
receive  in  addition  to  the  $9,000, 
the  $144? 


Business  Manager:  If  the  city 
is  paying  him  a  higher  salary — I 
don't  know  what  the  city  is  pay- 
ing. I  know,  for  instance,  on  Mr. 
Heffernan  that  the  city  has  set 
aside,  we  will  say,  $8500  for  Mr. 
Heffernan.  We  are  paying  part  of 
that  salary. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Now,  on  Mr. 
Heffernan,  will  his  total  salary 
from  the  City  of  Boston  remain 
at  $8500? 

Business  Manager:  Yes.  We  will 
pay  the  greater  portion  of  it. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  the  same 
for  Mr    Malone? 

Business  Manager:  Yes,  but  we 
will  pay  the  larger  portion  of  it. 

Mr.  Muchnick.  It  doesn't  mat- 
ter whether  we  pay  it  or  the  other 
city  department  pays  it.  I  don't 
want  to  see  Mr.  Heffernan  get 
$8700  by  this  schedule  if  he  should 
only  be  getting  $8500. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  As  long  as  his 
salary  remains  $8500  in  the 
Mayor's  office,  it  is  still  coming 
out  of  city  funds. 

Mr.  Muchnick.  If  what  we  give 
him  is  taken  away  by  the  Mayor, 
then  I  am  perfectly  happy  to  let 
these  go   through. 

Business  Manager:  I  agree  with 
Mrs.  Lyons'  thought.  We  should 
not  be  paying  any  of  this;  but  if 
we  are  paying  $7000,  we  might 
as  well  be  paying  $7500. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Where  the 
amount  is  peanuts,  the  whole  pic- 
ture is  all  right  Then  Order  13 
is  all  right. 

Secretary:  Order  22,  Division 
foreman. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  This  remains 
the  same  because  it  follows  the 
printed  figure,  and  the  printed 
figures  are  no  longer  in  dispute. 
Isn't  that  correct.  Miss  Sheehan? 

Miss  Sheehan:  That's  right. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  That  is  right. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  So  this  remains 
the  same  now  and  should  be 
passed  as  of  before  lunch. 

Superintendent:  You  need  a 
vote. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Are  we  going  to 
take  a  vote  on  these  individually? 

Mr.  Munchnick:  I  think  we 
have  to. 

(Rollcall  on  Orders  10  and  13) 


Secretary:  Order  No.  22. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Order  No.  22 
was  passed  because  we  held  the 
original  salaries  on  those  pages, 
but  this  should  now  be  voted  yes 
to  conform  with  the  printed 
schedule.  Don't  we  have  to  do  It 
for  21  also? 
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Mrs.  Lyons:  It  was  the  very 
same  circumstances  on   that. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  move  that 
Order  21  be  adopted. 

Secretary:  No,  we  didn't  have 
any  hold  on  21.  That  was  voted 
on  before.    The  next  is  31. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  want  to  come 
back  to  No.  20.  This  just  refers 
to  those  two  people  and  does  not 
add  the  monthly  stipend.  We 
voted  and  passed  that.  Isn't  that 
right? 

Secretary:    That's   right. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  there  is  no 
other  order  covering  that,  is 
there? 

Dr.  Foley:  There  is  an  order 
covering  Morrison,  but  not  these 
two. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  want  to  make 
my  position  clear.  I  think  that  the 
vote  we  took  in  this  is  proper,  and 
I  think  that  we  ought  to  take  the 
same  vote  in  the  other  one;  but 
if  we  are  going  to  have  a  diffei'ent 
vote  on  the  other  one,  then  this 
one  should  be  changed. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
would  like  to  state  my  position  on 
that.  I  think  I  did  previously,  and 
that  was  that  I  felt  that  they  had 
nothing  to  release. 

Dr.  Foley:  There  was  a  moral 
obligation  more  than  anything 
else. 

Mrs.    Lyons:    That's   right. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  agree  with 
your  position,  Mrs.  Lyons  and 
Mr.  Chairman,  but  I  just  think 
that  it  ought  to  be  the  same 
position  all  the  way  through. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  believe  that  it 
should  be,   too. 

Dr.  Foley:  Do  you  think  so, 
Mr.    Smith? 

Business  Manager:  In  other 
words,  you  want  them  to  go 
through   as  printed. 

Mr.    Muchnick:    Yes. 

Business  Manager:  That's  all 
right. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  As  much  as  I 
would  like  to  do  the  other. 

Dr.  Foley:  D»  you  want  to  ask 
for  a  vote  on  that? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  That  one  was 
passed  that  way.  Isn't  that  right, 
Miss  Reynolds? 

Secretary:   Yes,  it  was. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  So  there  won't 
be  any  question,  I  move  that  No. 
20,  be  adopted  as  printed. 

Dr.  Foley:  Question  comes  on 
the  adoption. 

Mrs.  Lyons :  I  second  the  motion. 

(Roll  call) 

Secretary:  Order  No.  31.  The 
list  begins  with  Mary  Bates.  That 
was  held. 


Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr  Chairman, 
that  was  held  because  of  my  sug- 
gestion about  other  permanent 
substitutes.  I  withdi-aw  the  sug- 
gestion and  move  that  this  be 
adopted  as  printed  with  the  in- 
terlineation, "permanent  substi- 
tutes, instructoris  of  physically 
handicapped    children." 

Dr.  Foley:  Question  comes  on 
the   adoption. 

Secretary:  You  are  not  including 
the  regular  permanent  substi- 
tutes? 

Mr.    Muchnick:    No. 

(Rollcall) 

Secretary:  Order  No.  33.  Paul- 
ina V.  Burns  is  the  first  one.  That 
was  held. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
if  I  remember  correctly,  that  was 
held  as  against  the  elementary 
supervisors,  supervisors  of  music, 
and  everything  else. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Muchnick,  it 
was  held,  and  I  believe  that  it 
is  to  go  on  just  the  way  it  is  on 
the  printed  sheet  omy  some  provi- 
sion that  they  go  up  on  incre- 
ments. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  How  should  that 
be  worded? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  They  will  go  up  on 
increments.    This  is  the  fine  arts. 

Miss  Sheehan:  Supervisors  of 
fine  arts. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  The  new  maximum 
just  the  same  as  supervisors  of 
bands  and  orchestras. 

(Recess) 

Dr.  Foley:  We  will  continue  with 
the  salary  schedule. 

Secretary:  Now  may  I  say  that 
we  skipped  No.  21.  It  was  held. 
I  thought  it  had  not  been,  but 
Miss  Sheehan  called  my  attention 
to  it.  I  think  it  is  just  approved 
as  is.  Is  that  right? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
think  that  that  was  held  be- 
cause there  was  a  question  on 
the  salary  schedule  itself,  so  I 
move  that  this  order  be  accepted 
as  printed. 

(Rollcall) 

Dr.  Foley:     Next  order,  please. 

Secretary:  The  next  one  is 
No.  33. 

Dr.  Foley:    Is  that  correct? 

Secretary:  Yes,  that  is  right. 
Mrs.  Lyons  has  just  made  a  sug- 
gestion that  they  go  up  on  incre- 
ments, not  on  maximum. 

Dr.  Foley:  And  your  reasons, 
Mrs.  Lyons,  on  that? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  think  Mr.  Chair- 
man, that  we  discussed  that  and 
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you  felt,  too,  that  it  would  de- 
stroy the  increments  if  we  im- 
mediately went  up,  and  they  are 
making  a  new  order. 

Dr.  Foley:  Any  objections  to 
that  by  the  Committee? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  They  will  go  up 
$144  plus  the  $120. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  matter  has  been 
approved. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  one  name 
comes  out,   doesn't  it? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Yes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Not  on  that  one. 

Secretary:  This  is  Oi-der  33, 
and  it  is  now  suggested  that  it 
be  $144  plus  $120. 

(Rollcall). 

Secretary:  The  next  one  I  have 
is  No.  34. 

Business  Manager:  On  Order 
34,  Mary  Walsh,  you  increased 
her  salary  in  Order  No.  3,  so  we 
will  have  to  change  the  figures  in 
this  Order  34  to  correspond  with 
the  increase  that  you  gave  the 
rank. 

Dr.  Foley:  Are  you  fo;lowing 
the  instructions  of  the  Commit- 
tee? 

Business  Manager:  Yes,  but  I 
just  want  to  call  attention  td  that 
fact.  As  you  know,  you  increased 
that  salary. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  move  rhat  in 
Order  34  concerning  the  Assistant 
Director  of  Home  Economics,  the 
figure  of  $5688  be  changed  to 
$6264.  The  rest  of  it  is  correct, 
isn't  it? 

Miss  Sheehan:  No.  She  is  nor 
on  maximum  salary.  We  will  jusl 
have  to  increase  her  .'3264. 

Business  Manager:  You  in- 
creased her  maximum  by  $264,  so 
therefore  we  increase  the  $5688  to 
$5952. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  now  move  that 
the  figure  of  $5688  in  Order  34  be 
increased  by  the  sum  of  $264  1o 
$5952  and  that  the  rest  of  the 
order  remain  the  same. 

(Rollcall). 

Secretary:  Order  No.  40. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  don't  believe  that  in  that  depart- 
ment they  handle  200  people  a 
year  any  more. 

Superintendent  Could  I  answer 
you,   Mr.   Muchnick? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  If  I  am  wrong, 
I  would  love  to  be  corrected. 

Superintendent:  Well,  earlier 
you  asked  me  about  statistics  in 
connection  with  that. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  you  said 
you  couldn't  get  them. 

Superintendent:  That  is  true. 
Now  I  am  explaining  why  I  have 


general  statistics  and  general  in- 
formation. Mr.  Renaud  submitted 
this  to  Mr.  Daley  at  the  time  that 
there  was  a  question  as  to  whether 
or  not  his  office  quarters  would  be 
moved  upstairs  to  the  sixth  floor, 
and  the  Chief  Schoolhouse  Custo- 
dian and  his  assistants  'moved 
down  to  the  first  floor. 

Now  his  work  covers  three  dif- 
ferent sections  as  shown  here  in 
this  report  of  activities;  and  in 
it  he  speaks  about  the  program 
having  served  25,000  veterans  in 
approximately  3200  different  job 
classifications. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  May  I  break  in 
for  one   moment? 

Superintendent:  Yes,  Mr.  Much- 
nick. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  What  does  that 
mean?  , 

Mr.  Muchnick:  That  is  what  he 
got  $900  for  in  the  years  when 
he  served  them? 

Superintendent:    That    is    true. 

Mr  Muchnick:  How  many  is  he 
servicing  now? 

Superintendent:  Do  you  want 
me  to  finish,  please,  first  to  give 
you  as  complete  a  picture  as  I  can 
in  as  short  a  time  as  possible? 

Now  so  much  for  on-the-job 
training  for  veterans.  The  pro- 
blem of  on-the-job  training  for 
veterans  is  still  continuing,  and 
there  is  an  extension  of  these 
benefits  now  being  offered  to  the 
Korean  veterans  and  it  will  open 
up  a  new  and  broad  area  of  opex'a- 
tion  both  in  the  on-the-job  train- 
ing and  on  the  instructional  pro- 
gram. 

Mr.  Renaud  says,  "Based  upon 
our  experience  with  veterans  of 
World  War  II  who  availed  them- 
selves of  the  benefits  of  the  GI 
Bill,  the  number  of  Korean  vet- 
erans eligible  as  of  this  date  for 
training  in  the  Boston  area  is 
approximately  28,000." 

This  that  I  am  speaking  of  has 
to  do  with  the  liaison  work  with 
the  Veterans  Administration. 

"The  total  number  on  our  lists 
at  the  present  time  is  2200,  and 
this  entails  serving  as  a  liaison 
between  the  federal  government 
and  the  State  of  Massachusetts, 
Department  of  Education,  and  the 
City  of  Boston  public  schools." 

Mr.  Muchnick:  What  does  that 
mean,  Mr.  Superintendent?  Did 
we  have  2200  veterans  as  students 
in  our  schools? 

Superintendent:  No,  I  am  not 
speaking  now  exclusively  of  vet- 
erans. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  How  many  stu- 
dents did  we  have  in  our  schools 
last    year    who    were    veterans? 
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Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman 
and  Mr.  Muclinick,  the  veterans 
who  were  in  school  at  the  High 
School  of  Commerce  have  prac- 
tically nothing  whatsoever  to  do 
with  the  type  of  work  that  Mr. 
Renaud  and  Mr.  Bergh  are  doing 
now. 

These  200  that  he  refers  to- 
many  of  them  are  veterans  and 
many  of  them  are  not. 

"This  office  is  responsible  for 
the  successful  operation  of  the 
following  programs." 

This  has  nothing  to  do  neces- 
sarily with  veterans. 

"Boston  Part-time  Apprentice- 
ship Classes,  Boston  Part-time 
JournevTnan  Classes." 

Mr.  Muchnick:  How  many 
people  were  in  each  of  those 
groups  ? 

Superintendent:  2200,  involvhig 
all  of  these  who  are  on  his  lists 
and  operating  under  his  direction 
at  the  present  time  in  various 
ways. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Superintend- 
ent, wouldn't  that  type  of  work, 
where  tliey  are  not  veterans,  come 
under  Mr.  Ginn?  Doesn't  he  do 
something  about  positions? 

Superintendent:  No,  all  of  this 
work  where  Mr.  Renaud  and  Mr. 
Bergh  serve  as  a  liaison  between 
the  unions  and  the  apprenticeship 
work  is  all  exclusively  tied  up  with 
trade  work  and  does  not  have  any- 
thing to  do  with  guidance. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, it  would  appear  from  what 
you  say,  Mr.  Superintendent,  thar 
this  is  going  to  be  a  permanent 
position.    Am  I  correct  or  not? 

Superintendent:  Well,  it  has 
been  in  existence  for  several  years. 
That  is  true. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  if  Mr. 
Bergh  were  to  retire  tomorrow, 
would  you  fill  the  spot  with  some- 
body else? 

Superintendent:  I  would  think 
so,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Mr.  Much- 
nick. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  if  that  is 
so,  let's  send  Mr.  Bergh  back  to 
his  old  position  and  let's  create  a 
regular  position  for  this  and  let 
everybody  have  an  equal  chance  at 
getting  the  job  instead  of  just  as- 
signing a  man  for  a  period  of  ten 
years  and  giving  him  roughly  a 
thousand  dollars  a  year  more  than 
anybody  else  in  the  same  category. 

Superintendent:  You  asked  also 
about  the  cost  of  operation  of  that 
department.  To  the  City  of  Boston, 
this  office  is  self  supported,  75% 
of  Mr.  Renaud's  salary  is  allotted 
to  Boston  from  federal  funds,  12% 


from  the  Massachusetts  state  re- 
imbursement. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  What  is  Mr. 
Renaud's  salary? 

Superintendent:  I  would  have  to 
refer  to  the  salary  schedule. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  would  you? 

Dr.  Foley:  Miss  Sheehan,  what 
is  the  salary,  please? 

Miss  Sheehan:  He  also  has 
additional  compensation. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  What  is  his  base 
pay? 

Miss  Sheehan:  His  base  pay  as 
a  cooperative  instructor,  I  think, 
is  around  $5370 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  what  is  the 
additional? 

Miss  Sheehan:  I  think  he  gets 
$1100  for  it. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, it  seems  to  me  that  if  these 
are  going  to  be  permanent  jobs, 
they  should  no'  be  by  appoint- 
ment and  by  additional  compen- 
sation but  that  we  ought  to  have 
everybody  have  a  chance  at  the 
position,  and  there  is  no  reason 
why  two  cooperative  instructors 
should  be  singled  out  on  a  so  called 
temporary  basis,  given  a  couple 
of  thousand  dollars  between  them, 
regardless  of  who  pays  it. 

Dr.  Foley:  What  action  does 
this  committee  want  to  take? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  If  they  can  quali- 
fy better  than  anybody  else  for 
the  position,  let  them. 

Dr.  Foley:  What  is  the  action 
of  this  Committee  on  Mr.  Bergh 
with  regard  to  Order  40? 

Superintendent:  Could  I  finish? 
I  think  you  would  like  to  know 
this.  Part-time  trade  program. 
"This  program  is  a  carry-over 
from  the  war  production  training 
effort  of  World  War  II.  It  is  now 
in  operation  in  machine  shop  prac- 
tice in  the  basement  of  the  Collins 
Building  for  the  development  of 
the  defense  program  for  the  pur- 
pose of  maintaining  possession  of 
$300,000  worth  of  machine  equip- 
ment." 

Mr.  Renaud  and  Mr.  Bergh, 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Members,  also 
are  in  charge  of  the  problem  of 
surplus  commodities  and  surplus 
supplies;  and  somewhere  in  this 
sheaf  I  read — 

Mr.  Muchnick:  They  told  us 
they  buy  millions  worth  of  sur- 
plus, commodities  for  practically 
nothing. 

Superintendent:     Yes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  That  anybody 
can  get  by  just  asking  the  federal 
government  to  give  it  to  them. 

Superintendent:  And  this  year, 
1952,  I  think  the  figure  is  some- 
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thing  like  $33,000  wortii  of  sur- 
plus equipment. 

So,  Mr.  Muchnick,  there  is  a 
great  deal  to  getting  that  equip- 
ment. Now  you  say  it  can  be  ob- 
tained. Yes,  but  Mr.  Renaud  and 
Mr.  Bergh  have  to  go  there,  ex- 
amine the  equipment,  -^ee  if  it  is 
worth  getting,  and  then  see 
where  it  can   be  placed. 

Now,  their  work  constitutes  all 
of  those  three  important  phases 
— the  apprenticeship  training  pro- 
gram, journeyman  classes,  on-the- 
job  training  for  veterans,  and  sur- 
plus commodities. 

Dr.  Foley:  What  action  does  the 
Committee  want  to  take  on  this 
matter? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Is  there  an  order 
in  here  for  Mr.  Renaud? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Yes,  Orders  No. 
70  and  71. 

Dr.  Foley:  What  is  your  recom- 
mendation, Mrs  .Lyons,  on  this 
from  the  Salary  Committee? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  would  recommend 
e.xactly  what  Mr.  Muchnick 
i-ecommended  doing:  giving  every- 
body an  opportunity  to  rate  for 
that  position  if  it  is  to  be  rated. 

Dr.  Foley:  On  Order  No.  40, 
what  is  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee?  Any  objections  to 
accepting   this   present   order? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  would  like  to 
accept  this  order  conditionally,  if 
it  can  be  done  that  way,  and  the 
same  with  Mr.  Renaud. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
excuse  me  for  interrupting.  Isn't 
this  to  solve  the  litigation  in  Order 
39.  You  say,  accept  it  conditionally. 
Shouldn't  the  Committee  accept  it 
actually  as  they  have  other  orders 
to  clear  up  the  litigation? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  No,  this  is  just 
an  additional  salary  for  the  work 
that  he  does  in  veterans'  services. 

Superintendent:  It  has  to  do 
with  litigation,  doesn't  it.  Miss 
Sheehan? 

Miss    Sheehan:    Yes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  How  much  was 
his  increase  last  year? 

Miss  Sheehan:  He  has  $98  a 
month  in  litigation.  You  see,  we 
had  to  put  this  extra  order  in 
because  he  receives  that  extra 
money.  If  we  had  just  put  in 
placing  him  on  the  maximum 
salary  of  his  rank,  as  this  order 
l:)elorc  reads,  he  would  not  get 
the  extra  money;  so,  in  order 
that  he  get  the  money  he  always 
been  getting,  we  have  to  put  in 
the   extra   order. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  if  his  liti- 
gation is  $98  per  month,  then 
this  $944  should  only  be  for  four 
months. 


Miss  Sheehan:  No,  that  $944  is 
his  annual  assignment  money  as 
we  call  it.  It  is  not  his  base  salary. 
It   is    on   assignment. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  the  previous 
order  takes  care  of  his  litigated 
amount? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Of  his  base  salary 
in  litigation.  That's  right. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  In  Order  40  that 
then  isn't  the  litigation  money? 

Miss  Sheehan:  We  would  have 
to  put  this  Order  40  in  in  connec- 
tion with  this  because  Order  39 
would  restrict  him  to  just  his  base 
salary  and  not  give  him  the  other 
money,  so  for  that  protection  we 
had  to  put  in  the  $944. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  All  right.  Now 
I  would  like  to  have  this  worded 
so  that  it  applies  to  Mr.  Bergh  or 
anybody  else  in  that  position. 

Business  Manager:  You  can  see 
from  the  way  it  is  worded,  Mr. 
Chairman:  "So  long,  but  only  so 
long,  as  Mr.  Bergh  remains 
assigned  to  the  veterans'  services," 
so  I  think  you  are  protected  if 
there  is  a  change  in  assignment. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  would  like, 
even  though  it  is  out  of  order,  to 
accept  this  but  to  have  a  motion 
for  action  at  the  next  meeting 
that  there  immediately  be  a 
method  of  selection  of  some  per- 
son on  a  permanent  basis  because 
ten  years  is  a  long  time  for  tem- 
porary assignment,  and  establish 
a  certain  salary  for  that  position 
and  also  for  Mr.  Renaud's  position; 
also,  to  define  what  the  duties 
are    of    those    positions. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  the  acceptance  of  the  order. 
Miss  Reynolds? 

Secretary:  Do  you  mean  this 
that  Mr.  Muchnick  just  said? 

Mr.    Muchnick:    No. 

Secretary:  That  will  be  on  the 
agenda.  Motion  now  is  on  Oi^der 
No.  40. 

(Rollcall). 

Secretary:  Order  No.  44. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  We  left  those 
as  is  on  the  original  schedule. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  No,  we  did  not.  Oh, 
yes,  we  did — as  printed,  but  they 
were  to  go  up  just  like  the  Super- 
visors of  Fine  Arts,  $144  and  $120. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  the  acceptance  of  the  schedule 
as  printed. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  This  one  will 
have  to  be  changed. 

Business    Manager:    Yes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  move  that  the  necessary  changes 
be  made   in   Order  44   to   comply 
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with  the  other  orders  of  similar 
character  and  that  it  be  adopted 
as  changed. 

Secretary:  This  is  number  44, 
and  it  is  to  be  changed  so  that 
there  will  be  an  increment  of  $144 
plus  $120  only,  instead  of  maxi- 
mum. 

(Rollcall). 

Secretary:  Order  No.  45. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mrs.  Lyons,  was 
this  to  remain  at  maximum  salary? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  don't  know  why 
this  was  held.  This  is  to  be  as 
printed. 

Secretary:  -As  is. 

(Rollcall). 

Secretary:  Order  No.  46. 

Mr  Muchnick:  Was  this  to  be 
increments,  or  is  this  to  remain 
as    is? 

Miss  Sheehan:  That  is  litigated 
money. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Is  this  to  remain 
as  is  on  maximum. 

Miss  Sheehan:  Yes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  not  on  in- 
crements. Is  that  right,  Mrs. 
Lyons? 

Mrs.  Lyons:   Yes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  move  that 
Order  46  be  accepted  as  is. 

(Rollcall). 

Secretary:  Order  No.  47. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Does  this  stay 
at  maximum?  I  thought  it  was 
held  because  it  was  one  of  the 
music  problems. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  That  was  one  of 
the  ones  that  will  go  up  the  $144 
and  $120. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  move  that  No. 
47,  be  amended  so  as  to  provide 
for  its  being  on  an  increment 
basis  similar  to  the  others  in  the 
same  category  that  went  up  on 
increments. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  the  order  as  amended  by  Mr. 
Muchnick. 

(Rollcall) 

Secretary:  Order  No.  48. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Why  was  that 
held? 

Secretary:  All  the  music  people 
were  held. 

Mr  Muchnick:  I  move  that  48 
be  adopted  as  printed  with  the 
change. 

(Rollcall) 

Secretary:  Order  No.  49. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  That  was  held 
for  the  same  reason  as  Mr.  Stick- 
ney  and  Mr.  Leidner.  I  move 
that  No.  49  be  adopted  as  printed. 


Dr.  Foley:  Any  objections?  It 
is  moved  that  the  order  be 
adopted. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Much  as  I  would 
like  to  move  otherwise. 

I  Rollcall). 

Secretary:  Order  No.  60. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
for  these  four  months,  I  assume 
there  would  be  no  objection  on 
our  part  to  Mr.  Heffernan  getting 
$122  more  than  his  total  salaries 
between  the  School  Department 
and  the  city  because  of  its  being 
a   litigation   question. 

Miss  Sheehan:  Yes. 

Mr.   Muchnick:   Am  I  correct? 

Mrs.  Lyons:    That's  right. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  starting  Jan- 
uary 1st,  the  Mayor's  office  should 
be  notified  that  he  goes  back  to 
the   regular    schedule. 

Business  Manager:  We  will  call 
attention  of  this  order  to  the  Audi- 
tor's office. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  the  adoption  of  the  order.  Miss 
Reynolds,   will  you  call  the  roll? 

(Rollcall) 

Secretary:  Order  No.  61. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
move  that  that  order  be  accepted 
as    printed. 

Dr.  Foley:  Question  comes  on 
the  adoption  of  the  order  as 
printed. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Does  he  have 
any  money  in  litigation? 

Miss  Sheehan:  No. 

(Rollcall) 

Secretary:  Order  No.  62. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
move  that  the  order  be  adopted 
as    printed. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  the  adoption  of  the  order  as 
printed. 

(Rollcall) 

Secretary:  Order  No.  64. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  This  is  now 
proper,  the  salary  having  been 
accepted  as  printed,  and  I  move 
that  this  order  be  adopted. 

(Rollcall) 

Superintendent:  On  Order  65, 
Mr.  Chairman,  should  you  delete 
three  names  there?  You  have 
deleted  Practice  and  Training. 
Should  you  delete  Industrial  Arts 
and  Home  Economics? 

Mrs.    Lyons :    Yes. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  deletion. 

Superintendent:  You  have  taken 
care  of  Home  Economics  in  an- 
other salary  schedule. 
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Mrs.  Lyons:  Miss  Cauley,  Mr. 
Emery,    and   Miss   O'Brien. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  On  that  I  move 
that  Order  No.  65  be  amended 
by  striking  from  the  order  the 
words  "Francis  J.  Emery,  Indus- 
trial Arts;  Mary  W.  Cauley,  Home 
Economics;  and  Mercedes  E. 
O'Brien,  Practice  and  Training." 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  the  amendment  of  the  order. 

(Rollcall) 

Superintendent:  You  will  have 
a  special  order  for  the  $58. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  1  move  that  an 
order  be  adopted  concerning 
Francis  J.  Emery,  Industrial 
Arts;  Mary  W.  Cauley,  Home 
Economics;  and  Mercedes  E. 
O'Brien,  Practice  and  Training,  to 
incorporate  the  vote  and  the  in- 
tent of  the  vote  of  the  School 
Committee  in  setting  their  salary 
on  increments  at  a  maximum  of 
$7500. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  the  adoption  of  the  order  as 
presented  by  Mr.   Muchnick. 

Business  Manager:  And  also 
the  bonus  payment. 

Ml'.  Muchnick:  And  also  the 
bonus  payment. 

Secretary:  To  a  maximum  of 
$7500  on    increments    plus — 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Plus  the  tem- 
porary salary  increase  to  each  of 
them  of  $58  per  month  for  the 
four  months  concerned. 

(Rollcall). 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Wasn't  there  a 
change  in  the  assistant  directors? 

Secretary:  Miss  Sheehan  says 
no. 

Miss  Sheehan:  I  was  going  to 
call  to  your  attention  that  you 
changed  the  Home  Economics  and 
the  Penmanship  assistant  direc- 
tors to  $6528  and  you  did  nothing 
for  Practice  and  Training  and 
Special  Classes.  They  are  also 
assistant    directors. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  There  are  assis- 
tant directors  under  Miss  O'Brien? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Yes,  in  Practice 
and  Training,  and  Special  Classes 
you  did  nothing. 

Mr  Muchnick:  Are  Special 
classes  under  Miss  O'Brien? 

Dr.  Foley:  No,  under  Miss 
Cummings. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  They  both  are 
.$6264,  and  you  mean  that  Home 
Economics    is    $6528? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Also  Penman- 
ship and  Industrial  Arts  are 
$6528. 

Dr,  Foley:  And  what  did  we  do? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Would  that  in- 
volve an  equal  pay  situation? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Yes. 


Dr.  Foley:  The  answer  is  yes 
on  that. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Then  I  move, 
Mr.  Chairman,  that  we  amend 
Order  3  so  that  assistant  dii'ec- 
tors  of  Practice  and  Training  and 
Assistant  Directors  of  Special 
Classes — 

Secretary:  Would  you  be  will- 
ing to  do  it  by  separate  motions? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  All  right.  I 
move  that  Assistant  Directors  of 
the  Department  of  Practice  and 
Training  shall  receive  the  same 
minimum  and  same  maximum 
as  Assistant  Director  of  Penman- 
ship— that  gives  us  the  figure — 
and  then  did  you  also  say  Home 
Economics? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  That's  right — home 
economics  and  industrial  arts. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  move  that  the 
order  be  further  amended  that

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  the  adoption  of  the  order. 

Superintendent:  Why  don't  you 
state  it  $6528? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  How  about  the 
minimum? 

Secretary:  $4368.  They  are  all 
the  same,  so  why  don't  I  leave 
out  the  minimum?  The  same 
maximum  salary  as  assistant  di- 
rectors of  penmanship,  industrial 
arts,  and  home  economics. 

Mr.  Muchnick:   Namely,  $6528. 

(Rollcall). 

Mr.  Muchnick:  If  that  requires, 
in  addition,  a  vote  of  rescission, 
then  I  move  that  we  incorporate 
in  the  motion  the  necessary  vote 
of  rescission.  I  don't  think  it 
does. 

I  move,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  the 
Assistant  Director  of  Special 
Classes — 

Secretarry:  Is  this  the  same  or- 
der? 

Mr..  Muchnick:  The  same  order. 

Secretary:  Amend  Order  3  so 
that  the  Assistant  Director  of 
Special  Classes  shall  receive  the 
same  maximum  salary  as  certain 
other  assistant  directors — namely, 
$6528  per  year. 

(Rollcall). 

Mr  Muchnick:  Why  don't  you 
say  in  both  of  them,  in  order  to 
comply  with  equal  pay — no,  don't 
say  it. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  You  would  have  to 
include  the  amount  of  money  that 
they  are  going  to  get. 

Secretary:   Namely,   $6528. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  But  I  mean  for 
the  next  four  months  —  that 
amount. 
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Secretary:  I  don't  include  it 
here. 

(Rollcall). 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Does  that 
straighten  out  the  assistant  direc- 
tors, or  is  there  another  group? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  No,  there  is  still 
another  group.  On  that  same 
order,  Mr.  Chairman,  there  are 
also  the  assistant  directors  of 
Music  included  in  there,  and  that 
is  the  group  who  are  actually 
teachers.  I  believe  that  we  de- 
cided that  they  would  stay  at  the 
salary  as  printed  here.  I  think  it 
is  $6144.  Is  that  right? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Yes. 

Mrs.   Lyons:   $6144  maximum. 

Secretary:  What  order  num- 
ber? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Order  66.  You 
have  included  in  that  order  the 
names  of  the  people  in  Special 
Classes,  Practice  and  Training, 
and  also  Music.  Now  probably 
you  will  have  to  make  another 
order  for  Music. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  No,  this  is  just 
for  the  temporary  salary.  Mr. 
Chairman,  is  it  the  intention  that 
the  assistant  directors  of  Special 
Classes  and  Practice  and  Train- 
ing, who  have  now  been  given  a 
new  maximum  to  comply  with  the 
other  maximums  of  people  of 
equal  rank,  should  go  to  their 
maximum  at  once? 

Did  the  other  assistant  directors 
go  to  maximum  at  once? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  No. 

Business  Manager:  Miss  Morri- 
son did. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  think  the  othei's 
should  proceed  just  the  way  the 
directors  did,  by  increments.  I 
think  Miss  Morrison   should,   too. 

Miss  Sheehan:  Then  we  will 
have  to  change  her  minimum. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  think  they  should 
all  proceed  that  way. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  the  adoption  of  the  order. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  If  they  get  $264, 
it  practically  brings  them  up  to 
maximum  if  they  are  not  on  pre- 
sent maximum. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  But  a  lot  of  them 
are  not.  I  think  they  should  go 
up  on  increments. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  All  right. 

Secretary:  Marion  Morrison, 
too. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Marion  Morrison 
and  all  of  these  assistant  directors 
we  have  mentioned. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Why  was  Ma- 
rion Morrison  put  on  maximum? 
Was  that  to  coincide  with  some- 
body else  who  had  been  improper- 
ly put  on  maximum? 

Business  Manager:  She  lost  out. 


Secretary:  She  missed  out  on 
the  last  increase. 

Dr.  Foley:  We  thought  it  was 
going  to  be  an  adjustment  at  the 
time,  more  or  less. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  What  difference 
does  it  make  I  was  just  trying 
to  keep  it  uniform.  If  some  were 
going  up,  I  felt  that  we  shouldn't 
do  that. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  If  we  keep  her  at 
maximum,  regardless  of  the 
reasons — 

Mrs.  Lyons:  But  you  haven't 
got  it  for  any  of  the  other  as- 
sistant   directors. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  say,  if  we  keep 
her  at  maximum,  the  others  should 
be  at  maximum.  If  we  take  the 
others  by  increments,  then  we 
ought  to  amend  hers  to  incre- 
ments. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  believe  that  is 
the  way  it  should  be  done. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
may  I  point  this  out?  There  is  a 
distinction.  If  you  keep  Miss  Mor- 
rison by  increments,  she  will  be 
way  behind  the  other  assistant 
directors  because  she  did  not  get 
the  raise  that  these  other  assist- 
ant directors  got  last  year. 

Dr.  Foley:  That  is  why  we  did 
that. 

Superintendent:  That  is  why  we 
put  her  on  maximum. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  think  the  Commit- 
tee did  that. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  in 
fairness  to  her,  where  she  was 
left  out,  I  don't  think  anybody 
would  feel  badly  if  she  were  the 
one  who  would  go  up  rather  than 
any  of  the  rest  of  them  to  maxi- 
mum immediately. 

Superintendent:  That's  right. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  put  the 
others  on  increments. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  And  put  the  others 
on  increments. 

Dr.  Foley:  And  put  Miss  Mor- 
rison on  increments. 

Secretary:  Who  are  the  others, 
please? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
if  it  can't  be  done  legally  and 
Miss  Sheehan  is  having  a  major 
problem,  why  can't  it  be  done? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Why  can't  what 
be  done? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  What  is  im- 
proper, or  what  is  illegal,  from 
your  knowledge? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Last  year  the 
Industrial  Arts  assistant  directors 
were  advanced  $264  more  than 
the  other  assistant  directors.  They 
all  should  have  gone  up  at  that 
time.  Miss  Morrison  was  left  out 
entirely  and  now  you  are  going  to 
advance  her  to  the  maximum  sal- 
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ary  of  the  assistant  directors  of 
Industrial  Arts.  I  don't  think  that 
it  is  fair  to  advance  her  and  not 
advance  all  the  others  because 
they  should  have  gone  up  last  year 
the  extra  $264  too. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, would  it  solve  the  problem 
if,  in  addition  to  the  regular  $120, 
we  gave  two  increments  to  Miss 
Morrison  and  to  all  the  other 
people  who  were  left  out  last  year 
— or  three  increments? 

Business  Manager:  I  think  that 
would  be  the  right  thing  to  do  by 
Miss  Morrison.  I  think  you  ought 
to  put  her  on  maximum. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  How  many  are  in- 
volved? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Only  seven. 

Secretary:  Who  are  they? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  The  assistant  di- 
rectors who  were  left  out  last 
year. 

Secretary:  Marion  Morrison  is 
all  right  as  is.  This  is  Order  66 
is  it?  I  thought  you  said  there 
were  only  seven  of  them? 

Miss  Sheehan:  There  were  only 
seven  involved.  Music  in  not  in- 
volved. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Special  Classes  and 
Practice  and  Training. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  This  order 
should  be  split  to  eliminate  the 
top  seven  names  and  departments 
from  Order  66. 

Dr.  Foley:  That's  correct. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  then  adopt 
Order  43  in  so  far  as  it  refers 
only    to    the    Music    Department. 

Dr.  Foley:  That  is  the  last  six, 
Miss  Reynolds. 

Secretary:  Order  66,  assistant 
directors  split  so  that  the  top 
seven  names  and  departments  are 
removed  from  this  order. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  move  the  order 
as  amended,  including  only  the 
Music  people,  be  adopted. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  the  adoption  of  the  order.  Miss 
Revnolds,  call  the  roll. 

(Rollcall). 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  move,  Mr. 
Chairman,  that  Order  66  read 
that  the  top  seven  names  with 
the  departments  opposite  their 
names  —  Special  Classes  and 
Practice  and  Training — and  called 
Assistant  Directors  in  the  order, 
receive,  effective  September  1, 
1952,  the  maximum  salary  pre- 
scribed for  that  rank  in  Order  3. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  the  adoption  of  the  order. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Is  that  right? 

Business  Manager:  And  in  ad- 
dition thereto.  I  mean  it  is  the 
same  order. 


Mr.  Muchnick:  And  in  addition 
thereto  a  temporary  salary  in- 
crease  of   $76   a   month. 

(Rollcall) 

Secretary:  Order  72.  This  is  a 
new  order — the  one  that  is  typed. 

Dr.  Foley:  We  have  completed 
this,  then,  have  we? 

Secretary:  Yes. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  the  order.  Call  the  roll  on  Or- 
der 72,  Miss  Reynolds. 

(Rollcall) 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  voted  yes  with 
the  proviso  that  the  numbers,  if 
they  have  to  be  changed  to  cor- 
respond to  the  corrected  numbers 
in  here,  be  done. 

Superintendent:  That's  right, 
plus  whatever  other  new  orders 
are  required. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Other  new  orders 
that  cover  the  subject  matter  be 
included  in  that  order. 

Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  move 
that  the  salary  of  people  concerned 
in  those  orders  and  other  orders, 
after  the  numbers  are  corrected 
to  meet  the  orders  as  adopted,  and 
any  new  orders  concerned  with 
the  same  subject  matter,  who  do 
not  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  covenant  not  to  sue,  release, 
and  other  legal  requirements  set 
up  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  or 
the  School  Committee,  be  estab- 
lished to  be  the  same  figure  as  was 
the  salary  of  that  person  in  the 
salary  schedule  adopted  Septem- 
ber 1950  plus  only  the  normal 
increment  of  $144,  $108,  or  $96, 
or  whatever  it  might  be  for  that 
person  and  that  person's  position. 

Dr.  Foley:  Do  you  understand 
that,  Mrs.  Lyons? 

Mrs   Lyons:  Yes. 

(Roilcall). 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman, 
these  are  not  orders.  I  would  move 
that  the  following  be  the  final 
note  attached  to  the  salary 
schedule. 

Note:  The  following  is  the  future 
program  of  the  School  Committee 
for  the  establishment  of  the  single 
salary  schedule. 

Formal  Statement  of  the  single 
salary  policy  of  the  Boston  School 
Committee. 

The  following  is  the  planned  pro- 
gram of  the  School  Committee  for 
the  establishment  of  the  single 
salary   schedule: 

(a)  The  School  Committee 
wishes  to  establish  for  head 
masters  and  principals  a  minimum 
salary  for  head  masters  of  $7032 
and  a  minimum  SEilary  for  prin- 
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,  cipals  of  $6300  and  for  both  head 
masters  and  principals  a  maxi- 
mum salary  of  $8,000,  to  be 
reached,  in  addition  to  the  regular 
increment  of  $144,  by  single  sal- 
ary steps  of  $120  for  head  masters 
and  $180  for  principals,  with  the 
provision  that  the  new  miximum 
of  $8,000  shall  be  automatically 
established  w  h  e  n  both  head 
masters  and  principals  presently 
on  maximum  salary  shall  have 
reached  the  salary  of  $7,776,  and 
then  both  head  masters  and  prin- 
cipals shall  advance  to  $8,000  by 
a  step  of  $224. 

(b)  The  School  Committee 
wishes  to  establish  for  heads  of 
department  and  head  instructors 
a  minimum  salary  of  $4872  and 
for  heads  of  department,  head  in- 
structors, sub-masters,  and  vice 
principals  a  maximum  salary  of 
$6500,  to  be  reached  by  single 
salary  steps  of  $120  per  annum 
for  heads  of  department  and  head 
instructors  in  addition  to  the 
regular  annual  increment  of  $144. 
and  by  single  salary  steps  of  $180 
per  annum  for  submasters  and 
vice  principals,  in  addition  to  the 
regular  annual  increment  of  $144, 
with  the  provision  that  the  new 
maximum  salary  of  $6500  shall  be 
automatically  established  when 
subma^^ters  and  vice  principals 
presently  on  maximum  salary, 
shall  have  reached  the  salary  of 
S6336,  at  which  time  heads  of  de- 
partment and  head  instructors, 
submasters,  and  vice  principals 
shall  advance  to  the  maximum 
salary  of  $6500  by  a  step  of  $164. 

Mr  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
in  the  next  paragraph  in  the  first 
part  of  it,  "for  all  teachers"  should 
be  changed,  I  think,  to  "for  all 
classroom  teachers"  or  "for  all 
teachers  other  than  those  in  a 
supervisory   capacity." 

Mrs.  Lyons:  We  have  that  — 
"other  than  those  specially  pro- 
vided for." 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Yes,  but  some,  I 
think,  Mrs.  Lyons,  who  are  clas- 
sified legally  or  technically  in  the 
payroll  system  as  teachers,  like 
directors,  for  example,  are  not 
what  we  mean  by  that. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Shall  we  insert  the 
word  "classroom"  teachers — "for 
all    classroom    teachers"? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  It  should  be 
"classroom  teachers."  How  about 
those  who  are  in  a  hospital  or 
teaching  the  physically  handi- 
capped? 

Dr.  Foley:  They  are  all  teachers. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Yes,  but  directors 


are  teachers,  too:  "for  all  teachers 
below  the  supervisory  level." 

Superintendent:  Oh,  I  wouldn't 
put  that  in.  You  know  what  you 
mean  by  teachers,  Mr.  Muchnick. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  But  in  the  salary 
scliedule  and  in  the  budget  so 
far  as  the  statutes  are  concerned 
everybody  is  a  teacher  up  to  the 
rank  of  assistant  superintendent; 
and  we  intend  here,  I  think,  to 
establish  this  for  the  classroom 
teacher  primarily  and  for  those 
teachers  who  go  out  to  visit 
physically  handicapped  children 
and  so  forth. 

I  don't  want  to  leave  those  out; 
but  I  don't  want  to  include — and 
I  don't  think  the  rest  of  the  Com- 
mittee wants  to  include — the 
people  who  are  the  directors  and 
the  supervisors. 

Dr.  Foley:  Doesn't  the  first  part 
of  that  paragraph  cover  it? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  We  haven't  pro- 
vided specifically  for  directors, 
for  example. 

Dr.  Foley:  We  have. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Not  in  this. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Probably  Mr.  Ruddy 
could  explain  just  what  he  means 
by  that. 

Mr.  Ruddy:  My  point  is  the 
same  as  Dr.  Foley's — that  in  every 
other  case,  except  the  classroom 
teacher,  the  intent  is  to  cover  the 
classroom  teacher. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Why  don't  we 
say  that? 

Mr.  Ruddy:  I  see  no  objection 
to  putting  "for  all  classroom 
teachers,"  and  then,  instead  of 
"orders,"  it  ought  to  be  "will 
establish,"  the  verb  in  line  3. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  In  line  3  of  this 
one,  instead  of  "orders,"  it  will  be 
"will  establish." 

Mrs.  Lyons:  (c)  For  all  class- 
room teachers  other  than  those 
elsewhere  specifically  provided  for, 
the  School  Committee  endorses 
for  elementary  and  junior  high 
school  teachers  the  establishment 
of  a  minimum  salary  of  $3,132, 
and  for  all  high  school  teachers 
the  establishment  of  a  minimum 
salary  of  $3504,  and  for  teachers 
of  elementary  schools,  junior  high 
schools,  and  high  schools,  a  maxi- 
mum salary  of  $5500  for  those  who 
possess  the  bachelor's  degree  or 
equivalent,  and  a  maximum  salary 
of  $5900  for  those  who  possess  the 
master's  degree,  with  elementary 
and  junior  high  school  teachers 
progressing  at  a  rate  of  $180  per 
year  in  addition  to  the  annual  in- 
crement of  $144,  and  v^dth  high 
school  teachers  progressing  at  a 
rate  of  $120  per  year  in  addition 
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to  the  annual  increment  of  $144 
until  those  teachers  possessing  a 
bachelor's  degree  or  equivalent 
rcach  the  maximum  salary  of 
$5500  and  those  teachers  possess- 
ing a  master's  degree  reach  the 
maximum  salary  of  $5900. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Now,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, I  move  that  the  statement 
just  read  by  Mrs.  Lyons  as  the 
statement  of  policy  be  distinctly 
understood  to  be  a  statement 
of  policy  and  not  a  part  of  the 
salary  schedule  itself  even  though 
it  would  appear  to  be  proper  and 
preferable  that  it  be  printed  in  the 
same  document;  and  if  printed  in  . 
the  same  document,  some  preface 
ought  to  be  included  that  it  is  a 
statement  of  policy  and  not  any- 
thing that  should  be  interpreted 
as  being  presently  adopted  as  part 
of  the  present  September  1st  sal- 
ary schedule. 

Dr.  Foley:  Any  questions  by 
the  Committee? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Is  that  right, 
Mrs.  Lyons? 

Mrs,  Lyons:  That  is  right.  Now 
would  you  suggest  something 
there,  Mr,  Muchnick?  Why  don't 
we  just  put  a  notation  like  that: 
"Note"  at  the  top. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  the  adoption  of  the  orders  as 
presented  by  Mrs.  Lyons. 

Superintendent:  Would  you 
want  to  say,  Formal  action  of  the 
School  Committee  on  policy,  to 
show  that  it  was  voted  on? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  That,  I  think,  is 
an  excellent  phrase. 

Secretary:  Formal  action  of  the 
School  Committee  on  Policy. 

Dr.  Foley:  Do  you  agree  with 
the  Superintendent  on  that,  Mr. 
Muchnick? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Yes.  Then  one 
further  thing.  There  ought  to  be 
another  prefatory  remark  before 
Order  No.  11,  which  starts  the 
batch  on  the  litigation  orders, 
pointing  out  that  it  is  only  as  a 
result  of  litigation  that  this  salary 
schedule  has  so  many  different 
items. 

Dr.  Foley:  We  probably  can 
frame  that. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  think  the 
Superintendent  could  frame  that. 
I  will  be  perfectly  happy  to  have 
his  phraseology  adopted  right 
now. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  We  say  this  a  future 
program  of  the  policy  of  the  School 
Committee.  This  is  the  future  pro- 
gram of  the  School  Committee  for 
the  establishment  of  single  salary. 
Mr.  Muchnick:  It  is  the  present 
program  for  future  establishment. 
I  move  that  Mrs.  Lyons  prepare 


the  proper  wording  for  the  preface 
to  this  and  that  the  Superin- 
tendent be  asked  to  prepare  a 
proper  preface  explaining  the 
great  number  of  orders  and  the 
great  variety  of  figures  appear- 
ing in  this  salary  schedule  which 
on  the  face  of  it  would  seem  to 
be  inconsistent  with  the  single 
salary  approach  that  we  are  look- 
ing for. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  the  adoption  of  these  orders. 

Secr-etary  :I  have  another  mo- 
tion that  we  had  no  action  on.  Is 
it  all  the  same  one? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Yes. 

Secretary:  This  is  the  state- 
ment, and  this  is  the  same? 

Mr.  Muchnick:   Yes. 

Secreary:  You  said:  "Moved, 
that  the  statement  just  read  be 
distinctly  understood,"  and  so 
forth;  and  then  that  Mrs.  Lyons 
prepare  a  preface,  with  the  Super- 
intendent preparing  another  state- 
ment, etc. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  No,  Mrs.  Lyons 
to  prepare  a  statement  and  the 
Superintendent  to  prepare  one  on 
the  litigation  items. 

Secretary:     Motion     that     the 
statement  just  read  be  adopted. 
(Rollcall.) 

Secretary;  The  second  one  is 
that  Mrs.  Lyons  prepare  a  state- 
ment and  the  Superintendent  pre- 
pare a  preface  on  the  litigation. 

(Rollcall) 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
before  we  adjourn,  Mr.  Smith 
would  like  to  be  recognized. 

Business  Manager:  Wasn't  there 
some  talk  on  promotion  through 
increments  being  given?  Has  that 
order  ever  been  passed? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  think  that 
order  was  passed  at  the  last  meet- 
ing. 

Secretary:  No,  it  was  not. 

Dr.  Foley:  It  was  approved  in 
conference,  but  I  don't  believe  it 
was  passed  in  public  meeting. 

Business  Manager:  I  am  afraid 
that  you  are  going  to  run  into 
difficulty. 

Dr.  Foley:  Why? 

Business  Manager:  If  you  make 
it  more  than  two  increments. 

Dr.  Foley:  Why? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  We  run  into  no 
difficulty.  We  won't  promote  any- 
body. 

Business  Manager:  I  will  tell 
you  just  one  single  incident  that 
we  discussed  today  on  the  pos- 
sibility. 

Mis's  Sheehan:  If  a  junior  high 
school   teacher  is  promoted  to  a 
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junior  master,  high  school,  and 
receives  three  increments,  he  will 
be  ahead  of  a  junior  master  who 
was  appointed  a  junior  master  on 
the  same  date. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  But  that  teacher, 
senior  high,  will  have  been  coming 
into  the  system  for  the  fii^t  time. 

Business  Manager:  What  Miss 
Sheehan  said  is  this.  Persons  ap- 
pointed the  same  day,  one  to 
senior  high  and  one  to  junior  high, 
and  then  at  a  later  date  if  the 
junior  high  person  gets  promoted 
to  the  senior  high  school,  he  goes 
ahead  in  salary  of  the  person  who 
was  originally  appointed  to  senior 
high  school. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
in  the  first  place  it  is  a  promotion. 

Dr.  Foley:  Exactly. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  I  wouldn't 
have  any  objection  to  his  jumping 
the  other  person.  In  the  second 
place,  after  two  or  three  years,  if 
the  single  salary  policy  is  in  full 
force  and  effect — and  we  hope  it 
will  be — it  won't  make  any  dif- 
ference because  it  won't  be  a  pro- 
motion from  junior  high  school  to 
senior  high  school.  It  will  just 
be  a  transfer.    It  will  be  the  same. 

Dr.  Foley:  My  feeling  is  that  the 
matter  stimulates  the  service. 

Business  Manager:  We  feel  that 
if  you  leave  it  at  two  increments 
on  a  promotion,  you  won't  run  in- 
to any  trouble. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  the  adoption  of  three  incre- 
ments. 

Superintendent:  You  passed 
that,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Dr.  Foley:  My  feeling  is,  Mr. 
Muchnick,  that  it  is  going  to  help 
a  lot  more  than  it  is  going  to  hurt, 
and  it  is  a  good  order. 

Secretary:  Doctor,  you  can't 
vote  on  it  tonight.  You  have  only 
three  members.  It  is  an  amend- 
ment to  the  regulations.  It  has  to 
lie  over. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  That  is  what  I 
wanted  to  say,  Miss  Reynolds. 

Secretary:  I  can  present  it,  but 
it  has  to  he  over  because  there 
are  only  three  members  present. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Why  don't  you 
present  it  and  let  it  He  over. 

(Order  read  by  Secretary). 

Business  Manager:  Wait  a 
minute  now.  Let  me  say  this,  Mr. 
Canty  was  appointed  tonight  as 
head  of  department.  Mr.  Kerr 
said  the  other  night  that  action 
on  this  amendment  would  have  to 
precede  any  promotion. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  That  is  just  what 
he  didn't  say.  He  said  as  far  as  he 
was  concerned  this  amendment 
was  unnecessary  because  we  could 


promote  on  any  step  of  the  rank 
that  we  wanted  to  just  by  nam- 
ing it. 

Dr.  Foley:  That  is  correct. 

Business  Manager:  I  want  to 
make  sure  that  Mr.  Canty  gets 
the  advantage  of  these  three  in- 
crements. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
don't  know  whether  this  motion 
has  any  particular  legal  effect; 
but  for  what  effect  it  has,  I  move 
that  the  intention  of  the  School 
Committee  as  expressed  in  adopt- 
ing the  salary  schedule  with  the 
various  salary  orders  and  motions 
be  declared  to  be  as  valid  as  they 
possibly  can  be  even  if  some  items 
may  have  been  overlooked  in  the 
preparation  of  formal  documents; 
and  that  so  far  as  is  possible  to  do 
so,  consistent  with  the  statute  of 
1875,  we  reserve  to  ourselves  the 
right  to  correct  any  clerical  er- 
rors or  errors  of  inequities  that 
were  not  intended  to  be  errors  or 
were  intended  to  be  other  than 
errors.  We  wouldn't  intend  them 
to  be  errors. 

Dr.  Foley:  Any  objection  to  that 
statement  made  by  Mr.  Muchnick? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  So  as  to  carry 
out  the  purpose  and  intent  of  the 
discussion,  including  that  part  of 
the  discussion  and  agreement  that 
may  not  have  been  reduced  to 
formal  vote  in  some  overlooked 
instance. 

Dr.  Foley:  Any  objections? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  that  vote 
may  have  some  legal  and  valid 
legal  effect,  although  frankly  I 
doubt  it,  because  it  would  be 
adopted  before  September  1st, 
whereas  last  year's  vote  of  a 
similar  nature  was  adopted  after 
September  1st. 

Dr.  Foley:  It  is  a  good  State- 
ment. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I'd  like  a  vote  on 
it. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  No  objection. 

(Rollcall). 

Dr.  Foley:  Any  other  business 
before  the  Committee? 

Superintendent:  Yes,  Mr.  Chair- 
man. 

Mr.  Ruddy:  Dr.  Foley,  a  num- 
ber of  us  are  very  interested  in 
making  sure  that  these  statements 
as  to  policy  are  the  last  printed 
item  in  the  printed  salary  sched- 
ule. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  think  that  is  under- 
stood, Mr.  Ruddy. 

Mr.  Ruddy:  Has  an  order  been 
made? 

Dr.  Foley:  Yes  I  am  glad  you 
brought  it  to  our  attention. 
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Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  would  like  just  to  get  one  further 
thought  on  the  record. 

Speaking  personally- — and  if  I 
may,  speaking  officially  as  Chair- 
man of  the  School  Committee  — 
I  would  like  to  state  for  the  record 
that  I  think  the  Committee  on 
Salary  Problems,  Mrs.  Lyons,  pai'- 
ticularly,  and  the  Chairman  of 
that  Committee,  Mr.  Ruddy,  and 
those  who  worked  with  him,  de- 
serve and  should  receive  the  com- 
mendation not  only  of  the  School 
Department  but  of  the  entire  city 
in  tackling  a  pretty  tough  problem 
that  was  made  even  more  com- 
plicated by  the  irrational  acts  of 
a  year  ago,  and  I  think  that  they 
have,  as  is  said  in  the  military  ser- 
vice, gone  far  beyond  and  above 
the  call  of  duty. 

I  would  like  to  extend  my  per- 
sonal thanks  and  officially  the 
thanks  of  the  School  Committee 
to  Mrs.  Lyons,  Mr.  Ruddy  and  all 
the  members  of  the  committee  for 
a  job  very  well  done.  I  would 
like  to  ask  that  that  committee 
remain  in  existence  to  continue 
to  attempt  to  straighten  out  the 
salary  schedule  in  so  far  as  it 
currently  isn't  straightened  out 
and  to  help  solve  such  other  pro- 
blems as  may  arise. 

I  would  like  a  formal  vote  on 
that,  excluding  Mrs.  Lyons — two 
out  of  three  will  be  enough  this 
time. 

(Rollcall). 

Dr.  Foley:  I  also  wish  to  express 
my  appreciation  to  the  committee. 
You  have  done  an  exceptional  job 
Mr.  Ruddy,  and  I  am  pleased  to 
cast  my  vote  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  Mr.  Muchnick. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Thank  you  both  for 
that  remark. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  Mr. 
Muchnick  .sort  of  beat  me  to  the 
punch  because  the  final  thing  that 
I  wanted  to  say  was  to  express  my 
gratitude  to  Mr.  Ruddy  as  chair- 
man of  the  Salary  Committee  and 
to  every  member  of  the  Salary 
Committee  for  their  help  and  their 
counsel.  I  certainly  hope  that  that 
committee  will  stay  in  existence 
from  now  on  because  I  think  it  is 
one  of  the  things  that  will  have  a 
stabilizing  influence  on  the  whole 
system.  Thank  you  again. 

Secretary:  I  would  like  to  say 
something  about  the  salary  sched- 
ule, please.  We  have  an  order  here, 
6(b),  that  we  made  up  and  I  want 
to  read  it  to  make  sure.  It  is 
about  a  teacher  in  charge  of  a 
building  without  a  vice-principal. 


Mrs.  Lyons:  Yes. 
Secretary:  We  have  written  it 
this  way:  Ordered,  that  for  the 
year  ending  August  31,  1953,  any 
teacher  who  may  be  designated 
by  the  Superintendent  as  teacher- 
in-charge  of  a  building  where  there 
is  no  permanent  submaster  or 
vice-principal  shall  be  paid  at  the 
rate  of  one  dollar  per  day  for 
each  day  of  service  in  addition  to 
the  regular  salary  of  his  rank.  Is 
that  all  right? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Yes,  it  is.  There 
is  only  one  thing.  It  says  desig- 
nated by  the  Superintendent.  Did 
you  say,  Mr.  Superintendent,  that 
you  do  that,  or  the  principal  of  the 
school  does  that? 

Superintendent:  Well,  the  prin- 
cipal does  it,  but  I  think  it  ought 
to  be  formal  action  by  the  School 
Committee  in  order  to  insure  the 
Pay  Roll  Department  of  paying 
the  extra  dollar. 

Mrs'.    Lyons:    That    is   all   right. 
Dr.  Foley:   Wouldn't  you  allow 
the  Superintendent  to  do  that  in- 
stead of  our  ok'ing  it? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  He  is  supposed 
to  be  drawing  some  orders,  since 
last  January,  to  provide  for  his 
doing  just  that. 

Dr.  Foley:  Transfers  and  things 
like  that. 

Superintendent :  The  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  says  you  have  to  OK 
it. 

Secretary:  The  Superintendent 
just  reports  it,  and  it  is  placed  on 
file.  It  is  just  a  matter  of  record. 
Secretary:  Also  you  will  re- 
member that  we  are  going  to  give 
Helen  Leary  a  different  title.  I 
really  ought  to  put  this  in,  I 
should  think. 

(Order  read  by  Secretary) 
Mr.    Muchnick:    Is    that    some- 
thing you  wanted   to  keep?   Has_ 
it  been  brought  up? 

Secretary:  Yes,  you  brought 
that  up. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Do  you  want  to 
act  on  it,  or  do  you  want  to  go 
through  and  wait  till  Civil  Serv- 
ice   approves    the   transfer? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  really  don't  know. 
Mr.  Muchnick:  what  I  had  in 
mind  before  was  that  maybe  we 
may  be  giving  this  lady  something 
which  she  actually  won't  get. 
There  is  no  sense  building  up 
her  hopes. 

Secretary:  That  is  all  right.  We 
have  put  the  rank  in  the  Day 
High  Schools,  and  we  are  assign- 
ing her  as  telephone  operator, 
clerical  assistant,  and  we  will  ask 
her  rank  to  be  changed  to  secre- 
tary. Then,  when  it  is,  we  can 
put  this  order  in.

Mr.  Muchnick:  Then  that  is  in. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  No. 

Secretary:  No,  that  is  out.  We 
are  going  to  wait  until  it  is  ap- 
proved. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Superintend- 
ent, do  you  have  something  to  say? 

Superintendent:  Yes,        Mr. 

Chairman,  I  would  like,  if  you  are 
willing,  to  give  the  Business  Man- 
ager a  hearing  and  then  I  have 
something  to  bring  up. 

Business  Manager:  The  problem 
is  this,  as  I  understand  it  from  Mr. 
Flynn,  the  Assistant  Schoolhouse 
Custodian.  We  are  taking  over 
the  custodians  at  The  Teachers 
College  and  absorbing  them  in  the 
system,  and  the  Schoolhouse  Cus- 
todian wishes  to  assign  Edward  J. 
Harold  to  this  building  tem- 
porarily. 

Mr.  Flynn:  On  a  temporary 
basis. 

Business  Manager:  Mr.  Sennott 
is  absent  because  of  personal  ill- 
ness. Every  building  in  the  sys- 
tem outside  of  here  and  Myrtle 
Street  has  a  salary  established  for 
it,  so  that  Mr.  Flynn  could  do  this 
automatically  with  any  other 
building  except  here  and  Myrtle 
Street. 

However,  there  is  no  salary 
established  for  this  building,  but 
there  is  a  salary  established  for 
Mr.  Sennott  so  that  it  is  up  to 
this  School  Committee  to  deter- 
mine at  what  salary  Mr.  Harold 
comes  in  here  to  take  Mr.  Sen- 
nott's   place,   temporarily. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
couldn't  Mr.  Harold — and  I  don't 
know  what  his  salary  is — be  as- 
signed to  this  building  tempor- 
arily without  change  of  rank  or 
salary? 

Business  Manager:  Yes,  if  the 
School  Committee  sees  fit. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Wouldn't  that  be 
the  proper  thing  to  do? 

Mr.  Flynn:  That  is  perfectly  all 
right  if  you  wish  to  do  it  that 
way. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Isn't  that  the 
proper  thing  to  do? 

Mr.  Flynn:  Well,  it  is  the  policy, 
as  Mr.  Smith  says.  In  fact,  it  is 
on  your  records.  Where  a  man 
fills  in  as  a  substitute,  he  shall 
receive  the  salary  of  the  man 
whom  he  is  replacing. 

Mr.  Muchnick  It  is  also  on  your 
records,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  many 
people  feel  that  the  salaries  paid 
to  the  custodial  staff  at  this  build- 
ing and  at  Myrtle  Street  are,  to 
put  it  mildly,  slightly  in  excess  of 
the  value  of  the  services. 

Dr.  Foley:  A  little  out  of  line? 


Mr.  Muchnick;  Yes. 

Mr.  Flynn:  That  is  perfectly  all 
right. 

Dr.  Foley:  Then  it  is  the  will 
of  the  Committee  to  assign  him. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  He  will  be  as- 
signed here  temporarily. 

Business  Manager:  Without 
change  of  rank  or  salary. 

Secretary:  Without  change  of 
rank  or  salary. 

Business  Manager:  I  think  you 
had  better  call  the  roll  on  that. 

Secretary:  Don't  you  think  it 
can  go  in  the  next  public  meeting? 

Superintendent:  He  comes  to 
work  Monday. 

Business  Manager:  I  think  an 
order  should  go  in. 

Dr.  Foley:  Transfer  him  and  it 
is  all  set. 

Secretary:  No,  assign,  him. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Don't  transfer 
him  because  we  well  have  him 
here   forever. 

(Rollcall) 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent, do  you  have  something? 

Superintendent:  I  have  two  let- 
ters, one  from  George  F.  Aherne, 
presently  an  assistant  professor 
at  The  Teachers  College  as  of 
today  and  also  one  from  Francis 
W.  McCarthy,  presently  assistant 
professor. 

Both  of  these  men  are  asking 
for  a  year's  leave  of  absence  with- 
out pay  in  order  that  they  may 
try  out  the  work  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  state;  and  if  it  is  not 
to  their  liking,  return  to  the  Bos- 
ton school  system. 

One  of  the  men,  Mr.  McCarthy, 
in  his  letter  points  out  that  this 
privilege  was  given  by  the  School 
Committee  in  that  a  similar  leave 
of  absence  was  granted  to  Dr. 
Daniel  H.  O'Leary  in  the  past 
year  for  the  same  purpose. 

Dr.  O'Leary  was  an  assistant 
professor  at  the  Teachers  College, 
and  he  became  President  of  the 
Lowell  State  Teachers  College, 
and  the  School  Committee  gave 
him  a  year's  leave  of  absence 
without  pay. 

Dr.  Foley:  What  is  your  recom- 
mendation? 

Superintendent:  These  two  men 
ask  the  same  privilege.  I  recom- 
mend that  they  be  given  leave  of 
absence  without  pay  for  one  year. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Superintendent, 
do  you  think  that  it  may  follow 
that  you  will  get  other  people  who 
have  transferred  to  the  State;  and 
then,  if  they  all  decide  to  come 
back  after  a  year,  we  will  be  flood- 
ed? What  will  we  do  with  them 
all? 
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Superintendent:  I  don't  think 
you  can  grant  any  leaves  of  ab- 
sence to  any  of  them  after  to- 
night. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
the  only  thing  that  bothers  me 
is  that  these  people  held  a  posi- 
tion in  this  School  Department  be- 
fore going  to  Teachers  College.  I 
don't  know  whether  they  were 
just  teachers  or  submasters  or 
principals  or  what  they  were; 
and  that  means  that  while  they 
are  making  up  their  minds,  some- 
body who  may  be  number  one  on 
a  list  and  has  every  right  to  ex- 
pect that  if  a  vacancy  for  a  posi- 
tion is  going  to  be  filled,  it  will  be 
filled  by  that  person  being  number 
one  on  a  list  may  lose  out  and  may 
even  be  kept  dangling  for  a  month 
or  any  period  up  to  a  year  while 
these  people  are  making  up  their 
minds  as  to  which  is  better  for 
ihem.  I  don't  think  it's  particu- 
larly fair. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
could  I  point  out  that  you  were  a 
strong  proponent  of  giving  an  in- 
definite leave  of  absence — 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  know  it — to 
Dr.  O'Leary  . 

Superintendent:  Oh,  no.  What 
is  his  name— the  teacher  at  Dor- 
chester High?  He  got  an  indefin- 
ite leave  of  absence  from  this 
School  Committee,  and  you  have 
given  leave  of  absence — could  I 
finish? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Yes,  but  you 
ought  to  get  all  the  facts.  That 
was  a  man  who  was  teaching  at 
a  high  school  at  a  time  when  we 
had  a  lot  of  surplus  high  school 
teachers,  and  nobody  was  being 
affected  because  we  had  too 
many  teachers  anyway. 

Superintendent:  He  is  out  on 
leave  of  absence  now,  and  this 
man,  Mr.  McCarthy,  who  was  a 
high  school  man,  is  no  different 
from  this  particular  man  who  is 
now  on  leave. 

Do  you  recall  his  name.  Miss 
Sheehan? 

Miss  Sheehan:  Is  it  Edward 
Fogarty? 

Superintendent:  Yes.  He  is  on 
an  indefinite  leave.  Mr.  Whelton 
also  is  on  an  indefinite  leave — a 
submaster. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  if  it  comes 
to  a  point,  Mr.  Superintendent, 
where  we  would  have  to  appoint 
somebody  in  Whelton's  or  Fo- 
garty's  place — 

Superintendent:  We  have  ap- 
pointed somebody  in  Whelton's 
place. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  if  it  comes 
to      a     point     where     somebody 


wouldn't  get  appointed  and  there 
were  the  numbers  and  the  need 
and  so  forth  waiting  on  either 
Fogarty  or  Whelton,  I  would  be 
ihe  first  to  vote  to  write  either 
of  those  gentlemen  that  the  time 
has  come  for  them  to  make  up 
their  minds  at  once, — 

^Juperintendent:  Well,  now, 
those  men  have — 

Mr.  Muchnick;  As  to  what 
iney  want  to  do. 

Superintendent:  Miss  McCor- 
mack  has  been  over  in  Japan  for 
several  years,  or  at  least  three 
or  four,  and  we  have  appointed 
a  vice  principal  in  her  place  at 
the  Julia  Ward  Howe.  I  simply 
want  to  point  out  to  the  Commit- 
tee that  you  have  done  it  for 
others  and  you  gave  a  leave  of 
absence  to  Mr.  Domas,  the  other 
night.  I  think  it's  his  third  year. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  don't  believe  he 
got  that.  If  I  recall  reading  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting  correctly, 
I  don't  believe  that  he  was  granted 
that. 

Superintendent:  He  came  up 
again,  you  have  several  people  out 
on  leaves  of  absence  similar  to  the 
request  made  by  Mr.  Aherne  and 
Mr.  McCarthy.  What  is  your 
wish? 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  it  is 
my  feeling  on  all  of  these  leaves  of 
absence  that  people  should  be 
given  an  opportunity,  certainly  to 
find  out  whether  they  like  some 
new  job;  but  I  think  that  the 
Committee  should  take  some  ac- 
tion on  these  people  who  are  on 
indefinite  leaves  of  absence.  I 
think  they  should  all  be  contacted 
and  asked  if  they  intend  to  come 
back;  and,  if  not,  would  they  im- 
mediately resign. 

Superintendent:  You  are  so 
right  Mrs.  Lyons. 

Mr.  Mucknick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
how  long  have  these  people  been 
at   Teachers   College? 

Superintendent:  Well,  I  should 
think  Mr.  McCarthy  was  there 
two  or  three  years.  Mr.  Aherne 
has  been  there  a  couple  of  years. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  They  ought  to 
know  by  now  whether  they  want 
to  be  professors  or  teachers. 

Superintendent:  They  know 
that  they  want  to  be  professors 
at  the  Boston  Teacher,;  College; 
but  whether  they  want  to  work 
in  the  State  Teachers  College  at 
Boston  is  another  problem  in  their 
minds. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Isn't  the  State 
as  good  an  employer  as  the  city? 

Superintendent:  I  can't  answer 
that  question.  I  never  worked  for 
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the  state.  I  know  the  city  is  a 
\'erj'  fine  employer. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  am  afraid  we  are 
allowing  ourselves  to  go  into  quite 
a  big  program.  After  all,  if  those 
persons  at  Teachers  College  who 
are  to  be  transfexTed  to  some 
other  institution  hear  of  two  being 
granted  a  leave  of  absence,  we 
might  be  swamped  with  requests. 

]\Ir.  Muchnick;  There  were  cer- 
tain papers  that  all  these  people 
were  asked  to  sign  signifying  their 
desire  to  leave  the  city. 

Superintendent:  It  did  not  say 
signifying  their  desire.  It  was 
drawn  up  by  Mr.  Kerr.  If  they  be- 
come employees  of  the  state— that 
was  the  x^'ay  it  was  worded — and 
whether  the  salary  set  down  op- 
posite tlieir  names  would  be  satis- 
factory. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Did  these  people 
sign  them? 

Superintendent :  Yes — if  they  be- 
came employees. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  they  will 
become  employees  whether  we  give 
them  a  leave  of  absence  or  not. 
They  become  employees  of  the 
state  on  Monday. 

Superintendent:  That's  right 
but  you  can  give  them  a  Leave  of 
absence. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  All  they  want  to 
have  is  an  ace  in  the  hole.  I  don't 
think  they  should  have  it  any 
more  than  the  other  people  at 
Teachers  College. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Muchnick, 
your  advocacy  for  a  leave  for  this 
man  named  Fogarty — I  argued 
strongly  against  that  indefinite 
leave  for  him  because  he  is  out 
earning — 


Mr.  Muchnick:  Almost  as  much 
as  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Superintendent:  These  men  are 
leaving  our  service,  but  they  are 
two  fine  men.  I  really  think  you 
ought  to  give  them  a  leave  of  ab- 
sence. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  All  right.  I  am 
perfectly  willing  to  cancel  Mr. 
Fogarty's  leave  right  now. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  would  like  to 
make  a  motion  that  we  direct  a 
letter  to  be  written  to  these  people 
and  ask  them  to  determine 
whether  they  are  going  to  stay 
where  they  are;  and  if  so,  resign 
from  the  service. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  will  go  along 
with  it. 

Superintendent:  Is  that  the  wish 
of  the  majority  of  the  Committee? 

Dr.  Foley:  It  is  perfectly  all 
right  with  me. 

Superintendent:  I  will  be  glad 
to  write  these  letters. 

(Rollcall). 

Dr.  Foley:  You  mean  yes  on  the 
leave  of  absence? 

Secretary:  No — yes  that  we 
write  to  them  and  tell  them  to 
come  back 

Mrs.  Lyons:  We  didn't  take  any 
vote  on  the  leave  of  absence. 

Dr.  Foley:  Question  comes  on 
the  leave  of  absence  of  the  two 
persons  whom  the  Superintendent 
mentioned. 

Secretary:  Leave  of  absence 
without  pay. 

(Rollcall). 

The   Committee   adjourned.

STATEMENT  OF  CHAIRMAN 

Mr.  Muchnick  made  the  follow- 
ing statement: 

In  opening  the  meeting,  I  would 
like  to  make  the  following  state- 
ment which  I  believe  has  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Committee: 

With  the  reopening  of  this 
school  year,  the  Boston  School 
Committee  takes  this  opportunity 
to  extend  its  best  wishes  for  a 
fruitful  and  successful  year  to  all 
the  pupils  and  teachers  of  our  city. 
The  reopening  of  school  also  pro- 
vides the  opportunity  to  empha- 
size that  the  all-important  business 
of  this  School  Committee,  repre- 
senting fathers  and  mothers  par- 
ticularly and  citizens  of  Boston 
generally,  is  to  assist  in  the 
preparation  of  our  boys  and  girls 
for  their  adult  life. 

Since  its  inauguration  in 
January,  the  School  Committee 
has  devoted  itself  to  the  solution 
of  many  administrative  problems 
that  have  needed  attention  for 
some  time.  Indeed  the  preoccupa- 
tion of  administrative  and  other 
personnel  with  these  problems  has 
caused  many  to  wonder  if  the 
production  of  a  well-trained  youth 
has  not  become  a  by-product  of 
running   the  school  machinery. 

We  call  to  the  attention  of  stu- 
dents, teachers,  administrators 
and  parents  the  following  "Ten 
Imperative  Needs  of  Youth,"  as 
outlined  by  the  National  Educa- 
tion Association,  to  be  met  by  a 
public  school  system: 

Salable  skills 

Good  health 

Good  citizenship 

Successful  family  living 

Consumer  intelligence 

Scientific  knowledge 

Cultural  appreciation 

Worthy  use  of  leisure 

Ethical  values 

Rational  thinking 


To  this  list,  of  course,  must  be 
added  the  most  important  of  all: 
Tlie  development  of  a  deep  sense 
of  reverence  for  the  Creator, 

Meeting  these  needs  in  the 
rapidly  changing  atomic  era  is  a 
challenge  to  the  skill,  resourceful- 
ness and  capacity  of  the  profes- 
s^ional  educators.  The  School 
Committee  has  the  responsibility 
of  determining  how  effectively 
this  challenge  is  being  met  in  Bos- 
ton. This  will  be  the  chief  con- 
cern of  the  School  Committee  in 
the  months  ahead.  In  the  past 
eight  months,  noteworthy  progress 
has  been  made  through  changes 
designed  to  inci^ease  efficiency  in 
the  operation  of  the  School  De- 
partment. 

Unfortunately,  the  Committee 
was  not  able  to  begin  its  long- 
range  new  building  program  due 
to  the  failure  of  the  Legislature  to 
consider  necessary  legislation.  The 
practical  advantage  of  the  Com- 
mittee's proposals,  not  only  for  the 
pupil  but  for  the  taxpayer,  seem 
to  assure  favorable  action  in  the 
coming  Legislative  Session  based 
on  bills  to  be  filed  shortly  by  the 
Committee. 

The  Committee  repeats  its  sin- 
cere good  wishes  for  the  coming 
school  year  and  asks  the  coopera- 
tion of  all  pupils,  parents,  teach- 
ers, administrators  and  legislators 
and  the  public  generally  in  the 
task  of  meeting  the  problems 
ahead. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  since 
you  asked  the  cooperation  of  pu- 
pils, parents  and  teachers,  this 
might  be  a  very  good  place  to 
break  in  and  say  that  it  has  been 
rumored — and  I  hope  there  is  not 
too  much  truth  in  it — that  at  any 
time  that  we  have  been  contem- 
plating closing  some  of  the  schools 
for  the  purpose  of  consolidation, 
probably  it  is  not  always  the  par- 
ents who  rebel  quite  so  strongly 
as  some  of  the  teachers  in  the 
various  schooLs. 

Now  I  hope  that  that  is  not  true, 
but  I  believe  there  is  a  bit  of 
truth  in  it  so  that  in  the  future 
the  Committee  would  like  the  co- 
operation of  the  teachers  when 
they  are  doing  something  they  feel 
is  for  the  good  of  the  service  and 
the  children;  and  if,  upon  investi- 
gation of  any  rebellion  in  the  fu- 
ture, we  find  that  a  teacher  is  at 
the  bottom  of  it,  then  we  will  have 
to  investigate  it  further  and,  if  it 
is  true,  ask  for  some  sort  of  sus- 
pension or  something  that  will  in- 
sure cooperation  with  us. 
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We  have  had  a  few  very  unfor- 
tunate experiences,  and  I  really 
and  truly  believe  that  the  parents 
were  not  as  much  at  fault  as  it 
would  seem  on  the  surface,  so  we 
do  hope  that  we  will  get  that  co- 
operation in  the  future. 

The  foregoing  statements  were 
ordered  spread  upon  the  records.

ing program  of  the  Boston  School 
Department";  and 

WHEREAS,  On  June  16,  1950, 
this  Committee  amended  said  se- 
ries of  three  orders  to  provide 
also  for  the  payment  of  such  ex- 
penses incurred  by  or  in  behalf  of 
such  children  injured  while  par- 
ticipating, or  practising  or  train- 
ing for  participation,  in  any  game, 
meet  or  contest  conducted  or  held 
as  a  part  of  or  in  connection  with 
so  much  of  the  physical  educa- 
tion program  of  the  Boston  School 
Department  as  is  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Director  of  Physical 
Education;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  the  present 
sense  of  this  Committee  that  like 
provision  should  be  made  with 
respect  to  injuries  sustained  by 
students  of  the  Boston  public 
schools  while  engaged  in  shop  or 
laboratory  work  at  such  schools; 
now,  there,  be  it 

ORDERED,  I,  That  the  afore- 
said three  orders  adopted  October 
17,  1947,  and  amended  June  16, 
1950,  be  further  amended,  effective 
as  of  April  17,  1952,  to  read  as 
follows:  No.  1  as  amended  on  June 
16,  1950. 

1.  ORDERED,  That  the  Direc- 
tor of  Physical  Education,  the  Di- 
rector of  School  Hygiene,  and  the 
Business  Manager  be,  and  they 
hereby  are,  constituted  a  panel  to 
administer  the  expenditure  of 
money  appropriated  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  reasonable  hospital, 
medical  and  surgical  expenses  in- 
curred by  or  in  behalf  of  any  stu- 
dent in  any  of  the  public  schools 


of  the  City  of  Boston  by  reason 
of  injury  sustained  by  such  stu- 
dent while  engaged  in  shop  or 
laboratory  work  at  such  school,  or 
by  reason  of  injury  sustained  by 
such  student  while  participating, 
or  practicing  or  training  for  parti- 
cipation, in  any  game,  meet  or 
contest  conducted  or  held  as  a  part 
of  or  in  connection  with  a  physical 
education  program,  or  an  athletic 
training  program,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Director  of  Physical 
Education  of  the  Boston  School 
Department;  and 

2.  ORDERED,  That  except 
when  the  School  Committee  shall 
otherwise  order,  no  money  so  ap- 
propriated shall  be  expended  (1) 
unless  the  student  sustaining  the 
injury  has,  within  three  months 
after  sustaining  the  injury,  applied 
in  writing  to  the  School  Commit- 
tee, on  a  form  furnished  by  and 
filed  with  the  Director  of  Physical 
Education,  for  the  payment  of  the 
hospital,  medical  and  surgical  ex- 
penses incurred  by  the  student  or 
in  his  behalf,  (2)  unless  the  appli- 
cation is  approved  in  writing  by 
the  student's  parent  or  guardian, 
and  (3)  unless  the  application  is 
accompanied  (a)  by  a  certificate 
from  a  doctor,  satisfactory  to  the 
panel,  that  the  hospital,  medical 
and  surgical  expenses  to  which  the 
application  relates  were  the  proxi- 
mate result  solely  of  the  injury 
sustained  by  the  student,  (b)  by 
documents  evidencing,  satisfac- 
torily to  the  panel,  the  amount  of 
the  expenses  incurred  by  or  in  be- 
half of  the  student,  and  (c)  in  the 
case  of  an  injury  sustained  while 
engaged  in  shop  or  laboratory 
work,  by  a  certificate  from  the 
teacher  in  charge  of  the  shop  or 
laboratory  work  that  the  injury 
was  sustained  by  the  student  while 
engaged  in  shop  or  laboratory 
work  at  the  specified  school,  and 
in  the  case  of  any  other  injury 
coming  within  Order  No.  1,  by  a 
certificate  from  the  teacher  or 
coach  in  charge  of  the  practising, 
training,  game,  meet,  or  contest 
that  the  injury  was  sustained  by 
the  student  while  participating,  or 
practising  or  training  for  partici- 
pation, in  a  game,  meet  or  contest 
conducted  or  held  as  a  part  of  or 
in  connection  with  a  physical  edu- 
cation program,  or  an  athletic 
training  program,  under  the  super- 
vision nf  the  Director  of  Physical 
Education  of  the  Boston  School 
Department;  and 

3.  ORDERED,  That  as  soon 
as  conveniently  possible  after  each 
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application  has  been  filed  the 
panel  shall  consider  the  same;  and 
if  the  full  panel  finds  that  the 
conditions  of  Order  No.  2  have 
been  fulfilled  and  that  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  the  sum  applied  for 
may  properly  be  paid  from  money 
appropriated  for  the  purpose 
specified  in  Order  No.  1,  the  sum 
applied  for  in  so  far  as  found  by 
the  full  panel  to  come  within  the 
purposes  of  the  appropriation 
shall,  upon  written  approval  of  the 
full  panel,  be  paid  directly  to  the 
hospital,  doctor  or  other  person  in 
interest  without  further  action  on 
the  part  of  the  School  Committee; 
provided,  however,  that  unless  the 
School  Committee  shall  otherwise 
order,  not  more  than  $300  shall  be 
so  paid  on  account  of  any  one 
injury. 

II.  That  moneys  appropriated 
in  1952  for  the  purposes  of  Order 
No.  1  as  amended  on  June  16, 1950, 
be  deemed  to  have  been  appropri- 
ated for  the  purpose  of  Order 
No.  1  as  above  amended:

Business  Manager:  May  I  say 
a  word,  Mr.  Chairman?  I  don't 
know  whether  the  Superintendent 
is  going  to  say  anything  or  not. 

It  seems  to  me  from  all  ac- 
counts, from  what  you  read  in 
the  newspapers  and  what  you 
hear,  it  is  the  policy  of  the  city 
of  Boston  outside  of  the  City 
Hospital — not  only  in  the  School 
Department  but  in  every  other 
city  department — to  treat  injured 
employees  a  little  better  than  the 
ordinary  employees  out  on  sick 
leave. 

I  wish  the  School  Committee 
would  give  reconsideration  to  this, 
and  before  they  take  a  final  vote, 
sit  down  and  designate  somebody 
to  sit  down  with  the  Mayor  or  his 
representative,  and  see  if  a  policy 
could  not  be  worked  out  that 
would  be  consistent  with  every 
other  city  department  so  that  they 
would  not  be  able  to  say  that  the 
School  Department  is  treating  the 
employees  differently  than  any 
other  department. 

I  think  it  would  be  well  worth 
while,  and  I  think  it  would  be  a 
good  thing  for  all  city  employees 
to  have  a  consistent  policy  that 
would  apply  to  everybody  who 
works  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman, 
there  may  be  and  probably  is  a 
lot  of  merit  in  what  Mr.  Smith 
says  that  the  City  should  have  a 
consistent  policy.  By  majority  of 
the  School  Committee  just  now, 
it  was  indicated  that  we  thought 
this  was  the  proper  policy.  It  is 
the  proper  policy  in  private  in- 
dustry, it  is  the  proper  policy  in 
most  public  employment. 

We  have  adopted  the  proper 
policy.  If  the  rest  of  the  city 
wishes  to  fall  in  line  or  if  they 
want  to  discuss  it  with  us,  I  am 
sure  there  will  be  no  objection  on 
our  part. 

However,  there  is  absolutely  no 
reason  to  pay  people  more  money 
for  not  working  than  there  is  to 
pay  them  for  working;  and  we  do, 
Mr.  Superintendent,  regardless  of 
the  look  of  incredulity,  pay  more 
for  people  who  don't  work  because 
we  have  to  add  to  the  total 
amount  that  is  paid  the  hospital 
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and  doctors'  bills  and  other  inci- 
dental bills  of  that  nature  in- 
volved. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  certainly  approve  of  what  Mr. 
Smith  said  and  I  wish  that  the 
members  of  the  School  Committee 
would  reconsider  their  vote.  I 
went  back  into  the  records  of  the 
School  Committee  to  as  long  ago 
as  1933,  I  think,  and  since  that 
tmie  the  School  Committee  has 
paid  full  pay  to  persons  who  were 
injured  on  the  premises. 

Our  regulations  call  for  the 
payment  of  full  pay  for  a  period 
of  three  months  and  that  period 
has  been  extended  by  school  com- 
mittees in  the  cases  of  certain 
persons  to  well  over  a  year,  so 
that  now  we  are  only  adding  to 
that  medical  and  hospital  bills,  but 
the  impression  is  being  given  that 
persons  are  being  paid  and  that 
there  is  subterfuge  and  all  the 
other  things  concerned. 

No  bill  is  paid  here,  approved 
by  me,  unless  it  comes  up  to  me 
with  the  approval  in  the  hand- 
wTiting  of  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation agent,  and  also  the  med- 
ical bills  approved  in  the  hand- 
writing of  the  medical  adviser. 

So  I  repeat  that  this  School  De- 
partment has  been  paying  full  pay 
for  as  long  as  a  year  and  even 
longer  to  persons  injured  on  the 
premises;  and  I  think,  in  fairness 
to  the  personnel  of  the  School 
Department,  they  should  not  be 
deprived  of  the  privileges  which  I 
think  are  coming  to  all  school  em- 
ployees, the  privileges  of  other 
city  employees. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
just  wonder  if  the  Superintendent, 
Mr.  Smith,  would  be  talking  the 
same  way  if  it  was  their  own 
plant  that  had  it  and  if  they  were 
spending  their  own  money  in  being 
so  nice,  and  I  would  like  to  add  to 
that,  Mr.  Chairman,  just  one  ques- 
tion. 

I  have  read  certain  accounts  in 
the  newspapers  during  the  last 
two  or  three  weeks  the  same  as 
you  have,  Mr.  Superintendent,  and 
on  one  or  two  occasions  I  con- 
tributed to  those  accounts. 

Am  I  to  gather  from  what  you 
said  that  the  statements  in  the 
newspapers,  exclusive  of  the  times 
when  I  was  quoted,  are  incorrect 
or  untrue? 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  read 
those  same  reports,  and  I  went  to 


the  Superintendent's  office  to  find 
out  if  they  were  true,  and  I  think 
he  has  tlie  data  there  that  will 
show  that  it  is  entirely  different 
picture  than  what  the  newspapers 
tried  to  portray;  and  if  this  com- 
mittee contemplates  reconsidera- 
tion, I  would  like  to  point  out  that 
our  plan  is  no  different  from  the 
Gas  Company  or  the  Telephone 
Company.  The  utilities  are  paymg 
thirteen  weeks  at  full  pay  and  then 
another  thirteen  weeks  at  half- 
pay. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, we  pay  much  longer  than 
26  weeks  at  full  pay  plus  doctor's 
bills,  and  there  was  just  one  situa- 
tion recently  where  the  medical 
examiner  recommended  that  we 
put  somebody  off  of  full  pay  just 
so  as  to  get  that  person  to  go 
back  to  work. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  would  like  to 
move  that  we  adjourn. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  question  comes 
on  adjournment. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
think  that  inasmuch  as  we  have 
taken  a  vote  on  this,  I  think  it 
behooves  the  Committee  to  stay 
and  get  the  information  from  the 
Superintendent. 

Dr.  Foley:  It  will  be  all  right  if 
the  Committee  so  sees  fit. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, I  have  no  objection  to  getting 
information  from  the  Superintend- 
ent, but  it  was  my  understanding, 
in  accordance  with  the  votes  taken 
here  many  months  ago,  that  when 
the  Superintendent  had  informa- 
tion he  would  have  it  mailed  to  us 
or  delivered  to  us  so  that  we  could 
read  it  and  study  it;  and  frankly, 
to  get  information  at  11  o'clock 
at  night  when  none  of  us  have  had 
dinner,  is  not  particularly  proper. 

Dr.  Foley:  The  motion  of  Mrs. 
Lyons    is    on    adjournment.    Any 
questions  on  adjournment? 
Mr.  Carr:  I  vote  not  to  adjourn. 

Dr.  Foley;  Miss  Reynolds,  will 
you  call  the  roll.

At  the  call  of  two  members  of 
the  School  Committee,  Mr.  Carr 
and  Miss  Fitzgerald,  due  notice 
having  been  given,  a  special 
meeting  of  the  School  Committee 
was  held  in  the  Administration 
Building,  15  Beacon  Street,  at 
3:45  P.  M. 

Present:    Mr.    Carr    and    Miss 
Fitzgerald. 


ACTING  CHAIRMAN 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chair- 
man, the  meeting  was  called  to 
order  by  Mr.  William  F.  Carr. 


Mr.  Carr:  The  meeting  will  be 
in  order.  At  the  outset  I  would 
like  to  inform  those  present  that 
this  meeting  which  we  hoped  to 
have  was  called  upon  request  of 
my  fellow  member.  Miss  Fitz- 
gerald,  and  myself. 

The  purpose  of  the  meeting 
was  to  grant  a  hearing  to  those 
people  who  are  affected  by  the 
action  of  the  School  Committee 
at  its  meeting  on  Oct.  6,  1952, 
when  an  order  was  passed  that, 
effective  Nov.  1,  1952,  the  Com- 
mittee would  discontinue  paying 
the  difference  between  Work- 
men's Compensation,  as  provided 
by  law,  and  the  weekly  salary  of 
employees  who  are  out  on  Work- 
men's Compensation. 

We  had  hoped  to  have  a  third 
member,  thereby  constituting  a 
quorum.  It  is  now  3:45,  and  we 
do  not  have  the  third  member. 

Miss  Reynolds,  do  vou  have 
any  correspondence  or  anything 
else  from  the  other  members  au 
to  their  intentions? 

Secretary:  Yes.  Mrs.  Lyons 
sent  me  a  telephone  message  on 
October  28th  saying  that  she 
would  not  be  able  to  attend  ihis 
special  meeting  because  of  a 
heavy  schedule;  and  I  also  heai-d 
from  the  Chairman  that  lie  would 
not  be  able  to  be  here. 

Mr.  Carr:  Dr.  Foley  inlormed 
me  that  he  would  not  be  abk^ 
to  make  it  today. 


Inasmuch  as  we  do  nol  have 
the  third  member,  we  are  com- 
pelled to  adjourn  the  meeting, 
but  we  will  immediately  proceed 
to  have  an  informal  hearing.  l!i 
order  to  have  a  formal  hearing 
for  the  record,  it  is  also  neces- 
sary to  have  a  quorum  present. 
However,  we  will  conduct  an  in- 
formal hearing;  and  anyone  who 
wishes  will  be  given  oppcrtunily 
to  be  heard. 

Miss  Fitzgerald:  Mr.  Chair- 
man, in  cases  such  as  this,  it 
will  mean  that  those  people  who 
wish  to  be  heard  later  will  sure- 
ly be  granted  a  hearing  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, but  could  we  leave  the 
option  up  to  them  whether  they 
wish  to  be  heard  today  or  later? 

Mr.  Carr:  Yes.  Miss  E'ltzgeralr". 
brought  out  the  point  that  wo 
feel  that  at  some  future  date  a 
hearing  will  be  granted,  a'  which 
time  the  full  membership  of  the 
School  Committee  will  be  pres- 
ent. 

If  you  wish  to  be  heaid  at  that 
time  and  wish  to  forego  this  in- 
formal hearing,  that  is  'irceptable 
to  us.  There  is  nothing  compul- 
sory about  being  heard  tonight, 
and  we  feel  that  if  you  <iicj  go  to 
some  length  to  explain  yuur  po- 
sition, you  would  be  called  upon 
at  a  future  date  to  duplicate 
that  presentation. 

So,  those  of  you  who  wish  to 
hold  off  until  such  time  as  you 
have  a  full  Board  may  exercise 
that  option. 

Miss  Fitzgerald:  Mr.  Chair- 
man, I  think  we  ought  to  make 
it  clear,  too,  that  we  asked  for 
the  special  meeting  today  in  the 
hi^pe  that  even  if  we  could  not 
spend  much  time  at  such  a  spe- 
cial meeting  if  the  other  mem-

SCHOOL  PLANT  STUDY 

Mr.  Muchnick  presented  the 
f  ollow'ing : 

Memorandum  of  Agreement 
To:  The  Boston  School  Committee 
From:     The     Center     for     Field 
Studies,     Graduate    School    of 
Education,  Harvard  University. 
Re:  School  Plant  Study  of  Bos- 
ton, Massachusetts. 
On  the  basis  of  the  discussions 
between    representatives    of    the 
Boston  School  Committee  and  the 
Center  for  Field  Studies,  the  Bos- 
ton School  Committee  authorizes 
a  study  of  the  schools  of  Boston 
in  accordance  with  the  following 
specifications: 

I  GENERAL  NATURE  OF  THE 

SURVEY 

The  proposed  study  concerns  an 
appraisal  of  the  present  and  fu- 
ture school  building  needs  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts. 


II  SCOPE  OF  THE  SURVEY 

The  study  will  include  an 
analysis  of  the  present  population 
in  school  enrollment,  a  study  of 
existing  school  facilities,  both 
elementary  and  secondary,  with 
legard  to  possible  alterations  and 
or  additions  to  the  present  plant; 
a  study  of  school  sites  presently 
occupied  and  those  which  might 
be  needed  for  future  use;  a  study 
of  community  needs  vvliich  may 
be  met  through  suitable  plan- 
ning of  schoolhouse  consti-iiction; 
and  a  study  of  such  other  fac.irs 
as  the  Center  for  Field  Studies 
deems  to  have  a  bearing  on  the 
general  and  specific  problems  m 
the  development  of  the  school 
plant.  Particular  attention  must 
be  given  to  problems  of  redis- 
tricting  and  redesignation  of 
school  attendance  areas  toward 
the  most  effective  use  of  the 
total  school  plant. 

III  REPORT  OF  THE  SURVEY 

There  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Boston  School  Committee  a  final 
report  which  will  include  all 
pertinent  data  necessary  for  pub- 
lic understanding  of  the  problem, 
together  with  a  consideration  of 
trends  and  practices  and  other 
matters  which  may  be  pertinent 
to  school  plant  planning,  and  such 
charts,  graphs,  tables,  and  maps 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  survey,  but  not  to  in- 
clude architectural  drawings  or 
plans.  Conclusions  and  recom- 
mendations, with  or  without  alter- 
natives, regarding  school  or- 
ganization, types  of  construction, 
extent  and  character  of  necessary 
facilities,  use  of  existing  build- 
ings, possible  alterations  i-r  addi- 
tions, new  construction  as  indi- 
cated, order  and  priority  of  pro- 
jects, and  other  actionable  items 
shall  be  included  in  the  report. 

IV  OPERATION  AND  ORGAN- 
IZATION OF  THE  SURVEY 

1.  The  Center  for  Field  Studies 
will  assign  a  competent  staff  for 
the  conduct  of  the  survey. 

2.  The  Boston  School  Commit- 
tee shall  vote  an  order  providing 
access  to  all  school  recorri«;,  on  a 
loan  basis  as  requested.  Through 
its  administrative  staff,  the  Com- 
mittee will  prepare  and  make 
available  transcripts  and  sum- 
maries of  data  and  information 
(e.g.,  enrollment  tables,  birth 
tabulations)  ordinarily  collected 
and  available  to  such  authori- 
ties   and    in   general,    co-operate 
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in  every  way  with  the  Center 
for  Field  Studies.  Efforts  will  be 
made  to  co-ordinate  the  school 
plant  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions with  the  total  municipal 
picture  for  the  Boston  School 
Committee.  Particular  attention 
wil  be  given  to  the  need  for  co- 
operative study  with  the  City 
Planning  Board  and  its  proposals 
concerning  future  development  of 
the  city. 

V  TIME  SCHEDULE  OF 
THE  SURVEY 

1,  Planning  work  upon  the  sur- 
vey will  begin  immediately  after 
signature  by  both  parties  to  this 
memorandum. 

2.  The  final  report  shall  be 
submitted  no  later  than  April  1, 
1953,  unless  a  later  date  is  mu- 
tually agreed  upon  by  both  par- 
ties. The  final  report,  to  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  Center  for  Field 
Studies,  will  be  in  photo-offset 
or  similar  form.  The  Boston 
School  Committee  shall  have  the 
right  of  copyright  for  one  year 
after  the  submission  of  the  final 
report.  If  the  Boston  School 
Committee  does  not  exercise  its 
right  of  copyright  within  the 
one  year  period,  the  Center  for 
Field  Studies  shall  have  the 
right  to  copyright  the  report. 
In  any  event,  the  Center  for 
Field  Studies  shall  have  the 
right  to  retain  the  working  pa- 
pers and  to  make  the  report 
available  for  research  and  edu- 
cational purposes  in  its  sole  dis- 
cretion. The  Boston  School  Com- 
mittee shall  make  available  all 
necessary  licenses  and  permis- 
sions for  this  purpose.  The  Cen- 
ter for  Field  Studies  will  pro- 
vide five  hundred  (500)  copies 
of  the  final  report  to  the  Bos- 
ton School  Committee. 


VI     COST    OF    THE    SURVEY 

For  services  enumerated  in  this 
memorandum,  the  Boston  School 
Committee  shall  pay  to  the  Cen- 
ter for  Field  Studies  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000). 
Upon  acceptance  of  this  memo- 
randum, payment  shall  be  made 
by  the  Boston  School  Committee 
for  Field  Studies  as  follows: 

(a)  Five  thousand  dollars 
($5,000)  payable  on  or  before 
December  15,  1952. 

(b)  Five  thousand  dollars 
($5,000)  payable  within  fifteen 
days  after  submission  of  the  final 
report. 


The  Boston  School  Committee, 
by  formal  vote,  shall  ratify  the 
specifications  contained  in  this 
memorandum  with  amendments 
as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon. 
This  memorandum  so  accepted, 
together  with  a  letter  from  the 
Boston  School  Committee  con- 
taining a  copy  of  the  vote  of 
acceptance,  will  be  considered  by 
both  parties  as  a  contract  for  the 
performance  of  the  survey  as 
specified,  and  payment  therefor 
as  detailed.

VOTE    OF   THANKS   TO    CON- 
SOLIDATION COMMITTEE 

Dr.  Foley  offered  the  follow- 
ing: 

ORDERED,  That  the  Consoli- 
f'ation  Committee  appointed  at 
the  meeting  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee on  Jan.  21,  1952,  to  con- 
duct a  survey  of  all  school  build- 
ings for  the  purpose  of  recom- 
mending potential  consolidations 
of  school  districts  and  potential 
consolidations  and/or  discontinu- 
ance of  unnecessary  school  build- 
ings, is  hereby  discharged  with  a 
vote  of  thanks. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  do 
you  think  it  would  be  in  order 
to  ask  the  Consolidation  Com- 
mittee for  its  recommendations 
on  this  agreement  which  we  have 
here?  I  think  we  should  have 
some  physical  document  for  the 
record  of  the  work  which  that 
committee  has   done. 

Mr-.  Muchnick:  I  think  we  have. 

Mr.  Carr:  That  is  just  a  con- 
tract. I  v/ould  like  to  see  a  re- 
port from  that  committee. 


Mr.  Muchnick:  If  there  is  a 
committee  which  is  the  creation 
of  the  School  Committee,  the 
School  Committee  can  dissolve 
or  discharge  that  committee  at 
any  time  with  or  without  written 
report;  we  have  received  v\'hat.  to 
most  of  the  School  Comrniitee,  ap- 
pears  to  be   a  good  oral  report. 

Mr.  Carr:  I  did  not  understand 
that,   Mr.   Chairman. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Just  let  me 
finish.  It  has  been  reported  to 
us  by  the  Superintendent  that  a 
member  of  that  committee  had 
told  him  that  committee  was-  no 
longer  functioning,  so  I  don't 
know  how  we  could  expect  them 
to  get  together  and  function  for 
the  purpose  of  writing  up  a  re- 
port. 

It  was  further  suggested  two 
or  three  meetings  ago  when  the 
whole  sub.iect  was  being  discus- 
sed, that  the  consolidation  com- 
mittee was  a  mystery;  and, 
frankly,  I  for  one  would  not  be 
interested  in  a  mysterious  report. 

Superintendent:  May  I  ask 
one  question  Mr.  Chairman?  For 
the  purpose  of  the  record,  did 
the  Consolidation  Committee  that 
this  Scnool  Committee  appointed 
recommend  this  procedure  to  the 
School  Committee  as  the  cul- 
mination of  its  report? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  For  the  pur- 
pose of  the  record,  so  far  as  I 
am  concerned,  Mr.  Superintend- 
ent, what  I  have  said  in  the  con- 
ference concerning  my  interpre- 
tation jt  what  the  Consolidation 
Committee  has  said  and  done 
stands  as  my  interpretation  of 
what  that  committee  has  said 
and  done;  and  I  assume  that 
what  the  other  members  of  the 
Schopl  Committee  have  given  as 
their  'nteroretation  stands  as 
their  interpretation. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
it  seems  to  me  a  very  simple 
question  to  answer:  Did  the  Con- 
solidation Committee  recommend 
this  particular  report  or  didn't  it? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Superinten- 
dent, if  you  will  read,  as  I  am 
sure  you  will,  the  conference  min- 
utes after  they  are  typed  up,  you 
will  get,  as  far  as  I  am  concerned, 
my  answer  to  that  question. 

Superintendent:  I  don't  think 
I  will  get  a  definite  answer  from 
the  record. 

Mr.  Muchnick :  You  will  get  my 
answer. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
think  that  inasmuch  as  we  are 
going  to  expend  $10,000  on  this 
survey  and  it  is  questionable  how 
it  will  work  out  for  the  welfare 
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of  the  Boston  School  System, 
whether  it  will  be  harmful  to  the 
Boston  School  System,  I  would 
like  to  see  something  in  writing, 
where  this  Consolidation  Com- 
mittee recommended  it.  I  probably 
would  have  voted  for  it  if  it  had 
been  befoi'e  us,  but  I  haven't  seen 
anything  from  that  committee. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  may 
I  say  that  I  have  perfect  confi- 
dence in  the  survey  that  is  going 
to  be  made  by  Harvard  Univer- 
sity's Graduate  School  of  Educa- 
tion. 

I  think  that  they  have  had  a 
great  deal  of  experience  along 
that  line,  I  would  not  go  along 
and  agree  to  a  survey  unless  I 
felt  sure  that  it  was  in  excellent 
hands  and  that  our  schools  would 
profit  by  it.  I  would  be  the  last 
one  in  the  world  to  say  that  Har- 
vard was  not  able  to  do  a  thing 
like  that. 

Mr.  Carr:  Well,  I  do  not  think 
anyone  here  has  even  insinuated 
that  Harvard  could  not  do  it. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  think  the  insinua- 
tions have  been  all  to  that  ef- 
fect. 

Mr.  Carr:  All  I  want  is  a  re- 
port from  this  Consolidation  Com- 
mittee which  is  supposed  to  have 
recommended  that  we  adopt  this 
or  go  ahead  and  spend  $10,000, 
when  we  can't  transfer  $9000  for 
our  own  hockey  players. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  There  is  nothing 
inconsistent,  Mr.  Carr,  in  your 
request  that  the  Consolidation 
Committee  submit,  if  it  wishes, 
a  report  in  writing. 

After  action  on  that  motion, 
there  is  no  reason  why  you  can't 
make  a  motion  that  we  ask  that 
committee,  if  it  will,  to  submit 
a  report  to  us  in  writing  as  its 
last  official  action.  There  is  ab- 
solutely no  reason  why  it  cannot 
be  done.  A  has  nothing  to  do 
with  B. 

Will  you  call  the  roll  on  Dr. 
Foley's  motion? 

Mr.  Carr:  May  I  make  my  mo- 
tion now,  Mr.  Chairman? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  After  this  one 
is  acted  on. 

Superintendent:  Isnt  it  true 
that  it  will  be  discharged  sub- 
sequent to  this  motion?  Can  you 
really  ask  a  committee  which  is 
dissolved  to  make  a  report? 

Mr.  Carr:  I  move  that  we  re- 
quest that  they  submit  a  report 

Mr.  Muchnick:  There  is  one  mo- 
tion now  before  us. 

Mr.  Carr:  Well,  the  vote  has 
not  been  taken,  and  one  motion 
supersedes  the  other. 


Mr.  Muchnick:  As  you  pointed 
out  very  well,  under  Parliamen- 
tary procedures  you  only  have 
one  motion  at  a  time.

present  date. 

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
think  that  is  unkindly  of  the 
Superintendent  to  say  that. 

Superintendent:  Well,  it  is 
true. 


Dr.  Foley:  You  must  realize, 
Mr.  Superintendent,  that  we  arc 
in   business. 

Superintendent:  I  am  interested 
in   the  service. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  would  like  to 
point  out  and  ask  Mr.  Sullivan; 
Mr.  Sullivan,  how  many  meet- 
ings have  we  had  up  to  date 
this  year  from  the  first  of  Janu- 
ary to  now? 

Mr.  Sullivan:  I  would  not  have 
the  answer  right  immediately. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Would  you  say  wo 
have  had  seventy  meetings? 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Very  close  to 
that. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Very  close  to 
seventy,  and  according  to  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  we  are  to 
have  two  meetings  a  month.  So 
up  to  now  that  ought  to  be  about 
twenty-two  meetings,  and  we 
have  had  seventy,  so  I  think  that 
we  are  not  at  all  remiss  in  our 
duties  to  the  School  Department. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  would  like  to 
point  out  that  the  majority  of  the 
School  Department  would  not 
have  voted  for  this  motion,  which 
means  the  taking  on  of  an  extra 
burden  by  people  who  are  not  re- 
ceiving rather  high  salary  for  do- 
ing things — as  a  matter  of  fact, 
are  not  receiving  any  salary — if 
the  majority  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee were  in  any  way  satisfied 
that  it  was  being  done  properly 
for  the  best  interests  of  the 
schools  without  this  necessary 
supervision. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chair- 
man, for  the  purpose  of  the  rec- 
ord, may  I  point  out  that  on  my 
own  I  have  been  submitting  to 
this  School  Committee  all  of  the 
requisitions  since  last  June,  and 
not  a  single  requisition  has  ever 
been  withdrawn  by  the  School 
Committee.  That  is  simply  for 
the  record 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  obviously 
that  method  has  not  met  with  the 
approval  of  a  majority  of  the 
Committee.

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Operation  of  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation in  Boston  School  Sys- 
tem prior  to  last  Committee  vote. 

Factual  study  made  of  acci- 
dents prior  to  the  adoption  by  the 
School  Committee  of  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  plan  and  the 
cost  to  the  City  in  those  accident 
cases.  Study  of  the  accident 
claims  since  the  School  Commit- 
tee adopted  the  plan  which  was 
recently  rescinded. 

Would  like  to  hear  testimony 
from  department  heads,  Dr. 
Scliwartz  and  Attorney  McCor- 
mack,  concerning  the  advisability 
of  restoring  the  supplement  to  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  plan  or 
in  devising  an  entirely  new  plan. 

Would  like  to  hear  from  Law 
Department  on  what  legal  basis 
the  Committee  could  modify  the 
old  plan  or  create  a  more  equi- 
table plan  with  less  of  the  alleged 
abuses  that  have  been  appearing 
in  our  public  press. 

We  are  all  familiar  with  the 
specific  cases  of  abuses  that  were 
enumerated  in  the  Boston  papers 
over  a  period  of  a  week. 

That  was  enough  warning  to 
this  Committee  to  take  action  and 
rescind  the  then  existing  plan  un- 
til hearings  could  be  heard. 

Before  this  Committee  takes 
another  vote,  complete  hearings 
should  be  held  and  factual  studies 
made.

VOTE  OF  THANKS 

Mrs.  Lyons:  I  want  to  spread 
on  the  record  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  Dr.  Gillis  for  the  splendid  or- 
ganization and  preparation  of  the 
program  for  the  Convention  of 
the  National  League  to  Promote 
School  Attendance  reCv'^ntly  held 
in  Boston. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  would  like  to 
add  my  own  sentiments  along  the 
same  lines. 

I  have  received  letters  from 
the  outgoing  president  of  the 
National  League  to  Promote 
School  Attendance  and  from  the 
new  president,  thanking  ihe  City 
for  the  remarkably  fine  conven- 
tion which  was  held  here  and  ex- 
tolling Dr.  Gillis,  who  put  so 
much  time  and  effort  into  it. 

It  left  an  excellent  taste  with 
every  delegate  with  whom  it  was 
my  good  fortune  to  speak,  and  I 
was  a  little  bit  surprised  at  the 
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lack  of  Boston  attendance,  par- 
ticularly at  the  banquet  which 
was  the  crowning  point  of  the  con- 
vention. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  those  who 
stayed  away  from  the  banquet 
missed  one  of  the  best  addresses 
on  education,  its  purposes  and 
functions  that  it  has  ever  been 
my  good  fortune  to  hear.  The  ad- 
dress was  delivered  by  the  Arch- 
bisliop  of  Boston. 

I  would  like  to  add,  in  addition 
to  thanks  to  Dr.  Gillis,  a  motion 
that  if  we  can  procure  from  the 
Archbishop  a  copy  of  his  speech, 
and  his  permission  to  print  it,  that 
it  be  printed  as  a  school  document 
and  distributed  to  all  the  teach- 
ing and  super\dsing  personnel  in 
our  schools. 

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  ex- 
toll  the  chairman  of  that  fine 
group  which  met  here  in  Boston 
— Assistant  Superintendent  Gillis 
— because  I  found  that  the  gath- 
ering was  certainly  one  of  the 
finest  that  I  have  seen.  I  talked 
to  and  was  introduced  to  many, 
many  delegates  who  represented 
the  various  cities  of  the  country. 
I  found  them  most  entertaining 
and  certainly  here  for  the  pur- 
pose of  education.  I  was  de- 
lighted to  attend  the  convention 
and  found  it  very  well  conducted 
and  representative. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  have  a  copy  of  the  Archbishop's 
talk;  and  if  it  is  the  wish  of  the 
Committee,  Miss  Reynolds,  if  you 
ask  her  to,  could  seek  his  per- 
mission to  print  it.  I  have  the 
document  on  hand.  It  is  an  ex- 
cellent document. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  think  that  would 
be   nice,    Mr.    Chairman — 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Is  there  any 
objection  to  that  being  done? 

Miss  Fitzgerald:  I  think  we 
are  unanimous  in  that. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  think  it  should  be 
the  chairman  of  the  particular 
convention,  rather  than  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools. 


Superintendent:  I  didn't  ask  to 
have  it  come  from  me,  Doctor. 
I  said  that  if  it  was  the  wish 
of  the  Committee,  your  Secre- 
tary might  request  it  for  you. 
I  did  not  say  that  I  should  re- 
quest it. 

Dr.  Foley:  Dr.  Gillis  is  not 
here,  but  I  think  it  would  be 
very  nice  if  he  would  ask  to 
have  it  spread  on  our  records 
and  copies  sent  out.

CIVICS    COURSE 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Superinten- 
dent, one  more  thing  before  we 
go.  Do  you  know  if,  in  that  new 
civics  course  which  we  are  in- 
troducing into  our  schools,  there 
is  any  part  of  that  course  de- 
voted to  civic  pride  in  the 
neighborhood? 

I  will  tell  you  why  I  am  ask- 
ing this.  A  civic  group  in  Ja- 
maica Plain  called  me  and  said 
that  they  felt  the  children 
should  be  instructed  in  the 
schools  to  refrain  from  throw- 
ing over  ash  barrels  and  things 
of  that  sort.  They  felt  that  that 
should  be  a  part  of  the  school 
course  in  citizenship. 

Superintendent:  I  would  say, 
Mrs.  Lyons- -and  I  think  Assist- 
ant Superintendents  Daley  and 
Herlihy  A'ould  perhaps  bear  me 
out — th^t  it  is  a  part  of  our  regu- 
lar course  of  study  in  civics.  Is 
it  not,  Mr.  Daley? 

Mr.  Daley:  It  has  been  for 
many  year^, 

Supeiintendent:  It  has  been  for 
many  years,  and  it  also  is  a  part 
of  our  course  of  study  in  com- 
munity biology.  It  is  always 
taken  up  in  connection  with 
biology  in  the  upper  levels.

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  understand 
that,  Mr.  Superintendent,  and 
the  motion  said  that  no  further 
nominations  be  made  or  con- 
firmed. 

Superintendent:  Well,  excuse 
me.  Just  to  clear  it  up,  these 
nominations  were  made  back  in 
November,  and  they  have  been 
lying  over  for  confirmation  at 
this  meeting. 


Mr.  Muchnick:  I  understand 
that. 

Superintendent:  Now,  if  you 
want  it  to  include  this  group, 
then  I  would  say  that  you  will 
have  to  make  that  motion,  Mr. 
Chairman,  retroactive  to  include 
all  the  nominations  that  were 
made  prior  to  a  certain  date: 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent, the  motion  read  that  no 
nominations  be  made  or  con- 
firmed. 

Mr.  Superintendent:  Excuse 
me.  I  don't  think  it  said  "con- 
firmed." 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  said  it,  and 
I  know  what  I  said. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  certainly  hope  that  this  Com- 
mittee doesn't  go  back  now  and 
undo  the  nominations  that  were 
made  and  that  are  lying  over  for 
the  past  two  weeks.  It  is  true 
that  none  of  these  teachers  who 
were  nominated  two  weeks  ago 
should  have  given  up  a  position 
until  the  nominations  were  con- 
firmed, but  some  of  them,  I  be- 
lieve, reading  of  their  appoint- 
ments in  the  paper,  have  given  up 
their  positions  to  accept  these 
appointments  as  of  December 
1st,  2nd,  or  3rd  as  the  case  may 
be. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Miss  Reynolds, 
will  you  hold  that  for  the  next 
meeting? 

Mr.  Daley:  Mr.  Chairman, 
there  is  a  young  man  here  tonight 
who  has  to  make  his  decision 
whether  or  not  he  will  present  his 
resignation  to  a  city  school  sys- 
tem outside  of  Boston. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  there  are 
five  people  here  tonight,  Mr. 
Daley,  who  are  charged  with  the 
duty  of  seeing  whether  these 
nominations  should  be  confirmed 
based  on  the  number  of  pupils 
and  various  other  items,  includ- 
ing the  rules   and  regulations. 

You  read  .just  as  well  as  I  did, 
Mr.  Daley,  the  report  of  the  Mu- 
nicipal Research  Bureau  last 
year  which  pointed  out  the  ex- 
cess teachers  that  we  had.  I 
for  one  want  to  study  that  list 
in  relation  to  the  number  of  pu- 
pils that  we  have  this  year  and 
their  various  locations  and  also 
in  relation  to  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations, similar  to  that  Boston 
Clerical    School    situation. 

Mr.  Daley:  I  can  assure  you 
that  the  requirements  have  been 
fulfilled  in  every  instance.  In  this 
list  of  appointments  there  are 
three  heads  of  departments  who 
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are  already  on  the  job.  Never  in 
history  have  appointments  failed 
of  approval. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  must  disagree 
with  the  statement  that  these 
meet  all  the  requirements.  There 
are  some  vice  principals,  if  my 
memory  serves  me  correctly,  and 
a  submaster  who  are  in  there. 
Those  positions  should  have  been 
filled  under  the  rules  by  trans- 
fer. 

If  these  people  are  already  on 
the  job  without  having  been  con- 
firmed, that  is  something  that 
this  School  Committee  has  told 
the  administration  several  times 
not  to  do.  You  don't  put  people 
to  work  until  they  are  hired  and 
then  say,  "Well,  nobody  will  have 
the  gumption  not  to  confirm  it." 

Mr.  Daley:  Mr.  Muchnick,  for 
myself,  I  am  speaking  for  the 
needs  of  the  youngsters  in  our 
secondary  schools.  We  need  these 
teachers. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  We  all  know 
about  that,  and  we  are  as  inter- 
ested up  here  as  you  are  in  the 
needs  of  the  secondary  schools 
and  the  primary  schools  and 
everything  else. 

Mr.  Daley:  I  happen  to  see 
these  needs  every  day,  Mr.  Much- 
nick, as  I  go  into  the  schools. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  The  law  says, 
Mr.  Daley,  that  it's  up  to  the 
School  Committee  to  satisfy  it- 
self that  the  teachers  are  proper 
people  and  that  they  are  needed; 
and  now,  having  received  this 
about  a  half  hour  ago  for  the 
first  time,  I  am  going  to  satisfy 
myself  on  my  examination,  not 
yours  or  anybody  else's,  that 
wo  need  these  people;  and  you 
and  nobody  else  had  any  right 
to  put  these  neople  to  work  be- 
fore their  nominations  were  con- 
firmed. 

Mr.  Daley:  When  these  nom- 
inations were  made,  there  was 
no  objection  from  any  member 
of  the  School  Committee

Sect.  84.  1.  Certificates  shall 
cease  to  be  valid  as  follows: 

Certificates  issued  on  examina- 
tion after  June  1,  1906,  and  up  to 
and  including  examinations  of 
August  -  September  1948,  shall 
cease  to  be  valid  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  of  the  sixth 
year  following  the  date  of  issue. 
Certificates  issued  on  examina- 
tion after  January  1,  1949,  shall 
cease  to  be  valid  on  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  of  the  third  year  fol- 
lowing the  date  of  issue;  provided, 
that  no  certificate  shall  remain 
valid  after  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December  next  following  the  fif- 
tieth birthday  of  the  holder  there- 
of, except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
and  that  this  limitation  as  to  age 
shall  not  affect  the  validity  of 
certificates  issued  to  persons 
under  fifty-five  years  of  age  who 
have  been  in  temporary  and/or 
permanent  substitute  service  con- 
tinuously and  successfully  for  a 
period  of  at  least  three  years  prior 
to  taking  the  certificate  exam- 
inations or  of  certificates  which 
do  not  render  the  holder  eligible 
for  appointment  to  permanent 
positions  in  the  day  school  serv- 
ice, or  of  certificates  issued  to  re- 
entrants, or  of  certificates  here- 
after issued  to  members  of  the 
supervising  staff  or  teachers  in 
permanent  day  school  service. 

Section  86,  paragraph  1.  In  the 
twemty-second  line  of  the  third 
paragraph,  strike  out  the  word 
"five"  and  substitute  in  place 
thereof  the  word — three — so  that 
the  paragraph  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

No  person,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  section,  shall  be 
appointed  whose  service  is  to  be- 
gin later  than  the  thirty-first  day 
of  December  following  his  fiftieth 


birthday,  provided,  however,  that 
the  restrictions  of  chis  section 
shall  not  apply  to  the  promotion 
of  a  permanent  teacher  to  a  high- 
er rank  in  a  school  of  the  same 
class  as  that  in  which  such  teach- 
er is  already  employed;  and  pro- 
vided, further,  that  the  limitation 
as  to  age  shall  not  apply  to  the 
promotion  of  a  permanent  teach- 
er to  any  position  ia  the  public 
schools,  or  the  appointment  of  a 
persons  under  fifty-five  years  of 
age  who  has  been  in  temporary 
and/  or  permanent  substitute 
service  continuously  and  success- 
fully for  a  period  of  at  least  three 
years  prior  to  taking  the  certifi- 
cate examinations. 

The  members,  as  their  names 
were  called,  respectively  stated 
that  they  voted  as  follows: 

YEAS— Dr.  Foley,  Mrs.  Lyons, 
and  Mr.  Muchnick— 3. 

NAYS— Mr.  Carr  and  Miss 
Fitzgerald — 2. 

Secretary:     Failed  of  passage. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Miss  Reynolds, 
if  you  will  refer  to  the  meeting 
of  January  7th  of  this  year,  you 
will  find,  I  believe,  that  until  the 
rules  are  adopted  completely  as 
revised,  this  will  require  only  a 
majority  vote. 

Mr.  Carr:  Where  does  that  ap- 
pear, Mr.  Chairman? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  On  page  5  of 
this  year's  records,  and  it  read 
as  follows.  Miss  Reynolds.  I  hap- 
pen to  be  the  one  doing  the  speak- 
ing: 

"May  I  make  an  observation. 
Miss  Reynolds?  Those  (referring 
to  the  order  about  adopting  the 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  cur- 
rent year)  should  be  adopted  only 
until  such  time  as  the  plan  sug- 
gested a  few  moments  ago  is 
adopted,  if  it  is  adopted,  and  it 
sliOuld  then  take  only  a  majority 
vote  rather  than  a  four-fifths 
vote  to  make  the  necessai^y 
changes. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  move  that  amond- 
raent,  Mr.  Chairman." 

And  the  order  as  amended  was 
lead  and  was  passed  by  unan- 
imous vote.  So  it  only  requires 
three  votes  to  make  changes  this 
year  until  we  have  the  revision 
that  we  have  been  unsuccessfully 
trying  to  get  since  then. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  in 
that  paragraph  it  says  that  those 
should  be  adopted  only  until 
such  time  as  the  plan  suggested 
a  few  moments  ago  is  adopted. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Right. 

Mr.  Carr:  Where  is  that  plan? 
Did  we  adopt  that  plan? 
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Mr.  Muchnick:   That  is— 

Mr    Cai-r:  The  eighteen  points? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Yes. 

Mr.  Carr:  Well,  we  haven't 
adopted  all  those,  have  we? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Exactly;  and 
therefore,  it's  a  three-fifths  vote 
that  is  required  until  we  have  a 
permanent  change  in  the  regula- 
tion, as  I  read  it. 

Superintendent:  Excuse  me, 
Mr.  Chairman.  Doesn't  your  con- 
versation there  refer  back  to  the 
previous  order:  "ORDERED: 
That  the  Rules  of  the  School 
Committee,  and  the  Regulations 
of  the  Public  Schools  of  last  year 
which  involve  the  expenditure  of 
money,  are  hereby  adopted  for 
the  present  year  until  otherwise 
ordered" ? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Correct,  and  it 
is  subsequent  to  that,  as  I  pointed 
out  to  Miss  Reynolds,  that  I  made 
the  amendment  that  it  should 
take  only  a  three-fifths  vote.  Just 
look  at  the  top  of  page  5:  "You 
are  completely  right,  Mrs.  Lyons, 
and  that  is  why  I  made  the  sug- 
gestion which  Dr.  Foley  put  in 
the  form  of  a  motion — that  it 
should  require  only  a  majority 
vote  for  amendment  rather  than 
the  four-fifths  vote  that  is  called 
for  by  the  current  rules." 

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Chairman,  this 
was  the  time  of  organization,  was 
it  not? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Yes. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
just  for  the  sake  of  the  record, 
doesn't  your  statement  there  say 
"if  it  is  adopted"? 

Mr.  Carr:  That's  right. 

Superintendent:  "...  and  it 
should  then  take  only  a  majority 
vote."  In  other  words,  once  the 
new  rules  and  revised  rules  are 
adopted,  it  should  then  take 
only  a  majority  vote  rather  than 
a  four-fifths  vote  to  make  the 
necessary  changes. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  It  seems  to  me, 
Mr.  Superintendent,  that  if  you 
read  the  entire  matter  with  the 
questions  that  were  asked  and 
the  sentence  that  I  just  read, 
there  can  be  no  question  but 
that  it  was  only  a  three-fifths 
vote — a  majority  vote  for  amend- 
ment rather  than  the  four-fifths 
vote  called  for  by  the  current 
rules.  It  was  after  that  explana- 
tion, and  only  after  that  ex- 
planation, that  Mrs.  Lyons  voted 
Yes. 

The  order  amending  Sections 
84  and  86  of  the  Rules  was  de- 
clared passed. 


In  connection  with  the  fore- 
going, Mrs.  Lyons  asked  that  the 
following  statements,  which  she 
read  at  the  preceding  Confer- 
ence, be  printed  in  full  in  ■'.he 
minutes  of  the  meeting: 

At  a  Conference  of  the  School 
Committee  held  at  15  Beacon 
Street,  Wednesday,  Nov.  19,  1952, 
I  recommended  the  following 
Amendment  to  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  the  Public  Schools 
of   the  City  of  Boston: 

(Section  86.) 

".  .  .  No  person,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  this  sec- 
tion, shall  be  appointed  whose 
service  is  to  begin  later  than  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  fol- 
lowing his  fiftieth  birthday,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  restric- 
tions of  this  section  shall  not  af- 
fect the  promotion  of  a  perma- 
nent teacher  to  a  higher  rank  in 
a  school  of  the  same  class  as  that 
in  which  such  teacher  is  already 
employed;  and  provided,  further, 
that  the  limitation  as  to  age  shall 
not  apply  to  the  promotion  of  a 
permanent  teacher  to  any  posi- 
tion in  the  public  schools,  or  the 
appointment  of  a  person  under 
fifty-five  years  of  age  who  has 
been  in  temporary  service  and/or 
permnanet  substitute  service  con- 
tinuously and  successfully  for  a 
period  of  at  least  three  years 
prior  to  taking  the  certificate  ex- 
aminations, and  continuous  serv- 
ice to  mean  140  days  a  year." 

Under  the  state  teacher  tenure 
law  approved  by  the  Legislature 
in  1948,  a  temporary  teacher  can- 
not serve  longer  than  three  years. 
At  the  end  of  the  three-year  peri- 
od a  temporary  teacher  either 
must  be  permanently  appointed, 
at  which  time  she  becomes  a  per- 
manent teacher  under  the  law, — 
or  she  must  be  dismissed  from 
the  service  for  a  period  of  one 
year,  at  the  end  of  which  time 
she  may  apply  for  reinstatement. 

The  Amendment,  as  recom- 
mended by  me,  is  to  revise  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  —  which 
currently  state  that  a  temporary 
teacher  must  serve  "continuously 
and  successfully  for  a  period  of 
at  least  five  years  prior  to  tak- 
ing the  certificate  examination" 
— so  as  to  eliminate  an  incon- 
sistency which,  in  effect,  now  ex- 
ists between  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations of  the  School  Committee 
and  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

Further,  I  now  challenge  the 
good  faith  of  the  Superintendent 
who  has  charged,  in  recent  state- 
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ments  to  the  press,  that  Mrs. 
Edna  F.  Devlin  was  not  qualified 
to  take  the  teacher  examination 
as  given  by  the  Board  of  Exam- 
iners in  August  of  this  year  and 
under  the  current  Rules  and  Reg- 
ulations governing  teacher  ap- 
pointments. 

The  majority  of  the  School 
Committee  believes  that  Mrs. 
Devlin  was  qualified  to  take  the 
examination,  and  evidently  the 
Board  of  Examiners  thought  that 
Mrs.  Devlin  was  qualified  to  take 
the  examination  when  it  accepted 
from  her  the  fee  of  $5.00,  said 
sum  being  charged  all  applicants 
who  apply  for  the  teacher  exam- 
ination. 

Mrs.  Devlin,  who  was  a  tem- 
porary teacher  in  our  Boston 
ichooLs  for  the  three-year  period 
from  1946  to  1949,  took  the 
written  examination  in  August 
and  was  rated  first  on  the  list. 
Under  the  state  teacher  tenure 
liiw,  and  consistent  with  the 
adoption  by  this  Committee  of 
the  Amendment,  and  pending  the 
uiitcome  of  her  personal  qualities 
rating,  Mrs.  Devlin  is  more  than 
Qualified  to  teach  in  the  Boston 
.school  system. 

The  fantastic  charge  made  by 
tiie  Superintendent  that  the  pro- 
posed Amendment  may  have  "a 
detrimental  effect"  on  our  school 
system  was  repudiated  ipso  jure 
when  the  Legislature  approved 
and  passed  the  teacher  tenure 
Jiw  in  1948. 

The  Rules  and  Regulations  of 
the  School  Committee  ai^e  cur- 
rently being  revised  to  provide 
adequately  for  the  proper  admit- 
tf^nce  and  examination  of  teach- 
ers into  the  system,  and  the  con- 
clusion of  the  Committee  specif- 
ically relating  to  the  Amendment 
to  Section  86  of  the  Rules  and 
Pegulations  are  supported  by  the 
General  Laws  previously  adopt- 
M  by  the  Massachusetts  Legisla- 
ture. 

The  majority  of  the  School 
Committee  deplores  the  lack  of 
ethics  and  the  methods  employed 
by  the  Superintendent  to  portray 
that  the  Amendment  is  in  any 
way  detrimental  to  the  teacher 
rating  system,  and  statements 
giving  this  impression  are  untrue 
and  are  thoroughly  unfair. 

The  charges  by  the  Superin- 
tendent are  so  clearly  a  depart- 
ure from  the  facts  and  so  repug- 
nant to  the  traditions  of  the  Bos- 
ton school  system  as  a  whole — 
and  to  the  School  Committee  in 
particular — as  to  invalidate  his 
entire  remarks.

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  on 
this  particular  matter,  it  is  be- 
yond my  comprehension  how  the 
Chairman  and  the  majority  of 
this  Committee  can  sit  here  and 
vote  for  this  order  when  it  is 
pointed  out  by  our  Superintendent 
and  Assistant  Superintendents 
that  the  school  system  has  an 
immediate  need  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  these  teachers,  not  only 
from  the  teachers'  viewpoint  but 
also  for  the  children's  viewpoint 
and  the  school  system's  view- 
point. 

These  are  the  recommenda- 
tions of  professional  men.  They 
are  in  constant  and  immediate 
touch  with  the  schools,  and  I  can- 
not see  how  anyone  can  vote  for 
this  order.

Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman;  in 
view  of  the  fact,  Mr.  Carr,  of 
some  records  that  were  given  to 
us  by  the  Superintendent  stating 
the  number  of  submasters  and 
heads  of  departments  who  were 
in  excess,  I  could  not  vote  any- 
thing else  but  Yes. 

Mr.  Carr:  I  just  want  it  on  the 
record,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  I  am 
amazed  and  it  is  beyond  my  com- 
prehension. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  We  have  eleven  or 
thirteen  excess  submasters  now, 
and  I  think  the  request  of  the 
School  Committee  was  that  where 
the  numbers  in  the  school  do  not 
warrant  two  submasters,  when 
numbers  have  dropped,  then  those 
submasters  should  be  changed  to 
a  school  where  they  do  need  one. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  am 
very  confident  that  if  there  was 
IV)  need  for  these  people  in  the 
schools,  the  Superintendent  and 
the  Assistant  Superintendents 
would  not  recommend  it.  They 
are  not  interested  in  placing  sur- 
plus help  on  the  rolls,  in  my  opin- 
ion, and  that  is  how  I  feel  about 
this  matter.

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  am 
not  looking  foi  any  answer.

Just  taking  one  example,  the 
rule  relative  to  the  Boston  Cleri- 
cal School  sa>s  that,  exclusive 
it  the  principal,  there  shall  be 
one  teacher  for  every  twenty- 
five  pupils.  That  rule  has  not  been 
nmended  at  any  time. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  at 
tlie  time  that  rule  was  adopted, 
tliat  could  very  well  have  meant 
tlie  minimum  for  the  pupils.  If 
v,  c  are  able  to  give  the  pupils 
added  service  and  added  instruc- 
tion so  that  the--  may  turn  out  to 
be  better  graduates  and  we  can 
afford  it  in  our  budget,  then  I 
think  we  ought  to  give  it  to  them. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Correct,  once 
tiie  rules  have  been  amended.  You 
don't  do  it  just  because  some  one 
o:  two  people  think  it  ought  to 
be  done  without  changing  the 
legulated  method  of  doing  it. 

We  have  292  pupils  at  the  Bos- 
ton Clerical  School,  and  we  have 
twenty-two  teachers,  and  that's 
ovie  teacher  for  every  fifteen  or 
so  puptils:  Obviously,  almost  twice 
sr  manv  as  the  rules  call  for. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  would 
you  object  to  the  Secretary's 
calling  the  rest  of  the  roll,  and 
prior  to  calling  your  name  could 
vou  make  the  statement? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  didn't  think 
we  made  statements  w^hen  vot- 
ing. 

Mr.  Carr:  It  is  before  voting. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Correct,  and 
before  the  vote  is  taken  I  would 
like  to  clear  up  one  or  two  things. 

Mr.  Carr:  I  think  it  is  highly 
improper  to  interrupt  the  calling 
of  a  roll  in  any  parliamentary 
body.  1  can  see  doing  it  before 
you  vote  if  you  wanted  to  make 
a  statement.

The  stat- 
utes require  that  we  satisfy  our- 
selves as  to  the  need  for  teachers 
and  as  to  the  capacity  and  the 


quality  of  teachers.  On  several 
occasions  in  the  pasf  this  year, 
and  in  prior  years,  information 
has  been  furnished  to  members 
of  the  School  Committee  that  did 
not  seem  to  be  in  keeping  with 
the  statistics  that  weie  available 
and  that  were  published  on  other 
occasions. 

You  may  be  perfectly  willing, 
Mr.  Carr,  to  take  the  word  and 
the  say-so  of  the  Superintendent 
or  anybody  else  on  appointments, 
statistics,  or  related  matters.  I, 
for  one,  having  had  good  reason 
given  to  me  in  the  past  to  be 
skeptical,  intend  to  check  into 
whatever  information  is  furnished 
me  before  I  vote  for  or  against.

STATEMENT  OF  THE 
CHAIRMAN 

At  the  request  of  the  Chairman 
and  with  the  approval  of  the 
other  members,  the  following 
statement,  which  the  Chairman 
read  at  the  Conference,  was  or- 
dered spread  upon  the  records  of 
this  meeting: 

During  the  last  few  days,  the 
Boston  School  System  has  been 
the  victim  of  a  completely  un- 
warranted and  seemingly  planned 
attack. 

In  order  to  set  the  record 
straight,  some  fundamental  ob- 
servations must  be  made.  In  ac- 
cordance with  the  established 
law  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  the  control  of  a 
public  school  system  is  vested  in 
lay  bodies  called  school  commit- 
tees, boards  of  education,  and 
similar  names.  The  law  is  clear 
in  Massachusetts  that  the  School 
Committee  is  the  employer  and 


that  all  school  personnel  are  the 
employees.  Further,  the  law  is 
clear  that  school  committees  are 
the  bodies  responsible  for  the 
proper  operation  of  school  sys- 
tems. 

In  an  attempt  to  discredit  the 
Boston  School  Committee,  or  sev- 
eral members  thereof,  the  Boston 
Post  has  deliberately  printed  de- 
ceiving and  deceitful  editorials, 
news  stories  and  photographs. 

In  this  morning's  Boston  Post 
on  page  8  there  appears  a  photo- 
graph entitled:  "Patchwork  for 
school  windows,"  with  a  state- 
ment under  the  photograph  stat- 
ing— and  I  quote:  "Replacement 
of  glass  awaits  the  signature  of 
School  Committee  chairman  Isa- 
dore  H.  Y.  Muchnick." 

This  statement  is  a  despicable 
lie.  The  truth  is  that  the  requi- 
sition for  the  repair  of  broken 
windows  for  the  Sherwin  School 
\vas  submitted  to  the  Superin- 
tondent  of  Schools  under  date  of 
November  10,  1952,  and  was  ap- 
pioved  by  him.  This  requisition 
did  no  require  the  approval  of 
the  Chairman  or  any  member  of 
the  School  Committee. 

On  the  same  page  is  a  picture 
captioned,  "Requisitions  for 
School  repairs  pile  up,"  and  the 
legend  under  the  picture  reads 
as  follows,  "Boston  School  De- 
partment Clerical  Employees 
Prepare  Requisitions  fo-  Repairs 
■r,  Schools  to  be  signed  by  School 
Committee  Chairman  I?adore  H. 
Y.  Muchnick,  an  estimated  $10,- 
000  in  vital  repairs  was  awaiting 
his  signature." 

This  again  is  a  deliberate 
despicable  lie;  324  requisitions 
out  of  325  requisitions  were  ap- 
proved and  initialed  by  the 
Chairman  on  December  2,  1952, 
within  24  hours  after  being  given 
tlat  responsibility  by  the  School 
Committee. 

The  truth  fui'ther  is  that  on 
December  1,  1952,  when  this  mat- 
ter was  discussed  at  the  meeting 
of  the  School  Committee,  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  stated 
that  the  preparation  and  process- 
ing of  requisitions  for  repairs 
was  not  within  the  province  of 
the  clerical  employees  of  the 
School  Department,  but  was 
solely  within  the  province  of  the 
clerical  employees  of  the  Depart- 
ment  of  School  Buildings. 

The  clerical  employes  shown  in 
the  picture  arc  not  employes  of 
the  School  Buildings  Department 
but  are  employes  of  the  School 
Department  assigned  to  the  office 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
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On  page  1  of  the  Boston  Post 
ir  a  picture  captioned,  "Debris 
blocks  school  stairway,"  and  from 
the  legend  under  the  picture  and 
from  the  news  columns  on  pages  1 
r-nd  8,  the  reasonable  inference  to 
bfc  drawn  is  that  the  work  of  re- 
pairing the  ceiling  would  have 
been  done  had  £  i-equisition  been 
approved  by  me  and  that  failure 
or  my  part  to  approve  a  requisi- 
tion resulted  in  a  condition  of 
danger  for  the  children  of  the 
Sherwin  School.  This  again  is  a 
deliberate  twisting  of  the  facts. 

The  truth  is  that  no  requi- 
sition concerning  repairs  to  a 
ceiling  at  the  Sherwin  School 
Vvas  presented  to  me  until  thi.- 
morning  after  the  ceiling  had  fall- 
en. This  requisition  which  is 
required  to  be  made  out  by  th^.- 
principal  of  the  school,  was  made 
out  on  December  2,  1952,  wf;s 
presented  to  me  for  approval  to- 
day, December  3,  1952,  and  wa:-, 
approved. 

The  truth  further  is  that  many 
emergency  repairs  are  telephoned. 
Oral  approval  is  given  and  the 
work  is  often  begun  prior  tn  th>> 
presenting  of  confirmatory  writ- 
ten requisitions. 

The  true  fact  is,  as  common 
knowledge  indicates,  that  ceilings 
don't  just  fall  suddenly  without 
any  warning.  By  a  proper  process 
of  inspection  and  supervision,  it 
would  have  been  apparent  weeks 
ago  or  months  ago  that  this  ceil- 
ing was  in  a  state  of  disrepair. 

I  assume  from  looking  at  a  re- 
quisition for  the  Sherwin  School 
dated  February  6,  1952,  that  im- 
proper ceilings  were  known  to  the 
people  charged  with  the  respon- 
sibility of  repairing  them,  because 
under  date  of  February  6,  1952, 
by  requisition  No.  1973,  which  was 
for-warded  to  the  Department  of 
School  Buildings,  it  states  as  fol- 
lows : 

"To  the  Superintendent  of  Con- 
struction: 

I  request  that  the  following 
work  be  done.  Check  leak  in 
ceiling  of  Room  16  and  over  stair- 
way outside  Room  16.  School, 
Sherwin. 

John  F.  Meade,  Principal." 

Whether  that  was  ever  done,  I 
don't  know.  That  requisition  was 
in  February  of  this  year. 

To  this  observer,  it  is  more  than 
a  coincidence  that  the  ceiling  fell 
the  same  day  that  untruthful 
statements  were  being  published 
about  members  of  the  Boston 
School  Committee,  and  that  some- 
how the  information  was  given  by 
the  School  administrators  to  re- 


porters and  photographers  of  the 
Boston  Post,  although  nothing 
was  mentioned  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  School  Committee  concern- 
ing an  emergency  situation — this, 
despite  the  fact  that  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  spoke  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee on  the  telephone  at  about  4 
p.  m.,  almost  two  hours  after  the 
event  took  place. 

It  would  further  appear  that 
the  photograph  was  planned.  The 
normal  process  for  a  custodian 
would  have  been,  unless  instruct- 
ed to  wait  for  photographers,  to 
clean  up  the  debris  prior  to  post- 
ing barriers  and  danger  signals 
rather  than  to  wait  to  pose  for  a 
picture. 

The  attempt  is  further  made  by 
innuendoes  and  inference  on  page 
8  to  make  the  Chairman  respon- 
sible foi  the  fact  that  24  children 
sat  shivering  in  overcoats  in  23- 
degree  temperature  at  the  Curtis 
Guild  School,  a  portable  building. 
This  again  is  a  despicable  lie. 
This  work  was  requisitioned  for 
on  November  4:  Requisition  No. 
9590,  weeks  before  the  responsi- 
bility of  approval  was  given  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee. 

The  inefficiency  of  the  School 
Buildings  Department,  the  failure 
on  the  part  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  to  follow  up  approved 
requisitions,  and  the  general  lax- 
ness  of  both  departments  were 
among  the  reasons  that  impelled 
the  School  Committee  to  add  this 
burden  to  the  many  other  burdens 
of  the  unpaid  members  of  the 
Boston  School  Committee. 

The  Strayer  Report  vigorously 
recommended  the  abolition  of 
the  School  Buildings  Commis- 
sion, and  the  transfer  of 
the  functions  of  that  department 
to  the  School  Committee,  where 
it  belongs.  The  action  of  the 
School  Committee,  in  turning 
over  the  responsibility  to  the 
Chairman,  is  a  partial  step  in 
the  direction  recommended  by 
the  Strayer  Survey  in  1944. 

I  don't  know  the  source  of  the 
Boston  Post's  misinformation, 
half  truths,  and  untruths.  I  don't 
know  whether  there  is  an  infor- 
mation line  between  the  office  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  the  office  of  the  Boston  Post, 
i  do,  however,  know  that  Mr. 
Griffin,  who,  I  believe,  is  editor- 
in-chief  of  the  Boston  Post,  was 
present  at  most  and  possibly  all 
of  the  meeting  of  the  School 
Committee  of  December  1st. 

I  also  know  that  John  Griffin 
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and  Superintendent  Dennis  Haley 
are  related.  I  do  not  know  how 
close  the  degree  of  kinship,  but 
I  am  informed  they  are  first 
cousins.  I  wonder  how  much  this 
has  to  do  with  the  sudden  attack 
on  the  School  Committee  and  its 
chairman.  It  has  been  stated  and 
insinuated  that  the  Chairman  of 
the  School  Committee  talks  too 
much  at  meetings,  and  that  too 
much  times  is  spent  in  asking 
questions. 

Let  me  make  it  clear  that  so 
long  as  I  am  charged  with  any 
portion  of  responsibility  of  run- 
ning the  school  system,  and  so 
long  as  our  schools  are  run  in 
their  present  slipshod,  inefficient 
and  irresponsible  manner,  so  long 
as  administrators  refuse  to  an- 
swer questions  directly  and  evade 
giving  information  on  every  pos- 
sible occasion,  I  will  continue  to 
talk  and  ask  questions. 

Until  the  deceit  is  eliminated, 
I  will  seek  the  truth.  Let  there 
be  no  question  about  that.  The 
truth  further  is  that  although 
there  may  have  been  a  trifling 
increase  spent  on  stenographic 
work  by  the  process  of  meetings 
and  through  the  system  of  ques- 
tioning administrators,  this  School 
Committee  succeeded  in  cutting 
the  submitted  budget  in  1952  ap- 
proximately $1,000,000  and  at  the 
same  time  almost  tripling  the 
amount  provided  to  be  spent  for 
books,  the  tools  for  the  education 
of  our  children. 

The  truth  also  Is  that  this 
School  Committee  undertook  to 
straighten  out  and  did  straighten 
out  with  almost  no  co-operation 
on  the  part  of  the  Superintend- 
ent, a  most  horrible  salary  mess 
bequeathed  to  it  by  the  former 
School  Committee.  The  truth 
further  is  that  this  School  Com- 
mittee has  taken  the  first  step  in 


the  establishment  of  single  salary, 
hailed  by  educators  nationally  as 
the  proper  method  of  salary  ad- 
ministration. 

The  truth  further  is  that  de- 
spite road  blocks  thrown  in  its 
way  by  the  administration,  this 
School  Committee  has  contracted 
for  a  survey  tending  to  lead  to 
?i  consolidation  of  schools  and 
school  districts,  which,  upon  its 
completion,  should  save  the  City 
annually  hundreds  of  thousands 
riid  maybe  millions  of  dollars, 
^vhile  at  the  same  time  improving 
ihe  educational  facilities  includ- 
ing an  improved  physical  plant 
which  will  be  necessary  to  house 
our  children  properly. 

It  seems  to  me  that  to  attack 
five  public-spirited  citizens,  who 
are  serving  as  an  unpaid  board,  in 
the  vicious  manner  displayed  by 
Ihe  Boston  Post,  is  a  disservice 
i.i  the  worst  kind  to  our  city. 

If  this  kind  of  abusive,  falsified 
reporting  is  to  continue,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  exclude  the  press 
from  future  meetings. 

To  castigate  the  School  Com- 
mittee because  its  meetings  do 
not  always  or  even  ever  start 
promptly  when  called  for,  is  going 
out  of  one's  way  to  be  unneces- 
sarily nasty.  The  unpaid  mem- 
bers of  the  School  Committee, 
similar  to  superintendents,  teach- 
ers, editor  writers,  reporters  and 
all  others,  also  have  to  earn  a 
living. 

In  connection  with  the  fore- 
going. Miss  Fitzgerald  stated  she 
has  always  received  very  fine 
co-operation  from  the  Superin- 
tendent.

Clear  evidence  of  "waste  and 
inefficiency  and  favoritism"  has 
been  found  in  the  Boston  school 
system  by  the  School  Committee 
this  year,"  the  New  Boston  Com- 
mittee charged  today. 

This  evidence  came  to  light 
"despite  the  iron  curtain  raised 
by  the  administration  around 
their  management  of  a  budget 
now  at  $26,000,000,"  said  the 
civic  committee  in  its  official 
publication.  New  Boston  Com- 
ments. 

Dr.  Dennis  C.  Haley,  superin- 
tendent of  the  School  Depart- 
ment, was  frankly  surprised  at 
the  adverse  comment.  When 
asked  to  answer  the  New  Boston 
Committee,  however,  he  pointed 
out  that  the  NBC  "is  a  political 
organization,  and  I  do  not  wish 
to  get  into  a  controversy  with 
them    for    that    reason. 

"The  records  which  are  avail- 
able to  the  public  show  clearly 
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who  is  right  on  this  issue  and 
who  is  seeking  favoritism  in  the 
system,"  he  said. 

'IRON   CURTAIN'? 

As  for  the  "iron  curtain  of 
secrecy,"  Dr.  Haley  said  he  sent 
the  New  Boston  Committee  "as 
a  matter  of  courtesy,"  a  detailed 
six  page,  single-space  report  on 
his  administrative  plans  for  this 
school  year,  and  was  compli- 
mented by  NBC  leaders  for  its 
comprehensiveness. 

"In  fact,"  said  Dr.  Haley,  "I 
was  given  to  understand  that 
they  intended  to  publish  it." 

Four  of  the  five  school  com- 
mittee members — Isadore  H.  Y. 
Muchnick,  chairman;  Mrs.  Alice 
Lyons,  Miss  Mary  K.  Fitzgerald, 
and  William  F.  Carr — were  en- 
dorsed by  the  NBC.  The  fifth 
member,  Dr.  Patrick  J.  Foley, 
has  been  cooperative  on  a  ma- 
jority of  issues. 

Many  of  the  75  School  Com- 
mittee meetings  held  this  year  to 
date  have  been  marred  by 
clashes  between  Mr.  Much- 
nick  and  Dr.  Haley. 

•UNCOMMON  ENERGY' 

"Both  are  men  of  uncommon 
energy  and  pride,"  commented 
the  New  Boston  Committee. 
"Neither  will  give  in  to  the 
other,  now  that  lines  are  drawn. 
If  Muchnick  says,  'Yes,'  Haley 
says,  'No,'  and  vice-versa," 
added  the  committee.  Neither 
man  would  agree  to  this  gener- 
ality. 

The  NBC  praised  Mr.  Much- 
ick's  "terrier-like  tenacity.  .  .  ." 

"It  is  refreshing  to  have  a 
School  Committee  that  errs,  if 
at  all,  on  the  side  of  aggressive- 
ness," continued  the  NBC. 

The  present  committee  will 
never  be  remembered  for  a  re- 
duced budget,  however,  conceded 
the  civic  committee. 

"What  it  will  be  noted  for — 
even  more  than  for  consolidating 
schools  or  streamlining  salary 
plans — is  dogged  insistence  on 
getting  a  dollar  return  for  a  dol- 
lar spent.  Never  before  has  a 
Boston  School  Committee  pried 
so  exhaustively  into  the  maze  of 
channels  through  which  school 
disbursements  circulate,"  report- 
ed the  NBC. 

One  of  the  most  frequent  crit- 
icisms of  the  current  .School 
Committee  has  been  the  length 
of  the  meetings.  They  have  aver- 
aged four  hours  a  meeting. 


"If  the  questions  asked  by  the 
committee  were  not  met  by  indi- 
rection and  evasiveness,  the 
meetings  would  not  last  half  as 
long,"   said  Chairman  Muchnick. 

Long  meetings  mean  higher 
stenographic  charges,  point  out 
the  critics. 

"They  may  add  a  couple  of 
thousand  dollars,  but  thu  tenac- 
ity of  a  majority  of  committee 
members  has  saved  approximately 
$1,000,000  this  year,"  said  Mr. 
Muchnick. 

Since  School  Committee  mem- 
bers receive  no  salaries,  the  NBC 
said  they  should  be  commended 
for  devoting  so  much  of  their 
time  to  a  public  service. 

FIVE    MAJOR    RESULTS 

In  addition  to  its  role  as  a 
"dedicated  watchdog,"  the  School 
Committee  has  five  major  accom- 
plishments to  its  favor,  according 
to  the  NBC: 

1.  A  single  salary  schedule 
under  which  teachers  of  equal 
educational  background  all  start 
from  the  same  salary  base,  re- 
gardless of  what  level  class  they 
teach — high  school  or  elementary 
— has  been  initiated. 

2.  The  title  and  administra- 
tion of  the  city's  Teachers  Col- 
lege was  turned  over  to  the  state. 

3.  They  have  started  an  ex- 
tensive program  of  school  con- 
solidation. 

4.  The  annual  expenditure  for 
textbooks  has  been  tripled  by  this 
School  Committee. 

5.  They  have  called  in  the 
Harvard  Education  School's  Cen- 
ter for  field  studies  to  make  a 
thorough  study  of  Bostons  re- 
quirements for  school  plant  for 
the  next  20  years. 

The  following  is  the  article  in 
the  Boston  Globe  referred  to: 

Boston  school  administrators 
have  placed  an  "iron  curtain 
around  their  management  of  a 
budget  now  at  $26,000,000,"  the 
New  Boston  Committee  charged 
yesterday. 

In  the  December  issue  of  "New 
Boston  Comments,"  the  N.  B.  C. 
praised  the  Boston  School  Com- 
mittee for  racking  up  a  "longer 
string  of  accomplishments  for  the 
improvement  of  the  Boston  school 
system  than  any  other  School 
Committee  in  the  city's  history." 

The  school  board,  four  of  whose 
members  were  indorsed  by  the 
N.  B.  C,  "discovered  in  its  initial 
probing,  what,  to  it,  was  clear 
evidence  of  waste,  inefficiency 
and  favoritism  through  a  system 
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that  had  been  allowed  to  operate 
for  years  without  a  dedicated 
watchdog,"  the  N.  B.  C.  declared. 

School  Supt.  Daniel  C.  Haley 
admitted  ho  was  "very  much  sur- 
prised" by  the  N.  B.  C.  criticism. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  N.  B.  C. 
is  "a  political  oi^ganizaticn  and  I 
do  not  wish  to  get  into  a  contro- 
versy with  them  for  that  reason. 

"The  records  available  to  the 
public  show  clearly  who  is  right 
on  this  issue  and  who  is  seeking 
favoritism  in  the  system,"  Dr. 
Haley  said. 

Commenting  on  the  "iron  cur- 
tain" statement,  Haley  said  he 
had  sent  the  N.  B.  C.  a  detailed 
six-page  single-spaced  report  on 
his  administrative  plans  for  this 
school  year,  "as  a  matter  of  cour- 
tesy," and  was  complimented  by 
N.  B.  C.  officials  for  its  compre- 
hensiveness. 

"In  fact  I  was  given  to  under- 
stand that  they  intended  to  pub- 
lish it,"  the  superintendent  said. 

The  probe  into  the  School  De- 
partment by  the  School  Commit- 
tee "has  left  the  majority  of  the 
committee  with  little  faith  in  the 
motives  and  capacity  of  the  ad- 
ministration," the  N.  B.  C. 
charged. 

"The  administration  resists  the 
attempts  of  the  voters'  School 
Committee  to  reappraise  and  re- 
view school  management  policies. 
These  policies  reflect  the  views  of 
a  relatively  small  group  of  pro- 
fessional educators  and  adminis- 
trators whose  political  adroitness 
in  the  past  has  succeeded  in  plac- 
ing an  iron  curtain  around  their 
management  of  a  budget  now  at 
$26,000,000,"  the  report  continued. 


"Focus  of  the  conflict  is  in  the 
personalities  of  the  superintend- 
ent of  schools  and  chairman  of  the 
committee,  Isadore  H.  Y.  Much- 
nick.  Both  are  men  of  uncommon 
energy  and  pride.  Neither  will 
give  in  to  the  other  now  that  the 
lines  are  drawn." 

"If  Muchnick  says  'Yes,'  Haley 
says  'No'  and  vice  versa.  Of  the 
other  four  members  of  the  com- 
mittee, two  tend  to  side  with 
Muchnick  in  his  terrier-like  ten- 
acity—Mrs. Alice  M.  Lyons  and 
Dr.  Patrick  J.  Foley.  The  other 
two  members,  Miss  Mary  K.  Fitz- 
gerald and  William  F.  Carr  are 
more  gentle,"  the  report  con- 
tinued. 

It  pointed  out  that  the  commit- 
tee will  never  be  noted  "for  sav- 
ing the  taxpayers  money;  its  1952 
budget  of  over  $26,000,000  is  the 
biggest  in  the  city's  history... 
What  it  will  be  noted  for  is  its 
dogged  insistence  on  getting  a  dol- 
lar return  for  a  dollar  spent. 
Never  before  has  a  Boston  School 
Committee  pried  so  exhaustively 
into  the  maze  of  channels  through 
which  school  disbursements  circu- 
late." 

The  report  praised  the  commit- 
tee for  instituting  a  single  salary 
schedule;  for  selling  Teachers  Col- 
lege; for  starting  the  consolida- 
tion of  schools;  and  for  tripling 
the  annual  expenditure  for  text- 
books.

Dear  Superintendent  Haley: 

This  is  in  reply  to  your  letter 
of  December  JC.  1952,  concerning 
the  person  who,  prior  to  August. 
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1952,  had  been  a  temporary  teach- 
er in  the  Bo^'Lon  public  schools 
continuously  and  successfully  for 
a  period  of  three  years,  and  who, 
in  August,  1952,  when  she  was 
over  fifty,  but  under  fifty-five 
years  of  age,  took,  along  with 
others,  an  examination  for  a  cer- 
tificate as  a  teacher  of  physically 
handicapped  children.  When  this 
examination  was  taken,  para- 
graph 1  of  section  84  of  the  Rules 
cf  the  School  Committee  provided 
in  part  as  follows: 

"Certificates  issued  on  exami- 
nation after  January  1,  1949, 
shall  cease  to  be  valid  on  the 
thirtieth  day  of  June  of  the  third 
year  following  the  date  of  issue; 
provided,  that  no  certificate  shall 
remain  valid  after  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December  next  following 
the  fiftieth  birthday  of  the  holder 
thereof,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  that  this  limitation 
as  to  age  shall  not  effect  the 
validity  of  certificate  issued  to 
persons  under  fifty-five  years  of 
age  who  have  been  in  temporary 
and/or  permanent  substitute 
service  continuously  and  success- 
fully for  a  period  of  at  least  five 
years  prior  to  taking  the  certifi- 
cate examinations  or  of  certifi- 
cates which  do  not  render  the 
holder  eligible  for  appointment  to 
permanent  positions  in  the  day 
school  service,  or  of  certificates 
issued  to  reentrants,  or  of  certifi- 
cates hereafter  issued  to  mem- 
bers of  the  supervising  staff  or 
teachers  in  permanent  day  school 
service."  (Underscoring  supplied), 
and  paragraph  1  of  section  86  of 
said  Rules  provided  in  part  as 
follows : 

"No  person,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  section,  shall  be 
appointed  whose  service  is  to  be- 
gin later  than  the  thirty-first  day 
of  December  following  his  fif- 
tieth birthday,  provided,  however, 
that  the  restrictions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  not  apply  to  the  pro- 
motion of  a  permanent  teacher 
to  a  higher  rank  in  a  school  of 
the  same  class  as  that  in  which 
such  teacher  is  already  employed ; 
and  provided,  further,  that  the 
limitation  as  to  age  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  the  promotion  of  a  per- 
manent teacher  to  any  position 
in  the  public  schools,  or  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  person  under 
fifty-five  years  of  age  who  has 
been  in  temporary  and/or  per- 
rnanent  substitute  service  con- 
tinually and  successfully  for  a 
period  of  at  least  five  years  prior 
to  taking  the  certificate  examina- 
tions."  (Underscoring  supplied.) 


On  December  1,  1952,  the 
School  Committee,  by  a  three- 
fifths  vote,  amended  both  pro- 
visions quoted  above  from  the 
Rules  by  substituting  the  word 
"three"  for  the  underscored  word 
"five".  Your  inquiry,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  is  essentially  this:  What 
is  the  effect  of  this  action  of  the 
School  Committee  upon  the  case 
in  question? 

What  we  are  concerned  with 
here  is  not  a  suspension  of  a  rule 
or  regulation  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, but  an  amendment  there- 
of. By  Section  23  of  the  Rules  of 
the  School  Committee  it  is  pro- 
vided: "Amendments  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  shall  be  read  at 
two  different  meetings  of  the 
School  Committee,  and  after  such 
second  reading  may  be  adopted 
by  the  affirmative  vote  of  three 
members."  An  examination  of  the 
minutes  of  the  January  7,  1952 
meeting  of  the  School  Committee 
has  disclosed  nothing  overriding 
the  requirement  that  amendments 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  shall 
be  read  at  two  different  meetings 
of  the  School  Committee.  There 
is  no  evidence  that  the  rule  im- 
posing that  requirement  was 
suspended  at  the  December  1, 
1952  meeting;  but  it  does  appear 
that  the  amendment  was  first  of- 
fered at  that  meeting,  and  was 
purportedly  adopted  forthwith.  In 
the  circumstances,  the  amend- 
ment is  in  my  opinion  void.  The 
action  at  the  December  1,  1952 
meeting,  however,  undoubtedly 
constituted  a  first  reading,  so 
that  by  the  affirmative  vote  of 
three  members  at  a  subsequent 
meeting  the  amendment  can  be 
made  effective.  It,  therefore, 
would  not  seem  improper  to  con- 
sider the  effect  of  the  proposed 
amendment. 

By  its  express  terms,  the  rule 
first  quoted  above  relates  to  the 
expiration  dates  of  certificates, 
not  to  eligibility  for  taking  cer- 
tificate examinations.  It  may 
well  be  that  the  amendment  of 
the  Rule  will  be  effectuated  be- 
fore the  issuance  of  the  certifi- 
cates resulting  from  the  examina- 
tion involved.  In  such  case,  the 
amendment  will  be  wholly' pro- 
spective in  operation,  simply  pre- 
scribing the  expiration  date  of 
such  certificates.  Accordingly, 
no  question  as  to  the  validity  of 
a  retroactive  operation  has  as  yet 
arisen. 

The  same  is  true  with  respect 
to  the  second  provision  quoted 
above.  That  provision  is  con- 
cerned solely  with  appointments. 
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Undoubtedly,  an  appointment 
made  in  contravention  of  its 
terms  as  the>'  no\^■  stand  u'ill  not 
be  validated  by  the  proposed 
amendment;  but  no  such  appuin'- 
ment  is  involved.  In  fact,  the  mat- 
ter of  appointment  has  not  yet 
been  reached  because  certificates 
resulting  from  the  examination 
have  not  yet  been  issued.  The 
power  of  the  School  Committee  to 
change  its  policy  with  respect  to 
future  appointments  would  seem 
indisputable.

STATEMENTS  OF  MEMBERS 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Prior  to  ad- 
journment, this  being  the  last 
meeting  of  the  year,  it  seems 
proper  that,  as  Chairman,  I 
should  make  some  observations 
concerning  the  progress  during 
this  year  and  the  possibilities  and 
expectations  for  the  future. 

As  I  see  it,  the  motivating 
force  behind  the  School  Com- 
mittee activity  in  1952  has  been 
to  stabilize  the  School  Depart- 
ment, eliminate  waste,  patronage, 
nepotism,  and  inefficiency. 

Despite  an  unfortunate  lack  of 
cooperation  on  the  part  of  ad- 
ministrators, by  the  action  of  a 
majority  of  the  School  Committee 
many  objectives  undertaken  in 
January  of  this  year  were  accom- 
plished. 

The  following  are  a  partial  list 
of  those  completed  objectives: 

1.  The  transfer  of  the  Boston 
Teachers  College  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  result- 
ing not  only  in  a  financial  savipg 
of  approximately  $400,000  annu- 
ally but  also  in  a  potentially  bet- 
ter training  ground  for  teachers 
for  Boston  and  vicinity. 

2.  Expenditure  of  a  sum  in  ex- 
cess of  $200,000  for  the  purpose 
of  bringing  the  supply  of  text- 
books up  to  a  proper  level. 

3.  Elimination  of  unnecessary 
temporary  employees. 

4.  Arrangements  for  a  survey 
of  schools  and  school  districts  un- 
der the  auspices  of  the  Harvard 
Graduate  School  of  Education 
with  a  view  towards  consolida- 
tions and  elimination  of  unneces- 
sar\   old  school  buildings. 

5.  Stabilization  of  an  inequit- 
able salary  mess  bequeathed  by 
the  previous  School  Committee. 

6.  Introduction  of  a  single  sal- 
ary schedule  and  the  adoption  of 


basic  professionally  equitable  sal- 
ary levels. 

7.  Elimination  of  the  system  of 
multiple  authority  and  unneces- 
sary and  archaic  boards  and  com- 
mittees. 

There  still  remain  many  items 
under  the  plan  adopted  by  the 
School  Committee  in  January  and 
February  of  1952.  With  greater 
cooperation  on  the  part  of  paid 
personnel,  these  plans  could  have 
come  into  fruition  before  the  end 
of  this  year. 

I  look  forward,  however,  with 
confidence  to  greater  coopera- 
tion and  the  elimination  of  any 
further  hindrances  by  admin- 
istrators and  to  the  early  accom- 
plishment in  1953  of  the  stated 
objectives  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee. 

I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude 
to  all  who  have  coopei-ated  in  the 
attempt  to  improve  our  school 
system.  I  would  like  to  pay  spe- 
cial tribute  to  Mrs.  Lyons  and  to 
Dr.  Foley,  whose  services  in  be- 
half of  the  90,000  school-children 
of  Boston  were  far  above  and  be- 
yond the  call  of  duty. 

Is  there  any  further  business? 
Mrs.  Lyons:  Yes,  Mr.  Chairman. 
I  would  like  to  ask  that  that  part 
of  the  conference  notes  which 
had  to  do  with  newspaper  refer- 
ences to  taxi  fares  and  restaurant 
charges  be  incorporated  in  the 
public  records. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Is  there  any 
objection?  Will  you  incorporate 
that  in  the  record? 

If  there  is  no  further  business, 
this  meeting  will  be  adjourned. 
The  next  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee will  be  a  public  meeting 
at  12  o'clock  on  Monday,  January 
5th,  and  I  assume  that  that  meet- 
ing should  be  followed  by  a  con- 
ference rather  than  vice  versa.

STATEMENTS  RELATING  TO 

TAXI  FARES  AND 

RESTAURANT  CHARGES 

In  accox'dance  with  the  request 
of  Mi's.  Lyons,  the  following  Con- 
ference notes  referring  to  the 
newspaper  references  to  taxi 
fares  and  restaurant  charges  are 
incorporated  in  the  pubhc  record: 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Under  the 
question  of  new  business  there  is 
one  item  I  would  like  to  bx'ing  up 
foi  clarification. 

During  the  last  few  days — two 
or  three  v..-  possibly  four  days — 
there  appeared  some  newspaper 
stories  concerning  certain  ex- 
penditures by  members  of  the 
School  Committee,  primarily  for 
food  and  travel. 

I  would  like  to  get  some  in- 
formation concerning  those  stories 
if  I  may.  Mr.  Smith,  were  you 
contacted  by  the  newspapers  and 
asked — 

Business  Manager:  I  was  con- 
tacted. I  had  a  call  at  my  home 
Saturday  afternoon.  I  was  in 
Worcester  at  Holy  Cross  College 
and  did  not  get  the  telephone 
call. 

I  got  a  telephone  call  yester- 
day afternoon,  Sunday  after- 
noon, from  the  newspaper  asking 
certain  questions:  first,  whether 
or  not  such  an  expenditure  was 
legal,  and  I  assured  them  that 
such  an  expenditure  was  legal  in 
my  opinion.  It  had  been  going  on 
for  years.  I  told  them  that  I  had 
been  formerly  a  member  of  the 
School  Committee  fifteen  years 
ago,  and  we  pte  and  rode  in  taxi- 
cabs  at  the  expense  of  the  city 
on  meeting  nights,  and  the  reason 
for  it  was  that  as  you  could  not 
get  home  to  your  own  meal  that 
was  ready  you  were  entitled  to 
dinner  and  shouldn't  have  to 
pay  for  it  out  of  your  own 
pocket. 

I  was  then  asked  whether  the 
officers  of  the  Committee  or  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  paid 
for  their  own  meals  or  charged 
their  meals  against  the  city,  and 
I  said.  No,  they  didn't  charge 
them  to  the  city.  I  said,  "I  don't 
know  whether  they  eat  or  not. 
Personally  I  have  a  late  lunch 
around  two  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon and  a  very  hearty  lunch 
that  carries  me  through  till  I  get 
home  at  night." 

I  further  said,  "On  rare  occa- 
sions either  a  member  of  the 
Committee  or  maybe  the  Com- 
mittee itself  might  ask  certain 
officers  of  the  Committee  to  go 
to  dinner  with  them  to  continue 


a  discussion  of  school  busmess. 
That  happens  only  on  very  rare 
occasions." 

I  said,  'The  clerks  who  are 
asked  to  woik  late  at  night  are 
paid  $1.'50  out  of  the  petty  cash 
fund  for  their  supper  allowance." 
I  beheve  that  was  the  gist  of  my 
conversation.  which  occurred 
Sunday  r.f iernoon  —  yesterday  — 
with  a  reporter  from  one  of  the 
Boston  newspapers. 

Mr.  Muchjiick:  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent did  they  consult  you  at 
all? 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
Sunday  I  had  a  similar  call  to  the 
one  that  Mr.  Smith  spoke  of,  and 
I  was  asked  if  the  officers  of  the 
Committee — that  would  be  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  the 
Business  Manager,  Miss  Reynolds, 
and  Mr.  Reardon — were  entitled 
to  charge  meals  to  the  city,  and 
I  answered,  as  Mr.  Smith  did, 
that  I  felt  that  they  did  not.  That 
was  the  essence  of  the  conversa- 
tion, Mr.  Chairman. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Did  they  con- 
sult you  prior  to  yesterday  at  all? 

Superintendent:  I  don't  think 
so,  Mr.  Chairman.  I  am  called 
frequently  at  all  hours  of  the 
night  by  the  press,  and  I  don't 
recall  any  previous  conversation 
with  the  press. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Concerning  this 
item? 

Superintendent:  That  is  true. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  I  think 
the  whole  thing  ought  to  be 
cleared  up  quickly  not  only  for 
the  purposes  of  the  record  but 
for  the  purposes  of  public  in- 
formation. Some  people  with 
whom  I  spoke  over  the  week-end 
drew  the  inferenv^e  that  it  wasn't 
the  proper  thing  to  eat  on  occa- 
sion or  to  ride  in  cabs  on  occa- 
sions. 

Fortuncctely,  by  far  the  great 
majority  of  people  with  whom  I 
happened  to  speak  were  sur- 
prised that  any  newspaper  would 
print  anything  of  that  nature  and 
wondered  what  the  purpose  was 
and  were  surprised  that  the 
amounts  were  as  small  as  they 
were,  especially  when  it  was 
pointed  out  to  them,  and  as  many 
of  them  knew  themselves,  that 
the  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee were  serving  in  an  unpaid 
capacity. 

Now  I  would  like  to  read  —and 
I  am  not  going  to  read  them  all — 
some  of  the  charges  of  members 
of  previous  committees  and  com- 
pare them  with  the  charges  of 
the  members  of  this  Committee 
and   also    compare    some   of    the 
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charges  of  paid  personnel  with 
charges  of  members  of  this  Com- 
mittee. 

The  first  bill  I  have  is  August, 
1950,  for  the  Checker  Taxi  Com- 
pany for  the  previous  Chairman 
of  the  School  Committee:  $34.50 
for  one  month's  cabs. 

August  1,  twice;  August  2, 
twice;  August  3;  August  4; 
August  8;  August  9  twice;  August 
10  August  11;  August  14;  August 
15  twice;  August  17,  three  times; 
August  18  once;  August  21,  once; 
August  22;  August  23;  August  24; 
August  25;  August  30,  twice; 
August  31;  and  then  they  forgot 
August  31  and  it's  down  at  the 
bottom  of  the  page. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  don  t 
remember  a  meeting  every  day  in 
August  of  1950,  and  that  is  about 
what  this  adds  up  to. 

March  of  1950:  Beacon  Street 
to  Commonwealth  Avenue,  90 
cents;  Beacon  Street  to  City  Hall 
—and  this  is  also  cabs— 50  cents. 
That  is  from  this  building  down 
to  City  Hall.  Statler  to  Beacon 
Street;  Bellevue  to  Statler;  Tre- 
mont  Street  to  Faneuil  Hall; 
Faneuil  Hall  to  Tremont;  Beacon 
to  English  High  and  return;  and 
that  was  in  March  of  1950  with 
the  Checker  Taxi  Company  for 
the  Superintendent,  not  in  an  un- 
paid capacity. 

A  former  member  of  the  School 
Committee  and  a  former  Chair- 
man, currently  a  member  of  the 
City  Council: 

Kenmore  to  West  Roxbury; 
Commonwealth  Avenue  to  State 
House;  Gaffney  Street  to  Cam- 
bridge; Copley  to  West  Roxbury; 
Ruskin  Street  to  State  House; 
Copley  to  Gardner;  Tremont 
Street  to  South  Station— $15.60 
in  April,  1950. 

M.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  a 
question  of  the  Business  Man- 
ager. Mr.  Smith,  on  these  Check- 
er Cab  fares,  we  are  entitled  to 
ride  in  them  on  days  that  we 
have  meetings? 

Business  Manager:  Yes.  and  on 
other  days  on  official  school  bus- 
iness. 

Mr  Carr:  Like  graduations 
and  things  like  that? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Right  I  Tcmbers 
of  a  previous  School  Committee 
charged  for  two  meals  eacli  at  tho 
Parker  House  in  April  of  1950  for 
the  member  and  the  member''; 
secretary.  Another  one  of  a  pre- 
vious Chairman  for  May  of  1950 
for  cabs:  $49.55. 

A  previous  member  of  thf- 
School  Committee:  June  of  1950, 
$22.45,   and  different  places  that 


don't  seem  to  have  much  to  do 
with  school  business:  Beacon 
Street  to  West  Roxbury,  $5.00.  It 
may  have  been  a  school  meeting 
night.  1  don't  know.  However, 
that  is  an  awful  lot  ct  mr.iey  lo 
West  Roxbury  from  here.  Belle 
vue  to  Puritan.  Puritan  to  No- 
vack.  Copley  to  Somerset.  Rox- 
bury to  Massachusetts  and  ilunf- 
ington.  Huntington  to  Copley,  anrl 
so  forth. 

Then  at  the  Statler  by  the 
same  irirticular  member  at  that 
time:  in  January  and  February 
of  1950.  Lhese  are  restaurant 
charges:  .511.07,  one  meal 
$11.31,  .^8.09.  and  $10.32;  a  far 
cry  from  some  of  the  items  that 
I  noticed  in  the  paper  of  $2  and 
$3  for  n.eiJs  by  members  of  this 
commiit?e. 

I  don  t  k;i(jw  how  many  people 
on  this  School  Committee  have 
any  sort  ot  a  taxi  bill  like  this, 
but  a  ma.e  member  and  former 
Chairni'-n  in  April  of  1949:  15 
Beacon  Street  to  Back  Bay  on 
the  1st;  \Z  Beacon  Street  to  Mas- 
sachus'?rts  Avenue  on  the  4th; 
and  on  'he  .^ame  day,  South  Sta- 
tion, I  guess  -t  is,  to  Garden;  Gar- 
den to  D'j.Tbester  Avenue;  then 
on  the  ^th  of  April  in  1949,  Milk 
Street  ^''  ''!iy  Square;  on  the  14th 
of  April  -A  1949— that's  the  day 
that  the  R'^d  Sox  opened  their 
home  s'and  in  Boston,  if  I  re- 
member cor>;ectly — Ball  Park  to 
State  Houst- 
on the  19th,  Vendome  to  Air- 
port; and  on  the  19th,  that  was 
when  the  Braves  came  in,  Braves 
Field  to  Parker  House;  and  then 
Tremont  Street  to  West  Roxbury. 

If  the  story  of  such  items  must 
be  told,  there  is  no  reason  why 
it  shouldn't  be  told,  but  it  seems 
to  me  that  the  whole  story  should 
be  told. 

May  of  1950,  a  meal  of  $19.69 
at  the  Statler.  A  member  of  the 
School  Committee,  the  Superin- 
tendent, and  an  Assistant  Super- 
intendent. A  former  member  of 
the  School  Committee:  Cabs  all 
over  the  city.  Another  former 
member  for  one  month,  $33.50. 

The  Parker  House  in  1950:  a 
member  of  the  School  Committee 
and  his  secretary;  another  mem- 
ber of  the  School  Committee  and 
her  secretary;  then  another  mem- 
ber and  his  secretary;  a  member 
of  the  School  Committee  and  the 
Superintendent;  a  member  of  the 
School  Committee  and  her  secre- 
tary. 

Mr.  Carr:  Mr.  Chairman,  are 
those  meals  or  cab  fares? 
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Mr.  Muchnick:  Those  are  meals 
at  the  Parker  House. 

Mr.  Carr:  You're  a  piker! 

Mr.  Muchnick:  In  July  of  1950 
various  cab  fares  by  the  Superin- 
tendent: Bowdoin  Street  to 
Brookline;  Beacon  Street — Back 
Bay;  Beacon  Street  to  Columbus 
Avenue;  Tremont  Street  to  Dor- 
chester; Beacon  Street  to  Tre- 
mont Street;  Commonwealth 
Avenue  to  Beacon  Street. 

A  former  member  of  the  School 
Committee  for  one  month:  in 
June  of  1950,  $68.45  for  cabs. 

Hotel  Bellevue,  June  of  1950: 
Several  members  of  the  School 
Committee,  and  one  has  listed 
Mr.  X,  a  forn;er  member  of  the 
School  Committee,  and  the  Su- 
perintendent. 

In  August  jf  1950,  again  the 
Superintendenc  Massachusetts  to 
State  House;  Boston  to  Boston; 
Newbury  Street  to  Beacon;  Bea- 
con to  Back  Bay;  Beacon  to  Back 
Bay;  Beacon  (o  Beacon;  Beacon 
to  West  Newt' in;  Beacon  to  Back 
Bay,  and  then  Boston  to  Bos- 
ton, Boston  to  Boston;  Boston  to 
Boston,  and  Boston  to  Boston  for 
\arying  amounts. 

In  one  month  in  1950,  $167 
worth  of  meals  at  the  Bellevue 
alone,  one  member  eating  two 
meals  on  one  day,  two  meals  and 
a  taxi  on  another  day,  and  there 
are  several  items — as  a  matter  of 
fact,  on  one  day  it  has  four  items 
for  one  member  of  the  School 
Committee  at  that  time. 

Taxis:  Huntington  Station  to 
West  Roxbury,  $3.00;  Tremont 
Street  to  West  Roxbury,  $3.60; 
Ruskin  Street  to  State  House, 
$3.50;  State  House  to  West  Rox- 
bury, $2.75;  and  a  member  in  May 
of  1950,  $22.70. 

I  can  go  through  many  of  these, 
but  I'd  like  to  compare  them  with 
the  bills  of  this  year  by  members 
of  this  Committee  and  the  change 
is  rather  startling. 

The  previous  Chairman  of  the 
School  Committee  for  December 
of  1951,  has  $42.85  worth  of  cab 
fares,  but  for  the  entire  month  of 
January,  according  to  these  bills, 
Miss  Fitzgerald  has  $2.45  worth 
of  cab  fares.  Mr.  Carr  has  only 
$3.25  worth  of  cab  fares,  and  I 
think  the  records  will  indicate 
that  the  School  Committee  met 
many  times  during  the  month  of 
January. 

Dr.  Foley  has  $1.05  worth  of 
cab  fares.  Mrs.  Lyons  has  $6.00 
worth  of  cab  fares.  The  Superin- 
tendent  has   $21.30.   Miss  Reyn- 


olds'   office    for    secretaries    has 
$18.80. 

I  would  like  to  point  out  the 
difference  in  amounts  between 
members  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee and  previous  School  Commit- 
tees and  the  difference  in 
amounts  for  meeting  nights  and 
other  school  purposes  between 
unpaid  members  of  this  School 
Committee  and  members  of  the 
paid  personnel  whose  salaries  go 
all  the  way  up  to  $18,264  per 
year. 

For  February,  Dr.  Foley,  $3.15. 
Mr.  Carr,  $2.30.  For  Mrs.  Lyons, 
including  salary  committee  dis- 
cussions, $14.  For  Miss  Fitz- 
gerald, $9.80.  The  Superintend- 
ent, $24.40.  Miss  Reynolds'  of- 
fice, $14.45;  and  all  the  way  down 
the  line. 

For  March,  Mr.  Carr  $1.50. 
Dr.  Foley.  $5.25,  and  so  forth  all 
the  way  through.  The  big  bill 
again,  the  Sunerintefident,  $15.35, 
and  again  $9.45.  And  many  of 
those  are  city  to  West  Roxbury 
— a  terrific  number  to  the  Back 
Bay  and  similar  such  items. 

We  can  go  all  the  way  through, 
and  you  find  that  the  minor  items 
are  for  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee  who  are  giving  their 
time,  their  effort,  their  energy, 
for  nothing.  The  paid  personnel 
and,  if  I  may  say  so,  very  well 
paid  personnel  —  charging  the 
large  amounts. 

To  take  one  for  the  month  of 
June:  Superintendent,  total  $21.75. 
including  such  items  as  Boston  to 
West  Roxbury,  Airport  to  Beacon 
Street,  Beacon  Street  to  Airport, 
and  so  forth. 

Mr.  Carr;  Mr.  Chairman,  on 
what  days  are  the  school  personnel 
entitled  to  cab  fares?  Is  it  just  on 
meeting  days  or  every  day  in  the 
week? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  don't  know.  I 
assume  that  if  they  are  out  on 
school  business,  they  are  entitled, 
if  it  calls  for  transportation,  to 
have  the  city  pay  for  transporta- 
tion, but  frankly  I  think  it's  the 
height  of  something  or  other  to 
take  a  cab  from  15  Beacon  Street 
to  City  Hall. 

Superintendent:  In  answer  to 
your  question,  Mr.  Carr,  I  think 
the  amount  of  money  put  in  the 
budget  each  year  for  the  Superin- 
tendent is  approximately  $200.  Is 
that  true,  Mr.  Smith? 

I  think  you  will  find  that  is 
true.  I  would  like  to  point  out, 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Members,  that 
when  I  became  Superintendent 
the  School  Committee  was  very 
nice   to   me.     Shortly   afterward 
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they  increased  the  base  salary, 
for  which  I  was  grateful,  and  at 
that  time  I  think  Dr.  Foley  will 
bear  me  out 

Business  Manager:  That  is  cor- 
rect. 

Superintendent:  Dr.  Foley  said, 
and  I  certainly  appreciated  it: 
"Superintendent,  if  you  feel  that 
you  should  have  a  car,  let  us 
know." 

And  I  said,  "Thank  you.  Doc- 
tor, but  I  prefer  for  the  time 
being  to  use  taxicabs  for  emer- 
gency purposes  and  to  get  around 
the  city  to  save  time — not  for 
myself  but  for  the  School  De- 
partment." 

Now,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Mem- 
bers, I  have  my  own  car  which 
I  use  in  about  95  per  cent  of  my 
travelling  throughout  the  city- 
mornings  and  nights— and  there 
are  occasions  when  I  must  get  to 
certain  spots  quickly  in  fairness 
to  people,  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee, and  the  School  Depart- 
ment, and  there  are  many  times 
that  I  get  telephone  calls  on 
things  that  are  happening  m  the 
city  that  no  one  knows  anything 
about,  I  call  a  cab  and  I  go  there 
in  the  best  interests  of  this  school 
system. 

Now  I  want  to  point  out  to  the 
School  Committee  that  every 
superintendent  in  every  city  as 
big  as  Boston  has  at  bis  disposal 
either  a  Cadillac  or  a  Buick  car 
and   a  full-time   chauffeur. 

Now,  if  you  put  the  amount  of 
money  that  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  spends  on  taxicab  hire 
against  the  cost  of  a  big  Buicl^; 
or  a  Cadillac  and  the  cost  of  a 
chauffeur,  you  will  see  that  it's 
insignificant. 

I  want  to  point  out,  too,  Mr. 
Chairman,  that  it  should  be  the 
Superintendent's  office  and  not 
the  Superintendent  alone.  There 
are  many  occasions  when  I  must 
send  an  assistant  superintendent 
immediately  to  a  spot,  and  I  pull 
out  the  Checker  taxicab  book 
and  call  them  and  send  the  as- 
sistant superintendent  to  that 
spot  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
service.  There  are  many  times 
that  I  have  sent  secretaries 
ciuickly  on  certain  errands  that 
are  emergency  in  nature  and  ex- 
tremely important;  and  I  want 
to  point  out,  Mr.  Chairman,  that 
if  this  School  Committee  doesn't 
want  me  to  use  a  Checker  taxi- 
cab  during  the  year  1953,  all  they 
have  to  say  is:  "We  shall  not  ap- 
propriate any  money  for  you, 
Superintendent,  for  the  use  of  a 
taxicab,"   and   they   will   find   no 


objections  from  me  any  more 
than  the  offer  of  having  a  car  and 
a  chauffeur  full-time  at  my  dis- 
posal. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent, you  missed  the  point  of 
the  whole  thing. 

Superintendent:  No,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, I  am  pointing  out  to  you:  all 
you  have  to  say  to  me,  Mr.  Chair- 
man and  Members,  is,  "Mr. 
Superintendent,  please  don't  use 
a  Checker  taxicab,"  and  certainly, 
Mr.  Chairman,  I  will  respect 
your  wishes. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  pre- 
vious School  Committees  to  allow 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  to 
use  his  judgment  on  the  use  of  a 
taxicab  where  he  felt  it  was  nec- 
essary to  save  time  not  for  him- 
self but  for  the  system;  and  cer- 
tainly, Mr.  Chairman,  all  you 
have  to  do  is  to  say  that.  I  wish 
to  point  out  that  the  $200  or  $300 
which  is  spent  by  the  Superin- 
tendent's office  for  taxi  hire  is 
a  long,  long  way  from  the  salary 
of  a  chauffeur  and  the  main- 
tenance of  a  substantial  car. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent, if  I  can  break  in  on  you, 
I  want  to  point  out  that  you  have 
missed  the  point  of  the  whole 
thing. 

Superintendent:  No,  I  haven  t. 
Mr.  Muchnick:  In  nothing  that 
I  have  said,  Mr.  Superintendent, 
have  I  said,  nor  can  it  be  inferred, 
that  I  say  that  you  or  any  assist- 
ant superintendent  or  Miss  Rey- 
nolds or  anybody  else  who  needs 
transportation  for  school  purposes 
shouldn't  have  that  transporta- 
tion paid  for.  There  is  no  question 
about  that;  and  if  you  are  here, 
you  should  get  supper  money  or 
meals  and  so  should  everybody 
else  the  same  as  any  member  of 
the  School  Committee  or  the 
clerks  or  anybody  else  who  wants 
to  have  supper  money  or  the  meal. 
All  I  say  is  that  I  think  it's  not 
quite  cricket  for  a  newspaper  nor 
any  other  organ  of  public  infor- 
mation to  pick  on  unpaid  people 
and  write  articles  which  in  the 
minds  of  some  members  of  the 
community,  at  least,  tended  to 
create  the  inference  that  there 
was  something  improper  being 
done  by  unpaid  people  and  that 
they  were  living  off  the  city  and 
so  forth  and  so  forth,  when  the 
facts  indicate  that  these  people 
on  this  School  Committee  have 
taken  the  rights  and  privileges  to 
which  they  are  entitled  in  far 
smaller  measure  than  people  who 
are  paid  by  the  city  and  who  are 
entitled    to    a    similar   right    but 
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\\'ho  have  been  taking  those 
rights  in  greater  measure  than 
the  unpaid  people  and  that  the 
unpaid  people  on  this  Committee 
have  taken  far  less  advantage,  if 
advantage  is  the  word,  of  their 
riglits  and  privileges  as  unpaid 
people  than  other  members  of 
previous  School  Committees. 

And  as  one  illustration,  there 
io  one  bill  in  here  that  I  just 
fingered  through:  For  1951,  for 
taxicabs  on  school  business  for 
a  former  chairman  of  the  School 
Committee. 

In  June  of  1951  it  has  almost 
every  day.  In  December  I  think 
it  is,  although  I  can't  find  it, 
there  is  a  bill  of  over  $50  for 
cab  fare  alone.  I  assume  that  was 
on  school  business  because  iz 
says  so,  and  that  was  at  a  time 
when  that  particular  chairman 
claimed  to  have  been  serving  x 
number  of  days  as  chairman  of 
a  commission  for  the  state  hear- 
ing certain  cases. 

It  doesn't  seem  to  be  possible 
that  they  could  have  been  in  two 
different  places  at  the  same  time 
charging  the  state  x  number  of 
dollars  per  day  of  hearing  and 
having  cabs  into  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton to  the  amounts  that  are 
listed  here. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
then  I  assume — and  I  think  I  am 
assuming  the  right  thing — that 
you  approve  of  my  use  of  Checker 
taxis  to  cover  emergencies  and 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  school 
system? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  I  approve  of 
anything  you  do,  Mr.  Superinten- 
dent, that  will  improve  the  school 
system,  increase  its  efficiency,  and 
make  it  a  better  school  system 
than  it  now  is.  Whether  that 
means  using  Checker  cabs  or 
MTA  or  twenty  more  teachers  or 
$50,000  more  worth  of  textbooks, 
you  have  my  approval. 

Supei  mtender.t:  Thank  you,  Mr. 
Chairman. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  I  think  you 
have  that  ajjproval  of  everybody 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  If  what  you 
do  tends  to  improve  our  school 
system,  yc:  have  the  approval. 

Just  using  cabs  for  the  sake  of 
using  cabs  yoi  don't  want  to  do 
any  move  than  anybody  else  wants 
to  do,  uut  the  major  point  is  that 
I  think  it's  a  dirty  shame  to  pick 
out  three,  four  or  five  people  who 
have  been  dn.'ng  their  darndest  to 
help  the  City  of  Boston  and  then 
to  hit  them  'vitb  the  kind  of  thing 
that  they  wore  hit  with  over  this 
past  week-.'Hd  and  create  the  im- 
pression that  was  created. 


Mrs.  Lyons:  Mr.  Chairman,  Sat- 
urday there  was  a  picture  in  the 
paper  of  a  bill  for  $6  for  the 
month  of  July  with  my  name  on 
it.  It  was  picked  by  the  Post.  I 
want  to  explain  that  bill,  and  I 
think  our  records  will  justify  what 
I  say. 

I  had  accepted  the  chairman- 
ship of  the  salary  committee.  At 
that  time  we  had  several  meet- 
ings, the  Salary  Committee  itself 
did,  and  I  sat  in  on  some  of  the 
meetings.  In  July,  and  I  think 
that  day  it  was  over  90,  we  had 
meetings,  and  I  do  feel  sure  that 
the  people  of  Boston  would  not  ex- 
pect me  to  take  a  street  car  or  to 
walk  up  a  hill  at  90  degrees  or 
more. 

I  came  in  to  work  on  the 
Salary  Committee  in  connection 
with  the  salarv  schedule  with  one 
oi  the  members  of  the  Committee. 

The  salary  schedule  was  put 
into  effect  the  first  of  the  school 
year.  When  we  first  talked  about 
that  salary  schedule,  we  deter- 
mined to  hav'j  a  paid  specialist 
come  in  and  help  us  with  it.  I 
talked  to  Dr.  Alfred  Simon,  and 
he  suggested  Dr.  John  Tilton  of 
Tufts  College.  Dr.  Tilton  came 
in  and  sat  with  me  and  the  group 
and  he  said  he  would  let  us  know 
what  his  decision  was.  His  de- 
cision was  that  there  should  be 
a  survey  made  to  the  tune  of 
$40,000. 

I  took  it  upon  myself  to  work 
with  that  Committee,  and  because 
I  had  a  $6  cab  fare,  the  Post 
published  a  picture  of  that  cab 
bill,  I  would  like  the  Post  to  do 
the  same  thing — to  picture  some 
of  these  bills  of  the  Superintend- 
ent. I  think  that  is  only  a  fair 
way  to  show  what  has  happened. 

Therefore,  if  that  $40,000  was 
to  be  charged  for  the  specialist 
to  work  on  the  salary  committee, 
I  feel  that  I  saved  the  city  $39,- 
994;  so  I  think  $6  was  very  little 
to  pay  for  the  effort  to  save  al- 
most $40,000;  and  I  think  that  a 
person  who  has  been  subjected  to 
a  thing  that  I  have  been  subject- 
ed to  by  the  Post  has  a  right  to 
think  that  in  fairness  they  should 
publish  a  picture  of  one  of  the 
taxi  bills  of  the  Superintendent. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  There  is  just 
one  further  observation  that  I 
would  like  to  make  and  I  don't 
want  to  belabor  the  point,  par- 
ticularly. This  matter  came  up 
either  a  year  and  a  half  ago  or 
two  and  a  half  years  ago  during 
budget  time.  I  recall  distinctly, 
although  I  haven't  been  able  to 
find    that    particular    bill    here.

that  there  was  one  bill  for  $25 
for  three  meals,  two  members  of 
the  School  Committee  and  the 
Superintendent  at  the  Statler. 
That  bill  for  $25,  if  my  memory 
serves  me  correctly,  either  was 
for  one  steak  and  two  lobsters  or 
two  steaks  and  one   lobster. 

In  addition  to  that,  it  also  had 
as  part  of  the  $25  charge  a  certain 
number  of  dollars  that  was  listed 
as  federal  amusement  tax,  and  I 
forget  what  the  amount  of  it  was 
as  part  of  the  $25  obligation  that 
the  city  paid. 

Now,  that  can  mean  only  one 
thing,  if  I  know  the  Statler  as 
well  as  I  think  I  do.  That  was 
for  dining  in  what  I  believe  is 
known  as  the  Terrace  Room 
where  the  floor  show  and  the 
music  was. 

Now,  while  I  am  perfectly  con- 
tent that  people  should  eat  rea- 
sonably at  the  expense  of  the  city 
if  their  duties,  whether  paid  or 
unpaid,  require  them  to  work 
late  at  night  or  beyond  the  nor- 
mal working  hour  or  dinner  hour 
or  supper  hour,  depending  on 
which  part  of  the  city  they  live  in, 
but  I  don't  believe  that  that 
should  include  entertainment  and 
floor  shows  and  orchestras  and 
so  forth,  and  I  think  it  is  only 
lair,  and  I  repeat:  maybe  even 
TO  the  point  of  being  boring,  it  is 
only  fair  that  if  a  piece  of  the 
story  is  being  given  to  the  cit- 
izens of  Boston,  a  piece  which 
tended  at  least  in  part  to  dam- 
age the  reputations  or  futures  of 
all  or  some  of  the  members  ol 
Ibis  School  Committee,  r!ien  the 
comparisons  should  be  given  be- 
tween the  use  that  this  School 
Committee  makes  of  these  rights 
or  privileges  or  whatever  you 
want  to  call  them  against  the  use 
made  of  similar  rights  and  privi- 
leges by  members  of  previous 
committees  and  against  the  use 
made  of  similar  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  food  and  transportation 
by  the  paid  personnel  of  the  de- 
partment. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  would  like  to  ask  you  a  ques- 
tion. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  You  can  ask  me 
any  question  you  wish. 

Superintendent:  And  I  will  fol- 
low your  advice.  To  my  knowl- 
edge I  have  not  eaten  with  any 
member  of  this  School  Commit- 
tee except  possibly  once.  I  think 
we  had  a  recessed  meeting  and 
we  went  to  the  Bellevue.  I  was 
sitting  down,  and  I  think  I  was 
asked  to  come  over  to  the  table 
where  the  members  of  the  School 


Committee  were  eating.  That  is 
the  only  occasion  that  I  can  re- 
call. 

Now,  you  have  answered  me, 
Mr.  Chairman — very  properly, 
and  1  am  grateful  to  you  for  it — 
on  the  use  of  taxicabs,  and  you 
approved  that. 

Now  does  the  Committee  object 
if  any  member  of  the  Committee 
asks  me  to  go  with  him,  let's  say 
this  evening,  to  talk  business? 
Do  they  object  to  my  going  with 
them,  and  if  the  Committee  mem- 
ber feels  that  he  wants  to  do  it, 
take  me  as  his  guest  for  the  city 
to  pay? 

Do  you  want  to  say  to  me, 
"No,  Superintendent,  you  should- 
n't do  that."  i  will  follow  your 
wishes,  Mr.  Chairman,  whatever 
they  are. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Mr.  Superin- 
tendent, it  seems  to  me  that  that 
is  clearly  a  m<Jtter  for  your  con- 
science and  the  conscience  of 
that  particulai  member  of  the 
School  Committee  who  asks  you 
to  dine  with  him  or  with  her.  I 
don't  see  how  I  can  settle  the 
problem  for  you  any  more  than 
you  can  settle  it  for  me,  or  any 
more  than  any  one  of  the  people 
around  here  can  settle  for  each 
other  or  for  you  or  for  anybody 
else. 

Incidentally,  some  of  these  bills 
by  members  of  previous  School 
Committees — and  this  is  really 
ironical — state  on  them:  "Mr.  or 
Mrs.  So  and  So,  and  member  of 
press;  and  if  my  memory  serves 
me  correctly,  the  reporter  who 
was  reputed  to  have  contributed 
in  part  to  one  of  the  articles  that 
appeared — and  I  say  if  my  mem- 
ory serves  me  correctly — himself 
on  some  occasions  was  a  guest  of 
the  city. 

That  is  rubbing  it  in  a  little 
bit,  to  put  it  mildly. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
you  have  answered  that  question 
for  me — that  if  any  member  in- 
vites me  to  go  with  him  for  school 
business,  then  it  is  perfectly 
proper? 

Mr.  Muchnick:  That  is  my 
opinion  of  it.  I  don't  know  what 
the  others  think.. 

Mr.  Carr:  A  matter  of  con- 
science. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  wouldn't  say  that 
this  is  a  "kiss  and  tell"  Commit- 
tee by  any  means.  I  don't  think 
that  any  membei'  of  this  Com- 
mittee would  ever  list  the  Super- 
intendent or  list  any  of  his  guests. 

I  know  I  have  had  any  number 
of  guests  whether  they  are  edu- 
cators or  labor  men  or  whatever

they  happened  to  be,  and  natural- 
ly I  have  signed  my  name.  I 
certainly  would  never  have  signed 
the  name  of  ihe  party  who  was 
with  me  becaase  after  all  it  is  no 
affair  of  anybody  else,  and  I  don't 
think  that  this  Committee  would 
sign  anj-body's  name  other  than 
his  own. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  You  are  right. 
You  are  completely  right,  Doctor. 

Dr.  Foley:  If  I  ate  $14.10  worth 
of  food,  I  am  a  glutton,  I  am  a 
stupid  individual,  in  the  first 
place,  so  there  must  have  been 
somebody  with  me.  I  haven't 
checked  up  with  the  Parker 
House.  I  am  fearful  of  getting  the 
gout  because  after  all  I  don't 
wish  to  be  impaired  because  I 
have  another  year  on  the  School 
Committee  so  that  it's  fearful  to 
think  that  I  would  do  that.  If 
there  were  somebody  with  me,  I 
would  sign  my  name,  and  I  cer- 
tainly wouldn't  sign  anybody 
else's  name  because  it  is  of  no 
avail  to  anyone. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Well,  I  would 
like  to  make  one  further  obser- 
vation. It  seems  completely  ridic- 
ulous to  raise  this  kind  of  an 
issue,  as  has  been  raised  by  one 
of  the  newspapers  over  the  ex- 
penditure of  what  I  imagine  will 
be  less  than  $2000  during  the 
course  of  1952,  concerning  people 
who  are  entrusted  by  the  City  of 
Boston  with  the  expenditure  of 
close  to  thirty  million  of  dollars 
and  who  are  entrusted  v\dth  an 


even  more  valuable  asset  or 
property,  the  care  and  education 
of  close  to  90,000  children. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  my  guess 
is  that  the  bills  for  1952  for  this 
type  of  item  will  be  far  less,  com- 
pared to  the  number  of  meetings 
had  this  year,  especially  with 
other  years,  than  have  been  the 
bills  of  1951  or  1950  or  any  of  the 
immediately  preceding  years. 

Is  that  a  fair  statement,  Mr. 
Smith?  That  the  food  and  trans- 
portation bill  will  be  less? 

Business  Manager:  I  would 
have  to  go  back  and  go  over  the 
costs,  Mr.  Chairman.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  this  Committee  has 
had  more  meetings  than  probably 
any  committee  in  my  memory. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  And  fewer  bills. 

Business  Manager:  But  I  mean 
to  compare  the  expenditures  I 
would  not  want  to  do  till  I  had 
a  chance  to  check  up  on  them. 

Mr.  Muchnick:  Of  course,  on 
many  meeting  nights  some  of 
the  members  haven't  eaten  at  the 
expense  of  the  city.  They  have,  in 
the  main,  gone  home  to  their 
families. 

Mrs.  Lyons:  Nor  have  we  used 
the  taxicabs.  We  have  used  our 
own  cars.
